their Peril, whereof the Commiflioners, and other Officers of OurCuftoms, the Mafter, Wardens 
and Company of Stationers are to take notice, that due Obedience may be rendered to Our 
Pleafurc herein declared.

PREFACE. 


T HE Writer of the following Hiflory has it not to plead, that he 
undertook this W 'irk at the requeft of Friends , or fo much as his own 
inclination , but can truly fay his proper profefjion, at this time obliged him, 
to engage in an Undertaking , which has cof him no fmall trouble , and an 
cxpence he little dreamt of 

It is fometime fince Mr. Mapletofr, one of the Officers of St. George’s 
Chapel , by a commendable diligence , had collected the federal Monumental , 
and other Infcriptions in that Church : Thefe , with fome Extracts from 
Mr. Afhmole, relating to the College, and the Order of the Garter, 
were at frft intended to be publifhed, and Propofals were printed accord- 
ingly. 

The favourable reception of the Propofals , and a due attention to the 
SubjeSl ,foon caufed a Refolution to be taken to depart from this firfi purpofe , 
and to compile entirely a new Hiflory of the feveral Particulars within 
this Royal Caftle, and , as a nece far y Introduction , to give an account alfo 
of the Town and Corporation of Windfor; and , as no Gentleman of fuffi- 
cient leifure , or Inclination occurred , that would enter upon an undertak- 
ing of this nature , and it was too late to depart frotn the engagements to 


the Public , necefjity, not choice , obliged the Bookfeller to aCl himfelf, 
in the double capacity of Author and Printer . 

However uncommon this may be, it is hoped no prejudice will arife on 
this declaration, it being with no J' mall reluctance, that thisHiJlory is not Jent 
abroad Anonymus, but the conf deration ojfeveral hifiorical Falls here- 
in afi'erted, contrary to opinions hitherto generally received, and many 
other particulars throughout the whole Hijlory , Pad rendered it impojfible 
to remain a fecret. 

' The Author is alfo fenfible, at fir fl fight this Work will appear under 
other di [advantages ; and after Mr. Aihmole, and the more recent publi- 
cation of the late Mr. Anftis, it may pofjibly be thought by many , nothing 
farther can be [aid relating to Windfor : Thofe Gentlemen have certainly 
deferved well of the Publick, by their diligent and induflrious Collections , 
for the Advancement and Splendor of the mofi noble Order of the Garter, 
of which they were worthy Officers , and whoever treats on that SubjeCt 
mufl be greatly obliged to their reJ'peCtive Performances, and in that part 
of the prefentHifiory which relates to this mofi noble Order, they are frequently 
made ufe of, and acknowledged as the befi Authority ; but to the generality of 
Readers, and thofe, whom neither Office, or other Connection , does not re- 
quire the mofi exaCl knowledge of every ceremonial of Honour relating to 
that Order, the Hiftoriesof thofe Gentlemen mufi appear too minute, and 
circumfiantial, to be read with pleafure, and [or the Information of thofe 
Readers particularly, the prejent Hijlory is intended. 

Befides , Mr. Afhmole has been long fince publifhed, and Mr. Anftis is 
confined altogether to the mofi early times of the Order, and neither of thofe 
Gentlemen have any relation to many parts of the prefent Hifiory ; and in 
that part wherein the Order of the Garter is particularly, treated of, 
will be found many . particulars, not bef ore mentioned by thofe Gentlemen , 
or any other Writer : The Collection of the Titles at large efpecially, of 
the Knights Companions, from the Plates of their Arms , as they 
now fiand ranged in the Choir of St. Georg e’s Chapel , has never yet 
been attempted , and this certainly is a mofi necejfary and ufeful Memo- 
rial of Honour, of great importance to that noble Society, and of no fmall

ufe in Hijlory , info much that it is matter of wonder, an omijjion of this 
kind Jkould fo long remain , and thefe Plates cfcape the attention of 
Gentlemen , whofe peculiar Pro'fejjion leads them to do all honour to this 
mof noble Order. 

However unpleafant the task , no pains has been [fared to render this 
Regitter of Honour excB, and to afeertain the Arms of thofe Knights, on 
whofe Plates there are no Infcriptions : 'The* like diligence has not been 
wanting in every other part of this Work ; but to avoid a multiplicity of 
words , nothing farther will be added , and the Reader is recommended to 
the Table of Contents for the feveral particulars of this Hi ft or y, which 
muft now Jpeak for itfelj, and however executed , has , as is intimated be- 
fore, been carried on at an expence and trouble, beyond me a fur e, in pro- 
portion to the Propofals firjl printed * \ and the care of the Writer has 
been , as far as his ability , or opportunity of information would admit y 
fully to explain each SubjeSi , and notwit hflanding the great variety , t& 
omit nothing material , and at the fame time not to infer t, what to the gene- 
rality of Readers, might be thought fuperfluous and unnecefjdry ; and from 
this Endeavour at leaf, he hopes for a favourable confruciion of this 
Performance, and if no great errors are committed , an allowance for 
fmaller failings .

CHAPTER I. 

Of the TOWN and CORPORATION of WINDSOR. 

INDSOR is -fituated in JRtpplefnitrc Hundred, at the 
Eajl end of the County of Berks , on a rifing hill on the 
banks of the River Thames, and has always had the addi- 
tional term of New, to diftinguifh it from OldWindJ'or, a 
pleafant Village in the neighbourhood, and formerly of 
more note, for in the reign of William I. we read there were an hun- 
dred Houfes , whereof twenty-two were exempt from Tax, out of the reft 
there went thirty Shillings. 

Cambden rightly conjectures that the remarkable winding courfe or 
fhore of the River here, gave rife to the name ; being by the Saxons 
called WinSlephopa. From this place the new Town took its Name, 
and in ancient Writings was called Wyndtejhora , by Leland Windelefore , 

B and 
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and by contra&ion long fince Windfor , and became famous in fucceeding 
ages, by the favour and refidence of our Princes; and being appointed 
the feat of the mod noble Order of the Garter. 

On the oppofite fide of the River to New Windfor , is Eton , in the 
County of Bucks', and by the conveniency of a timber Bridge, which 
admits of a ready communication, they indeed feem, but as one and 
the fame Town. 

The earlieft authentick notice we have of Windfor , is from that in- 
drument of donation which King Edward the Confeffor made thereof, 
among other Lands, to the Monadery of St. Peter , at Weflminfier ; 
wherein it is declared, that the King, (Monaft. Angl. Tom. i.) jor the 
hope of eternal reward , the remijfion of all his fins , the fins of his Fa- 
ther, Mother , and all his Ancefors, to the praife of Almighty God, granted 
as an endowment and perpetual inheritance , to the ufe of the Monks there^ 
that ferved God, taaijmclefljoja, (fituate within, yet at the Eajl point 
of the County of Berks) with all its appurtenances . 

But it continued not long in their poffeflion, for King William the 
Conqueror , the fird year of his reign, being greatly enamoured of the 
pleafant fituation of the place, and, (Ex prtef. Rot. Cart, antiq.) for 
that it feemed exceeding profitable and commodious , becaufe fituate Jo near 
the Thames, the Wood fit for Game , and many other particulars lying 
there meet and necejfary for Kings , yea a place very convenient for his re- 
ception ; invited Eadwin the then Abbot, and the Monks, to accept in 
exchange for it SKIlofeciiDttnc, in Ceafo^D Hundred, in the County of Ef- 
fex ; a Manfion called dfeving!?, with all its Members and Hamlets, in 
lUrcCcnc Hundred, in the fame County ; together with fourteen Soke- 
men and their Lands, and one Freeholder in 'S^urettaple Hundred, who 
held one yard Land, belonging to the faid Manfion, with three Houfes 
in Coltfcaflta; and hereupon was it again returned to the Crown, where 
it hath ever fince remained. 

King William was no fooner in pofleffion of Windfor , than he began 
to make this his refidence for hunting, and for that purpofe, early built 
a royal Seat or Cadle on the fummit of the hill; (for in the fourth year 
of his reign, Anno 1070, he kept his court, and ordered a Synod to be 
held here, at WhitJ untide.') This Cadle, by Domefday Book , is faid to 
contain half a Hide of Land, parcel of the Manour of Clewcr, a Vil- 
lage a mile Weft of Windfor. King William alfo defigned the Parks, 
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and made large Forefts for the chafe, to the extent of many mile?, 
and eftablilhed ftriCt Laws for the due keeping and prefervation of 
Deer and other Game. 

This Caftle King Henry I. Son of King William fortified, and added 
many goodly buildings thereto; and to entertain himfelf with the 
pleafure thereof, did in the tenth year of his reign, fummon all his 
Nobility thither, where he held his Whitfuntide , with great ftate and 
magnificence. 

Shortly after, in a Charter of peace between King Stephen and Duke 
Henry (afterwards King Henry II.) this Caftle is called Mot a de Windefor, 
the Fortrefs of WindJ'or. Hugh de PudJ'ey , Bifhop of Durham , and 
Earl of Northumberland , being appointed Regent of the Kingdom, 
Anno 1189. when King Richard I. went into the Holy Land, refided 
at Windfor , as a place of great ftrength. King Edward I. with his 
Queen Eleanor , took great delight in this royal Caftle, and had four 
Children born here; and by the royal refidence, and increafe of In- 
habitants, New Windfor became a confiderable Town; Anno 1276, this 
Prince, in the fifth year of his reign, by Charter, declared Windfor 
a 5fvcc SBojottglj, and granted the Inhabitants feveral Privileges. This 
Charter is in the Bodleian Library at Oxon, among Mr. Dodefworth's 
MS. Collections, and is as follows; 

EDWARDUS, Dei Gratia, &c. falutem : Sciatis quod concefimus 
pro nobis et heredibus nofir is, quod ‘villa nofir a de Nova Windefore, de ce~ 
tero liber Burgus fit , et quod probi homines nofiri ejufdem Villa , et eorum 
Heredes et SucceJJ'ores liberi Burgenfes fint , et Gildam Mercatoriam ha- 
be ant, et eifidem Libertatibus et liberis Confuetudinibus utantur in eodem 
Burgo, quibus alii Burgenfes aliorum Burgorum nofirorum in Regno nofiro 
rationabiliter ufifunt , et quod quieti fint de Theoloneo prefiando in om- 
nibus Burgis, et Villis, et Dominiis , per totum Regnum nofirum prediBum, 
et quod habeant P or cos fuos proprios de pannagio, quod dicitiir Fencake, 
quietos in Burgo prediBo. Et quod jitfiiciarii nofiri in Comitatu Berks 
itiner antes, tarn ad Communia Placita, quam ad P lack a Foreftarum, Iti- 
nera Jua de cetero teneant in eodem Burgo. Et etiam quod Capitalis Gao - 
la nofir a ejufdem Comitdtus fit in ipfo Burgo liber at io diBe Gaole femper 
facienda ibidem. Square voluimus , et firmiter precipimus, &c. Hi is te- 
fiibus, &c Dat. per Manum nofir am apud Windefore, 28 Die Maii, 
Anno Regni nofiri quint 0. 

E> 2 Henry 
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Henry VI. Anno Regni ij° granted a Charter to this Burgh, wherein 
the above Charter of King Edward is literally inferred and confirmed. 
{Inter Arch. Filial) Alfo Anno Regni 23° he granted another Charter 
of Privileges. (Ibid.) 

Edward IV. in the feventh year oi his reign, granted a Charter to 
this Borough, in thefe Words ; Concedimus Edmundo Rury nunc Majori , 
necnou The. Sherman et Willielmo Stephen Bal/ivis did a Villa de Nova 
Windfor, et Burgenfbus , et Inhabit antibus ejitfdem Villa , quod ipfi Bur- 
genfcs , et Inhabitants , ( i e. the Burgefles Refidenr, that dwelt in the 
Town) de Catero Jint in perpetuum unum Corpus in Re et Nomine , et 
Slim Comnutnttag pcvpcttta Co?po?ata de uno Majore et duobus Bal/ivis , ac 
Burgenfibus ejitfdem Villa , ipfique Major Ballivi et Burgenfes fucccfionem 
habeant perpetuam , et quod ipji Major Ballivi et Burgenfes , et Succefjores 
fui per nomine Majority Ballivorum , et Bnrgenfium de Nova Windfor pla- 
citare et implacitari , &c. And that thefe Burgefles were a feledt Num- 
ber of the chief Inhabitants of the Town, it appears by the Town Books, 
in which the Tranfadtions of the Burgh and Corporation have been 
noted, and from time to time fet down. 

Thefe Burgefles at firfl; were the King’s Tenants, as appears by a for- 
mer Charter of Edward IV. viz. Anno Regni 2 V (Lit. Pat.) Sciatis, 
Spued cum Edwardus nuper Rex Anglia primus pofl Ccnquefum , concefe- 
rit pro Je et haredibus J'uis, Quod Villa fua de Nova Windfor deinceps Li- 
ber Burgus effet, et quod p?obt l)0iuutcg fttt ejufdem Villa et eorum Haredes , 
etSucce fores, ^libcri JSttrtjrnfcS efent,- et Cdj luant STt^cvcato? tant haberent, See. 

Ann. 15® Henry VII. 23° Henry VIII. 3^ Edward VI. Charters, 
or Grants of Privileges were granted to this Burgh. (Int Arch. Villa.) 
wherein the former Charters are confirmed, and in like manner it is 
granted, quod iLtbcrl iBurgcnfcg efent , r/<BtlDam9pcrrato?iam haberent, See. 

This Trading Gild , Fellow/hip, Community or Fraternity , with the 
Privileges belonging, to it, was in thofe times, fays Brady (Hift. of 
Burghs) the conftitution of a Burgh , and was always a feleSl Number , 
diflributed into feveral Ranks and Orders: And the whole Fraternity 
or Fellow/hip, of the Gild of New Windfor , according to the antienc 
ufage and cuflom of the Town, is explained and confirmed by Charter 
of James I. AA Aug. Anno Regni i°. In this laft Charter, the 
old Name of the Burgh or Corporation is continued, viz. the Mayor, 
Bay Uf's, and Burgejfes of New Windfor , Sec. And twenty-eight, 
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or not above thirty, of the beft, and moft worthy Inhabitants of the 
Burgh , are appointed to be the number of the Fraternity of the Guild- 
hall of the Burgh , and to be the Common-Council of the Burgh , and 
a flirt ant to the Mayor and Bayliffs of the fame Burgh, in all matters 
and things touching the fame. Of thefe twenty-eight or thirty Bre- 
thren, thirteen were to be called Fellows , or Benchers of the Guildhall ; 
and of thofe thirteen, ten were to be called Aldermen , or chief Benchers , 
out' of which the Mayor is to be chofen, and the two Bayliffs out of 
the Brethren of the Burgh. 

Here fays Brady (ut fupra ) is the myrtery of the Communi- 
ty or Corporation unfolded ; That it confifts of a Mayor , two Bayliffs, 
and twenty-eight or thirty Brethren of the Guildhall , who were the 
Mayor , Bayliffs , and Burgeffes, , according to the antient ufage and 
cuftom of the Town ; and that this is the true meaning of the word 
Ccmmunitasf, Community , or (as vulgarly tranflated) the Commonalty. 

In the civil Wars in the reign of King Charles I and the feveral 
ufurpations of power that afterwards enfued, WindJ'or fhared the 
common fate of the Nation, both as a Corporation , and Royal .Seat , 
the antient Charters and Privileges of the former, were little regarded, 
but made fubjedt to the will and conftrudtion of lawlefs Power ; and 
the latter , from being the glory and delight -of Princes, became the 
Prifon of its Royal Sovereign j the royal Apartments, and antient 
Chapel, fubjedt to the rapine and plunder of avaritious and furious 
Men, at a time, when hypocrify and mad zeal parted for Religion, and 
general devaftation was deemed a Publick Good. 

On the happy Reftoration of the Royal Family, and the Kingdom to 
its antient Order, and uniform Government, King Charles II. Feb. 9. 
Anno Regni 16 0 granted the Corporation a New Charter , and therein 
confirmed all the ancient Charters, Rights, and Privileges of the Burgh, 
by the name of the Mayor , Bayliffs , and Burgeffes of WindJ'or , as 
follows, (Ex Archivis Villa.) 

Infuper voluimus ac per prefentes • ordinamus , -et de ubcriori gratia nofra 
fpcciali pro nobis here dibus et J'uccefjoribus noftris concedimus et c on firm a- 
mus , prefato Majori Ballivis et Btirgenftbus et J'uccefforibus J'uis 'quod in 
perpetuum fint et erint in Burgo predict 0 viginti o 5 lo homines :r vel aliquis 
„ alius numerus, non excedens numerum triginta in numero , tantum de melio- 
ribus et probioribus Inhabit antibus ejujdem Burgi de tempore in tempus in 
■hujuj’modi 
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hujufmodi modo et forma eligendos et confituendos ficut ex antiquo et tem- 
poribus retroa&is fecundum ordinationes, ufus, et confuetudinem Eurgi 
illius antehac ufi fuerunt aut confueverunt, qui erunt , vocabuntur , et 
nominabuntur fratres Guildhall Burgi de Neva TVindfor, ac Jic continua- 
buntur ct permanebunt in fr at emit ate ilia quamdiu feje bene gefferint in 
eadem , nfi interim pro aliqua caufa fationabili ab officio et loco prediBis 
amovebuntur , aut eorum aliquis amovebitur. £>ui quidem fratres Jic in 
forma fuperius Jpecificati , debit, prej'eBi , et nominati facient et erunt , et 
in perpetuum futuris temporibus vocabuntur commune Concilium Burgi 
predidti pro omnibus rebus , materiis , caufis , et negotiis Burgum prediBum 
ac bonutn regimen , fiatum , et gubernationem ejufdem Burgi tangentibus 
five concernentibus ac erunt de tempore in tempus ajjiftentes et auxiliantes 
Majori et Ballivis ejufdem Burgi pro tempore exiftentibus, in omnibus caufis 
et materiis eundem Burgum tangentibus five concernentibus. Voluimus in 
fuper ac per prefentes pro nobis heredibus et fuccefforibus noflris ordinamus 
ct concedimus quod ex numero prediBo fratrum Guildhalde Burgi prediBi 
Jic ut prefertur eleBorum et prefeBorum eligendorum et preficiendorum tres 
decim eorum in perpetuum de cetero erunt , et vocabuntur ac nominabuntur 
J’ocii angliee les Benchers Burgi prediBi. Ac etiam erunt et perpetuis fu- 
turis temporibus vocabuntur , et nominabuntur focii , angliee the Benchers 
of the Guildhall infra Burgum prediblum ac in forma inferius in prefen- 
tibus mentionata de tempore in tempus eligentur et conjlituentur. Ex quo- 
que quidem tres decim Jociorum numero fie elect or um et prefect or urn eligen- 
dorum et preficiendorum decern eorum inperpetuum de cetero erunt , voca- 
buntur , et nominabuntur Aldermanni five primarii focii angliee les Chiefe 
Benchers Burgi illius. bfui quidem Aldermanni five primarii focii angliee 
les Chiefe Benchers Burgi prediBi de tempore in tempus eligendi et confii- 
tuendi informa inferius in prefentibus mentionata et exprefia de tempore in 
tempus eligentur ct conjlituentur. Ex quoque quidem decern Alder manna- 
rum numero unus annuatim elegetur in ojficium Majoris Burgi prediBi , mo- 
do et forma inferius J'pecificatis, et officio J'uo Majoris Burgi prediBi 
peraBo deinde perpetuis futuris temporibus erit , vocabitur et nihilominus 
remanebit unus de Aldermannis five primariis Jociis, angliee les Chiefe 
Benchers Burgi prediBi. Et ulterius voluimus ac per prefentes pro nobis 
heredibus et fuccefforibus noflris ordinamus quod de cetero in perpetuum fmt 
et erunt in Burgo prediBo duo Ballivi in numero tantum de fratribus 
Burgi prediBi in forma his Uteris Patentibus J'pecificata eligendi, et 
conjlituendi , &c. Ring 
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King 'James II. in the tirft year of his Reign, gave this Town a new 
Charter, more agreeable to the temper and difpoffiion of that mistaken 
Prince; but upon the happy Revolution, this Charter was repealed, 
and the Borough eltablilhed in its antient Privileges, agreeable to this 
lafl Charter of King Charles II. 

By thefe feveral Charters of our Princes, the Town and Corporation 
of Windfor have long had, and enjoyed divers Liberties, Franchifes, 
Immunities, and Pre-eminences ; as alfo by prefcription and cuftom, 
the principal of which at this day ufed and enjoyed are ; that 

“ There lhall and may be, twenty-eight Men in number, or any 
“ other number not exceeding thirty, to be ele&ed and conftituted out 
“ of the better and more fubftantial Inhabitants of the faid Borough, and 
“ to be called Brethren of the faid Guildhall of the faid Borough ; thirteen 
“ of the faid twenty- eight or thirty Brethren to be called Benchers, and 
“ ten of thofe Benchers to be called and Riled Aldermen , and out of 
“ the number of thefe ten Aldermen , one to be yearly chofen Mayor, 
“ or chief Magiftrate of the faid Borough; and when his faid Office 
u of Mayor is finiffied, he is to remain and be one of the Aldermen , or 
“ Chief Benchers , till fuch times as he is chofen Mayor again, which 
“ often happens, &c. 

u There are likewife two Bayliffs to be chofen out of the younger 
u Brethren yearly by the Mayor and Aldermen . 

“ The Mayor , Bayliffs , and BurgeJJes , are to chufe one eminent and 
“ difcreetMan, to be the Capital, or High Steward ; and alfo one other 
“ difcreet and learned Man, to be the Under Steward, and Common Clerk 
4< of the faid Borough : And alfo have power to make By-Laws, Rules , 
u and Ordinances, for the more due, and better Government of the faid 
u Borough, &c. 

“ The Mayer , Bayliffs , and Burgeffcs , to have and hold within the 
“ faid Borough, one Court of Record, every Monday, in every Week, 
u before the Mayor, Aldermen , Bayliffs, and Under Steward-, or at lead: 
u three or more of them, of whom the Mayor to be one. This 
“ Court may hold all manner of Pleas, Actions, Suits, and Demands, 

as well perfonal as mixt ; of all manner of TrefpalTes, by Force of 

Arms, and all other TrefpalTes ; and of all manner of Debts, Pleas 
iL upon Cafe, Deceipts, Accounts, Debt upon Covenant, detaining of 
** Charters, Writings and Immunities, and Chattels ; of taking and 

‘‘ detaining 
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** detaining Bealls and Cattle, and all other Contrails whatfoever ; and 
“ of all Caufes, and Things emerging, or hereafter happening to 
* c emerge within the faid Borough, the Suburbs, Liberties, and Pre- 
“ cindls thereof; altho’ the faid Trefpaffes, Debts, Accounts, Cove- 
“ nants, Deceipts, Detentions, or other Contrails, do amount, or do 
“ not amount to, or do exceed the fum or value of forty Shillings ; 
“ and that fuch Pleasj Plaints, Suits, and Ailions, fhall be there heard 
<$ and determined before the Mayor , Aldermen , and Bayliffs , &c. or 
“ any three or more of them, of whom the faid Mayor for the time 
“ being mufl be one. 

The faid Mayor, Aldermen , Bayliffs, and Under Steward, or any 
l< three of them, the Mayor always to be one, may in open Court, no- 
“ minate and appoint, as many difcreet and fit Men to be Attornies to 
il attend the Court of Record, as fhall feem reafonable to the faid 
“ Mayor , Aldermen, &c. fo that the number do not exceed four. 

“ There are two Juflices of the Peace for the faid Borough, the Mayor 
“ being always one, during the time of his Mayoralty, and the other is 
<c either one of the Aldermen, or the Under Steward, nominated year- 
*'• ly by the Younger Brethren , and eleiled by the Aldermen and Benchers ; 
€l and the faid Juflices have power to hold Seffions, in the fame man- 
ner and form as all other Juflices in the Kingdom. 

“ The Mayor is likewife Clerk of the Market, in fuch manner, that 
ic the Clerk of hisMajefly’s Houfhold, fhall in no wife concern himfelf 
tl with the Affize of Bread, Wine, or Ale, &c. within the faid Bo- 
“ rough, or Precindls thereof ; nor fhall he prefume to enter the faid 
“ Borough to execute any thing relating to his Office. 

“ There is likewife granted by the faid feveral Kings of England 
u and Great Britain, to the faid Mayor, Bayliffs , and Burge ffes, a power 
“ to have a Market on Saturday , in every Week throughout the whole 
“ Year; and alfo three Fairs yearly, the firfl begins at the Feafl of St. 
“ John the Baptiff , the fecond at the Feafl of St. Edward , which is a 
“ fortnight after the Feafl of St. Michael, and the third on Tuejday in 
“ Eajler- week ; and each Fair continues two Days, that is, the Day of 
“ each Feafl, and the Day after ; and the faid Mayor, See. have power 
** to hold a Court of Pye Powder, during the faid Fairs, to determine 
<l any Differences, or Diflurbances which may happen in the faid 
“ Fairs, between the Merchants and Tradefmen. CV. together with all 

“ Tolls, 
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(< Tolls, Stallage, Pickage, Fines, and Amerciaments belonging to the 
“ faid Fairs, &c. 

“ The Mayor is Coroner of the Burgh, and has power to fummon 
<c Juries, take Inqued, and to execute in all Cafes, the office of Coroner 
“ within the faid Borough and Liberties; and the Mayor, Baylffs , and 
“ Burgeftes, have likewile power to eredt a Gaol, and the Bay lifts of 
il the Borough are the Keepers of the faid Gaol, who have return of 
“ all Writs of Affize, as of all other, and all manner of Writs, Bills, 

<c and Warrants, &c. of the King’s Majedy; and all Summons, 

“ Edreats, and Precepts, &c. of the Exchequer; and the Edreats, 

“ and Precepts of the Judice in Eyre; as well Pleas of the Fored, as 
“ Common Pleas, of other Judices whatfoever; and alfo of Attach- 
ci ments, as well of Pleas of the Crown as others, in the faid Borough, 

“ Suburbs, and Precinfts thereof; and the execution of them is to 
“ be made .by the faid Bay lifts for the Time being: So that no Sheriff \ 

“ TJnder-Sheriff, or other Minider belonging to the Crown, daall enter “ 
“ into the faid Borough, Suburbs, or Precindts thereof, to do any 
“ thing or , things relating to their Office, or Offices, unlefs in default 
‘‘ of the Mayor , Bay lifts , and Burgeftes , &c. ” 

The faid Mayor, See. pay into the Receipt of his Majedy’s Exche- 
quer (or to thofe to whom it is granted) io /. per Annum, for all their 
lawful Privileges, Franchifes, Immunities, Quittances, Executions, 
and Jurifdidtions, they formerly, and at prefent .enjoy by any Incor- 
poration, or any lawful Cudom or Prefcription to them and their 
Heirs for ever. 

The Corporation alfo, pays annually to the Crown, the Sum of 
4/. g s. 3 d. farthing, a Quit Rent for rhe Manour of (HtiDctoar, 
or (EttDtrour, vffiich they hold by Charter of King Charles II. including 
all and fingular the Meduages, Mills Houfes, Edifices, Buildings, 
Barns, Stables, Pigeon Houfes, Orchards, Gardens, Curtillages, Lands, 
Tenements, Meadow, Padure Grounds, Commons, Demean Lands, 
Wads, Budi-wood, Furzes, Lees, Marches, Woods, Under-woods, 
Tyth es of Sheaves of Corn, Grain, Hay, Wool, and Lambs, and all 
other Tythes whatfoever, as well fmall as great; and alfo Oblations, 
Obventions, Fruits, Profits, Waters, Filheries, &c. with all Juril- 
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diCtions and Hereditaments, by whatfoever Names they are called or 
known to be, fituate, lying, or being, arifing, growing, or emerging, 
within the County of Berks, to the faid Manour, except neverthelefs, 
Right to the King, his Heirs and Succeffors, of all Advowfons, Dona- 
tions, and Right of Patronage, of all and fingular Churches, Vica- 
ridges, Chapels, and Ecclefiaftical Benefices whatfoever, belonging to 
the faid Manour and Premifes. 

It plainly appears, by thefe ample and large Privileges, granted at 
different times, and by different Princes, how much they delighted to 
favour this place of their royal refidence, which with the pleafant fitua- 
tion of the place itfelf, and the delightful Country adjacent, long fince 
made Windfor a handfome and populous Town, confifting of feveral 
Streets, in which are many Gentlemens Houfes and good Buildings : 
The four principal Streets are, CaJUe-Jlreet , on the Eajl ; Prejcod-Jireet , 
on the Weft ; High-Jlreet , on the South ; and Thames-fireet , on the North ; 
all which Streets center, or terminate in the middle of the Town ; 
where formerly, viz. Anno 1380. 4 0 Richard II. was ereded, a hand- 
fome Crofs , according to the cuftom of thofe times, by John Sadeler , 
which was repaired, and a Crucifix fixed on the top, Anno 1635, by 
Godfrey Goodman , fometime Canon of Windfor , and Bifhop of Glou- 
'ctfler, which at that time gave offence, and probably occafioned it to 
be demolifhed in 1641. What efcaped the fury of thofe times, was 
raken down foon after the prefent ‘Town-Hall was built, and no Veftigia 
now remain, but the Name; and all Proclamations and publick Orders 
are ilill read and declared at this place. 

The Guildhall , or Town-Houfe , is fituate in the principal part of the 
Town; and is a neat and handfome Building, fupported and adorned 
with Columns and Arches of Portland Stone, eredled in the Year 1686, 
from the defign, or plan of Sir Thomas Fits , Surveyor of the Cinque 
Ports, at the Expence of 2006/. 14 s. 4 d. which was all paid by the 
Corporation, except the Sum of 680/. y s. 6 d. which was generou fly 
fubfcribed by the feveral following Gentlemen, towards the building 
this publick Edifice.

The Hall is a handfome large Room, well adapted for the meeting 
of the Mayor and Corporation, for the Bufinefs of the Borough; it is 
adorned with the Pictures of King Charles I. King Charles II. King 
James II. King William III. Queen Mary , Queen Anne ; alfo of 
Archbilhop Laud, Theodore Randue , Efq; and other Benefactors. 

In the year 1707, the Corporation, out of a lingular regard to 
Queen Anne , (who conftantly made Windfor her Summer residence) 
ereCted in a niche, at the North end of the Town-Houfe, the Statue of 
her Majefty, veiled in her royal Robes, with the Globe, and other 
Enfigns of Regalia ; and underneath, in the freeze of the entablature 
of the lelfer Columns and Arches, is the following Infcription;

And in a like niche on the South fide, is the Statue of her Majelty’s 
royal Confort, Prince George of Denmark , in a Roman military Habit, 
and underneath is the following Infcription ;

In the Area, underneath this Town-Hall , is kept a weekly Market , 
on every Saturday , which is well fupplied with Corn, Meat, and all 
other Frovifions. 

Near this Edifice, on the Eajl fide of the PTigh-Jlreet , is the Parifh 
Church, dedicated to St John Baptift : It is a Vicaridge in the Deanery 
of Reading , and Diocefs of- Salisbury , formerly belonging to the Ab- 
bey of Btfham , in Berks, (Monafi. Anglic. Tom. 3.) and fometime to 
the Abbey of Waltham , in Effex , (Leland Collect. Tom. I.) at prefent 
the Patronage is in the Crown. The Church is a fpacious ancient Build- 
ing, and has within it many neat and ftately Monuments of feverah 
good Families, viz. Braham , Starkey, Foot, Hale, Topham , and the' 
late worthy Lord Chief Juftice Reeve , and his Lady ; but a particular, 
detail of them, being foreign to the prefent purpofe of this introducto- 
ry account, we fhall take no notice of them in this place, but only 
make mention of the feveral Benefactors, and Benefadtions to this 
Church and Corporation, as we find them entered in a MS. on Vellum , 
in the North Chancel, and of late infcribed on two Tables, and hung 
up in the middle Ifle of the Church. 

William Evington, Efq; of New Wind for, by his Will, dated March 
4, 1487, gave to the Vicar, and his Succeffors, the Vicaridge Houfe. 
over-againft the Church. 

February 15, 1503, JohnThompfon , and William HiintredyCh^ldxns, , 
and John Comb , Gent, by a Deed, gave to the Corporation of New 
Windfor , four Tenements, and a Garden, in Sheet-Jlreel \ the Corpora- 
tion to chufe, and on their default, the Church -Wardens are to eledt, 
eight poor Men or Women to inhabit in them. Thefe People are faid 
only to have been Feofees in truft from William Paynclf and Thomas 
Huntj who are judged the true Benefactors. 

Thomas 
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'Thomas Brotherton , alias Hunt, by a Deed, bearing date Augufl 25, 
1510, for the fupport of four Alms-Houfes, in Sheet-fireet, gave four- 
teen Acres of Failure and Wood Ground, called Butter-Stoakes ; three 
Acres and a half of Arable Land, in Church-Field, ; two Acres of Wood 
Ground, called Scott' s-Grove; one Acre of Arable, in a field called 
Pidwell-, and one parcel of Meadow, lying at Stakes, all in the Parilh 
of Warfield , Berks ; alfo two Acres of Land in Warfield-commoi\-fe\&. l 
called Ferris-Hilly at a yearly rent of two Shillings per Annum. 

Thomas Jenkinfon , of New Windfior , Gent, by his laft Will, made 
about the year 1596; gave five Acres and a half of Land, in the Pa- 
rilh of Kuficomb, Berks , called Eafi-Mead, and the Eyot for ever, to 
the intent and purpofe, that the Rents and Profits thereof Ihould bedi- 
ftributed amongft the poor Inhabitants, by the Mayor, and the three 
fenior Aldermen, and Minifter, for the time being. 

Thomas Needham of this Parilh, Gent, by his lafl Will, dated Au- 
gufi 1, 1603 ; gave to the Vicar, and Church-Wardens, and to their 
Succeffors for ever, three Houfes, in New W, mdj'or , two near the 
Church-Gate , and one in PreJ'cod-fireet , to twelve poor Perfons not liv- 
ing in the Alms-Houfes, to receive the rents every funday after morn- 
ing prayer j the Vicar, and Church. Wardens, Truftees. 

Thomas Aldem, Gent. 1604, gave a Glofe, near Putiocks-Gate in this 
Parilh, to build a Pefi-Houfie.

It appears, by a decree of the Commiffioners for charitable ufes, 
held in the Veftry of the Parilh Church of Clewer , April the 6th, 
Anno Regni y Q Jac. I. That the Commiffioners decreed one John 
PhippeSy owner of a Tenement in Moor-fireet , and of a Tenement, 
and four Acres of Land-'at Clewer ; his Heirs, Executors, &c. Ihould 
Hand chargeable with the following- Payments, viz. ten Shillings, to 
be paid quarterly to the Poor of New Windfior ; fix Shillings, to the 
two pooreft Couples that ffiall be married within the year ; and three 
Shillings and Four-pence, to the Church, payable at Eafier: Which 
feveral Sums were decreed to be in full of the Benefactions defigned by 
the laft Will of. Henry Franklin^, made Anno 17 0 Reg. Eliz. 


William 
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William Larde, 1 6 1 8, gave to the Poor of this Parifh, out of the 
Garden next to the Pejl-Ploufe , three Shillings and Four-pence per 
Annum. 

Dr. Challoncr , Reftor of Agmondejham , in Buckinghamjhire , by his 
Will, about 1621; gave, after the deceafe of Chrijlian his Wife, an 
Annuity of fix Pounds, out of his Eftates in Eafi-Oakley , Fi field, and 
Bray ; to be diftributed half yearly, to twelve of the godlieft Poor of 
this Parifii ; to be chofen by the Dean of WindJ'or , the Mayor, and 
Minifter. 

The moft Rev. Father in God, William Laud , late Lord Archbifhop 
of Canterbury , by his laft Will and Teftament, did diredt and appoint, 
that fifty Pounds per Ann. fhould be bought, and the revenue thereof 
employed, for the binding poor Boys of this Parifti, Apprentices ; and 
for marrying poor Maidens of the Town of New WindJ'or : Which 
Charity was carried into execution by Sir ‘John RobinJ'on , Bart, and 
other his Executors ; by purchafing feveral Fee Farm Rents, and 
fettling the fame to the ufes aforefaid ; as more at large appears by the 
Deed of Settlement, bearing date October 2, 1672. 

Andrew Windfor , Efq; late of Bentley , in the County of Southampton , 
by his laft Will and Teftament, bearing date Augujl 2, 1653 ; did give 
and bequeath unto the Dean, and Mayor of New Windfor , and their 
Succeflors and Afligns for ever, the Sum of two hundred Pounds; and 
appointed the fame to be laid out in the buying of Lands, or to be 
preferved as a Stock, whereby the Poor might be continually employed 
in making of Cloth : Which Money was accordingly received, and a 
rent charge of fourteen Pounds per Ann. was in lieu thereof, charged 
upon Windfor Mill ; which Mill, being fold and conveyed to her Ma- 
jefty Queen Anne , by the Mayor, Bayliffs, and Burgefies of New 
WindJ'or. They by their Deed, dated June 24, 1705, fettled a like 
rent charge of fourteen Pound per Ann. to be for ever, ifluing, and 
payable out of the Butchers Shambles, in the Market Place of New 
WindJ'or, aforefaid. 

William Day, Son of Matthew Day, Alderman of this Town; gave 
a Houfe and Garden, in PreJcod-Jlreet y by a Deed dated Augujl 1 6, 

1664 ; 
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1664 ; the Hues and Profits thereof to be diflributed among the poor 
Inhabitants, by the Mayor, and three fenior Aldermen : Alfo four Acres 
of Meadow Ground, by a Deed, bearing date July 28, 1668, called 
Mead-Hay , in Langley , in the County of Bucks , to the Mayor, three 
fenior Aldermen, and Chamberlain, to the intent and purpofe aforefaid. 

Richard Gallis, of this Parifli, Gent, gave by Indenture, dated July 
30, 1666, a Legacy to this Corporation ; with which was bought 
Munday-Clofe , lying between Woodbridge-Lane, and Moat -Bark, in this 
Parifh : The revenues of which he afligned to the fupport of feven 
Alms-Houfes ; the Corporation, Truflees. 

Doftor John Heaver, Vicar of this Parifh, one of the Canons of 
WindJbjy and Fellow of Eton College ; gave fifty Pounds, the interefl 
to be applied to apprentice poor Boys in the Parifli. 

Mrs. Agnes Ur m Jon, 167s, gave four Acres and a half in Rfead- 
Field , in the Parifli of Langley , in the County of Bucks , to purchafe 
Bread for the Poor ; the Church- Wardens, Truflees. 

This Parifh bought of Francis Ridley , Efq; of TVindJbr Caflle, for 
thirty- fix Pounds, by Indenture dated May 20, 1673; one Acre, and 
Rood and an half of Meadow, lying in Mead-Hay , in the Parifli of 
Langley Marjh, in Bucks: The profits to be applied to the ufe of the 
Poor, for ever ; the Corporation, Truflees. 

Katherine Carey, late Wife of John Carey , Efq; of Stanwell, in 
Middlefex , by a Deed dated Augufi j, 1673; gave one hundred 
Pounds, to be diflributed to fix poor Widows, at the diferetion of 
John Carey, and Giles Gent, Efqrs. John Carey , by a Deed dated 
December 20, 1679, alfo charged an Annuity of fix Pounds per Ann . 
for ever, on the Catherine-Wheel , at Colnbrcok : The election of the 
Widows of this Parifh, to be in the Mayor and Burgefles, in a com- 
mon Hall held for that end. 

Richard Reeve, of Dagnell , in Buckinghamjhire , Gent, by a Deed 
dated OSlober 11, 1676 ; gave to this Corporation, a Clofe of Failure 
Ground, in the Parifli of Whingfield, in this County, containing five 

Acres 
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Acres of Land •, the Corporation, and Overfeers, Truftees) who are 
to nominate fifty poor People, who receive no other' Charity ; to he 
paid yearly, on "January the 12th, and on July the 12th, one Shilling 
in Bread) all to continue during their lives, and their vacancies to he 
fupplied by the aforefaid Truftees. 

The fame Gentleman, by a Deed, dated Auguft 20, 1688 ; gave 
four Brick Tenements, or Alms-Houfes, near the Pitts-Fields , with 
the Gardens, for the ufe of four poor Men or Women during their 
lives j (except removed for any heinous crime.) To be elected by the 
Mayor, two fenior Aldermen, Chamberlain, Vicar, and the two 
fenior Church-Wardens, within two months after any vacancy) and 
upon their default, the ele&ion to lapfe to the Dean and Canons of 
Windjbr. The Perfons to be elected are to be upwards of fifty years of 
age, Members of the eftablilhed Church of England , and not to mar- 
ry after their election, upon pain of expulfion. 

The fame Gentleman, by his laft Will, dated December 9, 1688 ) 
gave two hundred Pounds, to purchafe Lands for the fupport of the 
Alms-Houfes ) and one hundred Pounds, towards finilhing of the new 
Market Houfe of this Corporation. 

William Gall and, late of New Windfcr , Gent, by his laft Will, dat- 
ed April 13, 1693 ) gave three Pounds per Ann . out of a Houle called 
the 'Three Tuns, near the Market Houfe ) to be paid at two half yearly 
payments, and laid out in Bread for the Poor, at the diferetion of the 
Mayor, and the three fenior Aldermen) the Church-Wardens and 
Overfeers of the Poor, Truftees. 

Mrs. Margaret Osborne , by her laft Will, gave twenty- five Pounds, 
cowards the founding of a ftock of Corn, and Coals, for the Poor of 
this Parilh ) the Corporation, Truftees. 

William Child , Do<5lor of Mufick, Organift of his Majefty’s Chapel 
Royal, at Whitehall , and of his Majefty’s free Chapel, at Windjbr , 
fixty-five years, 1696) gave fifty Pounds to this Corporation, for 
fuch charitable ufes as the Mayor, &c. fhall think fit : With which they 
have fettled an annual charge of five Pounds, towards binding one 
poor Boy Apprentice yearly. 
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«. Mrs. Mary Barker , 1704, gave one hundred and twenty Pounds to- 
wards building the Charity School, in this Parilh. 

. . Mrs. Elizabeth Metcalfe , of IJleworth, in Middlefcx , Widow, by her 
Will, dated Odlober 14, 1709, gave eighty Pounds; the intereft 

of which is to be given to four poor Houfe-Keepers, not receiving 
Alms,; two to be elected by the Vicar,, and two by the Overfeers, to be 
paid half- yearly. 

John Clark , late Mayor of this Town, by his Will, dated December 
27, 1710, gave fixty Pounds towards building the Charity School, in the 
Church-yard, or elfewhcre, as the Truftees (hall think fit. And by a 
Codicil, dated February 4, 1711-12, fifty Shillings more was charged 
on. his dwelling Houfe in New Wind for, to be paid eight Days after 
Shrove-Tuefday , to twenty poor Houfe Keepers, not receiving Alms; at 
the diferetion of the Minifier, and Church-Wardens for the time being. 

Theodore Randue, Efq; by his lafi: Will and Teftament, 1724, gave 
to the Charity School of this Parilh five hundred Pounds; for aug- 
menting the Vicaridge of this Parilh two hundred Pounds; alfo to the 
Corporation of New Windfor the fum-of one thoufand Pounds, for an 
addition to Archbilhop Laud's Charity; to this, his Executors, Richard 
Topham, Efq; and the Rev. Dr. "Jones , Canon of IVindfor , by a difere- 
tionary power in his lafl Will, made a farther addition of two hundred 
and fifty Pounds. With- this twelve hundred and fifty Pounds, the 
Corporation purchafed a Land Eftate in Wingfield , and Bray Parilhes, 
and annually difpofe of fifty Pounds in manner following, viz. To five 
Boys that were put Apprentice by Archbilhop Laud's Charity, and have 
duly ferved their refpediive times, ten Pounds each ; and every third' yeary 
the fame fifty Pounds,- is given equally to three Maidens, born in Wind] or, 
that have faithfully- lived in one fervice three entire years : The young 
Men and Maidens are elected by the Corporation, in the fame manner as' 
Archbilhop Laud's Donation is given. 

Richard Hale y M. D.- 1728, gave- to the Charity , School five hundred* 
Pounds, 
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Mrs. Barbara Jordan , 1730, gave to three Old Maids , not taking 
Alms of this Parilh, three Pounds per Annum. 

Richard Topham , Efq; by his Iaft Will and Teftament, 1730, gave 
flve hundred Pounds to build a Work-Houje , to employ the Poor; and 
one hundred Pounds to the Charity School > alfo eight Pounds per Ann. 
for ever, to be thus divided at Cbrijlmas , viz. ten Shillings to twelve 
poor Houfe-Keepers, not taking Alms of this Parilh, and ten Shillings 
each, to four poor Perfons legally fettled in Mr. Richard Reeve's Alms- 
Houfes. 

Mrs. Arabella Reeve, 1732, gave five hundred Pounds, or more if 
wanted, to compleat the Work-Houfe defigned by her Brother, Richard 
Topham , Efq; and fix Pounds annually, for ever, on the t6th of No- 
vember, to fix' poor Widows, lame or blind, born and inhabiting in this 
Parifh ; the Corporation, Truftees. Alfo one hundred twelve-penny 
Loaves annually, on the 20th of May , to one hundred of the pooreft 
People of thisParifh; the Church- Wardens, and Overfeers, Truftees. 

The Right Hon. the Lord Chief Juftice Reeve compleated the Work - 
Ho ufe ; and in the year 1736, gave one hundred Pounds to the Charity 
School. 

Grants from the Crown to this Parilh, viz. 

By a Grant from King William and Queen Mary, July 27, 1693, 
Anno Regni 5 Q ; the fum of fifty Pounds per Annum , was fettled 
towards the maintenance of the Church and Poor; payable to the 
Mayor, and Church- Wardens quarterly, out of the rents and revenues 
of the honour of Windfor Caftle. 

By another Grant from King William , April 17, 1700, Anno Regni 
1 2 0 ; was fettled the fum of fifty Pounds per Annum more, payable 
without impoft or charge quarterly, to the Mayor, and Church-War- 
dens ; being in lieu and compenfation for certain Lands, inclofed in the 
little Park ; and alfo the profits of thirty -one Acres of Land, lying be- 
tween the Park-wall, and the River Thames ; which was ufually let at 
the yearly Rent of twenty- fix Pounds per Annum. Thefe Grants were 
removed into the Penfion-Office, in the reign of George I. And one 

hundred 
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hundred Pounds is payable per Annum to the Overfeers of the Poor.; 
and twenty Pounds per Annum to the Church-Wardens ; by virtue of 
a Receipt figned by the Mayor. 

It may be proper .to obferve here that there is but one Church in 
this large and populous Parifh; and that, befides the publick worfhip of 
God herein performed, Prayers and Divine Service are alfo performed' 
four times every day at Sc. George ' s Chapel in the Cable, to which the 
Inhabitants at all times refort; and that the Diflenters of the feveral 
denominations are here but few, and of fmall account. The Prefbyte- 
rians formerly had a Meeting- Houfe, but that has been long lince laid' 
afide, and made ufe of as a Ware-Houfe for Linen Cloth or other 
bores. 

On the North fide of the Church yard, was eroded in the year 1 706, 
a neat Edifice for a Free School , for thirty Boys and twenty Girls, be- 
longing to this Parifh ; who are cloathed, and intruded in writing,, 
accompts, and the principles of the Chribian Religion. This Charity 
is fupported by feveral Legacies, but chiefly by Subfcription of the In- 
habitants : The Dean of WindJ'or , and the two fenior Prebends of the 
College in refidence, and the Mayor, and two fenior Aldermen of the 
Corporation for the time being, are the Trubees, for the over-looking 
and governing this Charity. 

Cn the Eajl fide of the Town, his Grace the Duke of St. Album 
has a bately and handfome Seat with beautiful Gardens that extend to 
the Park wall, and his Grace is at prefen t making farther improve- 
ments by opening a view into the High-Jlreet of the Town. Many Gen- 
tlemen and families of ebate alfo, conbantly refide either in the Town, 
or in lodgings in the Cable, during the abfence of the Royal Family. 
The late Queen Anne when Princefs of Denmark , and under the dif- 
pleafure of King William III. purchafed a fmall neat Houfe on the 
Cable hill, adjoining to the little Park, which fhe made her Summer 
retreat ; and after her accehion to the Throne, when her Majeby con- 
bantly refided at WindJ'or every Summer, would daily withdraw from 
the royal Lodgings, and the bate and fplendor of a great and vidlorious 
Court, to enjoy a happy retirement in this Houfe and Gardens.

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The Park lies on the Eafl fide of the Town alfo, into which yon 
center, on the fide of this Houfe, by a handfome Gate or Rudic PortaL 
This Park is a great ornament to Windfor , and is called the Little or 
Houfe Park , to didinguifla it from another adjoining of much larger 
extent; it is computed to be four miles in circumference, andeontains 
near 500 Acres of Land, was inlarged and inclofed by a brick wall in 
the reign of the late King William III. and is mod delightful for the ma- 
ny fhady walks,, efpecially that called Queen Elizabeth's Walk-, which on 
the Summer evenings, is chiefly frequented by the bed company ; The 
fine plain on the top of the hill, was made level for bowling in King 
Charles II. time, (an exercife in which that Prince much delighted) and 
from hence, is an extended profpedt over a mod beautiful and well culti- 
vated Country, and the River Thames-, the lower part of this Park, un*. 
der the Terras on the North fide of the Cadle, was defigned and laid out 
for a Garden in the reign of Queen Anne , but on the detnife of that 
Princefs, not brought to perfection. Here is condantly a good dock 
of Deer, and the Keeper’s Lodge at the farther end next the road fide, 
is a delightful Habitation with fine Gardens. 

On the oppofite fide of the Road is Frogmore , a handfome Houfe 
and Gardens, belonging to the late Duke of Northumberland , natural 
Son of King Charles II. In this Houfe Marfhal Belief e redded, when 
lately in England , after he had been for fome time Prifoner in the Round 
Tower of the Cadle. 

This naturally leads us to make mention of the Great Park, on the 
South fide of the Town, and into which you enter by a mod noble: 
Road or Long Walk, made in a direCt line, to the top of a delightful 
Hill, near three miles didant. This Park is fourteen miles in circum- 
ference, is alfo well docked with Deer and all forts of Game, and has. 
mod pleafant Ridings, and fhady Walks regularly planted with T rees ; and 
tho’ Art has not been wanting to adorn and make pleafant this royal 
Park, the whole is fo decorated and embeilidied by Nature, that it fur- 
pafles all the Gardens of Art. The Ranger or Keeper’s Lodge , was built 
ip the reign of King Charles II. and was for a long time in the pofiefiion 
o.f the late Duke of Marlborough and his family, till the death of the, 
Hon. Mr. John Spencer } Brother .to the prefent Duke of Marlborough 
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on whofe deceafe, Anno 1746 ,. this Houfe, with the Office of Ranger 
of the Park, was by his ^M&jePty granted to his .Royal Highnefs the 
DUKE OF CUMBERLAND and by the great and noble, improve- 
ments now making by his Royal Highnefs to this Lodge and Gardens } 
this moft pleafant -.Villa feems to promife for the future, not only to be 
the delight, but habitation of Princes.

Cranburn- Lodge in this neighbourhood, belongs alfo to. the Grown, 
and was made a mod: delightful Seat by Richard late Earl of Ranelaughr, 
coniide-able improvements have alfo been made both to the Houfe and 
Gardens by the prefent Duke of St, Albans who now holds it by Grant 
from his Mtejefty : The fituation; 3 nd architecture of the Houfe, are. 
very beaunfull, and the well de'figned order and beauty of the Gardens, 
are vifible marks of an elegant Tafte; the extenfive views alfo from 
the Terrace Walk and Apartments, over Windfo'r even to London, on 
the Eaft , and the whole Country many miles round on the IVeJl, form 
the moft delightful ProlpeCts ) nor can a finer Lan dikip be imagined 
than is feen from this Houfe, and Gardens which both art and nature 
have joined to make a mod agreeable Habitation.

The above-named Earl of Ranelaugh, eredled Ann 1709, on the 
neighbouring Plain, a handfome School, with a Chapel for divine fer- 
vice, and amply endowed it with . Eitates in Ireland , for the cloathing 
and inftrudting of twenty Boys, and twenty Girls belonging to the 
neighbouring parifh of IVingJ eild„ and. the liberties of Cranburn, in rea- 
ding, writing, and the principles of the Chriftian Religion: This founda- 
tion for many years after the Earl’s deceafe, laboured under many diffi- 
culties, but was at length happily recovered and eftablifhed, by the dili- 
gence and application of the Rev. Mr. iVaterfonthe Matter.

Fern Hill, at a fmalLd fiance cannot here be pafled by without par- 
ticular notice, both on account of its fine fituation, and being the oeat 
of the late worthy Lieutenant-General Clayton , who bravely, tho’ un- 
fortunately fell in the Field of Battle, fighting for the Liberties of 
Europe , under his royal and 'victorious Mafier at Dettingen , June 17, 
1743. The pleafant fituation of the Houfe on a riling Hill, the beau- 
tiful!. 
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tifull Greenfwerd, and agreeable Plantations equally attract and enter- 
tain the Eye, and merit a particular defcription ; but it would be fo- 
reign to our prefent purpofe to enlarge farther in this place: It is there- 
fore we are obliged to defift, but not without firft obferving, that no 
juft Idea can be formed, of the many beauties that offer- to Our View, 
both in the Park , and this adjacent Forefi, by the beft defcription in 
Profe j our great Englijh Poet only, can properly paint out thefe fylvan 
Scenes, and delightful Habitations, when, in his excellent Poem on 
this fubjedt, he fays ; 
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‘The groves oj Eden, vanijhed now fo long 
Live in defcription , and look green in fong: 

Thefe , was my breajl infpired with equal fame , 

Like them in beauty , fhould be like in fame. 

Here hills and vales , the woodland and the plain. 
Here earth and water feem to meet again. 

Not Chaos like, together crufhed and bruifed. 

But as the world, harmonioufy confufed : 

Where order in variety we fee. 

And where , tho' all things differ , all agree. 

Here waving groves a chequered fcene difplay,'

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But to return to the Town. In the year 1736, purfuant to the Will 
of Richard Topham , Efq; aforementioned, was eredted in Sheet-freet , 
a Work-Houfe , for the employment and maintenance of the Poor of 
tHs Pari Hi ; on the ground given heretofore by Thomas Aldan, Gent, 
for a Pejl-Houfe ; which, the Corporation for this purpofe, let by 
Leafe for five thoufand years, to the late Right Hon. Lord Chief Juftice 
Reeve , Mr. Topham' s Executor, who compleated the whole, and de- 
frayed the overplus expence ; and the Houfe and Ground is made over 
to Truftees, for the ufe of a Work-Houfe for the Poor, neverthelefs, 
in cafe of the Plague, at any future time during the Leafe, the 
Houfe and Ground is to revert to the intent and purpofe of the faid 
Thomas Aidem. 

Having now near finifhed this intended account of the Town and Cor- 
poration of Wind for , it remains to obferve, That this Borough early 
enjoyed the Privilege of fending Burgefes to Parliament, and that the 
m oft antient Return of Burgefes , from the Records of the Tower and

gefles of the Burgh of New Windfor on the one part , and George Pu- 
refoy, EJ'q\ High Sheriff of the County of Berks on the other part ; wit- 
neff'eth , That the faid Mayor, Bayliffs and Burgeffes, with their mutual 
free affent , and confent , have elected and chofen Sir Arthur Ingram, and 
' Sir Richard Harrifon, Burgeffes , &c. 

And the like Return is in the 39th year of Queen Elizabeth , and for 
the mod part all the. reigns of King James I. and King Charles - 1 . 
until the Year 1641, &c. 

By thefe and other Records it feems, the Returns of Members to. : 
fervein Parliament, had fometimes been made by th q Mayor, Bayliffs,. 
jlnd Burgeffes, not exceeding thirty j and- fometimes by the Mayor , 

- Baylff'sf 
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Bayliffs , Burgeffes, and Inhabitants at large, but more commonly by 
the former only, till the year 1 640, when at a Committee of Elections, 
Serjeant Maynard reported, and it was refolved, “ 'That all the Inhabi- 
tants had a Right to tie ft. ” 

Upon the Reftoration, 13. Carol.!]. Richard Braham, Efq; and Sir 
Thomas Higgcns , were return’d to Parliament, by the Mayor , Bayliffs , and 
Burgeffes, and upon the difpute of the Eledion in Parliament, it was re- 
ported by Serjeant Charlton , and refolved, “ That the Mayor, Bayliffs, 
“ and Burgeffes, not above thirty in number, have only the right to eleft 
And it was made to appear, from the Book of Entries of the Town of 
Wind for, that three feveral Elections in Queen Elizabeth's reign, 
were by number, not exceeding thirty. 

Thefe different refolutions frequently occafioned double Returns to 
Parliament: And March 19, Anno 1678, a Petition of Richard Wimvood 
and Samuel Starkey , Efqrs. was brought into Parliament, complaining 
of an undue Return of Sir John Ernie , Knight, and John Pcwney, Efq; 
as Burgeffes for the faid Borough; and a Committee was appointed to 
enquire into the matter of the faid Petition, and report the fame to the 
Houfe. 

It appeared on the examination of the Witnefles, that Sir John 
Ernie and Mr. Powney , had been unanimoufly eleded on the 27th of 
February preceeding, by the Mayor , Bailiff's , and Burgeffes , in the 
Tvwn-Hall ; and that ’Nit. Wimvood and Mr. Starkey , were the fame day 
eleded by above two hundred of the Inhabitants at the Market-Crofs. 
The queftion on the debate was, whether “ the Mayor, Bayliffs, and 
“ Burgeffes, not exceeding tire number of thirty, or whether the Inhabi- 
“ tants at large , had right to vote in Eleftions of Members to Parliament 
“ for the faid Borough And feveral Records and Returns to Parliament 
were produced, to fupport the foie right of the Mayor , Bayliffs , and 
Burgeffes ; as alfo the right of the Inhabitants at large, whereupon the 
Committee came to the following refolutions, viz. 

1. “ That the Mayor , Bayliffs , and Burgeffes of Nnv Windfor , have 
rt not the right of eleding Members to ferve in Parliament for the faid 
** Borough. 
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2. “ That the Borough of New Windjbr hath a right to fend Burge [fa 
“ to Parliament by prel'cription. 

3. “ That all the Inhabitants of the faid Borough have the right of 
“ eleding Members to ferve in Parliament for the faid Borough. 

4. “ That Sir "John Ernie and Mr. Powney are not duly eleded to 
“ ferve, &c. 

5. “ That Mr. Winwood and Mr. Starkey are not duly eleded to 
“ ferve, &c. ” 

Note , The Committee divided on the fifth refolution. Yea’s 125. 
No’s 13 1. 

6. “ That the late eledion of Members to ferve, &c. is a void eledion.” 

The firft, fecond, third, and fourth refolutions were, upon the que- 

Rion feverally put, agreed unto by the Houfe. 

And the fifth refolution being read a fecond time, and the queftion 
put, that the Houfe doth agree with the Committee therein, the Houfe 
divided, Yea’s 153. No’s 189. 

And refolved by the Houfe, That Mr. Winwood and Mr. Starkey , are 
duly eleded to ferve in the prefent Parliament for the Borough of 
New Windjbr. And 

Ordered , That the Clerk of the Crown, and the Mayor of the Bo- 
rough of New Windjbr , do attend on Monday morning next at ten 
o’Clock, and amend the faid Return. Again, 

Anno 1689, 2 Mail. Upon the Petition of William Adderley, Efq; 
againfc the Return of Henry Pcwle, Efq; for New Windjbr the Com- 
mittee came to thefe refolutions, viz.

Aagujl 6th following, Sir Algernon May was on the fame refolutions 

voted duly eleded Burgefs , to ferve in Parliament for the Ecrough of 
New Windjbr. This Parliament being difiblved ; the fame year, viz. 

Anno 1689, 24 Martii. A Petition of Sir Charles Porter and William 
Adder ley, Efq; that they were duly eleded BurgeJJes for the faid Borough

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by the majority of legal Eledors, and a Return was demanded from the 
Mayor of fuch theirEledion : But that notwithstanding, the faid Mayor 
hath taken upon him unduly, to return Baptiji May and Sir Chrijlopher 
Wren , in prejudice to the Petitioners} read and referred. . - 

Alfo a Petition of the Inhabitants of the faid Borough, That a Pre- 
cept being direded to the Mayor and BurgeJJes of New Wind for , and a 
day appointed for the Eledion. The Petitioners being the general Bur- 
geJJes and Inhabitants of the faid Borough, appeared at the Market-CroJs y 
and duly eleded Sir Charles Porter and William Adderley , Efq; for their 
BurgefJ'es , but the Mayor hath unduly returned, (utfupra) and praying 
confideration, and that the Houfe would afiert their ancient right, by 
caufing the Mayor to amend the faid Return ; was likewife read and 
referred to the Committee of Privileges and Eledions. 

The merits of this Return refted upon the like queftion with the 
former, whether “ the right of ElcBion was in the Mayor, Bayliffs, and 
“ Burgefles, or in the Inhabitants paying feet and lot:" and feveral Re- 
cords and Returns to Parliament were produced in behalf, and to juftify 
the Return of Baptiji May and Sir Chrijlopher Wren , and alfo to make 
good and Support the right of the Petitioners ; and upon confideration 
of the whole matter the Committee came to the following refolutions. 

1. Refolved , “ That the right of eleding of BurgeJJes to Serve in 
<£ Parliament for the Borough of New Windjor , is in the Mayor , BayliJJs 7 
“ and feled number of BurgefJ'es only. 

2. Refolded , “ That Sir Chrijlopher Wren 2nd Baptiji May, Efq; are 
“ duly eleded BurgeJJes to ferve in this prefent Parliament for the faid 
“ Borough of New Windjor. ” 

Which refolutions being Severally read, and the queftion being put, 
That the Houfe do agree with the Committee therein; the Houfe di- 
vided. Yea’s 140 No’s 152. So it' pafs’d in the negative, i.e. not to 
agree with the Committee. And 

Refolved, “ That Sir Charles Porter and William Adder ley, Efq; are 
“ duly eleded BurgefJ'es to ferve in this prefent Parliament for the faid 
“ Borough of New Windjor." 

Ordered , That the Clerk of the Crown do attend this Houfe upon 
Monday morning next, with the Return for New Windjor to amend the 
fame, according to the faid refolutions. And

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Ordered , That the Mayor of the Borough of New Windfcr do attend 
this Houfe upon Monday morning next, to amend the Return of Bur- 
gefi'es for the faid Borough. 

Anno 1690, 19 Maii. The Clerk of the Crown, and the Mayor of 
New IVindJor, attending according to the feveral orders of Saturday la ft, 
were called in, and the Mayor made a Return of an Indenture, by 
which Sir Charles Porter and William Adderley , Efq; were elected. 
And thereupon the Clerk of the Crown took off from the file the In- 
denture, by which Sir Chrijl opher Wren and Baptifi May , Efq; were 
returned, and filed the other Indenture inftead thereof. 

Since this time the Eledion of Members to ferve in Parliament for 
this Borough, has conftantly been openly made at the Markec-Place^ 
bv the Mayor , Bay l iff Burgejfes y and all the Inhabitants paying fcot 
and lot ;. and the fame has been confirmed by the following refolutions 
in Parliament, on two fucceeding difputed Elections, viz.

The Right Honourable Lord George Beauclerck , Brother to his Grace 
the Duke of St. Albans, and Colonel of a Regiment of Foot. 

The Town of Windfor gives name to two noble Families of this 
Kingdom, viz. the Right Honourable the Earl of Plymouth , and the 
Lord Montjoy and Windfor, of the Ifle of Wight ; whofe anceftor Walter , 
fon of Otto, a noble Roman in Italy , came into England with William 
] an( i W as by him made a Baron, and Caftellan (Conftable) of the 
Caftle of Windfor, and Keeper of the Foreft in Berkjhire. The Earl 
of Kildare, in the Kingdom of Ireland, is alfo defcended from the faid 
Walter de Windfor. Men of note of this Town are, 

Roger of Windfor , native of this Town, was Hiftorian to King 
Henry III. 

Oliver King , Bifhop of Bath and Wells, refided in this Town: 
He was educated at Eton , and Anno 1450, admitted into King's 
College Cambridge ; was Regifter of the Mod Noble Order of the 
Garter, and principal Secretary to King Henry VI. Prince Edward his 
Son, King Edward IV. and King Henry VII. Anno 1492, he was con- 
fecrated Bifhop of Exeter , and 1495, made Bifhop of Bath and 
Wells: He died January 24, 1503, and was buried in St. George’s 
Chapel, where we' fhall have occafion to make farther mention of 
him. 

Thomas Ramme , was born In Windfor, educated alfo at E fon, and 
was admitted Fellow of Knag's College Cambridge Anno 1588} after- 
wards became Chaplain to Charles Lord Montjoy , Lord Lieutenant of 
Ireland, and Anno 1628, was made Bifhop of Ferns and Leglin, m 
that Kingdom : And the following Inhabitants, if not Natives, will 
always be mentioned with honour in this Town. 

Richard Topham, Efq; a Gentleman of extenfive learning, and fine 
tafke in books, painting, and the more polite arts: His Judgment was 
equally (hewn in a well chofen Library, and a noble collection of Draw- 
ings, which at a great expence, and uncommon application, he procured 
from the Originals at Rome } and other parts of Italy : Mr. Topham died 
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in ths year 1730, and his noble Library and Drawings were given by his 
Executors, the Lord Chief Juft ice Reeve, and Dr. Mead, to Eton Col- 
lege : His Benefactions to this Town we have had occafion to mention 
before. 

The faid Sir Thomas Reeve , Knt. Lord Chief Juftice of the Court of 
Common Pleas, conftantly refided at Windfor ; wliofe great abilities in 
the Law raifed him to the fupreme judicature of this Kingdom, and 
whole juftice, benevolence, and humanity, gained him the general 
efteem and love of Mankind: His Lordlhip died at WindJ'or , February 
14, 1736, and was buried on the South fide of the Altar, in the Parifh 
Church, to whofe memory Dr. Mead has ereCted a noble Marble 
Monument, which we here prefent to our Readers, by the Favour of 
his Lordfhip’s Heir, Thomas Reeve , Efq; of this Town, and thereby 
have no farther occafion to enlarge on the many excellent qualities of 
this great and good Man. 

The mod noble Lady, Diana Dutchefs Dowager of St. Albans, eld- 
eft Daughter and Coheir to Aubery de Fere , the laft Earl of Oxford , of 
that ancient and noble Family. Her Grace conftantly refided at Windfor, 
and by a Life fpent in piety and good works, became the greateft cha- 
racter of the prefent, and a pattern for future Ages: Her Grace died 
January 15, 1741, and was buried in St. George’s Chapel. 

The Officers of this Corporation are chofen annually, and the Mayor 
enters on his Office the firft Monday in OSlober:

CHAPTER II. 

Of the CASTLE. 

I N the foregoing Chapter, rt is obferved that William I. no 
fooner became in polfeffion of WindJ'or , than he built a Caftle or 
royal Seat on the fummit of the Hill ; This was afterwards improved 
with many fair Building;, and enlarged by his Son King Henry I. who 
inclofed the whole with a Wall, and firft built a Chapel, of which we 
fhall treat in the next Chapter, and compleated his royal Father’s firfi: 
defign, infomuch that it is faid by many Authors, that he new built the 
Cajlle of Windfor; the whole extent of the building or enclofed ground, 
according to Doomfday-Eook , is faid to contain half a Hide of Land, 
(Caftellum deWindeJ'ores eft in dimidia ELida*.) ■ 

If this Prince did net new build, it may with probable aflurance be 
aiTerted, that he entirely compleated, and finilhed the buildings of this 
Caftle ; for after his reign, we no where find any mention of this Caflle, 
but as a place of great llrength ; and it was frequently inhabited by 

fucceeding 

*■ The diftribution of 'England by Hides of Land, is very ancient, mention being made 
thereof in the Laws of King Jna, Chap. 14. a Hide of Lind is as much Land as may be 
ploughed with one Plough in a Year, Terms de Ley. A Hide of Land contains an hundred Acres,. 
- Crumpton Jurifd. fol. 220. feq. Here mail be a miftake, for according to a late measurement by’ 
B. Langley , the Circumference of the whole Caftle is 41 80 Feet, the Length from Eaji to Weft is 
1480 Feet, and the Area, or fuperficial quantity of Ground on which it ftand* ; exclufive of 
the Terras Walks, is 12 Acre*, 2 Rcods, and 50 Poles. 
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iucceeding Princes, both on account of its pleafant Situation, and being 
a ftrong Fortrefs and place of defence. King Henry II. Anno 1170, 
held a Parliament in this Cattle, at which was prefent the great Englifh 
Barons, the King’s chief Tenants, alfo William King of Scotland , and 
his Brother David. It has been before remarked, that the Bilhop of 
Durham , and Earl of Northumberland , Regent of the Kingdom, Anno 
2 189, during the abfence of King Richard I, refided here as a place of 
great ftrength and lecurity, as well as royalty. King John , Brother 
and Succefl'or to Rickard , moft probably for the fame reafons, Anno 
1215, lodged in this Cattle, during the warm contetts between him and 
the Barons j and to this, it may with reafon be conjedured, that Runney, 
or Running-Mead, near Old Windfor , in this Neighbourhood, was ap- 
pointed the place for the meeting of the King and the Barons on June 
25, this year; where the King folemnly figned the great Charter of 
rhe Liberties of England , Magna Chart a, alfo the Charta de Forejla. 
But King John foon after ihewing a difpofition to break this moft fo- 
ie inn Ad ; in the year following, viz. 1216, this Cattle was befieged 
by the Barons, but without fuccefs ; the Garrifon obliging the Barons 
to raife the Siege. In the conteft between his Son and Succefl'or King 
Henry III. and the Barons, Anno 1263, Windfor Cattle was by treaty 
delivered up to the latter; but the fame year by furprize was reco- 
vered, and made the place of rendezvous of the King’s party. * 

The Kings Ed'KVznf I. and II. refided at Windfor, rather on account of 
its ftate and grandeur than a place of defence, and had many Children 
born in this Cattle; particularly as more worthy of note here, Edward 
Son of King Edward II. and JJ'abella , Daughter of Philip the fair, 
King of France, was born here, November 13, 1312, and from this 
place of his Birth called Edward of Windfor ; a Prince famous in 
Hiftory, and of great renown among the Kings of England , by the 
name of Edward III. Theaftedion this Prince bore to this his native 
place, was exceeding great, and in purfuance of his truly noble and 
royal Defigns, he, Anno 1360, caufed the old Cattle to be entirely 
taken down, except the three Towers on the Weft end in the lower 
Ward, and rebuilt the prefent ftately Cattle, and made it the Seat of 
rhe noble Order of the Garter. 
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Mr. Afimole , in his Hiflory of this noble Order, has fo fully treated 
of this fubjedt, that vvc (hall in this Place, particularly follow him, 
who fays, “ That to the end this great Undertaking might be honeflly 
and duly performed, King Edward by Letters Patent, in the 23d year 
of his reign, appointed John Peyntour , Richard de Rochell , Robert de 
Bernham , and other Surveyors, whom he afligned to prefs Hewers of 
Stone, Carpenters, and other Artificers} alfo to provide Stone, Tim- 
ber, and other Materials. 

Alfo in the 25th year of his reign he afligned by Patent, John Brocas, 
Oliver de Burdeux with others, jointly and feverally, to furvey the 
Workmen and the Works, and to encourage thofe that did their duty, 
but to compel others that were idle and flothful. 

Ann. Reg. 27. John de Alkefndl, and Walter Palmer were commiflion’d 
to provide Stone, Timber, Lead, Iron, and all other neceflaries for the 
work } and to imprefs Carriages for their conveyance to Windfor ,

William de Wyckham (who afterwards attained to the dignity of 
Bifhop of Winchejler , and was the fecond Prelate of the Garter) had a 
h Supervifor’s, or Surveyor’s place granted to him by Letters Patent, 
bearing teft at Wejlminfter the 30th of October, Anno 30 Ed. III. He 
had like powers given him with thofe Surveyors firft above-named, and 
a Grant of the fame Fee as had been formerly allowed to Robert de 
Bernham, viz. one Shilling a Day while he flayed at Windfor in his 
employment.; two Shillings a Day when he went elfewhere about that 
buffnefs} and three Shillings a Week for his Clerk : Which allowances 
had been firft of all made to Richard de Rochell, 

Anno 33, E^x’.III. he had beftowed upon him the chief cuftody and 
furveyorfhip of this Caftle, of the Manours of Old and New Windfor , 
and of feveral Caftles, Manours, and Houfes, enumerated in his Let- 
ters Patent } with power to appoint and difpofe of all Workmen } buy 
neceflaries for Reparation } provide Carpenters, Mafons, and other 
Artificers } alfo Stone, Timber, &c. And in thofe Manours to hold 
Leets, and other Courts, Pleas of Trefpafs and Mifdemeanors, to en- 
quire of the King’s liberties, rights, and all things appertaining 
thereunto. F It 
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It may be prefumed, that about the thirty-fourth year of this King’s 
reign, the moil cqnfiderable enlargement of the Caftle was made; 
feeing, there were then great ftore of the belt Diggers and Hewers of 
Stone, impreft in London , and out of divers Counties in England , by 
virtue of Writs, direded to feveral Sheriffs (dated the 14th of Apr'il y 
in that year) with command to fend them to Windfor , by the Sunday 
next after the Feait of St. George at the fartheft, there to be employed 
at the King’s Wages, fo long as was neceffary, viz.

Herewith the Sheriffs were commanded to take fufficient fecurity of 
thefe Workmen, not to depart from Windfor , without the Licence of 
William de IVyckham (who was appointed to return the fame fecurity 
into the Court of Chancery ) and all this, under the penalty of one 
hundred Pounds to each refpedive Sheriff. 


And becaufe divers of thefe Workmen, for gain and advantage, had 
afterwards clandeftinely left Windfor , and were entertained by other 
Perfons, upon greater Wages, to the King’s great damage, and mani- 
feft retarding of his Work: Writs were therefore diredled to the 
Sheriffs of London , with command to make Proclamation, to inhibit 
any Perfon, whether Clerk or Layman, under forfeiture of all they 
had forfeitable, for employing and retaining any of them ; as alfo to 
arreft fuch as had fo run away, and commit them to Newgale , and 
from time to time to return their Names into Chancery .

But a great number of Workmen dying of a great Peftilence, other 
Writs were iffued ( March 30, Anno 36 Ed. III.) to the Sheriffs of fe- 
veral Counties; (not of the former number) That under the penalty 
of two hundred Pounds each, they fhould fend to Windfor , able and 
fkilful Mafons, and Diggers of Stone, to be there on Sunday the Utas 
of Eafter at fartheft, to be employed in the Works; namely, to the 
Sheriffs of

It was the thirty- feventh year of this King’s reign, before the Build- 
ings were ready for glafing, and then Henry de Stamerne , and "John 
Brampton , were employed to buy Glafs in all places of the Kingdom, 
where it was to be fold ; to imprefs twenty-four Glafiers, and convey 
them to London , to work there at the King’s Wages, and twelve Gla- 
fiers for Windfor , to be employed in like manner within the Caflle. 

In this year alfo the Work went on eftedlually, as may be guefs’d from 
the great flore of Workmen prefs’d for this fervice, as alfo Carriages 
for Stone and Timber, much of the Stone being digg’d out of the 
Quarries of WeUesford , Kelwell , and Careby ; and the next year, not only 
in thefe, but in the Quarries of Hefcleberg , and Deme/by-, and the fol- 
lowing year out of the Quarry of Melton. 

From hence to the 43d year of this King’s reign, we find Artificers 
were yearly prefs’d, and the buildings of this Caflle ferioufly purfued, 
but after we meet with nothing in that kind mentioned to be done, un- 
til the 48th year, and thence not any thing during his reign; So that 
it is to be prefumed, this famous Building for magnificence and flrength, 
was the greatefl Part finifhed in his laid 43d year, that is to fay, 
the* King’s Palace, the great Hall of St George , the Lodgings oii the 
Eajl and South fide of .the upper Baily or Ward, the Keep or Tower 
in the middle Ward, the Chapel of St. George , the Houfes for tfie 
Cuflos and Canons in the lower Ward, together with the whole cir- 
cumference of the W’alls, and their feveral Towers and Gates, as now 
they fland. 


In fucceeding Times, fome other additions were made to the Build- 
ings within the Caflle: In particular, King Henry VII. added that 
flately Fabrick, adjoining to the King’s Lodgings in the upper Ward. 
King Henry VIII. new built the great Gate, at the entrance into the 
lower Ward. King Edward VI. began, and Queen Mary perfedled the 

F 2 bringing 
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bringing the Water from Black more Park in Wingfield Pari Hi, into a 
Fountain of curious Workmanship, eredtecl in the middle of the upper 
"Ward, which ferved all the Caftle; Queen Elizabeth made a Terrace- 
Walk on the North fide of the Caftle, from whence there is a pleafant 
profpedt down upon Eton College, the 'Thames, and neighbouring Coun- 
try ; and King Charles I. Anno 1636, built the Gate at the EaJTe nd of 
the faid Terrace, leading into the Park. 

And here our learned Cambden ' s elegant Defcription of this Caftle’s 
Situation, muft not be omitted: “ For from an high Hill (faith he) that 
rifeth with a gentle Afcent, it enjoyeth a moft delightful Profpedt 
round about; for right in the Front, it overlooketh a Vale, lying out 
far and wide, garnifhed with Corn Fields, flourishing with Meadows, 
deck’d with Groves on either fide, and water’d with the moft mild and 
calm River Thames ; behind it arife Hills every where, neither rough 
nor over high, attired as it were with Woods, and even dedicated, as 
it were by Nature, to Hunting and Game.” 

Thus far Mr. AJhmole , who brings the Several additions made to this 
Caftle by Succeeding Princes, down to the nth of King Charles 1 . 
Whatever farther improvements that Prince might defign, the Civil 
Wars, that fo fatally employed the remainder of his reign, rendered 
abortive ; and this Caftle at length became the Prifon of its Sovereign, 
viz. from December 12, 1648, to January 19 following, when all 
things being ripe for the enfuing Tragedy, this Prince was removed to 
St. James's in his way to the Scaffold. 

After the execrable Murder of this unfortunate Prince, certainly me- 
riting abetter fate ! This Caftle felt the fad effetfts of the national con- 
vulsion, and under many avaritious and lawlefs Mafters was Spoiled, 
and brought to great decay, infomuch that on the happy Reftoration, 
Anno 1660. King Charles II. found it neceffary to repair the Caftle en- 
tirely, and from the bad confequences of plunder and negledt, raifed 
it to its prefent ftate and Splendor. 

It is certain Windfor owes much to this Prince, who moft part of 
his reign, here kept his Court in the Summer feafon, and fpared no ex- 
pence 
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pence to render this princely Caftle worthy the royal residence; the face 
of the upper Court was entirely new changed, and brought into its pre- 
fent order and beauty, the royal Lodgings were richly furnifhed, the 
Windows enlarged and made regular, a large Magazine of Arms for 
greater ftate was eredted, and difpofed in mod; beautiful order, and the 
feveral Apartments greatly adorned and decorated by large and beauti- 
ful Paintings; infoinuch that this Caftle, for its fituation, ftate, and 
grandeur, may juftly vie with the mod; boafted Palace of foreign 
Princes, and has conftantly been the admiration of all Vidters. 

As we purpofe to dnilh this Chapter with a plan of this Caflle, and' 
the feveral Buildings, on a new and exadt furvey, and to give a particular 
defcription of the royal Apartments at the end of this Work, for the 
benefit of Strangers, who frequently refort hither, it is neceffary only 
to remark at prefent, that 

This Cadle is divided into two Courts or Wards , with a large 
Keep or Round Tower between them, called the middle Ward , being 
heretofore feparated from the lower Ward, by a drong Wall and Draw- 
bridge: The whole is of large extent as obferved above, and has many 
Towers and ftrong Batteries for its defence, tho’ at prefent the ftrength 
of this Caftle is confidefably abated, by the currency of many years, 
and the excellency of our national Conftitution, whereby Fortrefles and 
ftrong Holds are not frequent in this Kingdom, and a happy unity be- 
tween the Prince and Subjedt is the great fecurity of both. 

The upper Court ox Ward contains on the North the royal Apartments, 
and the Chapel and Hall of St. George ; on the Eajl and South ddes are 
the feveral Apartments of his Royal Highnefs the Prince of Wales , the 
Royal Family, and the great Officers of the Crown. In the Area or 
middle of this Court is eredted, by a faithful and grateful fubjedt, ar 
noble equeftrian. Statue in Copper, of his Majefty King Charles II. in 
the Habit of a Roman Ctefar, on a Statuary Marble Pedeftal, curioufly 
carved in Bafo Relievo , with various kinds of Fruit, Fiffi, Shipping, 
and other ornaments to great perfedtion : On the Eajl fide on a Shield 
is the following Infcription. ;

Underneath this Statue is a deep Well, and- Water Engine of a very 
curious nature, contrived by Sir Samuel Moreland in this Prince’s reign; 
and it is worth obferving, that this royal Palace, notwithftanding its 
lituation, is fully fupplied (from this, and a new eredled Engine on the 
river ’Thames in the reign of Queen Anne) in all the different Apart- 
ments with that neceflary Element. 

King Charles II. alfo enlarged the Terrafs or Walk, made on the 
North fide of the Caftle by Queen Elizabeth , and carried a like Terrafs 
round the Eajl and South fides of the upper Court or Ward, and in the 
year 1676, as appears by the date on the Eajl Rampart, new faced the 
whole Terrafs with a noble and folid Rampart of Free-Stone, with 
beautiful and eafy dopes to the lower part of the Park underneath. 
ThisTerrafs meafures 1870 feet in length, and may with Juftice be faid 
to be the nobleft Walk in Europe , both with regard to the flrength and 
grandeur of the Building, and the fine and extenfive profpedt over the 
river Thames , and a moft beautiful and rich Country; and it .muft be 
here confeffed, that this charming Hill, feems by nature defigned for 
royal Majefty, and with an augult State to overlook all the adjacent 
Country, for as Sir John Denham beautifully fays, 

Windfor the next (inhere Mars with Venus dwells. 

Beauty with Jlrength) above the valley fwells 
Into my eye , and doth it J'elf prefent 
IV tth J'uch an eajie and unforc'd ajcent ,

The Keep, or Round Tower , which forms die Weft fide of the upper 
Court, is the Lodging of the Conftable or Governor, built in the form, 
of an Amphitheatre on the higheR part of the Mount; the Afcent into 
the Lodgings is by a large flight of done Steps ; the Apartments are 
large and noble; and here alfo is a Guard-Room, or Magazine of Arms 
for the greater Rate of this Officer, who has the intire government of 
this CaRle, and is an Officer of great antiquity, honour, and power. 
This Mount King Charles II. began to face with ftrong Brick, but 
that part only next the lower Court was executed. 

The lower Court is larger than the upper, and may be faid to be 
divided into two parts, by St. George’s Chapel, which Rands in the 
middle ; on the South and Weft fides of the outer part of this Court, 
are the Houfes of the Alms, or Poor Knights of WindJ’or ; on the North , 
or inner fide, aj;e the feveral Houfes and Apartments of the Dean and 
Canons , alfo of the Minor Canons , Clerks , and other Officers of this 
Foundation ; but as thefe feveral Particulars are the fubjedt of the enfu- 
enfuing HiRory, they will hereafter be largely treated of in diRindt 
Chapters. 

In this Ward are alfo feveral Towers, belonging to the Officers of 
the Crown when the Court is at WindJ'or , which will be fully ex- 
plain’d in the Plan ; alfo a large Guard-Room, and a Company of 
Foot-Guards conRantly do duty here under the command of an Officer, 
but at all times fubjedt to the ConRable or Governor of the CaRle ; 
to whom alone pertains the foie command of the place, or any Garri- 
fon here, as alfo of the Magazine of Arms, Stores, and Houfes. 
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The Conttable was firft appointed by King John, and is an Officer 
of great honour and power, as is before obferved ; his office is partly 
Military, and partly Civil; as a military Officer, he is obliged to de- 
fend this Cattle againft all Enemies, whether foreign or domettick, 
hath the charge of prifoners brought hither ; and is anfwerable for 
them, and for all that is in the Cattle to the King. To affift him in the 
due execution of his Office, is appointed a Deputy , or Lieutenant Go- 
vernor, who in his abfence holds equal command with the Governor 
himfelf, and has Lodgings appointed for his refidence at the entrance 
of the Round Tower. 

As a civil Officer, the Conttable is yudge of a court of Record, 
held there by Prefcription, for the determination of Pleas be- 
tween party and party, arifing within the Precinds of the Foreft of 
Windfor and Liberties thereof, which comprifeth many Towns, over 
the Inhabitants whereof this Court hath Jurifdidion, to any fum or con- 
trad",. by way of adion at the common Law, and all legal Procels, 
Judgments, and Executions ittue out in his name. 

For this part of his Office alfo, he hath a Deputy learned in the 
Law, who is called Steward of the Court of Record, and is Keeper of 
the Conftable’s Seal of Office, with which all things ifliiing out of it 
are fealed. This Officer fupplies the Conttable’s place, as Judge of that 
Court of Pleas, from whofe Judgment the appeal is by Writ of Error 
returnable in the King’s-Bench, or Common-Pleas at Weftminfer. 

The Conttable of this Cattle is likewife chief Foretter and Warden 
of the Forett of Windfor , which is 120 miles in compafs: He hath 
under him one or more Lieutenants at his pleafure, with feveral other 
Officers, and hath power to imprifon any Trefpafler in Vert or Veni- 
fon, being convided according to the Law of the Forett, having a 
Prifon in the Cattle for that purpofe, called the Cole-hole. 

This command of his, is not only great, but full of pleafure, 
(efpecially to fuch as take delight in Hunting) for he hath the 
freedom of ufing the Sports of the Foreft when he pleafeth, which 
none elfe can do, unlefs the King’s licence, or Conttable’s leave be firFb 

obtained 
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obtained. He figns all Warrants to kill Deer, except tliofe figned by 
the King, alfo Warrants to fell timber and wood; moreover as Warden 
of the Forejl , he holds a Court every fix weeks, for the more due re- 
gulation, and order of the feveral parts of the Foreft, to which the 
Tenants are obliged to pay due obedience.

The prefent Governor, or Conftable is, His Grace the Duke of St. Albans. 
Deputy Governor, Coll. Olivier. 

Judge of the Court of Record, George Prottor Efq; 

But to return. King Charles II. left little to be done to this Caftle, 
except the Painting of the Apartments, which was carried on by his 
SuccefTors King "James II. and William HI. in whofe reign the whole 
was compleated, and will be particularly defcribed at the end of this 
Hiftory. The former of thefe laft mentioned Princes, during his re- 
fidenceat this Palace, gave an uncommon fpedtacle to his Subjects on 
July 3, 1687. by the publick Entry of a Nuntio from the Pope, but 
that Prince had the mortification to fee, notwithftanding the Ceremony 
was 'conducted with much Rate and outward fhew, rather than enter- 
tain, it gave offence to a People, too fenfible to be deluded by the idle 
parade of Popifh Pageantry; and farther, at Court, his Grace the Duke 
of Somerfet, then Lord of the Bed-chamber in waiting, refufed to at- 
tend that Gentleman to his Audience, and chofe rather to incur his 
Sovereign’s difpleafure, than to perform a talk unfuitable to his High 
Rank, and contrary to the Laws of the Kingdom. 

Laftly, Queen Anne made feveral additions to this Caftle, particu- 
larly the flight of Steps on the Eaft fide of the Terras; and, though 
the Court has feldom refided at Windfor in the Reigns of hi s ate and 
prefent Majefty, confiderable fums have been granted for the neceflary 
Repair of this Caftle and the Royal Apartments. 

In thecourfe oflthis Hiftory, little matter has offered for the enter- 
tainment of the ftudious in Antiquity ; the well-known ftory of King 
Arthur and his Knights of the Round Fable at Windfor, having been ge- 
nerally given up, especially by later Hiftorians: This notwithftanding, 
l fhall obferve, that in the Preface to the Black Book , or Regijler of the 

G Garter , 
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Garter, which will frequently be made ufe of in this Hiftory, mention 

is made of this Prince, who has been defervedly noted and famous , and in 
whofe reign the riches and power of the Britons largely encreafed, who 
alj'o began that noble Tower [at Windfor'] and there inftituted his 
Round Table : Neither am I unacquainted with the conjedture of Cce- 
far’s PalTage here over the Thames, fupported by Polydor Vergil, lllud 
jlu minis vadum fittjje ultra Vindeforam pagum, Hi ft. Angl. p. 29. but to 
leave thefe matters to the more knowing in Antiquity, with far better aftur- 
ance may we come down to the Saxons , whofe Refidence at Windfor is 
with greater certainty noted by Hiftorians, and the Place itfelf to have 
received its Name from that People ; King Edward the Confeffor efpe- 
cially, has been generally allowed to keep his Court here , and to what 
has been already faid concerning this Prince being in pofleflion o iWind- 
for, l fhall add the following ftory, as it is related by Bfthop Kennet 
from Will. Malmsb. One W u 1 w i n , furn amed Spillicora, Son 0/' Wulman 
de Nutegarlhale cutting down fuelle in the woode Bruelle, {now Brill in 
Bucks) after hard labouring fell into a fleep, and by a J'ettlement of blood in his 
eyes loft his fight for f event een years , and then upon the frength of a 
dream he went round to eighty f even Churches to beg relief from the re- 
fpedlive Saints, and at laf came blind to the King’s Court at Windfor, 
and was cur’d by a touch of the King’s hand ; after which he was Keeper 
of the King’s Palace at Windfor, for fever al years after the death of his 
Royal healer. Hift of Ambrofd. p. 53. 

Whatever credit this ftory may gain according to the temper of the 
Reader, it certainly is a confirmation that the Sapcon Princes refided at 
Windfor , but it is moft probable, that the prefent Village of Old Wind- 
for, about a mile diftant from this new Town, was the habitation of 
the Saxons , from the frequent digging up antient Ruins in that neigh- 
bourhood, which cannot otherwife be accounted for ; and that the 
beauties of this neighbouring Hill, caufed fucceeding Monarchs to 
make this Spot their Royal Refidence; and if the prefent Town of 
Windfor yields to its neighbour in Antiquity, it has fufficient amends by 
its renowned Caftle, famous in every Nation, and the moft celebrated 
refidence of the Kings of England for near feven hundred years paft, 
the Scene of great and heroick Adtions, and the Seat of Honour, of the 
moft noble and illuftrious Order of Knighthood in the World ; and in 
the words of an antient Author, whether you regard the wholfomenefs of

he Aire itfelfe, the natural heautie and Jlrengthe of the fcituation of the 
Place, the pleafante pafhne niiniftred out of the Forreft , Chaces and 
Parkes that are annexed unto it, the good neighbourhoode of that noble 
Ryver, ’which runneth by it, or the refpeftive Commoditie of that moft fou- 
rijhing Citie , that is notpafte halfe a Day’s journeye removed from it, you 
Jhallfnde it comparable with any Prince’s Palaice that is abroade , and 
far re furmounting any that we have at home. Lambard.

Upon a late repair of one of the Towers in the upper Court or Ward, 
formerly fet apart for State Prifoners, and called the Devil’s Tower , 
but of late altered, and made into handfome Apartments for the Maids 
of Honour , was found on a ftone in the window, an Inscription in Ita- 
lian, which has been carefully taken off, and is here reprefented ; fome 
parts of the ftone were broke by the workmen before it was difcovered, 
whereby it is rendered fomewhat imperfedt. 
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This Infcription I fent to that worthy Antiquary Dr. Rawlinfon , 
with an intimation, that by the Reading it Teemed to be the Petition of 
Tome Italian Prifoner, probably in the Wars of Edw. III. who, not being 
a fubjeft to the Prince with whom that King was at war, might poffibly 
think himfelf unjufUy detained pro Ragione [di Statoj contra Giujlitia. 

In a Letter from that Gentleman Toon after, he fays, from a 
Friend to whom I fent your Italian Infcription I received the following 
An fiver, which I think ft to communicate to you in his words. “ The 
<c Infcription feems wrote on the place where the Italian was a prifo- 
11 ner, but I cannot fee he was a Prifoner of War, becaufe he fays he 
u was fo, contrary to juftice; as there is no name of the perfon, it is 
** hard to guefs who was the man, or in what time he was prifoner, 
“ Italian Manufcripts might enable me to guefs by the form of the let- 
<l ters, in which of the Edward's-, for it might as well be in the time 
** of Edward I. as Edward III. or fome Italian concerned in the Af- 
“ faffination of Henry Earl of Cornwall , Son of Richard King of the 
“ Romans , or any other on a different occafion ■— Thus far my 

friend, fays Dr. Rawlinfon, and his hint is juft as to the character , and old 
Italian MSS are fo rare amongft us , that if you will Jcnd me a few , I will 
procure opinions from abroad , as J'oon as you will enable me by fending a 
few copies The Copies were fent according to Dr. Rawlinfon’s defire, 
in hopes, as he exprefles it, that different opinions might frike out fome 
light ; but as no return from abroad has been yet received, I leave this 
Infcription for the amufement of thofe Gentlemen whofe inclination 
leads them to thefe lludies. 

Asa particular defcription of the Royal Apartments, and St. George's 
Hall will be referred to a future Chapter, I fhall only obferve farther 
in general, that the feveral Foundations within this Royal Caftle are 
as follow: 

I. The mod noble Order of the Garter ; which confifts of the Sove- 
reign and twenty-five Knights -Comp anions.

II. The Royal College of St. George , confifls of a Dean, twelve Ca- 
nons, or Prebends, feven Minor Canons, elevenClerks, one Orga- 
nic, one Verger, and two Sacrifls.

III. Th t Alms-Knights \ who are eighteen in number, viz. thirteen of 
the Royal Foundation, and five of the Foundation of Sir Peter le 
Maire , in the reign of King James I. 

The Houfes of ihefe Poor Knights are on the South and Weft fides of 
the lower Court, in the manner, as Camden fays, of the ('recian Pry - 
taneum , or 1 ieftdence of thofe that had deferved well of their Country , 
by a life fpent in War, or in the fervice of the Crown, which was the 
intention of the royal and warlike Founder King Edward III. though 
of late not fo ftri&ly attended to. 

For the reft, the Reader is referred to the Plan annexed, wherein 
every Part of this noble Caftle is fully Ihewn, and the Royal Apart- 
ments diftindftly defcribed, and it only remains to mention that the 
whole of this noble Building is furrounded by a ftrong and regular Ram- 
part of ftone, and the outward Gate on the Hill next to the Town, 
was built An. 14. Reg. Eliz. as appears by this Infcription :

It may perhaps be thought an omifiion, not to take notice here of the 
well-known Apothegm of the Architect William of Wickha?n , Bilhop 
of Winchefter, who was principally employed, as is before noticed, by 
•King Edward III. in building this Caftle, which when he had finilhed, 
in one of the Towers he caufed to be cut this doubtful Sentence: 

This made Wickham. 

-Which was reported to the King, as if that Prelate afiiimed to Himfelf 
the Honour of building this Royal Caftle, and had he not, by a ready 
explication allured his Royal Mafter, that He intended no Meaning de- 
rogatory to his Sovereign, but only an Acknowledgment, that this Build- 
ing had made him great in the favour of his Prince, and was the caufe 
of his prefent high ftation, the Prelate had probably fell under the 
difpleafure of that Monarch by this Infcription, which pofilbly in 
time might have occafioned a double Interpretation. 
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CHAPTER III. 

Of the CHAPEL of St. GEORGE. 

T HE Chapel of St. George is fituate in the lower Ward or Court 
of this princely Caftle. King Henry I, firft eredted a Chapel 
here, and dedicated it to King Edward the Confejfor. King Edward II. 
founded alfo a Chapel in the Park adjoining; but neither of thefe 
were endowed or incorporated. 

King Edward III. foon after he had founded the College (of which 
we fhall treat in the next Chapter) in confequence of his great de- 
fign, and for the greater honour of this his royal Habitation, caufed 
the former Chapels to be taken down, and one more large and (lately 
Scrudture to be eredted; and for the due and fpeedy execution of this 
his pious and truly noble purpofe, in the twenty-fourth year of his 
reign, he granted to John de Sponlee, the office of Mailer of the Stone- 
hewers ; and gave him power, not only to take and prefs, as well within 
liberties as without, fo many Mafonsand other Artificers as were neceffary, 
and to convey them to Windfor , to work at the King’s pay, but to 
arrefl and imprifon fuch as (liould difobey or refufe, until the King 
took other order ; with a command to all Sheriffs, Mayors, Bailiffs, &c. 
to be abiding to him on the King’s behalf. 

The following year this King afligned James de DorcheJler t Sub- 
Condable of the Cadle, to keep a controll upon all the Provifions 
whatfoever, bought for the works of the Chapel ; as alfo on the pay- 
ments made for the fame, and all other things relating thereunto. 

Together with this Fabrick he eredled feveral Houfes near adjoin- 
ing, for the Cujlos and Canons to inhabit in: And afterwards King 
Henry IY. gave to them a void place in the Caftle called the Mocclialrte, 
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on the Weft end of this lower Ward, for building of Houfes and Cham - 
bers for the Vicars , Clerks , Chorijles , and the other Minifters, aflignecL 
to the fervice of the Chapel. 

But King Edward IV. (whofe inclination to, and kindnefs for this 
place was extraordinary) finding upon furvey, that the former Foun- 
dation and Walls of the Chapel of St. George , were in his time very 
much decayed and confirmed} and efteeming the Fabrick not large 
or (lately enough, defigned to build one more noble and excellent: To 
this purpofe he continued Richard Beauchamp , Bifliop of Salisbury 
Mailer and Surveyor of the Work: And taking notice, that divers of 
the officiary Houfes, and other irregular Buildings and old Walls flood 
in liis way, and hindered the defign he had to inlarge the Structure, 
gave the Bifliop power wholly to remove all fuch impediments, and to 
demolifh and dig up their Foundations, particularly thofe ancient 
Buildings on the Eajl fide of the Chapel, which reached unto the Walls 
on the North fide of the Caftle, where the Towers commonly called 
dure Cotocr, and tie ^Imtner yg ‘Cotoer, and ISarntt pd 'Hotoet were 
fituated ; as alfo on the South Side of the Chapel, untojthe Belfrey exclu- 
lively, and to employ the Stone, Timber, and other Materials thereof,, 
upon fuch Edifices in the Cable as he fhould think mofl convenient. 

With what diligence and fedulity, - and how well the Bifhop perform- 
ed this office and employment, appears from the teflimony given him 
by the King, in the preamble of the Patent, by which he fhortly af- 
ter conflituted him Chancellor of the Garter: “ That out of meer love 
“ towards the Order, he had given himfelf theleifure daily to attend the 
“ advancement and progrefs of this goodly Fabrick. ” From the new 
Foundation thus laid by King Edward IV. arofe (like a Phoenix out of 
its afhes) the elegant and beauteous ftruCtUre now (landing, enlarged 
in length at lead one hundred fathom, tho’ it attained not its beauty 
and perfection ’till the reign of King Plenry VIII. together with the 
Dean and Canons Houfes, fituate on the North fide of the Chapel, and 
thofe for the Petty Canon's, , raifed at the Weft end thereof, in form of a 
Fetter-lock (one of King Edward IV* royal Badges) and fo vulgarly 
called. 
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In Henry VII. reign, Sir Reginald Bray (one of the Knights Compa- 
nions of the Order) became a liberal BenefaCtor towards finifhing the 
body of this Chapel, and building the middle Chapel on the South fide 
thereof, dill called by his Name (where his Body lies interred) as is 
manifed, not only from his lad Will, but alfo from his Arms, Crcd, 
and the initial Letters of his Chriflian and Surname, cut in Stone, and 
placed in divers parts of the Roof. 

By Indenture, dated 'June 5, in the twenty-fird year of this King’s 
reign, John Hyl/ner, and William Vertue, Freemafons, undertook the 
vaulting of the Roof of the Choir (that curious and excellent piece 
of Architecture) for feven hundred' Pounds, and to finifli it by Chrijl- 
tnas } Anno 1508. 

In his Son and Succeffors reign, the Rood-loft and Lanthorn were 
ereCted, with the contributions railed amongd the Knights Companions, 
Anno 8. Henry VIII. ■ 

There were formerly within this Chapel of St. George feveral Chan- 
tries , enendowed with Lands and other Revenues, appointed for the 
maintenance of Chaplains and Prieds, to fing Mafies there, for the 
Souls of the feveral Founders and their Kindred ; as Fird, 

William of Wickham , Bidrop of Winchejler , gave two hundred Marks 
for buying of twenty Marks Rent per Ann. to fudaina Chaplain to ce- 
lebrate Mafs in this Chapel, for the health of his Soul, the Soul of 
King Edward III. of the faid Bifhop’s Father, Mother, and all his Be- 
nefactors. The Covenants between him and the Dean and Chapter 
for performing thereof, bear date at Windfor , the 29th of May, 
Anno 3, Henry IV. • 

The 26th of November , Anno 18, Edward IV. the Feoffees of 
Richard Duke of Gloucefer, confirmed and delivered to the Dean- and 
Chapter, the Manours of iSenficlIibttttp in the County of Efjex , Ii$nap= 
ton in the County of Norfolk , and CIjdltftDOttf) in the County of 
Suffolk-, and thereupon appointed (among other things) that they and 
their Succedbrs, drould caufe yearly for ever, a Mafs to be daily cele- 
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brated ia this Chapel, for the good eftate of the faid Duke, and of 
Ann his Dutchefs, while they lived, and their Souls when dead ; as 
alfo for the Souls of their Parents and Benefactors. 

By Indenture, bearing date March 30, Anno 2 1. Edward IV. Sir Tho. 
Seyntleger, Knt. Hufband to Ann Dutchefs of Exeter , Sifter to King 
Edward IV. appointed leveral Obiits to be held yearly in this Cha- 
pel, to pray for the healthful eftate of King Edward IV. and for his 
beloved Wife Elizabeth Queen of England , while they lived, and for 
their Souls when they fhall pafs out of this World ; and for the good 
eftate of Cicely Dutchefs of York, Mother to Edward IV. while fhe 
lived, and for her Soul when the fhall pafs out of this World; and for 
the Soul of the moft famous Prince Richard , Duke of York ; and alfo 
for the good eftate of the above Sir Thomas Seyntleger , Knt. and the 
worfhipful Father in God Richard BKhop of Salisbury , while they lived, 
and alfo for their Souls after their deceafe ; and. for the Soul of his Wife 
Ann Dutchefs of Exeter , and all Chriftians Souls : This to be perform- 
ed by two fecular Priefts, in a Chapel called the Middle North , or Rut- 
land Chapel ; feveral of that noble Family being buried in this Chapel, 
of which, in the following account of the Monuments. 

By the laft Will of King Edward IV. a Chantry was ordained to be 
founded of two Priefls, to ferve at his Tomb, to whom was ap- 
pointed an exhibition of twenty Marks yearly apiece; they were called 
King Edward' s Chantry-Priefts. 

The Chantry of Thomas Tafcbe (one of the Canons of this Chapel) 
was founded for a Pried: to pray daily for his Soul, and the Soul of 
IVilliam Hermer , another of the Canons there) as alfo for the good 
ePcate of Mr. John Arundel , and Mr. John Seymore , Canons, and of 
Mr. Thomas Brother ton , and their Souls, after they fhall depart this life. 

There was another Chantry-Prieft affigned to pray for the Souls of 
the faid Payfche and Hermer , and of John Plumer , Verger of the 
Chapel, and Agatha Bis Wife ; which devotion was a ppointed to be per- 
formed at the Altar on the North fide of the new Church, and -the fet- 
tlement thereof, bears date the x 8th of March 3 Anno 9, Henry VII. 

■March 
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March 1, Anno 12, Henry VII. Margaret Countefs of Richmond, 
obtained Licence ftoin the King, that Ihe, or her Executors, might 
found a Chantry of four Chaplains, to pray for her Soul, the Souls 
of her Parents and Anceftors, and all faithful Souls departed : The 
celebration was to be performed in a place near the Eajt part of the 
new Work of the Chapel; and the 18th of July, Anno 13, Henry 
VII. the Dean and Canons granted, that the Countefs or her Execu- 
tor, fhould ereft fuch a Chantry in the Chapel, as is before men- 
tioned. 

King Henry VII. by Indenture, bearing date December 17, Anno 
Regni 20°, granted the annual fum of fix Pounds thirteen Shillings and 
Four-pence, to the Dean and Canons of Wind for , to pray for the good 
and profperous eftate of him the faid King Henry and his Kingdom, 
every year on the 1 ith of February ; and for the good eflate of the ex- 
cellent Princefs Elizabeth Queen of England , at that time his Wife, and 
for their Children and IlTue; for the Souls of the right excellent 
Edmonde Earl of Richmond , Father to our faid Sovereign Lord the King ; 
and of all the progenitors and anceflors of the faid King ; and for the 
Soul of the right excellent Princefs Margaret Countefs of Richmond and 
Derby , Mother to the faid Sovereign Lord the King ; and alfo to pray 
for the Soul of the faid King Henry after his deceafe ; and for the Soul 
of the faid Queen Elizabeth after her deceafe; for the Souls of their 
Children and Ifiue, and all Chriftian Souls. 

By Indenture, bearing date July 30, in the 2ifl year of the reign of 
King Henry VII. Charles Somerfet , Knt. Lord Herbert , and of Gower , 
and Elizabeth his Wife, Daughter and foie Heir of William late Earl 
of Huntington , gave an Obiit, to pray for the Souls and good eflate of 
this Lord and Lady during their lives, and for their Souls after their de- 
ceafe ; alfo for the Souls of Henry Duke of Somerfet, and William Her- 
bert, Earl of Huntington ; and for the Souls of the Mothers of the faid 
Sir Charles , and Lady Elizabeth his Wife, and all Chriflian Souls. 
This Obiit to be performed in a Chapel at the lower end of the South 
Ifle, in the body of the Church; where the bodies of the faid Lord .and 
Lady lay. On the North fide of St. George s Chapel, was formerly a 
little Houfe, hut now decayed, built for the habitation of this Chantry 
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Prieft; and over the door thereof, was the Founders Arms within a 
Garter, cut upon Stone. The foundation of this Chantry is dated 
July 30, Anno 21. Henry VII. 

By another Indenture bearing date the 21ft day of February , in the 
23d year of Henry VII. Katherine HaJUngs , late Wife and Executrix of 
the Right Hon. William Lord HaJUngs , Chamberlain to K. Edward 
IV. and Sir Edward HaJUngs , Knt. Lord Haftings and Hunger ford , 
Son and Heir of the faid William Lord HaJUngs , gave an Obiit in this 
Chapel, to be perform’d June 13, in a Chapel built at the expence of 
the above Lord HaJUngs, to pray for the Souls of this Lord and Lady, 
and alfo for the Souls of his Lordfhip’s Father and Mother, and his 
Anceftors ; and likewife for the Soul of King Edward IV. and Queen 
Elizabeth his Wife ; and after the death of the faid Edward Lord 
HaJUngs, and Mary his Wife, for their Souls, and for all Chriftian 
Souls, to be perform’d by one Secular Prieft in a Chapel on the 
North Ifle about the middle of the Choir, where the body of his Lord- 
fhip’s Father lies interred, as appears by his Armes on feveral parts of 
this Chantry-Chapel, which will be taken notice of in the monumental 
Infcriptions Adjoining to the Houfe built for the Lord Herbert' s Chan- 
try Prieft, is another like building, ereCted for this Chantry Prieft ; 
and over the door was the Lord HaJUngs Arms, cut alfo upon Stone, 
furrounded with a Garter. 

Befides thefe feveral Chantries founded at different Times, there 
were heretofore held and celebrated in this Chapel of St. George , 
feveral Anniverfaries or Obiits for the remembrance of pious Perfons, 
and other Benefactors to this Church; Mr. AJlmole , in his Hiftory, 
mentions each particular name, but as the obfervation of them has 
long fince been laid afide, we fhall pafs them over, and obferve that 
fince the Reformation four general Obiits only, are obferved annually, 
viz. on the Sunday next proceeding the four quarterly Feaft Days, 
viz. March 25, June 24, September 29, and December 25, in com- 
memoration of the Founders, Patrons, and Benefactors to this Church, 
and the Order of the Garter ; at which Times, a particular Service is 
made ufe of, and the feveral Officers of the Church have an additional 
Stipend. 
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We (hall here however take notice that King Henry VIII. by his 
Will, bearing date December 30, 1546, in the 38th year of his reign, 
appointed four folemn Obiits to be kept yearly after his deceafe in this 
College of Wind for , and as this probably is the lail appointment of this 
kind in this kingdom, and there being alfo feveral orders relating to 
his Interrment in this Church, and other particulars which may be 
agreeable to the Reader, we fhall here infert the former part of his 
Will in his own Words; tho’ have reafon to believe, a fmall part of it 
only was ever executed, 

I N the name of God, and of the glorious and bjcfied Virgin our 
Lady Saindt Mary , and of all the holy company of heaven. 

We Henry by the grace of God King of England , Fraunce and 
Irlande , defender of the faith, and in erth ymediately under God the 
fupreme lied of the church of England and Irlande of that name 
theight, calling to our remembrance the great gifts and benefits of al- 
mighty God given unto us in this tranfitory lief, give unto him our 
mod: lowly and humble thanks, knowledging ourfclf infufficient in any 
part to deferve or recompence the fame. But feare that we have not 
worthely received the fame. 

And confidenng further alfo with ourfelf, that we be, as all mankind 
is, mortal and born in Sinne, believing nevertheles, and hoping that 
every cbriftien creature lyving here in this tranfitory and wretched 
woorld under God, dying in fledfafl and perfaidt faith, endeavour- 
ing and exercifing himfelf to execute in his lief tyme, if he have leifur, 
fuch good dedes and charitable works, as fcripture commanded}, and 
as may be to the honour and pleafeur of God, is ordeyned by Chrifte 
paffion to be faved, and to atteyn eternall lief ; of which nombre we 
verily trufl by his grace to be oon. 

And that every creature, the more high that he is in eflate, honor, 
and authorite in this woorld, the more he is bound to love, ferve, and 
thank God, and the more diligently to endeavour himfelf to do good 
and charitable works to the lawde, honour, and praife of almighty 
God, and the profit of his fowle. 

We alfo calling to our remembrance the dignite, eftate, honor, rule, 
andgouvernance, that almighty God hath called us unto in this woorld, 
and that neither we, nor any other creature mortall knowith the tyme, 
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place, whenne, ne where it {hall pleas almighty God to call him out 
of this tranfitory woorld. Willing therefore and minding with Gods 
grace before our paflage out of the fame, to difpofe and ordre our 
latter mynd, will, and teftament in that fort, as we truft it {hall be 
acceptable to almighty God, our only Saviour Jefus Chrijl , and all the 
hole company of heaven, and the due fatisfa&ion of all godly brethren 
in erth. Have therefore, now being of hole and perfaidt mynde, ad- 
hering holy to the right faith of Chrijl and his dodtrine, repenting alfo 
our oid and deteftable lief, and being in perfaidt will and mynd by his 
grace never to return to the fame, nor. fuch like j and minding by 
Gods grace never to vary therefro as long as any remembraunce, 
breth, or inward knowledge doth, or may remayn within this mortall 
body, mooft humbly and hardy do commend and bequeyth our foull 
to almighty God, who in perfonne of the Sonne redeamed the fame with 
his mooft precious body and blood in tyme of his paflion. And for our 
better remembraunce thereof, hath left here with us in his church mi- 
litant, the confecration and adminiftration of his precious body and 
blood, to our no little confolation and comfort, if we as thankfully ac- 
cept the fame, as he lovingly, and undeferved on man’s behalf, hath 
ordeyned it for our only benefit, and not his. Alfo we do inftantly re- 
quire and defire the blefled Virgin Mary his mother, with all the hole 
company of heaven, continually to pray for us, and with us, whiles 
we lyve in this woorld, and in the time of pafiing out of the fame, 
that we may the fooner atteyn everlafting lief after our departure out 
of this tranfitory lief, which we do both hope and clayme by Cbrijls 
pafiion and woord. And as for my body, which whenne the foul is 
departed, fhall thenne remayn as a Cadaver, and foreturn to the vile mat- 
ter it was made of; wer it not for the rowme and dignitye, which 
God hath called us unto ; and that we woold not be noted an in- 
fringer of honeft wordly policies and cuftumes, whenne they be not con- 
trary to gode lawes; we woold be content to have it buryed in any 
place for chriftien folke, were it never fo vile ; for it is but allies, and 
to afihes it ftiall again. Nevertheles, bicaus we wcold be lothe in the 
reputation of the people, to do injurye to the dignitye, which we 
unworthily are called unto: 

We are content, and alfo by thefe prefentes our laft will and tefta- 
tnent do will and ordeyn, that our body be buryed and enterred in the

Quere of our college of Windefour , midway between the Statte and 
the high Auttare , and there to be made and fette, afloon as convenient- 
ly may be doon after our deceaffe, by our executours, at our cofte and 
charge, if it be not doon by us in our lief time, an honorable tomb 
for our bones to reft in, which is well onward, and almooft made 
therefor alredye, with a fayre grate about itj in which we will alfo, 
that the bones and body of our true and loving wief Queene Jane be 
put alfo ; and that there be provided, ordeyned, made, and fett, at the 
cofte and charge of us, or of our executours, if it be not doon in our 
lief, a convenient Aulter, honorably prepared, and apparailled with all 
manner of thinges requifite and neceflary for dayly mafles, there to be 
fayd perpetuelly, while the world (hall endure. 

Alfo we will, that the tombes and aultars of King Henry VI. and 
alfo of King Edward IV. our great Uncle and Graunt-father, be made 
more princely, in the fame place where they now be, at our charge. 

And alfo will and fpecially defyre and requyre, that where and when- 
foever it (hall pleas God to call us out of this world tranfitory to his 
infinite mercy and grace, be it beyond the fee, or in any other place 
without our realme o£ England, or within the fame, that our execu- 
tours, affoon as conveniently they may, (hall caufe all divine fervice 
accuftomed for dead folke to be celebrate for us, in the nixt and moft 

f iropire place where it (hall fortune us to deparc out of this tranfitory 
ief. 

And over that we will, that whenfoever or wherefoever it fihall pleas 
God to call us out of this tranfitory lief to his infinite mercy and 
grace, be it within this realme, or without, that our executours, in as 
goodly, brief, and convenient haft, as they reafonably canne, or may, 
ordeyn, prepare, and caufe our body to be removed, conveyed, and 
brought into the fayd college of Windefour ; and the fervice of Placebo 
and Dirige , with a fermon and mafie on the mcrowe, at our cofte and 
charge, devoutly to be done, obferved, and folemply kept, there to be 
buryed and enterred in the place appointed for our fayd tombe, or to be 
made for the fame entent; and all this to be doon, in as devout wife. 


as canne, or may be doon j and we will and charge our executours, 
that they difpofe and give an aulmes to the mooft poore and nedy people, 
that may be found, commyn beggars, as moch as may be, avoyde,, in 
as ihorc fpace as poflibly they may, after our departure out of this tranri 

I fitory 
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fitory lief, oon thoufand marke of lawfull money of England , part in 
the fame place, and thereabout, where it (hall pleas almighty God to 
call us to his mercy, part by the way, and part in the fame place of 
our buryall, after their difcretions ; and to move the poore people, that 
fhall have our aulmes, to pray hardy unto God for remiffion of our 
offenfes, and the wealth of our foul. 

Alfo we woll, that with as convenient fpede as may be doon after 
our departure out of this world, if it be not doon in our life, that the 
Deane and Channons of our free chaple of Saindt George , within our. 
callle of WindeJ'our , fhall have manours, lande, tenement, and fpiri- 
tual promotions, to the yerly value of fixe hundred pounde, over all 
charge made fure to them, to them and their fucceffours for ever, up- 
on thefe conditions hereafter enfuying. 

And for the due and full accomplifhment and parformaunce of all 
other things conteyned with the fame, in the forme of an indenture, 
f gned' with our oun hande, which fhall be paffed by way of covenaunt 
for that purpofe, betwen the fayd Deane and Channons, and our exe- 
cutours, if ir pafle not betwen us and the fayd Deane and Channons in 
our lief ; that is to faye, the fayd Dean and Channons, and their fucceffours 
for ever, fhall fynde twoo priefts to faye Maffes at the fayd aulter, to be 
made where we have before appointed our tombe to be made and ftand; 
and aifo, after our deceafe, keepe yerely four folempe Obits for us 
within the fayd college of IVindeJ'our ; and at every of the fame Obits, 
to caufe a folempe fermon to be made. 

And alfo, at every of the fayd Obits, to give to poore people in 
aulmes, tenne pounds. 

And alfo to give for ever yerly, to thirtene poore men, which fhall 
be called Poore Knights, to. every of them twelf-pens every day, and 
ones in the yere yerely for ever, a long goune of white cloth, with the 
garter upon the breft, embrodered with a fhelde and croffe of Saindl 
George within the garter, and a mantel of red cloth 5 and to fuch one 
of the fayd thirtene Poor Knights, as fhall be appointed to be hed and; 
governour of them, 3 /. 6 s. 8 d. yerely for eyer, over and befide the 
fayd twelf-pennes by the day. 

And alfo to caufe every Sonday in the yere for ever, a fermon to be 
made for ever at Windefour aforefayd, as in the fayd indenture and cove- 
naunt fhall be more fully and particularly exprefled. Willing, charg- 
ing. 
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ing, and requyring our fonne Prince Edward, all our executours and 
counfellours, which (hall be named hereafter, and all other our heirs 
and fuccefTours, which (hall be Kings of this realme, as they (hall aun- 
fwer before Almighty God at the dreadful day of judgment, that they, 
and every of them do fee, that the feyd indenture and affurance to be 
madebetwene us and thefayd Deane and Channons, orbetwene them 
and our executours, and all things therein conteyned, may be duely 
put in execution, and obferved and kept for ever perpetuelly, accord- 
ing to this our lad will and teftament. 

But to proceed ; oppofite to the North door of this Church was founded. 
An. 1 1. Hen. VIII. a Houfe called the New Commons , by James Denton , 
one of the Canons of the College, and fometime Dean of Litchfield, for 
the lodging and dieting of thole Chantry Priefts, Chorifters, and Sti- 
pendary Priefts, who had no Certain place within the College, wherein 
to hold Commons , but were eonflrained daily to eat their Meals in houfes 
of the Town: This Houfe was provided with all proper utenfils, and 
the whole charge amounted to 489/. 7 s. id. In the ftatutes he or- 
dained for their rule and government, he directed certain Prayers to be 
faid by them when they entered the Chapel ; and after his death to pray 
for his Soul, and the Souls of all the faithful departed. Over the door 
is yet to be feen the following Infcription.

Mr. AJJmole in this place obferves, <c that it wasufual in former ages, 
efpecially for thofe of the military profeflion, after they had fpent their 
youth and manhood in the fervice of their King and Country, to bellow 
the remainder of their lives in Prayers for both, and the falvation of 
their own Souls: And therefore to cherifh the piety of well-difpofed 
Knights-Companions of the noble Order of the. Garter, who for de- 
votion fake were induced to retire to Windfor , Permiflion was given 
them by King .Edward’s Statutes of Inftitution, Article 31, to make 
their continual abode there, nevertHefefs to maintain themfelves out of 
their own Eftates, not at the College charge.

This Article is confirmed by the Statutes of King Henry V . to which 
thofe of King Henry VIII. add, “ That the Sovereign (liquid afiign 

1 2 “ them 
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*’ them convenient habitations within the Cattle.’’ The like favour 
upon like occafion was afforded to other devout Knights though not 
of the Order-, but the Lodgings to be fuch as the Sovereign and 
Kn'ghts-Compamon ffiould decree. 

It is no where mentioned that any of the Knights-Companions made 
ufe of the benefit of this Article : But in another nature and for their 
better accommodation at the Grand Feaff of the Order , and other fo- 
lemnities held at Windfor , they moved the Sovereign in Chapter the 
2 2d of May, Anno 14 Car. I. That they may have Rooms for Lodg- 
ing affigned them, in the great, or upper Court (which they offer’d to 
repair at their own charge) fince all the Officers of the Order had Lodg- 
ings in the Cattle, but the Knights Companions none. This motion 
was not difliked by the Sovereign, fo it might be without exclufion of 
the great Officers of State ; concerning whom he declared, ‘ That he 
“ would not have them removed from him at any time and there- 
upon it was left to further confideration. 

Having thus amply treated of the building of this Chapel, and the 
feveral eftabliffiments peculiar to it, 1 fhall here by the favour of the 
Reverend the Dean and Prebends , infert the South View of this Chapel 
as at prefent, whereby the Reader will be enabled to form a better idea 
of this famous Fabrick, than by any particular Defcription. 

Adjoining to the Eajl t nd is a fair Edifice, of like Building with 
this Chapel of St. George , erected, not by Cardinal Woolfey, as has ge- 
nerally prevailed, and as fuch mentioned by Mr .AJhmole, Biffiop Rennet, 
and other Authors of Credit, but by King Henry VII. for a Burial-place 
for himfelf j and, according to the faffiion of thofe times, upon the 
King’s application to the Pope, a Bull from that See was granted, where- 
in it is faid, Proponat unam Capellam in Ecclejia S. Georgii , in qua fe- 
pulturam fuam eligere intendit , de propriis bonis J'uis f undare et conjlru - 
ere . Rymer. Fasd. Vol. 12. p. 565, ,feq. w P. rr , 

King Henry , it feems however, afterwards laid afide his intention of 
making this new-ere&ed Dormitory, or Chapel, the place of his In- 
terment ; and began that more noble Work at Weftminjler to this 
purpofe Leland fays, Quum Henricus feptimus memoria mortis te£lus t 
locum fepulturce Jure aptum queereret , diruto Eadeuardino templo veteri 
illo , novum a fundamentis loco eodem conjlruxit , quod et hodie va- 
cat 
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Cat ; mutaverat mini de fepulchro fententiam , ac alter um Vifimonafterii 
inchoavit Not. ad C\g. Cant, vide It in. Vol. 9 p. 100. Add to this, 
if Cardinal Woolfey had built this Edifice, without doubt there would 
have been fome appearance (as in his ftately Building at Oxford) of his 
high dignity, either in Church or State, but on the contrary by the 
Portcullis , Rofe, and other Royal Badges in feveral parts of this Build- 
ing, it plainly appears, that not the Cardinal, but King Henry VII. 
ereded this Fabrick. 

Farther alfo, the Tomb eredted in this Building, has been generally 
miftaken, and faid to be built by the Cardinal for his Royal Mafter 
King Henry VIII. and a prefent Hiftorian, following the opinion of 
former Writers, has confounded this Tomb, erected by the Cardinal 
in this additional Building, with one defigned, and in fome part car- 
ried on by King Henry VIII. for himfelf, in the Choir of St. George’s 
Chapel, and defcribed at large by Speed in his Chronicle. 

This Error in Hiftorians might eafily arife from common report, or 
not duly confidering, that the Prince and the Minifter might carry on 
two fuch ftately Tombs in one and the fame Place. But to fet this 
matter alfo right, this Fabrick remaining vacant, on the change of 
Henry the VHth’s mind to IVeJlminjler, as is above noted, the Cardi- 
nal in full favour with his Prince, and in the zenith of power, readily 
obtained a Grant of it from his indulgent Mafter Henry VIII. and with 
a profufion of expence unknown informer times, defigned a moftfump- 
tuous Monument for his own interment, and not for his Royal Mafter; 
as has been the common received opinion: This is evident from the In- 
ftrudlions he gave to his Servant Ralph Sadler , on his retirement to 
York after his Fall, in a Commiffion to Cromwell, to procure the fend- 
ing hither, ( i. e. to YorkJ of mine Image , with fuch part of the Tomb as 
itfhall pleafe the King that I Jhall have, to the intent that now being at 
my Church at York, I may order and difpofe the fame for my Burial. 
Fiddes’s Life of Woolfey, p. 257. Coll. 

Lord Bacon alfo, in his Life of Henry VIII. fays, Woolfey was buried 
in the Abbey Church at York, Nov. 30, 1530, and not where he had 
begun a Monument for himfelf long fnce ; which one Benedetto, a Sta- 
tuary of Florence took in hand , An. j 524. and continued till 1529. re- 
ceiving for fo much as was already done 4250 Ducats , the defgn whereof 

was 
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was fo glorious , that it farre exceeded that of King Henry VII. And in 
Fiddes 1 s Colled, above-cited, mention is made of a Letter from Antonio 
Cavallery to the Cardinal, wherein he fays, That for gilding part oj this 
Tomb, which is already done , {being the half) he hath laid out 380/. 13 r. 
Sterling. He feemsalfo to doubt whether the Cardinal meant to have 
the reft of the Tomb perfe&ed, which if he does not mean, he would 
have him to order the Gilder leave to go home to Antwerp, and alfo to 
Benedid, a Carver , to return into Italy. 

After this, K. Charles I. defigned to enlarge and make this Chapel a 
proper Dormitory for himfelf andfucceeding Princes, but by bad times 
that Prince’s thoughts were diverted another way, and the place was de- 
faced, and the unfinifhed Tomb demolifhed by the Rebels April 6. 
164.6. and all the Statues and Figures of gilt Copper of exquifite 
Workmanftiip, made for the ornament of the Tomb, taken from 
thence, and fold to carry on the Rebellion. 

Laftly, in the reign of K. fames II. this Chapel was fitted up for the 
fervice of Popery, and Mafs was publickly performed here ; and Verrio 
the famous Painter, who had been many years employed in painting 
the royal Apartments, painted this Chapel alfo, and is laid to have 
herein exceeded all' his other labours. Pity it .is, that this Chapel, 
which might be an Ornament, fhould be fuffered to run to ruin, and 
ftand a mark of publick Refentment, for being once employed in a 
fervice difagreeable to a Frotefant people ; but certain it is, fince that 
Prince’s reign, it has been entirely negledted, tho’ the care and repair 
of it is peculiar to the Crown, being no Appendage to the Collegiate 
Church. As the Painting on the Cieling promifes in a fhort time to 
be entirely decayed, and has been regarded as part of the beft of Verrio ’ s 
performances, a fhort defcription of it will here be given. 

K. fames II. in the Robes of the Garter , holding a Scepter in his Hand, 
is feated triumphant on an Arch treading down a Hydra ; near this Prince 
is reprefented Mars deftroying and beating down Fadtion, Fury, Rebel- 
lion, &c. over his head is held an Imperial Crown by the Figures of 
Time and Peace-, and above this is the reprefentation of Plenty hold- 
ing a fcrowl with this Infcription, Concordia Fratrum On the right 
band is fupiter attended by a Group of Figures, one of whom holds 

a Cro- 
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a Crofier to reprefent the Church j alfo a Mercury relating the glory 
of the Monarch. 

At the Eajl end is Fame , holding in her right hand an Oval of King 
Charles 1. in her left hand the fame of King Charles II. Over the 
head of the frit of thefe Princes, is a fcrowl infcribed Calamitas 
Fublica . 

There are other reprefentations of Plenty and Peace ; alfo the Roff 
and T biflle, denoting the Union of the two Kingdoms; the Emblems 
of the Order of the Garter ; and the Chapel is in many places orna- 
mented and finely painted ; all which by neglect, is now flattening to 
decay. 

We fhall next proceed to give the Reader an account of the infide 
of St. George's Chapel, which has been at all times efteemed for its 
neatnefs and great beauty ; the Stone Roof efpeciallyjs reckoned a moft 
excellent piece of Workmanfhip, rarely to be equaled ; it is an Elipfis 
fupported by Pillars of ancient Gothick Architecture, whofe Ribs and 
Groins fupport the whole Ceiling with admirable beauty and elegance. 
Every part of this lofty Ceiling has a different device to great per- 
fection, or the Arms peculiar to feveral Sovereigns of the Kingdom ; 
particularly the Arms of King Edward the Confeff'or , Edward III. 
Henry VI. Edward IV. Henry VII. and Henry VIII. alfo the Arms of 
France and England quarterly, the Holy Crofs, the Shield or Crofs of 
St. George , the Rofe, Portcullis, Lion Rampant, Unicorn, Fleur de lis; 
Dragon, Prince’s Feather, &c. alfo the Arms of Bourchier , Stafford , 
Haffings , Beaufort , Mannors , and other noble Families. 

The Arms, and Creft alfo,. with various devices peculiar to Sir Regi- 
nald Bray , Knt. of the Garter, and of Dr. Vrfwick , Dean of this Cha- 
pel (both of whom we fhall foon have occafion farther to mention) 
are particularly more frequent in different parts of the Roof, and the 
faid Sir Reginald Bray efpecially, will appear- a very lingular and great 
BenefaClor to this Church. 


Befide^- 
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Befides thefe feveral Arms and Devices ; on the Roof of the middle 
Ifle are cut many initial Letters relating' to the royal Name, K. 
or the Names of the two laft mentioned, and other Benefa&ors, cut in, 
this fafhion.

This Letter alfo appears in many places on the Ceiling; 
as does alfo the Prince of f¥ ales’s Bearing, or Feathers, with 
the ufual Motto, Bid) SDicn. 

It would be tedious, and give but fmall fatisfadlion to the Reader, to 
relate here the many particulars on the feveral parts of this curious 
Ceiling, which has always attradled the attention of the moft know- 
ing Architect, and been efteemed equal to any Building of the like 
kind in Europe : It is however proper not to pafs by without due notice, 
that part of the Ceiling in the nave or middle Arch of this Chapel, 
where are curioufly defigned and blazoned, the Arms of Henry VIII. 
Sovereign, and the feveral Knights-Companions of the Garter, Anno 
1528, as appears by the date under the royal Arms, being the 19th 
of that Prince.

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In the Center are the Arms of the Sovereign within the Garter , and 
in the fame Circle, 1. The Crofs of St George , Patron of this moil 
Noble Order. 2 The Arms of Charles V. Emperor of Germany. 3. 
Francis I, King of France. 4. Ferdinand Infanta of Spain , and King 
of the Romans j at this time Knights-Companions of this noble Order. 
The Arms of the other noble Knights- Companions, with thofe of the 
Prelate, are regularly difpofed, and the blazonry remains at this di- 
fiance of time freih and entire. 

Many other particulars of this Ceiling are worthy of remark, and to 
mention one infiance only, at the Eajl ond of the South Iile on the 
Centre ftone of the Arch is curiouily cut, a reprefentation of King 
Edward IV. and Richard Beauchamp Biihop of Salifoury , on their Knees 
before the Holy Crofs in this wife. 



And in an Arch adjoining formerly laid a Miff all or Breviary , as ap- 
pears by this Infcription underneath.

This Biihop lies buried in the Arch oppofite to this Infcription, of 
which hereafter; other antienc Infcriptions are found in this Church; 
there are alfo feveral fmall Chapels, both of which I fhall proceed to 
mention. At this Eaji end of this South Iile is Lincoln Chapel, fo called 
from the noble family of Clinton Earls of Lincoln buried therein, of 
which farther mention will be made in the account of the Monuments ; 
fomewhat lower in the fame Iile, is a fmall Chapel, or Chantry, dedi- 
cated to St. John Baptijl , erected Anno 1522 by John Oxen bridge , 
Canon and Benefactor to this Church ; the fereen is in the Gothick taile, 
very neat and beautifull, and within is reprefented in ancient Painting, 
the Hiftory of John the Baptijl , with other decorations ; lower down, 
in the fame Iile, are painted on large pannels of Oak, neatly carved 
and decorated, with the feveral Devices and Bearings peculiar to each 
Prince, the figures at full length, of

Oppofite to thefe Paintings, is a fmall Chapel wherein is depofited 
the Body of the faid Oliver King, of whom more hereafter ; Nearunto 
adjoining, in the middle of this South Ifle, is a fpacious Chapel, built 
by Sir Reginald Bray , Knight of the Garter , and worthy of all ho- 
nourable mention in this place, both on accounc of the many great civil 
employments he held under the Princes Henry VII. and VIII. and ip 
in regard to this Church, to which he was not only a great Benefactor 
himfelf, but a principial Promoter and Conductor of the finifhing, and. 
bringing to perfection the prefent Building: This right worthy Knight 
was buried in this Chapel, and his Arms and Crefl appear in many parts 
of the Building, efpecially on the handlome Stone Serene, which, di- 
vides this Chapel from the body of the Church. Many eminent Perfons 
befides are buried in this Chapel ; of which notice will be taken in the 
proper place ; and Divine Service is daily perform’d here every Morn- 
ing and Evening. 

At the Weft end of this Ifle is a fmall Chapel, dedicated to the Virgin. 
Mary , commonly called Beaufort Chapel , many of that noble Family 
being buried here, of which hereafter; and oppofite to this, in the 
North Ifle, is a like Chapel, commonly called the Bread , or Urfwyck’ s 
Chapel, from Dr. Chriflopher Urfwyck , fometime Canon of this 
Church, and joint promoter with Sir Riginald Bray , in finifhing this 
Fabrick; This Gentleman was alfo a faithfull Servant to Henry VII. be- 
fore his Acceflion to the Crown, and was afterward employed by that 
Prince on many Embaflies to foreign Princes on the mod important Affairs 
of State. Annoy 1495 he was appointed Dean of this Church, and was 
in fo great favour with that Prince, that he was offered the greateft ec- 
clefiaftical Honours ; all which he not only refufed, but Anno 1 505, re- 
figned the Deanery of this Church, and all other his preferments, and 
contented himfelf with the duties of a private Parfonage at Hackney , near 
London, at which place he died, and was buried Anno Horn. 1521. His E* 
pitaph may be found in Weaver’s Funeral Monuments, and oh the out- 
lide of this Chaple is the following Infcription.

In the middle of this North Ifle is a fpacious Chapel, anfwering to 
Bray’s Chapel, (and by the Arms of that Knight, in like manner feen 
here alfo, probably built by him) called the North , or Rutland Chapel , 
the Aneeftors of that noble family being buried here, as will be par- 
ticularly mentioned in another place ; farther Wejl in this Ifle is a fmall 
Chapel dedicated to St. Stephen , ufually alfo called Ha ft lugs’ s Chapel, 
being built by. Elizabeth the Wife of iWUliam Lord Hajlings, Cham- 
berlain to >King Edward 1 V. who for his true affedion to that Prince 
and his Children, was unjuftly put to death by Richard III. and here 
buried as is before mentioned p. 54. Within this Chapel is the Hi- 
flory of St. Stephen , painted in pannels, and yet well preferved. 

In the firfl: pannel is St. Stephen preaching to the People, and under 
neath this Infcription.

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In the fourth pannel this Holy Martyr is feprefented dead, and his 
beatification, and underneath is written.

Near adjoining is the Monument of King Edward IV. of which 
hereafter; in an Arch at the head of this tomb, is an ancient Painting, 
being a reprefentation of our Saviour and his Apoftles, attended by the 
heavenly Hod, but much defaced, and fcarce vifible at prefent ; and at 
the EaJ} end of this Ifle is the Chapter Houfe of the College , which 
will be frequently mentioned in the enfuing part of this Hiftory: 
In this room is a Painting at full length, by a mafterly hand, of the 
mod: renowned and vidtorius Monarch Edward III. in his robes of 
State; in his right hand he holds a fword, bearing the Crowns of 
France and Scotland, in token of the many conquefts he gained 
over thofe Nations, and round the frame is written this Infcrip- 
tion. 

Edwardus Tertius invictissimus Anglic Rex, hujus 
Chapelie et nobilissimi Ordinis Garterii Fundator. 

On one fide of this Painting is kept the all-conquering Sword of this 
Great Prince; and the Knights of the Garter , at their Inftallation are 
with great Ceremony introduced into this Chapter-Houfe , and invefled 
with the Habit and Enfigns of that moft noble Order , before they 
proceed to the more folemn Adi of Inftallation, as will at large be 
noticed in the fubfequent part of this Hiftory. 

Laftly, though worthy of principal note, is the Choir , the moft ve- 
nerable, and folemn part of this Chapel, fet apart for the more imme- 
daite fervice of God, and the repofitory of Honour of this moft noble 
Order of Knighthood-, this Choir was built by K. Edw. III. and fhews the 
grandeur and noble fpirit of that pious and magnanimous Prince, and no 
lefsthe genius and induftryof the Artifts of thofe days, by the many cu- 
rious Carvings and various kinds of Imagery, and other Ornaments, 
which are to be found in every part of this antient Choir ; On each 

fide 
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fide are the Stalls of the Sovereign and Knights Companions of the molt 
noble Order of the Garter y with the Helmet, Mantling, Creft, and 
Sword of each Knight fet up over his Stall, on a Canopy of ancient 
carving curioufly wrought,, and above the Canopy is affixed the Banner 
or Arms of the Knight , properly blazoned on fiik; and farther, on the 
back of the Stalls are the Stiles, or Titles of the Knights , with their 
Arms alfo, neatly engraved and blazoned on Copper. The former of 
thefe Enfigns of Honour are removed according to the fucceffion of the 
Knight in the Order , and after his Deceafe, and at the Inftallation of 
his Succeffor (if not performed before by order of the Sovereign) the 
Banner, Helmet, Sword, &c. of the deceafed Knight, are folemnly, 
and with great Ceremony, offered up at the Altar, but th e Plate of 
his Titles remains in the Stall, as a perpetual Memorial of Honour to the 
deceafed Knight. 

The Sovereign's Stall is on the right-hand of the entrance of 
the Choir, and is covered with purple velvet and cloth of gold, 
and has a Canopy, and compleat furniture of the fame; his Ban- 
ner alfo is of velvet, and his Mantling is of gold brocade : the Prince ’ s 
Stall is on the left, and has no diftinftion from the reft of the Knights - 
Companions , the whole Society, according to the Statutes of the Infti- 
tution, being Companions and Collegues , equall in honour and power ; 
but as the principal part of this Hiftory will be taken up in treating of 
this illuftrious Society of Knights, I ffiall at prefent confine myfelf to the 
Chapel only, and take notice of the beautiful Painting at the Altar , 
being a reprefentation of the lajl Supper ; this Altar was heretofore 
adorned with cloth of gold and purple damafk, the gift of K. Charles II. 
foon after the Ref oration. Cloath of Arras, containing the Hiftory of 
St. George , has been heretofore ufed at the Solemnization of the Feaf 
of St. George ; and in the Chapter- houfe, is a fine piece of Tapeftry, from 
an Original of Titian , of our Saviour and his Difciples at Emaus, 
which was appropriated to the ufe of the Altar till the year 1707; when 
on moving the wainfcot of Urfhaick ’ s Chapel, was found the prefent 
Painting of the lafl Supper: This had formerly been fecreted in this 
place, in the tirpes of plunder; and being highly approved of by Sir 
‘ James Thornhill, Verrio, and other eminent Mafters, was repaired, and 
the whole Altar difpofed in the prefent decent order, and becoming 
neamefs. - - - 

This 
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This Altar formerly was rich both in coftly furniture and veftels of 
gold, from the benevolence of the Sovereigns and Knights- Companions, 
and other pious Benefadtors; but to wave the mention of earlier times. 
In the year 1642, the Ornaments and Veflels belonging to this Chapel, 
and appropriated to the ufe of the Altar, amounting to 3580 Ounces of 
wrought Plate of the moft curious workmanfhip, were feized under co- 
lour of Parliamentary Authority, by Captain Fogg , on a general Plun- 
der of this Royal Foundation. 

This Sacrilege was in fome meafuremade up to the College on the 
Reftoration, by the bounty and good pleafure of the Sovereign andKnights- 
Companions , who contributed chearfully to fupply the Altar with all 
things neceflary to its decent fervice and ornament: The royal example 
was alfo followed by other well-difpofed Perfons, and the Altar at pre- 
fent is furnifhed with feveral noble pieces of Plate, curioufly wrought 
and gilt, dedicated to the honour of God, and the fervice of the Sovereign , 
and Knight s-Companions of the moft noble Order oj the Garter. 

Near the Altar is the Queen's Gallery, for the ufe of the Ladies at an 
Inftallation, and the Choir is feparated from the body of the Church at 
the Weft end, by a large Screen, or Organ-gallery, eredted ann. Dom. 
1613, And a handfome Organ was new eredted, on the general Repair 
of the Chapel, on the Reftoration of King Charles II. 

Adjoining to the Organ is a handfome Arch of ftone, called the 
Rood-loft , eredted in the reign of K. Henry VIII. A place well known, 
and of fingular ufe to promote fuperftition, and impofe upon the 
minds of the credulous in the dark ages of Popery. 

In a Vault under the marble pavement of this Choir, are buried the 
bodies of King Henry VIII. and his Queen Jane Seymour , K. Charles I. 
and a daughter of the late Queen Anne : In the South and North Ifles, 
near the Altar, are alfo buried the bodies of King Henry VI. and . King 
Edward IV. but of thefe hereafter, when we come to treat of the 
Monuments and illuftnous Perfons buried in this Chapel. 

The carved work of this Choir is worthy of particular note, 
efpecially the Canopies over the Stalls of the Knights of the 

Garter^ 
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Garter , and the other parts of the carved work allude to fome Scrip- 
ture Hidory, or the Hidory of St. George. The Arrangements of the 
feats in this Choir are well difpofed, for the fervice of Divine 
Worfhip, which is performed in this Choir every Morning and 
Evening, in the mod: folemn decency and order ; and at all 
times obeifance is paid to the Sovereign’s Stall, the fame as if he 
was prefent in perfon : The lower feats are appointed to the Poor 
Knights of Windfor , who attend the pub lick Service, in the Mantles 
of the Order , being of Murrey cloth with the Crofs of St. George on the 
left fhoulder, and by the laws of the Order , the whole Society is o- 
bliged to pray daily for the profperity of the Sovereign and Knights-Com- 
panions of the moil noble Order of the Garter. 

Among other particulars *n the carving of this Choir, and not the 
lead: worthy of notice, is this Infcription neatly cut in old Englijh cha- 
racter, on a girth on this outer fide of the upper feats, or dalls, being 
the xxth Pfalm in Latin , a Prayer, or a Petition for the Royal Foun- 
der King Edward III. and the future Sovereigns of the Order of the 
Garter.

I now conclude this account of the Chapel of S t. George*, and to 
avoid interruption in. this Hidory, Jfhall defer the Monuments to a fu- 
ture chapter ; and by the favour of the worthy and Reverend the Dean 
and Canons , here prefent the Reader with a view of the Weft end alfo of 
this Chapel, and only mention the noble Window, which was .formerly 
finely dained, and ornamented with curious Paintings, and dedroyed, 
not by Time* but by the more wadeful hand of ill-judging Men, in the 
word of timCs; but to pafs this over in filence, recommend only a due 
Attention to this ancient Stru&ure, it being univerfally acknowledged 
that the Architedture of this beautiful and dately Chapel, is not exceed- 
ed by any Building in this, or probably other Nation.

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CHAPTER IV. 


Of the Foundation of the COLLEGE. 

I N the foregoing Chapter it is obferved that King Henry I. eredted a 
Chapel within the Caftle, and therein founded a College for eight 
Canons , neither endowed nor incorporate, but maintained by an annual 
Penfion out of the King’s Exchequer. King Edward II. in the 6th 
year of his reign, founded here alfo a Chantry for four Chaplains and 
two Clerks , to pray for his Soul, and the Souls of all his Progenitors j 
as likewife a Chapel in the Park of Windfor , under the fame ordina- 
tion, for four more Chaplains, whom his Son King Edward III. Anno 
Regni 3. removed, and joined to thofe other before fettled in the 
Chapel of the Caftle, and built Habitations for their better accom- 
modation, on the South fide thereof. 

But the Foundation that we fhall treat of here, King Edward III. 
laid, by his Letters Patent, bearing teft at Wejhninjler , Augitfi 6, Anno 
Regni 22, about three quarters of a year before he inftituted the 
moft Noble Order of the Garter. (For being inflamed with the zeal 
of a pious Devotion, and defiring by a good kind of commerce to ex- 
change earthly for heavenly, and tranfitory for eternal things) at his 
own royal charge, he new founded the ancient Chapel, in honour, and 
to the praife of the omnipotent God, the glorious Virgin Mary , St. 
George the Martyr, and St. Edward the Confeftor ; and by his kingly 
authority, and as much as in him lay, ordained, that to King Henry’ s 
eight Canons , there fhould be added one Cujlos , fifteen more Canons , 
and twenty-four Alms-Knights , together with other Minifters, all under 
the Government neverthelefs of the Cujlos-, and thefe to be maintained 
Out of the Revenues wherewith this Chapel was, and fhould be 
endowed. 


L 
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This royal inftitution of the King was approved and confirmed by 
Pope Clement VI. by his Bull dated at Avignion , pridie Calendar Decern - 
bris , in the 9th year of his Papacy, Anno 1351; and therein, according 
to the defire of the King, the Pope granted to Simon IJlip , Archbilhop 
of Canterbury , and William de Edington, Bilhop of Winchejler , autho- 
rity and power to ordain and inftitute the College, and alfo to ordain, 
inftitute, and appoint within this Chapel, as fhould feem good to them, 
a certain number of Canons, Priejls , Clerks , Knights , and Officers, con- 
tinually to attend upon the Service of God, of which Canons and 
Priejls , one fhall have the title of CuJlos } and prefide over the reft. 

On that day twelve- month the Statutes and Ordinances of the College 
bear date ; being made by virtue of the Pope’s authority, the King’s 
command, the confent of the Bilhop of Salisbury , (in whofe Diocels 
the Chapel is fituate) and of the Dean and Chapter of Salisbury : By 
which Statutes the Bilhop of Winchejler , one of the Pope’s Delegates 
(for we find not the Archbilhop’s name ufed in them) did ordain and 
inftitute a College, within the Chapel of St. George , confuting of one 
Cujlos , twelve fecular Canons , thirteen Priejls or Vicars, four Clerks , fix. 
Chorijlers , and twenty- fix Alms-Knights, befides other Officers. And to 
this Cujlos and College, by the name of Cujlos and College of the free 
Chapel of St. George , within the Caftle of WindJ’or , for the moft part, 
but fometimes of Cujlos and College of Chaplains , or otherwise of 
Cujlos and Chaplains of the fame Chapel, were the donation of Ad- 
vowfons, and temporal Endowments, commonly made and granted. 


CHAPTER 
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CHAPTER V. 

Of the DEAN, .CANONS, Petty - CANONS, 
CLERKS, and CHORISTERS. 

S HORTLY after the Foundation of the College, by the King’s 
Letters Patent, viz. November 14, Anno 22, Edw. III. the King 
constituted John de la Chambre, Cujlos of the Chapel of St. George-, but 
he enjoyed this dignity not above half a year, for the 18th of June zn- 
fuing, the Letters Patent, for conftituting William Mugg , Cujlos bear 
teft: So that in truth, John de la Chambre was the firft Cujlos \ tho’ in 
the preamble to the Letters Patent, pafs’d under the great Seal of Eng- 
land, with confent of Lords and Commons in Parliament, Anno 8, 
lien. VI. William Mugg is there faid to be the firft, and fo hath been 
fince accounted. 

But it feems the Catalogue of Cujlodes and Decani took commencement 
at the inftitution of the College, by papal (not kingly) authority, and 
tho’ William Mugg (in like manner as John de la Chambre) had been 
conftituted Cujlos above three years before, yet being then again nomi- 
nated by the King to receive inftitution from the Bifhop of Winchejler , 
upon his ordaining the College, he came to be accounted the firft Cujlos , 
as being fo under that inftitution j and confequently, John de la Cham- 
bre not taken notice of. 

By this title of Cujlos, were thofe that fucceeded de la Chambre and 
Mugg , prefented by the King, till the laft year of King Henry IV. 
when Thomas King/lon was the firft of them prefented by the name of 
Dean ; and his Succeffor John Arundell, obferving that divers' of the 
Lands and Endowments of the College, were fometimes granted there- 
unto by the name of Cujlos , at other times of Dean and Cujlos , or laft- 
ly of Dean only: And doubting that this variation and diverfity of

Names might beget fome damage to the College, efpecially being both 
befide and againft the form of the Foundation (wherein the title of 
Cuftos was only ufedj he applied himfelf by a petition to the Parliament 
beforemention’d ; whereupon King Henry VI. being pleafed to pro- 
vide for the fecurity of the College in this particular, did, by Let- 
ters Patent, Anno Reg. 8. under the great Seal of England , grant and 
declare, that the faid Arundell fhould be Cujlos five Dec anus for his life, 
and enjoy all Rights thereunto belonging ; and for the future, he and 
every other Cufos of the Chapel for the time being, fhould be called 
Cufodes five Decani, viz. H ardens, or Leans of the free Chapel of St. 
George, within the Cafle of Windfor; and that the Cufos , or Dean and 
Canons thereof, and their SuccelTors, by the name of Cufos , or Dean 
and Canons of the faid free Chapel , fhould have and hold to them and 
their Succeffors for ever, all Lands, Tenements, Rents, Pofeffions, &c. 
As alfo all manner of Liberties, Franchifes, Immunities, &c. granted 
to the College at any time before. 

Hereby was inftituted a kind of a new Incorporation of this Chapel, 
by the title of Cufos , or Dean and Canons only; and the whole date 
of the College, together with its Podeffions, ftrengthned and conftitu- 
ted in a manner de novo: At lead this was a great dep to the compleat 
incorporating them by King Edward IV. when, through the intered of 
Richard Beauchamp , Bifhop of Salisbury , then alfo Dean of Windfor , 
and Chancellor of the Noble Order of the Garter, their was obtained 
from the faid King, Letters Patent bearing Tefe at Windfor, December 
6, in the 19th year of his Reign, for incorporating the Cufos , or 
Dean and Canons and their Succeffors, by the name of Dean and Ca- 
nons of the free Chapel of St. George within the Cafle of Windfor, and 
that thenceforward they fhould be one Body Corporate in thing and 
name, and have a perpetual Succeflion. 

Furthermore, that they and their Succeffors, fliould by the fame 
name, be Perfons capable in Law, to purchafe, receive, and take 
Lands, Tenements, Rents, Reverfions. Services, Liberties, Franchifes, 
and Privileges, or other Poffedions whatfoever, to be held and poffed 
in Fee and Perpetuity: As alfo to have a common Seal, for the affairs 
and Caufes of them and their Succed'ors. And that they and their Suc- 
ceffors,

ceffors, by the name of Dean and Canons , &c. might plead and be im- 
pleaded, purfue all manner of Caufes and Actions, real and mixt, chal* 
lenge all Franchifes and Liberties, and anfwer and be anfwered, before 
any Spiritual or Temporal Judges. 

But for the avoiding all further doubts, which might be taken for any 
occafion or caufe, touching the Dean and Canons of this Chapel in 
their Corporation on Capacity, or PoiTeffions, and for the more furety of 
them in all their temporal Endowments; the Letters Patent of Incor- 
poration, were within three years after, viz. Anno 22, Edward IV. 
pad into an Adt of Parliament, which yet remains in force. 

We fhall next fpeak of the Authority and Ecclefiaftical Jurifdidlioh 
of th.e Cujios or Decanus: For as he is conftituted t^both by the Bull 
of Pope Clement VI. and the Inflitution of the College thereupon) 
Prefident over the reft of the College, to govern, diredt and order 
them, their Goods and Eftates; fo is he to exercife all manner of 
Ecclefialtical Jurifdidtion over them, with a refervation of power of 
Appeal to the Chancellor of England, Vifitor of that College. 

Moreover, where any of them live inordinately or unpeaceably, he, 
with the advice of the Chapter (in cafes where no particular penalty 
is appointed to be inflidted ) hath power to reprehend or corredt at 
difcretion. And in cafe where difcord arifeth among any of them, 
fhall within eight days reconcile the parties, or do juflice; LafUy, he 
has power (after the third time of admonition) to expell from the Col- 
lege, all fovvers of Difcord, Backbiters, and Whifperers, that are below 
the Degree of a Canon. 

And to the end there may be no defedt ill Government at any time, 
during his non-refidence, it is provided by the Statutes of the College, 
that when he hath occafion to be abfent from thence, above eight days 
or more, he fhall before his departure conftitute one of the Canons 
Refident (whom he pleafe) for his Deputy, who during his abfence 
(having the title of Lieutenant) (halt in all things exercife and execute 
his Office: Far we are to note, that the faid .Statutes allow him fixty 
days for non refidence ; the Royal Vilitation held Anno 1552, enlarged 
' that 
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that time to one hundred and ten days, and the Lord Chancellor Hyde 
gave him liberty of’ fix weeks abfence, to attend the affairs of his 
Deanery of Wolverhampton. 

But in the vacancy of the Cujlos , whatever power or authority be- 
longs unto him, the fame is then devolv’d upon the Chapter of the 
College which Chapter ought within two days, after the vacancy 
known, to eledt one of the Refident Canons , under the title of Preji- 
dent , to govern the College and diredt all affairs relating thereunto, 
until there be provided another Cujlos. 

Leaving the Cujlos fettled under the title of Decanus (which lat- 
ter he is only known by at this day) we are now to fpeak of the 
Canons , whole number by the Letters Patent of Foundation, where 
appointed to be four and twenty, including the . Cujlos ; but upon In- 
ftitution of the College by the Bifhop of Winchejler\ there was then 
ordained (as hath been noted) one Cujlos , twelve Secular Canons , and 
thirteen Priejls or Vicars , in all twenty fix ; being the very number be- 
fore ordained by the Statutes of Inftitution of the Order of the Garter, 
and anfwerable to the juft number of the Knights-Companions of that 
moft Noble Order. And for a further diftindtion between thefe Canons - 
Secular , and the Priejls y the firft twelve are in a Bull of Pope Innocent 
VIII called Major es Canonici , the other Canonici Minor es, or Petty Canons. 

To thefe twelve Seculars were affigned fo many Prebendjhips in 
the Chapel of St. George (as alfo Stalls in the Choir, and Places in the 
Chapter) together with that, held by the Cujlos , whence of later times, 
they are frequently called Prebends as well as Canons , and their Digni- 
ties, Canonjhips and Prebendjhips. Every Prebend hath a facerdotal 
Power given him by the Statutes of the College, and in regard of 
this, thofe Statutes further ordained, that each Canon of the Chapel 
being a Prebend , if not at that time a Priejl , fhould within a 
year after he hath enjoyed his Prebendlhip, be fo ordained; otherwife 
(without further admonition) to be deprived thereof. 

By the fore-mention’d Bull of Pope Clement VI. there is referved to 
the Founder, his Heirs and Succeffors, the right of prefenting the 
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Canons , Priejls, Clerks, Alms-Knights , and Minijlers belonging to the 
College ; and thereupon we find it noted, that he nominated and pre- 
fented William Mugg, and four other Presbyters to the Bifhop of Whi- 
chever^ to inftitute them Canons and Prebends , into the Canonfhips and 
Prebendlhips of the Chapel, which the Biftiop did accordingly ; and 
then gave the faid William Mugg inftitution to the place of Cujlos, upon 
the Founders nomination and prefentation alfo. 

Notwithftanding which, it appears by the Inftitution of the Garter, 
that the firft Canons \Vhere prefented to the Cujlos by the firft Founders 
of the Order, viz. the five and twenty firft Knights- Companions, every 
one of them being permitted by the Sovereign’s favour to prefent a 
Canon ; yet was it therewithal provided, That neither the Knights- 
Companions, who thus firft prefented, nor any one of their Succeffors 
from that time, fliould prefent to the vacant Canonjhips , but the So- 
vereign only. To which end, in another place, the Cujlos was obliged 
when any of the Canons died, (the Sovereign being out of the King- 
dom) to fignify the fame to him by Letter, that fo he might appoint 
whom he thought fit to fucceed him. 

But upon whomfoever thefe Dignities are conferred, they ought to 
be Admitted, Inftituted, and Inftalled, by the Cujtos or Dean , or his 
Lieutenant , to whom at the time of their Inftallation, they are to be 
obliged by Oath, to yield Canonical Obedience, and obferve the Sta- 
tutes of the College, fo far as it concerns them. The form of their 
Admittance is annexed to thofe Statutes. 

The principal duty of thefe Canons (fo alfo of the Vicars , Clerks , 
Alms-Knights and Minijlers of the College) is continually and perfo- 
nally to attend upon the Service of God, in the Chapel of St. George ; 
and upon each day's omifiion of a Cation-vefidem, .it was ordained, 
that he fhould forfeit his quotidian diftribution, viz. twelve pence. 
Nor do we find any licence of Non-refidence, or difcontinuance given 
to any of the Canons by the College Statutes, but only to the Cujlos, 
and that but for fixty days in the whole year (as is before remembered) 
liowbeit there is mention of Canons-rehdent and Non-refidents in the 
faid Statutes ; to the Non-refidents there are great defalcations appoint- 
ed 
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ed to be made, and good reafon for it, becaufe the Keiidcm- Canons, 
bear not only the burden of that duty belonging to the Chapel and 
College, but the expence of Hofpitality, and other works of Charity, 
occafioned from their refiding at WindJ'or. 

Neverthelefs the effect of a favourable Indulgence towards the Canons 
was introduced by degrees, and when Richard Beauchamp , Bifhop of 
Salisbury , had obtained power by a Bull from Sextus IV. to make new 
Statutes in the College, he in this particular difpenfed with the old ones, 
and March 5, 1478, gave to the Dean , and every Canon and their 
Succetfors, fourteen days of Non-refidence in every Term, viz. fifty-fix 
days in the year. By the vifitation held Anno 1552, thefe days are in- 
larged to eighty, and the Lord Chancellor Hatton yet further indulged 
them with two hundred and two days, which liberty the late Lord 
Chancellor Hyde confirmed ; and consequently there remains one hun- 
dred and fixty-three days in the year, in which the Canons ought to be 
Refident at Windfor : Each Canons great Refidence is twenty-one days, 
the loofer Refidence in conjunction with the greater is one hundred and 
fixty-three days, i. e. twenty-one of thefe one hundred and fixty-three 
are to kept without interruption, and with hofpitality according to the 
Statute. 

They are particularly obliged, humbly to pray for the profperity of 
the Sovereign of the tnoft Noble Order of the Garter, from time to 
time, as alfo for the happy eltate of the Order; and if any Knight 
Companion, or other Perfon, fhculd out of devotion, beftow ten 
Pounds per Annum revenue, or more, in Lands, or otherwife, fo that 
he might be partaker of the Prayers, appointed for the Benefactors of 
the College, his Name was ordained to be inferibed among them, and 
himfelf alfo prayed for; which article, tho’ King Henry V. confirmed, 
yet he provided, that neither the Cuflos or Canons , fhould thenceforth 
admit of any fuch charge upon the College, without the confent of 
the Sovereign, his Deputy, or the Knights Companions of the Order. 

To this let us adjoin the care taken by the Injunctions of Februa- 
ry 8, Anno y, Edward VI. for commemorating the Bounty of the Be- 
nefactors of this College to pofterity ; for there is enjoined, “That from 

“ thence- 
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€£ thenceforth upon the Tuefday , next after the third Sunday in Lcnt y 
“ and on the firft Tuefdays in June, September , and December , fome 
“ one of the College, fhould in a brief Sermon commend the Munifi- 
il cence, not only of the Founder, and of King Henry VIII. but of all 
“ other Noblemen, whofe bountifulnefs had appeared in their pious 
“ ads ; and fet forth how greatly God is to be glorified, who by them 
** had bellowed fo many Benefits on the College ; as alfo exhort his 
<c auditors to ufe their Gifts to the glory of God, increafe of virtue 
“ and learning, and the pious intent of Benefadors ; and lallly, pray 
<c the Almighty fo to Itir up the hearts of the living, to bellow fome 
“ part of their fubllance likewife, to the increafe of Religion, and 
“ letting forth of his glory. 

Thus far of the Canons Ecclefiallical Duty; but thofe things which 
relate to their Civil Obligations are to attend the Sovereign (or his De- 
puty) and the Knights- Companions, at the grand Feall of St. George , 
whenfoever celebrated at JVindJ'or , as alfo at the Feall of Inllallation ; 
or when the Sovereign upon any other folemn occalion fhall come to 
the Chapel of St. George to offer ; or lallly, when any of the Knights- 
Companions (being on a Journey near the Callle) come thither to 
offer likewife. 

As touching their part in the Ceremonies obferved upon any of 
thefe occafions, we fhall hereafter note them down in their proper 
places ; and only mention here the Robe appointed for them to wear 
at thefe times over their Ecclefiallical Habit. This by the Statutes of 
Inllitution is appointed to be a Mantle, and though thefe mention not 
the matter whereof it was made (which at this day is Paffaty, of the 
falhion of the three inferior officers of the Order,) yet they fet down 
the colour to be Murrey , as alfo that the Arms of St. George Ihould be 
placed within a. Rundle on the right Ihoulder thereof. 

Thofe who are now called Petty Canons , have no nominal nor other 
dillindion in the Founders Patent of Foundation, from thofe other 
afterwards called Canonici Majores, but both go under the title of 
Canons only; in the Bull of Pope Clement VI. (which recites the fub- 
llance of the Founders PatentJ in reference to the transfering his autho- 
rity to the Archbilhop of Canterbury , and Bilhop of Winchejlcr , for 
inllituting the College, they are called Presbyteri ; and by the faid Bi- 
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Ihop, in the very words of his Inftitution, Presbyteri Jeu Vicarii , but 
in the Foundational Statutes of the Order of the Garter, are ftiled 
Vicarii , only. 

Their number at the firft Inftitution was thirteen, and the fame 
number appears to be continued, being taken notice of in all the Exem- 
plars of the Statutes of the Order. Only King Henry Vlllth’s. Englijh 
Statutes mention eight Petty Canons , befides thirteen Vicars ('but the 
Latin takes notice only of thirteen Priefts, part of them are there 
called Canonici Minores, and other part Vicarii) afterwards the Injunc- 
tions of the King’s Commiffioners dated November 23* Anno 1, Edw. 
VI. appointed twelve Priefts , and they to be called Petty Canons : 
That is, four to be added to the former eight, mentioned in King 
Henry Vlllth’s Statutes, which the faid Article direfted to be done in 
this manner, viz. That at the firft avoidance of the next Vicar , his 
Stipend Ihould be equally divided among three of the eldeft Vicars, 
who thereupon were to be called Petty Canons ; and when the room of 
another Vicar became void, the five Marks of his Stipend fhould be 
appointed to the next fenior Vicar ( who was likewife to be ftiled Petty 
Canon) and this direction being obferved . the number of twelve Petty 
Canons became compleated. Yet in Queen Elizabeth s Ordinances for 
the continual charge, the number of Petty Canons thereby provided for, 
are noted to be thirteen, agreeable to the antient number of Vicars ; 
but at this day there are but feven, and one of them to be Sub-chanter . 

The Vicars at their admifiion (according to the appointment both 
of the Statutes of the College, and thofe of the Order) are bound to 
be Priefts, or at leaft Deacons , from whence they are next to be or- 
ordained Priefts, viz. the next time appointed for Ordination. Thole 
Statutes bound them alfo to continual perfonal refidence, and if abfent 
xvithout a lawful caufe, from Matters , they were amerced two pence 
apiece for each omiffion, and two pence a time more, if not at every 
grand Mafs, and one penny for their abfence from every Canonical 
Hour, the Mafs of the Virgin Mary, or for the dcfunCt : All which 
forfeitures were-to be deducted out of their Saiarv, and divided among 
thofe Vicars ,' who gave their attendance in the aforefaid duties. But 
the Injunctions Anno r, Edward VI. appointed the forfeit of abfence 
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form Mattens , to be one penny halfpenny, and from either Proceflion, 
Communion, or Evening Song, the like Sum, to be paid to the Poor 
Men’s Box. 

And not only they, but all other Minifters of the Chapel, if abfent 
from the College above twenty days, without juft caufe approved of by 
the Refident Canons , or do behave themfelves fcandaloully in life or 
converfation, are by the Statutes of the College to be expelled, after 
the fa<ft proved before the Cnjios or his Lieutenant ; but if any of them 
abfent themfelves for lefs than twenty days, without the like approba- 
tion, then to be punifhed at difcretion. 

Each of thefe Vicars had at firft but the annual penfion of eight 
Pounds fterling, paid after this manner, viz. every Kalendar Month 
eight Shillings for their diet, and that which then remained at the 
quarter’s end, went towards furnifhing them with other neceflaries. 
Afterwards King Edward IV. encreafed their penfions to twenty Marks 
apiece : To which Queen Elizabeth in augmentation of their Livings 
(they then being called Petty Canons) added thirteen Shillings and 
Four-pence per Annum to each of them, out of the lands fettled on 
the College by King Edward VI. as appears by the Book of Eftablifti- 
ment made by her, among the certain dilburfments. And now their 
yearly penfions are lately encreafed by the College to thirty Pounds. 
One of thefe Petty Canons is chofen from among the reft, to be Dean’s 
Vicar , to whofe duty belongs the cure of Souls, Marrying, Bury- 
ing, &c. 

To thefe Petty Canons it is requifite that we fubjoin the Clerks , who 
after the Foundation of the College by King Edward III. were took 
into the Choir for the fervice thereof. As fir ft the Quatuor Clerici , 
remembered in the Preface to the Statutes of the College, whereof 
one was to be inftituted a Deacon , and another a Sub-Deacon , before 
their admiffion : And thefe two where next in Defignation, and ac- 
cordingly promoted to the Vicars places ; but for the other two, it was 
fufficient if they had inftitution into lefier Orders, in which they were 
to continue. Each of the two firft of thefe had eight Marks yearly 
penfion, and the two laft but fix. 
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King Edward IV. increased their number to thirteen, and allowed 
them ten Pounds per Annum apiece. The fame number do we findmention- 
ed in Henry VIII. Statutes of the Order, and by the Injunctions Novem- 
ber 23, Anno 1, Edward VI. made by the King’s Commiffioners, they 
were encreafed to fifteen, but here, appointed to be Laymen, wearing 
Surplices in the Choir, each having an allowance of ten Pounds an- 
nually for his fervice. 

In the 23d article of the Injunctions of February 28, Anno 4, Ed- 
ward VI. a courfe is preferibed to bring thefe fifteen Clerks to twenty, 
but in Queen Elizabeth's Eftabliflhment, they were again reduced to 
thirteen, which number is ftill continued, (one of them being Orga- 
nift, hath a double Clerk’s place, and confequently reckoned for two 
of the thirteen) and an augmentation to each of two Pounds thirteen 
Shillings and Four-pence Half-penny Farthing yearly ; which being at 
firft oppofed by the Dean and Prebends , they at length (Anno 5, Eli- 
zabeth) confented to allow them forty Shillings/^ Annum apiece, not 
out of the new lands, but out of other payments, which the Dean and 
Canons fhould otherwife yearly receive. Anno 1662, their annual pen- 
fions were increafed, and their prefent Sallary is twenty-two Pounds 
apiece. 

They are obliged to be prefent in the Choir at all times of Service, 
as are the Petty Canons , and under the fame forfeitures ; nor may they, 
or the Petty Canons go out of Town, without the Dean’s or his Lieu- 
tenant’s licence, nor then neither, above three at once, except for very 
weighty caufe, lead: the Choir fhould be unfurnifhed of a convenient 
number to perform the daily Service. 

Secondly, There were appointed for the further fervice of the Choir 
fix Chorifters, and they to be likewife Clerks, or at the time of their 
admiffion to have been inftituted of the Clerical Order, to each of 
which were allowed five Marks fterling annually, or to the value thereof 
in common money. And in like manner as the Deacon and Sub- 
Deacon were placed in the College, only in addition to the Vicars , and 
defigned to fucceed them as vacancies happened, fo alfo were there fix 
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fecular Children, endued with clear and tuneable voices, admitted 
and defigned to fucceed the Ghorifters, when their voices altered. 

King Edward IV. enlarged the number of Chorifters to thirteen, 
and allowed them annually fix Marks apiece ; and tho’ this number 
was confirm’d by King Henry VIII. Statutes, yet the Injundlions, dated 
Feb. 8, Anno 4, Edward VI. reduced them to ten, neverthelefs by 
Queen Elizabeth's Eftablilhmenr, the former number of thirteen was 
reftored, and thereby was given in augmentation among them all, 
three Pounds eleven Shillings and Eight-pence : Howbeit they were 
fince brought to eight, and their prefent exhibition is twelve Shillings 
a month to each. 


CHAPTER VI. 

Of the ALMS -KNIGHTS. 

T H E Alms-Knights come next to be fpoken of, wherein to avoid 
confufion, we Ihall confider them, 1 /?, under the foundation of 
King Edward III. idly , when feparated from that, by Adi of Parlia- 
ment } and lajlly, as they were eftablilhed anew by Queen Elizabeth. 

Firft then, King Edward III. out of the great refpedl he bore to 
Military Honour (of which he himfelf had gained a large Ihare) and 
due regard had of valiant Men, chiefly fuch as had behaved themfelves 
bravely in his Wars, yet afterwards happen’d to fall in decay ; took 
care for their relief and comfortable fubfiftance in old age, by making 
room for them within this his Foundation, and uniting them under one 
Corporation and Joint Body, with the Cujlos and Cations: Thefe were 
called Milites pauperes , and fince vulgarly Poor , or Alms-Knights the 
number at firft were twenty-four, as were the Cujlos and Canons, at the 
firft Foundation of the College, but fliortly after, upon his inftituting 
the Princely Society of Knights of the moft Noble Order of the Gar- 
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ter, confiding of twenty-fix’, there Were added two more to the former 
number (as there was to the firfi: Canons) to make them of like num- 
ber with the Knight-Companions of that Order ; which number of 
twenty-fix we after find fettled at the ordination of the College by 
the Bifhop of Winchejler , the Pope’s Delegate. 

The charitable intention of the royal Founder, was to provide for 
fuch only as were truly Objefts of Charity, and therefore he deferibes 
(even in the Inftrument of Foundation) what kind of Men they {ball 
be, viz. Poor -Knights, weak in Body, indigent and decayed; and to 
like effedt is their qualification inferted in the Statutes of Inftitution of 
the mod Noble Order of the Garter, viz. fuch as through ad verfe 
fortune were brought to that extremity, that they had not of their own 
wherewith to fuftain them, or live fo genteely as became a military 
condition: But this being thought not enough, the fame is repeated 
(probably for greater caution) in King Henry V. and King Henry VIII. 
Statutes, to prevent diverting the Founder’s pious intention, and againfl 
admittance of fuch as areotherwife able to live of themfelves; which 
conjecture is not improbable, becaufe we find the ancient Statutes of 
the College ordained (as alfo the orders of Queen Elizabeth) that in 
cafe there fhould happen to fall to any of the Alms-Knights , either 
Lands or Rents, by fucceffion or any other way, to the yearly value of 
twenty Pounds or more; then fuch Knight fhould immediately be re- 
moved from the College, and made incapable of receiving any Profits 
or Emoluments thence, and another Alms Knight preferr’d into his 
place. 

Their prefentation when firfi. admitted, was by the fame hands that 
prefented the firfi; Canons , viz. each Knight-Companion of the Order 
prefented his Alms-Knight ; neverthelefs it was then alfo ordered, that 
from thenceforward, every Election fhould remain at the difpofal of the 
Sovereign of this moll Noble Order. 

To each of thefe Alms- Knights was appointed for their habit, a red 
Mantle, with a Scutcheon of St. George , but without any Garter to 
furround it. 


Their 
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Their exhibition from the College at firft, was twelve-pence each for 
every day they were at fervice in the Chapel, or abode in the College, 
and forty Shillings per Annum for other neceflaries It being the like al- 
lowance as was appointed to each of the Canon Refidents, which (hews 
the quality and efteem then had of thefe Alms-Knights. 

Their duty was to attend the fervice of God, and pray for the pro- 
fperity of the Sovereign, and Knights- Companions of the Order; to be 
every day prefent at high Mafs, the Maffes of the Virgin Mary , as alfo 
at Vefpers and Compline, from the beginning to the end, except any 
lawful occahon did impede : But it was ordained, that for every day’s 
abfence from the Chapel, they (hould be debarred of receiving the 
twelve- pence per Diem -, and whatfoever was raifed from fuch Forfei- 
tures, (hould be converted to the ufe of the reft of the Alms-Knights 
then being in the Caftle of Windfor. 

Notwithftanding which Decree, it appears that the Dean did after- 
wards take upon him the difpofure of thefe muldts at his pleafure, 
which occafioned the Alms-Knights to complain to Adam , Lord Bifhop 
of St. David’s, Chancellor of E?igland , and Vifitor of the College, 
who among other of his Injundtions, dated OSlober 8 , Anno 2. Ric. II. 
commanded that the mulds (hould be equally diftributed among thofe 
Alms-Knights who did attend at divine Service in the Chapel, as the 
Statute had enjoined ; and befides, the like complaint being made for 
the Dean’s difpofing of Donations, and other Liberalities of the 
Knights-Companions, fo that the Alms-Knights had no part thereof 
towards their fuftentation ; this Chancellor alfo appointed an equal 
diftribution of them among the Alms-Knights and Canons , until the 
King and his Council (hould otherwife determine. 

It feems farther (about the beginning of the reign of K .Henry VI.) thefe 
quotidian diftributions, and the forty Shillings afiigned them, 

had been unpaid by reafon of fome diftentions and quarrels that had 
arifen between the Dean , Canons , and Alms Knights-, but upon com- 
plaint to John, Archbifhop of York, Lord Chancellor of England, Vi- 
fitor of the College, by the Injundtions ifluedupon his vifitation, Anno 
10. Henry VI. the Arrears of both were appointed to be forthwith 
. paid 
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paid without charge} and in cafe the Treafurer of the College became 
negligent in future payments, he was to incur the lofs of his own 
quotidians, from the time of his voluntary delay } the fame to be divided 
among the Alms-Knights. 

** * * S. 

Thefe and other differences between the Dean , Canons , and Alms- 
Knights, grew at length fo wide, that they could not be reconciled } in- 
fomuch as in the Adi of Parliament, Anno 22. Edward IV. for the in- 
corporation of the Cuftos and Canons, by the name of Dean and Canons, 
the Alms-Knights were not only omitted, but this Claufe inferred. 

That the Dean and Canons , and their Succeffors, fhould for ever- 
“ more be utterly quit and difcharged from all manner of exhibition 
“ or charge of, or for any of the faid Knights. ” And this was ob- 
tained upon pretence, that the King had greatly increafed the number 
of the Miniflers of the Chapel, fo that the revenue was not fufficient 
to maintain both them and the Alms-Knights \ as alfo that the King had 
otherwife provided for the Alms-Knights : But we elfewhere find fome 
other caufe, and this afterwards alledged by the Dean and Canons , in 
their anfvver to the Knight's Petition for repeal of the faid Adi, •viz. 
that 'William Omerey , and ‘John Kendall , Alms-Knights , laboured much 
before this Adi paffed, to be incorporate by themfelves, to get Land's fet- 
tled on them, to be exempt from the obedience and rule of the Dean 
and Canons , and governed by Ordinances made among themfelves. 

In the fecond place, this Adi being thus obtained, and the AlmS- 
Knights divided from the body of the College, as alfo flruck off from 
the benefit of the Quotidians, Portions, and Fees, affigned by the 
foundation of King Edward III. how they next fubfifled doth not fully 
enough appear: But fo foon as King Henry VII. came to the Crown, 
they petitioned the King and Parliament, for repeal of the Adi, Anno 
22. Edward IV. affirming it was gained without their knowledge, or 
being called thereunto: To which Petition the Dean and Canons an- 
fwered, and the Alms-Kiiights replied, but it feems all they could al- 
ledge did not induce the Parliament to repeal the Adt ; but on the 
contrary, the Dean and Canons fome years after obtained an exempli- 
fication thereof, under the great Seal, dated February 4, Anno 18. 
Henry VII. * ~ 

. And 
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And it is clear from King Henry VIII. letter to the College, which 
takes notice of their difeharge from any exhibition to the Alms-Knights , 
by virtue of the faid Adi; that what the College did in that kind, af- 
ter this Adi pafled, was meerly upon courtefy, and not obliged there- 
unto ; for he thanks them for granting a Penfion of twenty Marks to 
Peter Narbone, whom he had recomended to an Alms-Knights place, 
and promifed they fhould be no further burthened with Alms-Knights , 
but that he would fettle Lands upon them for their Maintenance, and 
free the College from the faid Penfion. 

Befides, when Mr. Narbone had the Penfion granted him, it was by 
an Indenture made between Nicholas JVeft, then Dean of Windfor , and 
the Canons on the one part, and the faid Peter on the other, dated 
'July 18, Anno 3. Hen. VIII. wherein he covenanted, that when the 
King fhould fettle any lands on the College for fuflentation of fuch 
Knights, then the grant of the Penfion fhould be void, and of none 
effect. 

In the interval between the difunion of the College and Alms-Knights 
by the aforefaid Adi, to their eftablifhment by Queen Elizabeth , their 
Habit and Badge continued the fame, and was fo confirmed by King 
Henry VIII. Statutes : But it may be colledled from his lafl Will, that 
there was then an intention to draw the Garter about the Scutcheon of 
St. George's Arms, but it took no effedl. It is to be obferved alfo, that in 
this interval, feveral perfons who had been of confiderable quality and 
worth, became Alms-Knights , fome of them were neverthelefs great 
objedls of Charity; among whom was Sir Robert Champlain , Knt. a 
valiant Soldier, and one whofe martial fervices abroad, rendered him 
an honour to our Nation. 

It feems he had taken part in the Civil Wars here, with King Henry 
VI. againft King Edward IV. fhortly after whofe coming to the Crown 
he left England, , and travelled into Hungary (having with him an 
Equipage of three Servants and four Horfes) where, in the afliflance 
of Matthias Corvinus, , King of Hungary , again ft the Turk, he behaved 
himfelf bravely, and like a valiant Knight : But profperous Fortune 
not attending him at all times, he received many wounds, and at length 
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was taken prifoner, loft all, and forced to pay 1500 Ducates for his 
Ranfom. For the juftification of all which, he obtained feveral au- 
thentick Teftimonies under the Great Seal of Matthias , King of Hun- 
gary ; yeronimus , Archbifhop of Crete , Legate de Latere in Hungary ; 
Frederick , the third Emperor of Germany ; Renat , King of Sicily (Fa- 
ther to Queen Margaret, Wife of our King Henry VI.) Frederick , 
Count Palatine of the Rhine ; Charles , Duke of Burgundy ; and laftly, 
a Declaration thereof from our King Edward IV. under his Privy Seal, 
dated April 3, in the 19th year of his Reign. And being reduced to 
a low condition, by his great lofles and the charge of his Ranfom, he 
was through the favour of King Henry VII. admitted an Alms-Knight 
here. 

But fome others, made their retreat hither, and obtained admittance 
into this Fraternity, probably out of devotion, rather than the caufe of 
poverty ; and among thefe were Thomas Hulme , fometime Clarencieux 
King of Arms •, Lodowick Carly, the King’s Phyfician j John Mewtes, Se- 
cretary of the French Tongue ; and Bartholomew Wcjlby , made fecond 
Baron of the Exchequer, June 2, Anno 1. Hen. VIII. 

It is manifeft by the Will of Henry VIII. beforementioned (as alfo by 
an Indenture Tripartite between Edward VI. of the firft parr, the Ex- 
ecutors of his Father of the fecond part, and the Dean and Canons of 
Windfor of the third part, dated Augujl 4, Anno 1. Edward V I.) that 
he intended a re-eftablifhment of half the antient number of Alms- 
Knights , viz. Thirteen ; to which end he appointed, that as foon as 
might be after his death (if not done in his life time) there Ihould be 
a Revenue of 600 /. per Annum , in Manors, Lands, and Spiritual 
Promotions (above all charges) fettled upon the Dean and Canons and. 
and their Succefiors for ever, upon the Conditions following, that is 
to fay, ct That the Dean and Canons fhould for ever find two Priejls 
‘‘ to fay Mafs at the Altar near his Tomb, to keep yearly four folemn 
“ Obits for him, and at every Obit to diftribute ten Pounds in Alms, 
u as alfo to pay Twelve-pence a day to each of thofe thirteen Alms- 
“ Knights, and they to have once in a year a long Gown of white 
*' Cloth, and a Mantle of red Cloth, befides five Marks annually to 

fuch one among them as Ihould be appointed for their Governor : 

' . . “ And 
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“ And laftly, to caufe a Sermon to be made at Windfor every Sunday 
throughout the year. 

J 

King Edward VI. (in performance of this Will) OSlobtr 7, in the 
fir ft year of his Reign, did fettle feveral lands upon the College, which 
we fhall mention by and by ; immediately after which, the Dean and 
Canons were put in p ode ill on thereof, and received the Rents : But 
600 l. per Ann. of thefe Rents, were by them paid back at the appoint- 
ment of the then Lord Treafurer, to be employed in building of Houfes 
for the Alms-Knights , intended to be fettled as King Henry VIII 
defigned. 

But it feems this work was not begun till the laft of February , Ann . 
3. and 4. Philip and Mary , and finifhed the 25th of September , Ann. 
5. and 6. of the fame King and Queen, the charge whereof came 
to 274 y l. y s. 6 d. Thefe Houfes are fituate on the South fide of the 
lower Ward of the Caftle, and contain thirteen Rooms, befides a Hall, 
a Kitchen and Paftry. The Stone for building was brought from 
Reading , the Timber from feveral places in the Foreft, and the Lead 
and Apparels for Chimnies from Suffolk-Place in Southwark . 

At a Chapter of the Order of the Garter, held June 1, Ann. 4. 
and 5. Philip and Mary , (thefe Houfes being near finifhed) debate 
was held about placing fome Alms-Knights therein, if poflible by Mi- 
chaelmas following 5 whereupon it was ordered, “ That the Marquefs 
“ of Winckejler , Lord-Treafurer, fhould affign lands for their mainte- 
“ nance, that not any thing might be wanting to finiftt fo pious a 
“ work.” And towards the compleating of all, the Queen had nomi- 
nated nine of the thirteen defigned Alms-Knights ; namely, fames 
Crane , Michael Whiting , Silvejler Clejfop, Hugh Johans, Robert Cafe , 
John Brigby, George Fothergill , George Thackwell , and William Berel: 
But that Queen falling fick of a Fever in Auguft following, a ftop was 
put to this bufinefs. 

And now (in the third place) to come to the Eftablifhment which 
thefe Alms-Knights obtained, and under which to this prefent they con- 
tinue, Queen Elizabeth , immediately after her coming to the Crown, 

N 2 confirmed 
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confirmed her Sifter’s Grants to the faid rims Alms-Knights, and aflociated 
unto them, Thomas Kemp , William Barret , William Cowper , and John 
Atlon, to make up the full number of thirteen, ordained by King 

Henry VIII. . . 

Afterwards, viz. Augujl 30, Anno primo 'Elizabeth, the Queen, 
minding the continuance of the Foundation eredted by Edward III. 
and as near as might be the performance of the intent of her Progeni- 
tors, and advancement of the moft Noble Order of the Garter, and 
efpecially of the knowledge given her of the laft mind and Will of 
her Father King Henry VIII. to make a fpecial Foundation and conti- 
nuance of thirteen poor men decayed in Wars, and fuch-like fervice 
of the Realm, to be called Thirteen Knights of Windfor , and kept there 
in fucceffion ; and having alfo fet forth and exprefled certain Orders 
and Rules for their better Government, and declared how and in what 
manner the profits of certain Lands, of the yearly value of 600 /. gi- 
ven and afligned by her Father to the Dean and Canons and their Suc- 
ceflors, fhould be employed for the maintenance of thefe Poor-Knights, 
and otherwife according to his mind and Will, farther declared her 
pleafure, “ That the Dean and Canons and their Succeflors, fhould for 
ever caufe the faid Orders and Rules to be obferved and kept, which 
are thefe that follow. 

Firft, We do eftablif thirteen Poor- Knights, whereof one to be Governor 
of all the refidue , by Juch order as followeth ; The fame thirteen to be 
taken of Gentlemen brought to necefjity , fuch as have fpent their times in 
the fervice of the Wars , Garrifons , or other fervice of the Prince, hav- 
ing but little or nothing whereupon to live-, to be continually chofen by 
us, our heirs , and fucceffors. 

2. Item, We ordain , that the Governor and Knights fall be chofen of 
Men unmarried , and fall continue, except in fpecial cafe, where it fall 
pleafe us the -Sovereign, and the heirs and fucceffors of us the Sovereign, 
Kings of this realm , to difpenfe witb any P erf on to the contrary ; pro- 
vided neverthelefs if any of them will marry , he may Jo do, lofmg his 
Place at the day of his marriage. 

3. Item, 
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3. Item, We ordain , that no Man defamed and convitted of Herefy , 
‘T reafon , Fellony , or any notable crime , Jhall be admitted to any room 
of the faid thirteen Knights ; and if any Jo admitted be afterwards con- 
victed of any fuch crime , he Jhall be expelled out of that company , and 
loj'e his room. 

4. Item, The fame thirteen Knights to have yearly for their "Liveries , 
each of thejn one Gown of four yards of colour of red, and a Mantle of 
blue or purple cloth, of five yards, at fix Shillings and Eight -pence the yard.

5. Item. The Crofs of St. George in a Scutcheon , embroidered without 
the Garter , to be Jet upon the left Jboulder of their Mantles.

6. Item, The charges of the cloth , lining , making , and embroidering , to 
be paid by the Dean and Chapter, out of the rev ennue of the founda- 
tion and endowment given for that and other caufes. 

7. Item, The faid thirteen Knights to come together before Noon, and Af- 
ternoon daily, at all the divine Service faid within the College , in their 
ordinary apparel , and to continue to the end of the faid Service, wit hr 
out a reajonable let, to be allowed by the Governor. 

8. Item, The faid thirteen Knights Jhall keep their Lodgings appointed un- 
to them, and their Table together in their common Hall appointed, and to 
have their provifions made by their common PurJ'e, except for a reafon able 
caufe, any of them be licenced to the contrary, by the Dean, or his De- 
puty, and that licence to endure not above twenty days in no year, ex- 
cept it be for ficknefs only. 

9. Item, The faid thirteen Knights Jhall not haunt the Town, the Ale- 
houfes , the Taverns, nor call any Women into their Lodgings, without 
it be upon a reajonable caufe, and that with the licence of the Dean, 
or his Deputy. 

10. And further, We will that twelve of the faid Knights fall be obe- 
dient to the thirteenth, appointed for the Governor, and all thirteen 

■ >; fall 
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Jhall be obedient to the Dean and Chapter, in the obfervation of thefe 
Statutes , for the good order of themfeh'es . 

11. Item, ’The faid thirteen Knights fall be placed within the Church 
where the Dean and Canons fall think bef, to hear the divine Service 
together , where they fall le,af trouble the Minifers of the Church . 

12. Item, They Jhall be prefent at the Service , to be done quarterly for 
the memory of the Patrons and Founders of the faid College, and J'pe- 
cially of our faid dear Father and Us, and have for every of them at 
each time Twenty-pence , and /^Governor two Shillings’, the faid Service 
fall be ufed at the four quarters of the year, viz. every Sunday next 
before the quarter day, i. e. the Sunday next bef ore the Feafi of the An- 
nunciation of our bleffed Lady , the Sunday before the Nativity of St. 
John Baptift, the Sunday before the Feaf of St. Michael the Archangel , 
and the Sunday before the Nativity of our Lord God. 

13. Item, If any of the twelve Knights do not obey the Governor in the 

obfervation of thefe Statutes , he fall fuftain for every time of J'uch difobe- 
dience, fuch forfeiture as the Dean Chapter fall put on him. The Go- 

vernor fall make report of allfuch difobedience and other Offences commit- 
ted by any of the faid¥vc\\<fs\vs>to the Dean and Chapter ; and if the offence 
be fuch, as fall feem to them to require fuch punif merit, they fall be- 
fides a pain arbitrary, give a warning to the Offender, caufng the fame 
to be regifer'd-, and he that fall fo twice be warned by them, fall im- 
mediately upon the third offence be expelled for ever out of that Company: 
And if the Governor difobey the Dean and Chapter in the obfervation 
of the faid Statutes, upon fuch warning by them , he fall receive like 
punif ment as the other twelve. 

14. Item, The Penalties of fuch as are punif ed by the Dean and Chap- 
ter, for not obferving of thefe Statutes, fall be employed, by the difcre- 
tion of the Dean and Chapter, upon any of the Minifers or Chorifers 
of the Church, where they think bef. 

jg. Item, When it fall pleafe God that we, our Succefors, Kings of this 
Realm , fall repair to the Cafle of Windfor, the faid thirteen Knights

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pall Jland before their Doors in their Apparel, - to do their obedience unto 
us then , at the comings and going away

16. Item, Yearly at the keeping oj the Fe aft of St. George, they pall Jland 

likewife in their Apparel, bejore their Doors , at the coming and going 
out of ^Lieutenant, and of the other Knights of the Order , chofen 
for the keeping of the Feajl. . . 

17. Item, When any Feajl of St. George is kept within the Cafle of 
YVindfor, /^ Governor and Knights pall fet together at Dinner , in 
their Apparel as aforej’aid , at one Fable,, and have allowance of Meat 
and Drink, at the charges, of us, our Heirs and Succefors. - \ \ a •

18. Item, The faid thirteen Knights pall daily in the Choir pray for us, 
the Sovereign, our Heirs and Succejfors, and for the Companions of our 
faid Order of the Garter. 

19. Item, The faid thirteen Knights pall lie within their Lodgings pro- 

vided for them ; and if any of them pall lie without their faid Lodg- 
ings, and the College, without the' licence of theDean, or his Deputy, 
he pall lofe for every time Twelve-pence. >. ,v -

20. Item, If anyof the Poor-Knights, after his admijfon into that room

Knight, and another , fuch as afotejaid, taken in his place.

21. Item, The faid Poor- Knights (excepting caufe of ficknefs ) pall be 
every day prefent in the College, at Church at divine Service, as is 
afore faid, and receive there a daily diflribution of T wclve-pence by 
the day, to be paid them monthly, if it may be; or at leaf in fuch fort 
as the other Minipers of the Chapel are paid ; and he that pall beabjent 
from the Church one day , without leave of the Dean, or his Deputy; pall 
lofe bis difiribution of Twelve -pence’ aforefnid.

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22. Item, The Governor Jhall keep a Book, and therein note , as well the 
abfence of every Knight from the Church , as other faults committed by 
them , punipable by thefe Statutes , whereof he pall deliver one to the 
Dean, or his Deputy , and another to the Steward , or him that payeth 
the Poor-Knights, who by order of the Dean, or his Deputy , pall de- 
faulk at the time of their pay , fuch J'ums as are fet upon any of the Jaid 
Knights for Penalties as aforefaid. 

23. Item, The Dean, or his Deputy, pall once in the year at leaf, appoint 
a day and hour , at the which the Poor-Knights pall be warned to be 
prefent , unto whom the Jaid Dean, or his Deputy, or one of the Commons 
to be appointed by the Dean, or in his abfence, by his Deputy, pall read 
thefe Statutes , and if any of the Knights, being warned, fall be ab - 
fent , from that reading , without licence of the Jaid Dean, or his Depu- 
ty, he pall lofe for every time of fuch abfence, fix Shillings and Eight- 

pence. 

24. Item, The Poor-Knights fo chofen, as is aforefaid, and every oj them, 
before he take any commodity of his Room , pall give a corporal oath be- 
fore the Dean, or bis Deputy, to be faithful and true to Us, and to our 
Heirs, and Succeffors , Kings of this Realm ; and that he or they for the 
time of their tarrying there, pall truly obferve thefe Statutes and Ordi- 
nances, fo far as the fame concerneth them , or J'uch other as Jhall be 
hereafter made by Us, or our Heirs , and Succeffors, touching the good 
order of that Company.

25. Item, Notwithjlanding the Articles before exprefs’d, prefcribing the 
aforefaid number to be chofen of Gentlemen, which we do mojl allow, yet 
confidering that before the p erf eft ion of thefe Orders , we be advertifed, 
that the more part of them now chofen , and admitted, be not certainly 
known Gentlemen , were received into the fame Order, as Men well re- 
ported for honejly, and thought meet to be relieved for their poverty, we 
are pleaj’ed to difpence with all fuch , as are prefently placed, being net 
Gentlemen born , and hereafter mean in that point, not to have any ad- 
mitted contrary to the faid order. 


The 
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The annual allowance to each of th Alms-Knights upon this Efta- 
blilhment of Queen Elizabeth is 18/. <5 s. to be paid by the Dean of 
Windfor , befides 3 l. 6 s. 8 d. to every of them for a Gown or Surcoat 
of red Cloth, and a Mantle of blue or purple Cloth, on the left fleeve 
whereof is embroidered the Arms of St. George in a plain Scutcheon. 
King 'James I. was pleafed to double their Penfion, viz." to each of them 
18 /. 5 s. more, and made it payable out of the Exchequer by quarterly 
payments. The Governor of thefe Alms-Knights has moreover an, ad- 
ditional Salary of 3 /. 6 s. 8 d. with many other perquisites peculiar to 
his office. 

To thefe thirteen Alms-Knights there were added, in the Reign of King 
Charles I. five more, viz. two of the Foundation of Sir Peter la Maire y 
Knt. and three of Sir Francis Crane , Sometime Chancellor of this moft 
Noble Order. 

For Sir Peter la Maire , by his laft Will and Teftament, bearing 
date January 8, Anno 1631. bequeathed the fum of 1500/. to be be- 
llow’d and fettled to and for fuch charitable and pious ufes, and in 
fuch manner and form as Sir Francis Crane (who had married his 
Sifter) Should think fit and appoint, within four years after his death. 

Afterwards Sir Francis determining (very greatly to his own fame 
and the honour of the Order) to eredt certain Houfes in WindJ'or Caftle, 
for the dwelling of thefe five Alms-Knights^ did thereupon defign the faid 
1500 /. towards that ufe, and added alfo money of his own to make 
up the reft ; charging his Executor (Sir Richard Crane his Brother, af- 
terwards created Baronet) by his Will, dated Augujl 27, Anno 1635. 
to fee the Buildings, which himfelf had begun, finilhed. He alfo be- 
queathed for ever 200 l. per Annum , to be fettled in Lands by his 
Executor, according to the advice and direction of ‘Thomas, then Earl 
of Arundel and Surry , and Henry Lord Mat r ever s y his eldeft Son, to 
lerve for the perpetual maintenance of thefe fi vzAlms Knights , after the 
rate of 40 /. per Annum to every one of them. 

But his Executor growing flack in the performance of this, the 
work being rather expofed to ruin than any way forwarded by him, 

O by 
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by whom the fame was only expedted to be finifhed ; and complaints 
thereof being at feveral times made to the Sovereign and Knights-Compa- 
nions in Chapter; orders were ifiued thereupon to quicken him, and a 
peremptory Letter fent him, dated March 7, 1639. to go on with the 
work forthwith ; which commands he evading, and bad times grow- 
ing on, the Building was wholly negledted. 

Sir Richard Crane afterwards dying, by his Will, dated September 
20, 1645. appointed that his Manour of Carbrook in Norfolk, fhould 
for ever (land bound for the payment of the faid 200/. per Annum: 
Whereupon by an Inquifition taken at Windfor , March 4, 1652, by 
virtue of a Commiffion upon the Statute, Anno 43, Elizabeth , for 
Charitable ufes , the Manours of Woodrifmg and Wesfield, with other 
Lands in the County of Norfolk , were found liable to fatisfy for build- 
ing and finifhing the faid five Houfes, and payment of 200 /. yearly ; 
and further that the Arrears thereof from Sir Francis Crane's death, 
came at that time to 3200 /. 

Some conteft then enfued in the Court of Chancery, between Ralph 
Mabb, with other Profecutors on behalf of the Alms-Knights , and William 
Crane , Efq; (to whom the eftate of Sir Richard Crane fell) neverthe- 
lefs the 200/. per Annum , was, July 19, 1655. decreed to be paid 
out of the Lands which were Sir Richard Crane's , and the building of 
the Houfes out of his perfonal eftate. And upon th;s, about two years 
after, that fair pile of Building, erected between the Chancellor’s and 
Garter’s Towers, again!! the Weft wall in the lower Ward of the Caftle, 
was taken again in hand, and finiflied in the following year ; the charge 
whereof amounted to 1700/. 

But for a final end of the Suit it was decreed, fanuary 27, 1659. 
That the before-mention’d Manour of Carbrook , fhould for ever 
hand charged with 200/. per Annum , to be paid half yearly, at 
Michaelmas and Lady-Day, or within thirty days after, for the per- 
petual maintenance of five Alms-Knights-, together with 30/. yearly 
for repairs, payable at the aforefaid times, and an afiurance thereof to 
be made accordingly : Towards the recovery and fettling of which, the 
care and afiiftance of Sir Bulfrode Whiteloke, (then Conilable of the 
C a file of Windfor) was not wanting. The 
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The Settlement being perfeded, in a Chapter held at Whitehall , 

< 'January 14, Anno 12, Charles II. The Sovereign decreed, that the 
Chancellor of the Order, for the time being, fhould receive the faid 
annual fum of 230/. and difpofe thereof thus, 200/. per Annum, 
among the five new inftituted Alms-Knights quarterly, by even and 
equal portions, at the four ufual Feafts of the year, and to employ the 
refidue (being 30/. per Annum) upon repair of the new Buildings, 
ereded for their Lodgingsr; which powers were inferred into the patent 
for his office, bearing date the 20th of the fame month. 

And it was further decreed at the fame time, that thefe five Alms- 
Knights fhould be fubjed to the fame Rules and Government under 
which the other thirteen were eftablifhed, by Queen Elizabeth’s Foun- 
dation, and made equal partakers of the fame Privileges, and have the 
like Habit affigned to them. 

The number of Alms-Knights being by this Donation of Sir Francis 
Crane , increafed to eighteen ; King Charles I. taking notice thereof 
(tho’ they were not yet fettled) intended to make them up twenty-fix, 
as they were at the inftitution of the Order j to which end, in a 
Chapter held at Whitehall , April 18, 1637, it was ordered, “ That the 
“ Knights-Companions (Commiffioners for other affairs of the Order) 
<£ fhould confider of the beft way how the fame might be effeded, 
“ and report their Opinions to the then Sovereign: ” But nothing being 
done thereupon, this affair yet waits a more propitions feafon for the 
compleating thereof. 

We fhall conclude with obferving, that the 30/. per Annum on this 
new foundation, is now received by thefe five Alms-Knights , with their 
annual payment; and they are obliged to repair their feveral Houfes at 
their own expence, but the Houfes of the thirteen Alms-Knights , on 
the royal eftablifhment, are repaired at the expence of the Crown. 
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CHAPTER VII. 

Of the MINISTERS of the COLLEGE. 

T H E Minifters, or Officers of the free College and Chapel of St. 

George , bring up the rear in the Patent of Foundation; under 
which title are comprehended, firft, the fuperior Officers, namely, the 
Chant or. Steward, and Treafurer. 

The Chantor is ordained to be chofen from among the Canons, the 
chief part of whofe Office is to govern thofe that fing in the Choir, 
and fuch as are employed about divine Service : Before the Reformation 
in Religion, he appointed who of them fhould begin the Antiphones, 
celebrate the Maffes, and read the Leffions, Epiftles, andGofpels; with 
thefe, to his care was committed the cuftcdy of the Books, Croffes, 
Chalices, Veftments, and all the facred Ornaments of the Chapel: He 
receives the Offerings there made, and accompts for them; for all 
which fervice an annual Penfion is allowed him. 

The Steward and ’Treafurer are annually chofen on the morrow after 
Michaelmas Day, from out of the Ctfwzz- Refidents. To the Steward's 
Office belongs the government of the revenue of the College; the 
Rents and Profits arifing thence, he is to pay to the Treafurer : To his 
keeping is delivered the Ornaments, Jewels, and other Treafure of the 
Chapel, not committed to the Chantor , under the obligation of render- 
ing an account, and he receives a yearly Penfion from the College. 

The Treafurer is appointed to diftribute to the Cufios, Canons, Vicars, 
and every other Miniller of the Chapel, the Penfions and Allowances, 
affigned to them ; of which, if he fail eight days after the expiration of 
their fet times of Payment, he is debarred of his own Quotidians, as 
Czz«o«-Refident, until fuch arrears be difcharged; fo alfo the Steward, 
if he be faulty herein ; and the Treafurer has in like manner a yearly 
Salary from the College. 


As 
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As there is one Treafurer , who receives the rents of the old Lands, 
fo was there appointed another diftindl from the former, and chofen 
from among the Canons , to receive the rents of the new Lands, (within 
a few years after they were fettled on the College) to whom a like 
annual Penfion hath been alfo allowed ; the title of the former being 
Senefcallus veteris Dotationis , and of the latter Senefcallus nova Dota * 
tionis. 

There is alfo the Steward of the Courts, and Clerk of the Lands, 
which is an Officer under both the before- mentioned Stewards: He 
keeps the Courts by himfelf, or Deputy ; he is a Barifter at Law, and 
the {landing Council of the College; his yearly Penfion is twenty No- 
bles, but the Council in Spiritualibus , is ufually a graduate in the Civil 
Law. 

The Chapter-Clerk' s Office, or Regifterffiip, is to enter or regifler all 
Adis agreed upon in the Chapter-Houfe ; he alfo draws, ingrofleth, and 
regiftereth all Indentures, Patents, Grants, Leafes, and other Writings, 
which pafs under the common feal of the Dean and Canons ; his Pen- 
fion is 3 /. 6 s. 8 d. per Annum. The under Stewardjhip , and Chapter - 
Clerkjhip went fometimes heretofore together, but of late they are di- 
vided, and now this Officer is alfo a Barifter at Law. 

Of the Vergers inftitution, the ftatutes of the College take notice, and 
appoint, that in the Chapel, at proceffions and other folemnities, he 
{hall go before the Dean and Canons , bearing his rod; for which 
fervice there was allowed him annually one Robe, and Six- pence per 
Diem. And befides thefe Officers, there are two Sextons , two Bell- 
ringers, a Clock-keeper , and a Porter , who attends the {hutting and 
opening of the Gates. 


CHAPTER 
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CHAPTER VIII. 

Of the Endowment of the COLLEGE. . 

T IHE Endowments wherewith King Edward III. inverted this Col- 
lege, by his Letters Patent of Foundation before -mentioned, 
were firft the Advowfons of the Churches of OTptarDCfsbttrp (vulgarly 
called Rasbury) intheDiocefs of Lincoln ; of §30Utl)tanton, in the Dio- 
cefs of Exeter ; and of iHttorater, in the Diocefs of Coventry and Lich- 
field, Thefe he gave to the Cufios , Canons , Alms-Knights , and Mini- 
rters of the College, to hold in free, pure, and perpetual Alms, 
throughly and perpetually, free from all fecular exactions ; wfith licence 
to appropriate the fame to the College, notwithftanding the Statute of 
Mortmain: He thereby alfo appointed fo much of his Treafure as 
(hould be for their decent fupport, until he had fettled an immoveable 
Eftate of 1000/. per Annum upon them in Lands, Benefices, or Rents. 

But as for two of thefe Advowfons, viz. Uttoxater, and Southtanton ; 
’tis to be doubted there was afterwards difcovered fome defedl in the 
King’s title to them, and that the right of Patronage lay rather in Henry 
Earl of Lancafier , and “Thomas Earl of Warwick', for June 1 8, Anno 
23, Edw. III. the King granted fpecial licence to Henry Earl of Lan- 
cafier, that he fihould give and afiign to the Cufios and Chaplains of the 
Chapel of St. George in WindJ'or, and their Succertors for ever, the 
Advowfon of the Church of Uttokejhatre , it being there faid to be of 
the Earl’s proper Patronage -, and the like licence to Thomas Beauchamp , 
Earl of W arwick, for afligning to them the Advowfon of the Church 
of Southtanton , that being of his Patronage alfo. The King gave fpe- 
cial licence likewife to receive thefe Advowfons from thefe Earls, and 
to appropriate them to the ufe of the College. 


Another 
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Another like licence pafs’d, January 26, Anno 24, Edward III. to 
William de Bohun , Earl of Northampton , that enabled him to affign to 
the faid Cuftos and Chaplains and their Succeffors, the Advowfon of the 
Church of SDatpngton in the County of Oxford , which he held of the 
King in Capite , with licenfe for them to receive and appropriate the 
fame. 

January 28, following, this royal Founder gave unto the Cufos&nd 
College, by the name of Cuftos and Chaplains of his Free Chapel of 
Windfor, one Meffuage, 17 Acres of Land, one Acre of Pafture, 
and 3 s. Rent, with the Appurtenances lying in OTyvarDtgburp in the 
County of Buckingham , which had been conveyed to him by Richard 
de Gloucefer , Heir to Ifabella de Ditton. And on May 22, enfuing, 
he alfo granted unto them the Advowfon of the Church of SDatbet near 
Windfor , with licence to appropriate it to them and their Succeffors. 

In the following year (primo Martii) the King gave them the Ad- 
vowfons of the Churches of (Eure in Bucki nghanfhire, of IRjffon in the 
County of Norfolk , and of ® 23 Ijatit)on and Cayton in the County of 
Cambridge , to appropriate thefe alfo to them and their Succeffors. 
And May 9, after, he likewife granted and affign’d to them, the Ad- 
vowfon of the Churches of s^jnnontitgbottrn (which the College in the 
Reign of King Edward IV. furrendered to Richard Duke of Gloucefer) 
and of St. Stephen's of fealtafl), with the like licenfe of Appropriation. 
But the firft of thefe was the gift of Queen Phillipa , (he having pur- 
chafed it of Sir John Darcy , Knt. and the other of Edward the Black 
Prince; and both granted by them, firft to the King, that by his Grant 
afterwards to the College, its Title might be better ftrengthened. 

OBcber 26, in the fame year, the King granted to the faid Cufos 
and College and their Succeffors, one hundred Marks per Annum , to 
be received out of the Farm of the Town of Northampton ; and paid 
them by the hands of the Bailiff of that Town for the time being, 
at Eafer and Michaelmas by equal portions, towards their fuftentation. 
and maintenance, and the fupportation of the burthen of the Chapel. 
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It was at the instance of the Founder (and therefore we mention it 
here) that the Bailiffs and Commonalty c f granted to the 

College, April 1, Anno 26, Edward III. under their common Seal, 
a Laft of Red Herrings yearly, well dried and cleanfed ; to the end 
they might take this Corporation into their Prayers. But fome fay it 
was enjoin’d them as a Penance, for murdering a Magiftrate among 
them. 

Moreover the Founder granted to them and their Succeffors, July 
18, Anno 26, Edward III. the Manour of Qcute near Wey bridge, with 
its Appurtenances in Buckinghamjhire ; the Manour of Cvaftoell, with 
its Appurtenances in the parifh of Bray, in the County of Berks-, and a 
certain CSlcarc, call’d Braybrook , placed in the river of Thames, with 
all the Lands and Tenements in the faid Parifh conveyed unto him by 
Sir John Philibert ; together with all the Knights Fees, and Advowfons 
of Churches, Chapels, Chantries, and other things whatfoever, to the 
faid Manors, Lands and Tenements belonging or appertaining. And 
February 23, following, a Writ iffued to Henry de Grey/lock, Clerk, 
Steward of the Lands fet apart for the ufe of the King’s Chamber, and 
to Robert de Haddon, Efcheator of the fame Lands, to give full Seifin 
to the Cuftos and College of thefe Manours of Eure and Bray St. Phili- 
bert, as alfo of a Wood called CcmjdC'MooD in Stoke- Pugeys, conveyed 
to the King by John de Molyns. 

Afterwards, the King confidering, that all the Lands he had af- 
figned for fupport of this College, were yet too little for that end; and 
being defirous to have it better provided for, he further granted to the 
Cuflos and College and their Succeffors, by like Letters Patent, a 
Penfion of 100/. yearly, out of the Exchequer. Thefe Letters Patent 
were afterwards vacated, for that by other like Letters, dated May 12, 
Anno 34, Edward III. he gave them Lands to the yearly value of 
10 1 /. 1 1 s nd. of the poffeffions of religious Aliens, which fell into 
his hands, by occafion of the French Wars. One hundred Pounds per 
Annum , part of this, was in recompence of the faid 1 00 /. yearly pen- 
fion iffuing out of the Exchequer, and the 1 /. 1 r s. 11 d. in part of 
fatisfaftion for the Lands, which the King intended to provide for the 
further maintenance of the College; neverthelefshe thereby alfo granted, 
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that in cafe thefe poffeffions fhould by Treaty of Peace, or otherWife 
be reflored, they fhould then receive the faid yearly fum of 10 1 /. 1 1 s. 
1 1 d. out of his Exchequer, as before, until there was provided for 
them Lands of the like annual value : And whereas, in the Patent of 
Foundation it is faid, that the King defigned to fettle upon the College, 
Lands of the value of 1000/. per Annum: Now in other Letters 
Patent, bearing tejlc the faid 12th of May , there is notice taken only 
of Lands of the annual value of 655 /. 15 r. (as if his intended dona- 
tion had extended to Lands of no greater value) and that the King, in 
purfuance of fuch his purpofe, had already provided Lands and other 
poffeffions, rated at 604/. $s. 3 d. per Annum, the refidue to make 
up the intended fum here expreffed, being but 51 /. gs. gd. he there- 
upon appointed the College to receive that fum yearly, out of 126/. 
which the Prior of Takkele paid to him for the Farm of that Priory, it 
being then in the King’s hands, by reafon of the War with France ; 
howbeit, in cafe Peace was fo concluded, that the fame fhould be re- 
flored to the Prior, the King then further granted, that the Cujlos and 
College fhould thenceforward receive the faid fum of 51 /. gs. gd. out 
of his Exchequer, at Michaelmas and Eajler , at even portions. 

But it feems the Lands fell fhort of the value rated at in this account, 
and reached not to the total of the King’s intended Endowment by 90/. 
per Annum \ for June 1, in the following year, by other Letters Patent, 
he granted to the Cujlos and College , fo much Money to be annually 
paid them out of his Exchequer (to make up what yet fell fhort) until 
he fhould caufe to be provided Lands or Rents of that value, to be fet- 
tled on them and their Succeffors. 

Laflly, April 2, Ann. 39, Edw III. the Founder bellowed on them 
a piece of Ground in New Windfor (upon which had flood a Houfe 
fometime of John de London) in lieu of the great Garden lying on the 
South part of the Caflle, formerly given them by him, for the ufe of 
the Cujlos and Canons ; and alfo a Garden oppofite thereunto, on the 
other lide of the way, with its Appurtenances, for the ufe of the Alms- 
Knights , Vicars , Clerks , Chorijlers , and other the Officers of the Col- 
lege; and herewith he clofed his Endowments.

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But befides all thefe Donations made by the Founder, to the Cujlos, 
and College , and their Succeffors, there were other Lands, Parfonages, 
Penfions, and Portions given to them by pious and devout Perfons, in 
free, pure, and perpetual Alms for ever, towards their fuftentation •, 
which are faid to be taken into the firft foundation, and made up that 
revenue, which William Bifhop of Winchejler accounted and declared 
fufficient, for the maintenance of the Cujlos , and thofe other of the 
College, according to the number by him limited in the College Sta- 
tutes, as alfo for the due defraying of all charges impofed upon them; 
and thefe we {hall let pafs with the bare mention only, viz. 

The Manour of SDobpngton Cattle, two Paftures called jFritb and 
croft j the Chapel of Hangelep ; the Parfonages of Cttriton, ^angelepspatitg, 
fSIantpnge, -^balbcbotne, tsaebonbtck, Clpnbe, and Kpflepe$ the Pen*

In following times there were many other confiderable Donations be- 
llowed on the College, by the fucceeding Sovereigns, and Knights- 
Companiom of the Order of the Garter, either out of devotion, or de- 
fire to be more efpecially taken into their Prayers, or in honour to the 
military Order;, lome of which, as they fall into our way, we will 
here fet down. 

King Richard II, Grandchild and Succeflor to the Founder (Feb. 13. 
Anno Iiegni fui 13.) gave to the Cujlos and Canons , one Croft in the 
Town of j^ojtbmoltcn, together with the Advowfon of that Church, 
it being in the Diocefs of Exeter , and licence to appropriate the 
fame. 

John Duke of Bedford , third Son to King Henry IV. bellowed on 
this College, by his deed dated December 3, Ann. 9. Hen.V. the Priory 

of 
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of in the County of Wilts, (a Cell to the Abbey of Bee in 

Normandy) together with all and lingular the pofieffions thereunto be- 
longing, or appertaining : This grant King Henry V. confirmed, and 
that it might be more valid, was likewife confirmed by King Edward IV. 

K. Edw. IV. had a fingular refpedt and favour for this College, to which, 
July 18, in the feventh year of his reign, towards augmentation of its 
maintenance, and eafe of the great burthens of the Dean and Canons , 
he gave theManours of j3tljerfton, in the County of Warwick , (a Mem- 
ber of the Priory of Okeborne) the Manours and Advowfons of the 
Churches of CbtOnolnuy, in Wiltjlnre ; and of in \HantJhire ; 

the Church and Priorate of IXpljatien, and the Deanry, or Chapel of St. 
iSutien, in Cornwall ; with all rights and appurtenances thereunto ap- 
pertaining ; as alfo an annual Penfion which the Abbot of Sautre paid 
for the Church of Fulburne , to the Abbey de bona Requiem and another 
annual Penfion of 20 /. paid by the Abbot of Rousford , for the mediety 
of the Church of Rot her am. 

Jan. 29, Anno Regni fui 13, he gave the Manour, or Priorate of 
<$anclatte, in the County of Hereford (parcel of the pofieffions belong- 
ing to the Priories Alien) with all and fingular its appurtenances. 

The following year (Feb. 27.) he granted to them, by the name of 
Cuftos, or Dean and Chapter of this College, the cuftody, patronage, 
and free difpofition of the Hofpital, or free Chapel of St. £tttl)Onp*0, 
London (a preceptory of the Monaftery of St. Anthony at Vienna) with 
all the Liberties, Privileges, Lands, Rents, Services, and Emoluments 
whatfoever thereunto belonging, upon the firfi: vacancy, whether it 
fhould happen by death, refignation, or otherwife : He alfo gave them 
(May 17, infuing) the Priorate of ©nmgficlt), in the County of Glou- 
cejler ; the Manour of Blakcnljam, in the County of Suffolk , (parcel of 
the Priory of Okeburne) the Priory of St. CDlcnr, in the Ifle of Wight , 
in Hampjhire ; the Priorate, or Manour of Cljatltton, in Wiltjlnre ; and 
and all the Lands, Tenements, Rents, and Services, in ipottfjuniuDotu 
Crompton, and eflidto;!), in the Counties of Suffex and Southampton j 
(which fometime belonged to the Abbey of Lucerne , in Normandy) 
the Manour of ^onpngton, and OTtfloti, in the County of -Dorfet, (par-

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eel of the pofleflions of Okeburne Priory) one annual Penfion of twelve 
Marks, payable by the Prior of the Priory of Monte- Acuto, together 
with all and Angular the Lands, Tenements, Rents, Advowfons, Li- 
berties, &c. annexed to the faid Priorates and Manours, or in any man- 
ner appertaining ; with licence to appropriate the fame to them and 
their Succeflors.

About two months after, this King gave alfo to the College, the Ma- 
nour of spembutj), in Devonjhire-, and the Lordfhips of ^efton and spoit- 
fecfllbcr, in the County of SomerJ’et ; the Advowfons of the Churches of 
Purptoit and ^loUabingion, in the faid County (being parcel of the 
Priory of Golalyf in Wales, and one of the Priors aliens) together 
with the Knights Fees, Advowfons, Profits, Rights, &c. thereunto 
belonging.. 

In the 1 8th year of his Reign, the Queen, Thomas Archbilhcp of 
York , and feveral Bifhops, Noblemen and others, being feized to the 
ufe of the King, his Heirs and Succeflors of the Manour of iEiMpItecombe 
called BalTctglmrjP!, the Fee Farm of the Town of Great SKftfkecombe ; 
the Manour of CrcnCon in the County of Buckingham ; and of the 
Manours of (Dafdcp and ¥>prton in the County of Oxford , parcel of the 
Lands of the Dutchy of Lancafter , they (at the fpecial Command of 
the King) demifed and. granted the premifes with all their Appurte- 
nances to the Cujlos or Dean and Canons and their Succeflors, until 
fuch time as the King, his Heirs or Succeflors fhould grant to -them 
other Lands of the like yearly value. 

. * > 

February 17, following, this King gave them the Advowfon of the 
Church of Cljtflgtnt, being of his own Patronage; with licence to appro- 
priate the fame, provided the Vicarage was fufficiently endow’d, and 
a competent fum of money annually diftributed among the poor Pa- 
riflnoners, according to, the Diocefan’s. Ordinance, and form of the 
Statute in fuch cafe provided. 

This King, February 2-1, followings united the Cuftody or Deanery 
of the Free Chapel of © 2 lolbctl)ampton in the County of Stafford, to 
the Cujlos or Dean of this College, and his Succeflors for ever. This 

Church 
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Church cum membris , is exempt not only from the Jurifdidion o.f the 
Bifhop of Litchfield and Coventry , but (by a Papal Bull) from all his 
Legates and Delegates; nor is it fubjed to any terene power but the 
Majefty of England , and under it, to the perpetual vifitation of the 
Lord Chancellors,, or Keepers of the Great Seal pro tempore. 

King Edward IV.. likewife gave them the Advowfon or Patronage 
of the Prebend of -dC'CDcni in the County of Lorfet , September 27, in 
the 20th year of his reign, with all its Rights and Appurtenances, 
and alfo a licence of Appropriation. 

And laftly, November 21, in the enfuing year, he granted them 
two parts of the Manours of £>lO=s£topnfprt> and (Eamioto in the County 
of IVorcefier, and the Reverfion of the third part of them after the 
death of Margaret Wife of Fulk Stafford, Efq; with the Advowfon 
of the Church of 

Thefe were the effeds of this moll noble and munificent Prince’s piety 
and liberality towards this College: Nor was he alone bountiful, but 
excited others to be fo likewife ; and to that purpofe, in the 1 ft year 
of his Reign, licenced to all his fubjeds in general, to give what Lands, 
Rents, or Advowfons they pleafed, to the Dean and Canons y within 
the value of 300 Marks per Annum , as well fuch as they held of 
the King in Capite , or in Burgage , or otherwife, as any other Land; 
the fame to be united and appropriated to the College and its ufes 
perpetually, notwithftanding the Statute of Mortmaine ; and after- 
wards increafed this licence to Lands of the value of 500 /. a year 
but King Henry VIII. extended the like licence to the value of 1000/. 
per Annum . 

Hereupon fhortly after, viz. June 29, Anno Reg. Sui 20, he granted 
licence to John Duke of Suffolk and Elizabeth his Wife, the King’s 
Sifter, to give and aflign unto them the Manour or Lordfhip of 
<Brobtbttrp, otherways call’d 3ltigl)totui5ufarD, with its Appurtenances 
in the County of Bedfiord, the Church of 'cuntagcll in Cornwall , with 
all its Emoluments ; as alfo 19 Mefluages, feven Tofts, 140 Acres of 
Land, 14 Acres of Meadow, 140 Acres of Pafture, too Acres of 

Wood, 
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Wood, and 4 /. Rent, with their Appurtenances in J£ttofortJ and 
$5lanDfotD in the County of Dorfet ; and 70 Meffuages, 12 Tofts, 500 
Acres of Land, 1 00 Acres of Meadow, 300 Acres of Pafture, 1 00 Acres 
of Wood, iooShillingsRent, with the Appurtenances in fetokdey, i£ortl> 
all, (Stielcgburgl), and ISoCcnacIj in Buckinghatnjhire ; and so Meffuages, 
eight Tofts, 300 Acres of Land, 60 Acres of Meadow, 200 Acres of 
Pafture, 40 Acres of Wood, and 20 s. Rent, with the Appurtenances, 
in Compton 3IoI;n in the County of Suffex-, and 10 Meffuages, nine 
Tofts, 200 Acres of Land, 20 Acres of Meadow, 100 Acres of Pa- 
fture, 10 Acres of Wood, and 20 s. Rent, with the Appurtenances, 
in JBortfmoutl) and IBitrgljcggc, in Hampjbire ; and 1 Meffuage, 3 Tofts, 
60 Acres of Land, 6 Acres of Meadow, 40 Acres of Pafture, and 20 s. 
Rent, with the Appurtenances, in ©totcljam, in the County of Hert- 
ford. , held of the King in capite ; notwithftanding the Statute of 
Mortmaine , or any other reftriftion or provifo whatfoever. 

We fhall here note, that July 24, Ann, 18, Edw. IV. this Duke of 
Suffolk infeoffed Richard Duke of fork, Thomas Bifliop of Lincoln, and 
others of the Manour of ILelgl)ton=lrttfatli, who June 25, Ann. 19, 
j Edw. IV. at his fpecial inftance, demifed and granted the faid Manour 
to the Dean and Canons for ever : And in the Ottaves of St. John Bap- 
tiff , Ann. 20, Edw. IV. the Duke of Suffolk and his Dutchefs levied 
a fine to the Dean and Canons, who thereupon agreed, that for this 
their fo large Donation, they fliould be had in their perpetual Orifons. 

Jan. 10, next after, Sir Walter Devoreux de Ferrers, Knt. following 
this pious example, together with Sir John Dexorcitx, and others his 
Feoffees, of the Manour of feutton*Couttney (having withal obtained 
the King’s licence to that end) did give and grant unto the Dean, Ca- 
nons, and their Succeffors for ever, the Advowfon or Patronage thereof, 
with all rights appertaining thereunto. 

All the before-mentioned Endowments are called the Lands of the 
old Dotation, to diftinguilh them from thofe fettled on the College by 
King Edward VI. which bear the title of Lands of the new Dotation ; 
concerning which we (hall fpeak in the next place: But let it be firft noted, 
that feveral of them fo given by King Edward IV. the College never enjoy- 
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ed, viz. the Manour of AthersTone, the Manour and Advowfon of 
Quarle, Uphaven, iSY.Burien, FuLBURNEPenfion, Brimfield, 
St. Elen, Charleton, Blakenham, Ponyngton, Wedon, Old 
S vvinford, and Gannowj and of fome other they were feized but a 
fhort time, viz. Chesingbury Manour and Advowfon; the Lands in 
Newford, Blandford, and Portsmouth. Befides thefe, the 
College wasdifpoffeffed of Gottesford, in the reign of King Hen- 
ry VI. of Cheshunt Advowfon, in the reign of Henry VII. and in 
the time of King Henry VIII. (or fome time before) of Wodemerh- 
thorne, Tyltehey, Retherfeld, Levengden, Stoke-Bas- 
set, Stretham, Totingbeek, Fordham, Ethorp, Newen- 
ham, and Tollesworth: Afterwards they furrendered into the 
hands of King Henry VIII. the Manours and Advowfons of Eure,. 
Cliff, Ashton, Rowhand, Kingston, Est-Henrith, Nor- 
THUMUNDEN, COMPTON, WELEG, COMPTON St. jOHN’r, and Sho* 
bingdon Portion. 

And laftly, the College loft at leaft 1000 Marks per Annum , upon the 
reformation of Religion, in the profit made by St. Anthony's Pigs, 
which the appropriation of the Hofpital of St. Anthony , London , had 
brought to it; and no lefs than 500/. per Annum , the Offerings of Sir 
John S home' at Northma/ion, inBuckinghamJhire ; a very devout 
Man, of great veneration with the people, and fometime Reitor there. 
The Advowfon of this Church was appropriate to the Dean and Canons i 
by the Prior and Convent of Dunjiable ; the licence of King Edward 
IV. being obtained for that purpofe, the 15th of November , Anno- 
Regni fui 19, in exchange for the Advowfon of the Church of Weden ~ 
beck,. Bedfordjhire. 

The Dean and Canons having by their Deed under their Chapter Seal,, 
conveyed unto King Henry VIII. the Manour and Redor^rof Ivor, in 
Buckinghamjinre ; the Manour of Dammery-CourT, in Dor /et/hire i 
and divers other Lands, Rents, Portions, and Penfions, in the Counties 
of Somerjet, Hants , Middlefex, Oxford , and Suffex, for which they had 
no recompence in his life, neverthelefs by his laft Will and Teftament 
he appointed them fatisfadlion ; and thereby charged and required his- 
Son, and all his Executors, and iikewife all his Heirs and Succeffors, 
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Kings of England, as they would anfwer the negled before Almighty 
<Jod, at the dreadful day of Judgment, that they fhould fee affurance 
made to the Dean and Canons , for fettling Lands on them and their 
Succeffors, in performance of his Will, and the ufes therein appointed. 

And it being manifefl to the Lord Protestor, and his Co-Executors 
(after this King’s death) that the Dean and Canons, upon the commuta- 
tion and agreement of an exchange, performed on their part by affign- 
ing to the faid King the Manours and Lands above fpecified, being of 
die yearly value of 160/. 2 s. 4 d. for which they were as then unre- 
compenced. King Edward VI. minding the accomplifhing and per- 
formance of his Father’s laft Will, as well for the affurance of Lands 
to the yearly value of 600 /. to the Dean, Canons, and their Succeffors 
for ever, to the ufes in the Will, and for maintenance and performance 
of fuch other Ordinances and Things, as he and the faid Executors 
fhould limit and prefcribe to them; as alfo for the affurance of other 
Lands of the annual value of 160 /. 2 s. 4 d. to be made, to the Dean 
and Canons , in recompence of the Lands they had releafed and affigned 
to King Henry VIII. was pleafed by his Letters Patent, bearing tejle at 
Ha?npton - Court, Odtober 7, in the fir ft year of his reign, to give and 
grant to the faid Dean and Canons , the Redories, Impropriations, Par- 
fonages. Chapels, Portions, and Tithes here named, viz. The Redories 
and Churches of 25?aDnpncIj£, Jpojtljam, Iplcptu, Bitfington, and fe>outljmoIton, 
in Devonjhire ; and the Tithe of Corn of fiDtcrp in that County, part of 
the Duke of Somerfefs poffeffions; as alfo BlofomtfTntt, in St. Law- 
rence-Lane, London , fornetime parcel of the poffeffions of the late 
College of Otery ; The Tithes of Grain, &c. of the Redory of 
bjogburp, in Wiltshire-, and all the Tithes of 3)5ct>toin, &tofcc, SSEltlton, 
fatten, ^arDcit^unrtsgE, fenoll, patbail, Cfjtsbury, (M45?afton, tiatcffi 
d5jafton> <25jafton=9t£fitten, and Mlcjcombt, parcel of the Prebend of Bed- 
wyn, in that County; as alfo the Prebend of ftlcantipngg and (Ercbt* 
founttj the Redories of (Hrcbcfotmtc, stapltfojo, Cptcsmbe, and jfrojr= 
fitlb, in the faid County; and the annual penfion of 8/. ifluing out

All the portion of Tithes of SCrtqaitc aforefaid, be- 
longing to the Priory of St. Germans \n Cornwall. The Redtory and 
Church of plpmton, the Chapels of ^Blpntftofcc, Membutp, feljaglj, &an- 
forD-frponc, ^Iprnton, St. Scantier, and B^fton in Devonjhire , belonging 
to the late Priory of Plymton , the Redtory of SHUttoovtl) and < 5S^ntcl£en= 
Ijam in the County of Middlefex , parcel of the pofleflions of the Col- 
lege of St. Mary of Winchefier , and the Redtory of iplake in Ox- 
fordjhire, lately belonging to the Monaftery of Mijjenden in Bucking - 
hamfhire.

4 d. Rent. To have and to hold all the premifles, unto the Dean and 
Canons and their Succeflors for ever; except the Tithes in Woolpall and 
fitz-Waren in Wilt (hire (belonging to the Priory of Bedwyn) the Vi- 
carage-houfe of Ikelington, the Monies called Marriage- Money , Dirge- 
Money , and Mafs- Money, and the whole profit of the Bedrolls of Ikeling- 
ton ; neverthelefs to pay the King and his Succeflors in the Court of 
Augmentation, for the Redtories of Aberguille, Tar gar the and Mara, 
the Chapels of Llanbadock and Llanpenyfaunt 4 /. 2 s. 8 d. in the name 
of tenths, and for all Rents, Services, &c. of the other Redtories, &c.

Furthermore, within all thefe premifes the King (by the faid Letters Pa- 
tent) granted to the Dean and Canons, Court Leets, or Views of Frankepledge, 
and to have Fines and Amerciaments, Fre e-Warrants , Waifs, and Felons 
Goods , and all other Profits , Commodities , Liberties , Emoluments , and 
Hereditaments whatfoever. All which Redtories, Tithes, Penfions, 
Rents, &c. before-mentioned, and all other Gifts and Grants in the 
pofleflion of the Dean and Canons, Anno Jac. I. Reg. 2. were confirmed 
and made good and effedtual in law to them and their Succeflors, by 
Adt of Parliament that year. 


The 
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The 2d of Augujl preceding the Grant made by King Edward VI. 
a Rental pafs’d under the hand of Sir Edward North , Chancellor of the 
Court of Augmentation , containing the particular charges iffuing out of 
the aforefaid Redtories, &c. whereunto certain Articles were annexed, 
and according to which the faid Deed of Conveyance from the King 
was drawn. 

The ancient rate of thefe new Lands in the King’s Books was 661 /. 
6 i. 8 d. per Ann. but according to the improved Rents, viz. as they 
were then turned over to the College, was 812/. 12 s. 9 d. out of which 
improved value (as appears by the Articles now mentioned) 160/. 2 s. 
t^d. was yearly allowed them, in fatisfadlion of the Lands paid over to 
King Henry VIII. and tool, per Ann. for accomplishment of his Will, 
but the remaining fum, viz. 52/. 10 s §d. was refer ved in lieu of 
the tenths, to be yearly paid into the Court of Augmentation , howbeit 
this laft referved fum was not agreed unto by the Dean and Canons to be 
fo paid, becaufe the charges ifluing out of the Lands were greater than 
were exprefled in the Rental.

And we find, that Ihortly after the Rents of the Parfonage of St. 
Germans , the Redtories of Northam, Ilfmgton , Icklington , Ambroshury > 
Stapleford, and Urche fount , the Prebends of Alcanings and TJrchefount, 
being part of the new Lands , were received and accounted for, accord- 
ing to the old rate in the King’s Books, viz. 162/. 135. 4 d. per Ann. 
by the Steward of the old Lands, in recompence for the Lands convey- 
ed to King Henry VlII. and out of which they paid a yearly furplufage 
of 2 1 , 2 s. id. This fum, together with the Rents of the reft of the 
new Lands, being upon the laid improvement accounted to be 59 7/. 
1.7 s. n d. made in all 600/. per Ann. and this was paid by the Dean 
and Canons for. home time towards building the Alms-Knights Houfes,, 
as is before remembered. 

Thus flood the Lands accounted for, till the fettlement made by 
Queen Elizabeth , for the difpofition of the whole revenue, which then 
was accounted to the College, but at the value entered in the King’s 
I 3 ooks; upon which fettlement, the Queen appointed the Dean and 
Canons to convert the Rents of thefe new Lends, from time to time to 

fuch 
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fuch ufes and intents, and in fucb manner and form as (he had (et down 
in a Book figned with her Sign Manual, and annexed to an Indenture 
bearing date Auguft- 30, in the firft year of her reign, 1 made between 
her on the one part, and the Dean and Canons on the other : By which 
Indenture the Dean and Canons covenant for themfelves and Succeffors, 
to diftribute and employ at all times for ever, the Rents’ and Profits of 
thefe Lands-, in fuch manner as in the Book is declared and appointed, 
and to obferve and keep all the Ordinances, Rules, and Things what- 
foever contained therein, which on their part and behalf is limitted and 
appointed to be performed and executed, according to the true mean- 
ing of the fame.

And if the Dean and Canons , or their Succelfors, (hould omitrany 
thing to them appointed to be performed by the faid Ordinances, Rules 
and Statutes, then for every fuch default, they are to abide fuch Order 
as (hall be made by the Queen, her Heirs or Succeffors, or by any of 
the Knights- Companions of the Order, as by her or her Succeffors (hould 


be thereunto appointed. : t r * • \ 
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Which remainder hath been, and is afiigned and employed for pay- 
ment of Tenths to the Crown, Vicar's and Curate's annual Stipends, Of- 
ficer' s-Fees, Reparation of the Premifes , and for the relief of the Lean 
and Canons, and their Succeffors, in maintenance and defence of the 
faid Lands.

It is to be noted here, that Fullmer e Redtory, in the County of Bucks, 
in the Prefentation of the Dean and Cations of Windfor, was formerly 
annexed to Datchet , but made a Parochial Church, and endowed with 
the great Tithes, by the Dean and Canons , and the firft Donation to it, 
as appears by the College Books, was in the feventh year of the reign of 
Edward VI. Q^2 We 
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We (hall finifh this Chapter with the Letters Patent of King Edward 
III. Ann. Reg. 22. before frequently mentioned, whereby that Prince 
firft endowed this Chapel;; The Latin. Original is extant in Mr. AJh- 
mole’s Append. 

4 Edward by the grace of God King of England , and France , and 

* Lord of Ireland , to all, who (hall fee thefe prefent Letters, greeting. 

* It becomes the majefty of a King to delight always in Adts of Piety, 
4 that when he (hall Hand before the Tribunal of the moll high King 
‘ (with whom there is no acceptance of Perfons, but every one lhall 
4 receive according to what he hath done in the body, whether it be 
4 good, or whether it be evil) he may be able to Hand among the good 
4 on the right-hand, and not to be condemned with the reprobates, as 
4 a ilothful and unprofitable Servant. We truly with grief of Heart 
4 carefully remembering the various labours of our Life, and our own 
4 fmall deferts, as alfo rightly confidering the divine Favours (hewed 
4 unto us, and the graces and honours, wherewith above others the 
4 moll high hath prevented us, do greatly repent of thofe goods, which 
4 being granted us by God, we have above meafure fo often vainly ex- 
4 pended. And there remains nothing elfe for us to do, but only that

4 honour of St . Edward the Confejj'or, by our Progenitors, to which 
4 ( Canons ) for their fullentation they allowed a certain fum of Money 
4 at their pleafure, and gave it them for Alms out of their Exchequer, 
4 to be finilhed at our royal charge, to the honour of God Almighty, 
4 and of his Mother the glorious Virgin Mary , and of the Saints 
‘ George the Martyr, and Edward the ConfeJJbr. And earneftly defining, 
4 and eflfedtually endeavouring, that the 'laid' Canops, being there to ferve 
4 the Lord, may be augmented, as well with an encreafe of Revenues, 
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‘ as in the number of other Canons, Minifters, and Servants; and that 
4 in the. faid Chapel, the Glory of the Divine Name may be exalted 

* with greater Worflhip; unto the forefaid eight Canons we think fit to 
4 fuperadd one Cuftos, prefiding over them, and fifteen other Canons 
4 more, and twenty -four Poor-Knights , impotent of themfelves, or in- 

* clining to Poverty, to be perpetually maintained of the goods of the 

* faid Chapel, and other Minifters of the faid Chapel perpetually ferv- 
4 ing Chrift under the command of the faid Cufios , [or Warden j and 

* there caufe to be received, as well the Canons and Knights , as other 
4 Minifters of the faid Chapel, as is premifed : [And this] We firmly 

* decree, inviolably ordain, and by our royal Authority, as much as in 
4 us lies, eftablifh for ever ; willing that the faid Canons and Minifters 

* perform divine Offices for Us, and our Progenitors and Succefiors, 
4 in part of fatisfaclion for thofe things, whereof in the laft judgment 
4 we are to give an account, they being to celebrate for ever according 
4 to the form of our Ordination thence more fully to be made : Unto 
4 whom the rights of Patronage, and the Advowfons of the Churches 
4 of Wyrardesbury, in the Diocefe of Lincoln ; Southtanton, of Exon ; 

* and Uttoxater , of Coventry and Lichfield \ which we have lately pur- 
4 chafed for that caufe, for Us and our Heirs, we have given and gran t- 
4 ed, and do give and grant, to have and to hold to them, and their 
4 Succefiors, for free, pure, and perpetual Alms, altogether free and 
4 quiet for ever, from all fecular exaAion. We have alfo granted unto 
4 them, for Us and our Heirs, and given leave that they, the Warden 
4 and Canons , may appropriate the faid Churches, and hold them fo ap- 
£ propriated to their own ufes, to them and their Succefiors for ever, 
4 notwithftanding the Statute fet forth concerning Lands and Tene- 
4 ments, not to be put to Mortmaine. We will alfo, that unto the faid 
4 Warden , Canons , Knights, and other Minifters. of the faid Chapel, 
4 there to ferve, fo much be paid every year out of our Exchequer, as 
4 together with the profits arifing from the faid Churches,, fhall feem 
4 fufficient and hone ft: for their Diet, and the fupport of the burthens 
4 incumbent on them, according to the decency of their condition the 

* mean while, until there fhall be provided by, Us, in Goods immovea- 
4 ble, Lands, Benefices, or Rents, to an agreeable fufficience, and to 
4 our honour, to the fum of one thoufand Pounds yearly: All which we 
4 promife and undertake for Us, and for our Heirs effedually to fulfil. 
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* In witnefs whereof, we have caufed thefe our Letters to be made Pa- 
c tent. Witnefs ourfelf at Wejiminjier , Augnjl 6, in the year of our 
4 reign of England 22, and of France 9.’ 


CHAPTER IX. 

Of the Privileges of the CHAPEL and COLLEGE. 

I N reference both to the fpiritual and temporal affairs of this College, 
whatfoever Ordinances or Determination lhall be made at the 
Chapters (not repugnant to the College Statutes) all Perfons belonging 
thereunto are firmly obliged to obferve, fo far as they are concerned in 
them, until they happen to be altered by later refolves of fucceeding 
Chapters. 

This Chapel is exempt from the Jurifdi&ion of Archbifhops, Bifhops, 
&c. and the Dean takes no Inflitution from any Bifhop; but the lnfti- 
tution, Inveftiture, and Inftallation into the Cuftosfhip, Canonfhip, 
and Prebendfhip, is received from fuch of the Canons- Refident, to 
whom the King (who collates) doth recommend him by his Letters ; 
and other marks of Exemption peculiar to this College appear by the 
conftant proving of Wills before the Dean , or in his abfence before 
'his Lieutenant ; in ufing the power of Excommunication within their 
Jurifdidion (which is the Precindts of the College) and difpenfing with 
themfelves, for eating of Flefh in Lent. 

Add to thefe, that the Ordinances for the Chantry-Priejls were con- 
firmed by the Dean and Chapter , not by the Bifhop of the Diocefs, fo 
alfo were the Statutes of the new Commons. Nor doth the Dean, who 
hath the cure of Souls, pay any Synodals or Procurations ; nor can any 
of the King’s Chaplains preach in the Chapel of St. George , unlefs he 
be a Canon there, without the King’s fpecial Mandate, ox leave of the 
Dean and Canons . 

' The 
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The Dean and Canom fend no Delegates to Synods; and when 
this point fell into debate Anno 1 640, it was carried in the negative, 
as being a perfedl novelty, and againlt their Liberties, and might intitle 
them to the payment of Subfidies, and confequently bring a new charge 
upon the College : Nor have they {hare in the Government of the 
Church, as other Deans and Chapters have ; fo that notwithflanding 
any alteration or diflolution of the Government of the Church here in 
England , by Archbifhops, Bifhops, Deans and Chapters, this College 
cannot be concerned, more than the Colleges in the Univerfities, where 
there are many nominal Deans. 

Laflly, after the Adi for Uniformity, paft Anno 14, Car. II. where- 
by every Clergyman was bound to fubfcribe before the Archbifhop, or 
his Ordinary; the Canom fubfcribed before the Dean of V/indJ’or , he 
being the Ordinary of the Place ; and tho’ fome of them in major etn 
cautionem , fubfcribed alfo before the Archbifhop of Canterbury, yet was 
it with this falvo, faving the Rights and Privileges of this Free Chapel. 

Thus much in relation to the ecclefiaflical Privileges of the College: 
As to the temporal and civil, what the Founder granted to it, being 
very large and beneficial (in regard he was born here, and touched 
with a prerogative of affedtion to this Place) and hath fince been con- 
firmed by feveral of his SuccefTors, we fhall here infert. 

Firft then the Founder King Edward III. by his Charter, dated 
March 6, Anno Regni fui 27, granted them feveral Profits, Privileges, 
and Immunities, to the effedl following.

<c That the Cuftos and Canons, and their SuccefTors, fhould for ever be 
<( free from Payment of any Aid, for making the eldeft Son of any 
‘‘ King of England a Kn ght, and for marrying their eldeft Daughter ; 
‘‘ as alfo of all Aids to the King, Contributions, and Tallages.

“ That whenfoever the Clergy of this Realm, or of the Province of 
“ Canterbury or York , fhould give a Tenth or other Impofition, out of 
“'their Spiritualities for the Commons of England fhould give a Tenth 
“ or Fifteenth, or any other Tax, out of their Temporalities or move- 

“ able 
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<c able goods ; or that the King or his Heirs ffiould caufe his own De- 
<c main to be taxed; or that the Popefhould impofeany Taxorlmpo- 
“ fition upon the Clergy of this Realm, and give the fame to the King 
<£ and his Heirs, this College with all its Lands and Poffeffions ffiould 
be wholly freed thereof. 

“ That they fliould be free from any charge of arraying Soldiers for 
£t the ferviceof the King and his Heirs ; and from fending them for the 
“ Cuftody of the Sea Coaft, and from every fine or compofition for the 
4< fame. 

“ That their Houfes, as well thofe within the Caftle of Windfor , as 
a elfewhere, ffiould be free from any Livery of the King’s Stewards, 
“ Marffials, Purveyors, Officers and Servants, and from the like Officers 
“ of the Queen’s, or any of their Children, or of the Peers or Nobles; 
“ and that the faid Officers ffiould not intermeddle there, without the 
4 ‘ leave of the Cujlos or Canons , and their Succeffors. 

(t That no Duke, Earl, Baron or Nobleman, nor any Stewards, Marffials, 
<c Efcheators, Sheriffs, Coroners, Bailiffs, or Officers, nor any other per- 
* { fon of what condition foever, ffiould upon any colour, lodge, or ftay 
“ in the Houfe of the Cujlos or Canons , without their confent. 

“ That the faid Cujlos or Canons , and their Tenants, ffiould for ever be 
free from payment of Toll, Picage, Paviage, Barbicanage, Terrage, 
“ Pontage, Murrage, Paffage, Paiage, Leftage, Stallage, Tallage, Ca- 
“ riage, Pefage, and from Scot and Geld, Hidage, Scutage, working 
about Cadies, Parks, Bridges, Walls for the King’s Houfes. And 
“ from Suits to the County or Hundred Court, and Wapentakes, Court 
“ Leets, Murder and common Amerciaments, whether they ffiould 
“ happen before the King, or any of the Juftices of the Bench, or 
“ Juftices Itinerant, or other Juftices whatfoever, and from every other 
“ like Cuftom. 

“ That they ffiould have within their Lands and Fees, the Chatties 
u of all Felons and Fugitives, and feize them to their own ufe. 

u That 
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u That they fhould have all Fines for Trefpaftes, and all other Con- 
“ tempts, and Mifdemeanors, Fines pro licentia concordandi , and for 
“ all other Caufes. 

“ That they fhould have all Amerciaments, Redemptions, Iffues, 
a and Forfeitures whatfoever, Annum , Diem , Vajlum & Streppum , and 
“ all things which might belong to the King and his Heirs thereupon. 

“ That they fhould have Wrecks, Waifs, and Strays, within all 
<( their Lands and Fees. 

“ That no Purveyance of Corn, Hay, Horfes, Carts, Carriages,' 
“ Victuals, or any Goods, Chattels, or any thing whatfoever, fhould 
“ be taken by any of the King’s Officers or Miniflers, in, or upon any 
“ of their Lands, or the Lands of any of their Tenants. 

“ That they fhould be free from the payment of any Penfion, 
“ Corrody, or other Suftentation to be granted by the King, his Heirs 
“ or Succeffors. 

“ That they fhould have free Warren in all their Demain-Lands 
“ wherefoever. And that, although they lay within the bounds of the 
“ King’s Foreft. 

a That they fhould have a weekly Market, to be held on WedneJ- 
“ days, at their Manour of Eure in Buckingham/hire , and two Fairs to 
“ endure for eight days, viz. on the Eve and Feaft-Day of the Apoflles 
<e Peter and Paul , and for two days next following : And upon the 
“ Eve and Feaft-Day of St. Peter ad vincula ; and two days following, 
“ with all Liberties and Cuftoms to the faid Market and Fairs be- 
“ longing. 

“ That they fhould enjoy all their Lands, with the Liberties of 
{i Soc and Sac, Infangthef, XJtfangthej\ and View of Frankepledge ; with 
“ Phewe, Pillory , and Pumbrel , for punifhment of Malefactors ; and 
‘ ! power to ereCt a Gallows upon their own foil, for executing of fuch 
i( Malefactors as fhould fortune to be apprehended within their Ju- 
“ rifdiCtion.

“ That 
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“ That they fhould be freed and difcharged from all Suits and 
“ Pleas of the Foreft, and of all Charges or Fees which the Juftices or 
‘‘ other Officers of the Foreft might demand. And from Expeditation 
‘‘ of their Dogs, and Suits of Court there. 

“ That they fhould be free from Gelds, Dane-Gelds, Knights-Fees, 
“ Payments for Murder and Robbery, building or repairing of Bridges, 
“ Caftles, Parks, Pools, Walls, Sea-Banks, Caufeways, and Inclofures, 
“ and of all Affizes, Summons, Sheriff-aids, their Bailiffs or Officers, 
“ carrying of Treafure, and all other Aids, as alfo from the common 
“ Affeffments and Amerciaments of the County and Hundred, and all 
“ Adtions relating to them. 

<c That they fhould be freed from the Payment of Ward-penny, 
“ Aver-penny, Tithing-penny, and Hundred-penny, and difcharged 
“ from Grithbrech, Forftall, Homefoken, Blod-wite, Ward-wite, Heng- 
“ wite, Fight-wite, Leyr-wite, Laftage, Pannage, Affart, and Wafte 
“ of the Foreft, fo that fuch Wafte and Offences be not committed in 
“ the Forefts, Woods, or Parks of the King his Heirs and Succeffors 
<c and if it fhould happen fo be, that then reafonabie fatisfadtion, 
“ without imprifonment or grievous recompence fhould be accepted. 

‘‘ That they fhould have a Return of all Writs and Attachments, 
u as well relating to the Pleas of the Crown, as other, throughout all 
“ their Lands or Fees; and that no Sheriff, Bailiff, or other Officer 
“ fhould make an Execution of fuch Writs there, unlefs in default of 
“ the Cujlos and Canom lind their Succeffors. 

11 That they fhould have and hold Leets and Law-Days, for all 
“ within their Lands and Fees. 

“ That they fhould have Cognizance of all Pleas betwixt their Te- 
u nants, as well of Trefpaffes and Contradls, as others, in their own 
“ Courts. 

<l And laftly, that they fliould have and hold Wards, Reliefs, Ef- 

cheats, Forfeitures, and other Profits, Iffues and Emoluments what- 

“ foever. 
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** foever, within their own Fees, from all their Tenants, which might 
“ belong to the King, or his Heirs, and which the King might re- 
“ ceive by reafon of thofe Fees, in cafe they were in his own hands, 
u as if the Tenants did hold of him or others in Capite of the 
“ Crown." 


CHAPTER X. 

Of the Houfes of the DEAN and PREBENDS, and 
other Officers of the COLLEGE. 

T HE Lodgings of the Dean and Prebends are fituated behind 
St. George’s Chapel, in the lower Court or Ward, as may be feen 
by the Plan of theCaftle. The Apartments of the Dean are large and 
commodious ; the old part was built in the reign of King Henry VII. 
when Dr. XJrfwick was Dean, as appears by his Arms yet remaining on 
that part of the Building, with this Infcription,

Many improvements have been fince made by fucceffive Deans, and 
of late efpecially, by Dr. Robinfon late Dean of this Chapel, and Bifhop 
of London ; alfo by the Rev. Dr. Booth, the prefent worthy Dean. In 
the great Hall are the Arms of the Sovereign, and Knights-Companions 
of the Garter , removed from the Chapter-Houfe after their Installa- 
tion. In an Apartment called the Garter-Room , the Knights-Com- 
panions meet the Morning of their Inftallation, and put on their Robes, 
and from hence begins the Proceffion to the Chapel: In this Room is 
a very ancient Screen, on which are painted, and properly blazoned, 
the Arms of King Edward III. and of the feveral Sovereigns and 
Knights-Companions, from the Foundation of this mod Noble Order,, 
to the prefent time : Over this Screen, Ann. 14 Car. I. was affixed a 
Tablet, with the following Infcription; but let it be firft remarked y 
that this fmall Compliment of a Subject, to his Prince, and this mod 
illuftrious National Order j in the following times, did not efcape the 
Hands of Men, who in their mad fit, paid little regard, both to Reli- 
gious, and Civil order and decency.

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In the inner Cloyfter are the feveral Houfes of the Prebends ; alfo 
the Buildings on the North fide of the Chapel belong to the Prebends, 
or Officers of the Church, moft of which partake of the delightful 
profpeCt which this part of the Hill admits of. Oppofite to the North 
door is the Houfc (mention’d p. 59.) called the New Commons , for fome 
time paft made one of the Prebend’s Houfes ; and at the lower end of 
this Court is the Library belonging to the College, well furniffied 
with Ecclefiaftical Writers and Books of Literature. This Library 
lately received a confiderable addition from the late Earl of Ranelagh , 
who by Will bequeathed to the College, a valuable collection of the beft 
Authors. 

Adjoining are the Houfes of the Minor Canons , Clerks , and other 
Officers of the Chapel, built Circular, in the reign of King Henry 
VII. or rather in the ffiape of a Fetter-lock, in allufion as is faid, to 
one of the Badges of that Prince, or his royal Predeceffor K. Edw. IV. 
in whofe reign probably they were firft begun to be ereCted. 


CHAPTER 
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CHAPTER XL 

Of the Inftitution of the moft Noble Order of the 

GARTER. 

W E come now to treat of the moft illuftrious Order of Garter, 
founded by the great and noble Prince, Edward III. King of 
England and of France , for the Improvement of Military Honour and 
the Reward of Virtue ; an Inftitution of Honour fo highly valued and 
efteemed, that the greateft Monarchs and Princes of Europe have de- 
fired, in their times to be Companions thereof : And as it is the moft an- 
tient Order of military Honour, and inftituted by the royal Founder 
for truly great and noble purpofes, it has ever fince the firft Founda- 
tion, ftritftly retained its original dignity, and furpafs’d all other Orders 
of Knighthood in true grandeur and noblenefs. 

However the concurrent Teftimony of Hiftorians, and the Re- 
cords of the Order , determine and agree in the Perfon of the royal 
Founder, and the true caufe of the firft Inftitution, Ut militarem vir- 
tutem honoribits , prcemiis atq ; jplendore decoret (Camden in Attrebat.) To 
adorn martial Virtue with Honours, Rewards and Splendor : Fo increafe 
Virtue and Valour in the Hearts of the Nobility ( Helyn Cofmogr .) yet it 
mull be obferved, common Fame has departed from truth, and given 
an amorous Account of the Inftitution of this moft Noble Order , 
and a vulgar opinion has prevailed, “ That at a folemn Ball in King 
Edward’s Court, the Garter of Joan Countefs of Salisbury, cafually 
falling off in dancing, that Prince haftily took it up from the ground; 
at which his Nobles and Courtiers fmiling, and giving it an amorous 
turn, the King taking notice of their fportive humour, immediately 
replied in French , Honi foit qui rnal y PenJ'eV And added, 'That in a 
foort time, they Jhould fee that Garter advanced to fo high Honour, as 
to account themfelves moft happy to wear it. 

Another 
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Another Tradition of like Authority has alfo prevailed, “ That at a 
time when the Queen departed from King Edward’s prefence to her 
own Apartment, he following her foon after, happened to efpy a 
blue Garter lying on the ground (thought to have flipt from her Leg 
as fhe went along) whild fome of his Attendants palfed by it, as dis- 
daining to Hoop at fuch a trifle; but he knowing the owner, com- 
manded it to be taken up and given to him, at the receipt whereof, 
he fa id, You make but fmall account of this Garter, but within few 
months , I will caufe the bef of you all to reverence the like” And fome 
think that the Motto of the Garter was the Queen’s Anfwer; when 
the King alked her, What men would conjecture of her, upon loflng 
her Garter in fuch a manner? 

That both thefe relations are remote from truth, and unfupported 
by the lead authority, is evident, from the Statutes of the Order , 
which give not the lead appearance to countenance the conceit of a fe- 
minine Inditution, and the fllence of the Hidorians of that Age, who 
mud be bed acquainted with the true purpofe of the Royal Founder: 
Neither did this report, however it might gain credit with the common 
People, get admittance into Hidory, till near two hundred years after, 
that Polydor Vergil , unacquainted with the affairs of this Nation, and an 
Author on many accounts of little edeem, fpeaking of this Order (Angl. 
Hifl. lib. 1.) fays, De caufa autem infiituendi Ordinis omnino ambigitur : 
fama tamen apud vulgus etiam nunc tenet , Edovardum aliquando e terra 
collegijfe Regince feu amicce tibiarum tegminis ligamen , quod forte refolutum 
ita , ut ufu venit , ceciderat , et nonnullis heroibus id videntibus , ac jocofe 
cavillantibus , dixife , brevi tempore futurum, ut ejufmodi cingulo etiam 
ab illis fummus haberetur honor , atque non multo pojl ifliufmodi ordinem 
infituiffe^ ac eum addidife titulum , quo tefaretnr ipfos heroes contra quam 
erat, de J'e judicium fecife. Et jama vulgi talis. 


Mr. AJhmole, in his Hidory of this mod Noble Order, has fufficiently 
exploded this tradition, and inter alia)u{k\y remarks, ‘ That the Writers of 
the French Nation, with whom at that time a continued War had dif- 
folved all obligations of Friendfhip and Civility, would readily have 
cad a reflection on this amorous Inditution, and the Lady’s Garter cer- 
tainly 
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tainly had not pafled by without a fneer from their Authors, had there 
been the lead; foundation in faCt to have fupported the reflection. 

Add to this, that Poly dor Vergil is not fo confident to afcertain the 
Lady whofe Garter it was, only warily fays, it was Regina feu arnica 
tibiarum. tegminis ligamen , either the Queen’s, or the King’s Miftrefs’s ; 
concerning the latter, which has more generally prevailed. Authors 
here again greatly differ, fome calling her Joanne , fome Katherine, 
and others Alice , Countefs of Salisbury and Kent, and fometimes of 
both : All which Mr. Ajhmole proves to be equally improbable with the 
Story itfelf ; and with the learned Dr. Heylyn , who took no fmall pains 
to fatisfy himfelf and the World in this particular, we may conclude 
‘ this notion of the Lady's Garter to be a vain and idle Romance dere- 
4 gatory both to the Founder and the Order-, firft publifhed by Polydcr 
4 Vergil , a It ranger to the affairs of England, and by him taken upon 
4 no better ground than fama Vulgi , the tradition of the common 
4 People, too trifling a Foundation for fo great a Building; common 
* Bruit being fo infamous an Hiftorian, that wife Men neither report 
4 after it, nor give credit to any thing they receive from it.’ [ Cofmogr . 
lib 1 .] And yet has it fo fallen out, that many learned Men, for want 
of reflection, have unwarily run any with this vulgar Error. 

Another opinion there is, which refers the Tnftitution to King Richard 
1. tying a Leathern Phong or Garter about the Legs of a chofen num- 
ber of Knights, when his Forces were employed againfl: Cyprus and~ 
Aeon, and well-nigh tired out with the tedioufnefs of the Siege, to 
put them in mind of the future glory that fhould acrue to them, with 
affurance of worthy Rewards if they overcame ; and that after a long 
interval of time, and divers Victories obtained by him, the faid King 
•returning into his Country, determined with himfelf to inftitute and 
fettle this moft Noble Order of St. George , on whofe Patronage the 
Englijh fo much relied. — Thus much we fhall find prefently related in 
the Preface to the Black Book of the Order ; but fhould it be admitted 
that King Richard l. did make ufe of this device in the Holy Land-, yet 
that he thence took occafion to frame a diftinCl Order of Knighthood 
afterwards, there is not the leaft mention. 


Sir 
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Sir John Froiffard , a Writer of that Age, in his Chronicle, lib. 1. 
fpeaking of the Inflitution and Eflablifhment of this Order , fays, ‘ that 
King Edward calling together the Earls, Barons, and principal Knights 
of his Kingdom, freely and obligingly declared his mind to them, 
concerning this affair: ’ To which all of them being well inclined, ‘ en- 
tertained the motion with equal joy and applaufe ; confidering it would 
prove a very great advancement to piety, nobility, and virtue, and like- 
wife an excellent expedient for the uniting, not only his Natives one 
with another, but all Foreigners with them in the bonds of Amity 
and Peace.’ 

And ’tis very improbable, that this great Prince fhould fummon 
his Nobles, folemnly to confult about fo high and noble an advance- 
ment of an Order , had it taken its firfl rife from fo flight an occafion, 
as the accidental dropping of a Garter from a Lady’s Leg. On the 
contrary it is manifefl from Froifi'ard i 1 that the declaration which the 
King made to them of his intention and defign (when they were affem- 
bled) appeared a matter very honourable, and fuch as contributed to 
the improvement of Love and Amity among themfelves ; ’ which we 
fee this Hiftorian afiigns to be the only caufe, why they joyfully con- 
fented to his propofal. 

Fabian , alfo an Hiftorian of credit in the following Age, fpeaks of 
the firfl motive of this Inflitution in the following Words: In 19. 
yere the Kyng held a folempne feajle at his Cajlle of Wyndefore, wher 
betwene Candel Maffe & Lent were holden or executed many marcyal 
a 5 ls , as Julies, Tournaments with diver fe other , at which were prefent 
many fir angers of other landes , and in the ende thereof he there devifed 
the Order of the Garter, and after efiablijhed it as at this day it is 
continued. [Chron. p. 219.] 

We may then truly affirm, that King Edward III. had no refledlion, 
either upon a Lady’s Garter , or King Richard’s Leathern-Thong , when 
he firfl delign’d this Inflitution ; but that it proceeded from a much more 
noble Caufe ; viz. that this King being perfon of a mofl abfolute and 
accomplifh’d Vertue, gave himfelf op to a prudent management of 
military Affairs ; and being engaged in War for the recovery of his 

S Righc 
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Right to the kingdom of France; in the profecution of which enter- 
prize, he had greac ufe of the ftoutefl and moft famous Martial ills of 
that Age, did thereupon at firft delign (as being invited thereto by its 
antient Fame) the refloration of King Arthur’ s Round T able, which he 
exhibited with magnificent Haftiludes and general JuJies, that he might 
thereby inflame the Minds of his own Lords with military Glory, and 
to invite hither the gallant and adtive Spirits from abroad ; and upon 
difcovery of their courage and ability in the exercife of Arms, tb draw 
them to his Party, and oblige them to himfelf. 1 

Windfor , according to Sir John Froifard, was about the beginning 
of the fixth Century honour’d with the Institution of this Order of 
the Round Fable by Arthur King of Britain. The fame is fupported 
by feveral antient Britijh Hiftories, as alfo by Leland in his AJfertio 
Arturi , &c. who fays, the number of Knights ele&ed into that Order 
were Twenty-four •, that not only Britons were admitted, but Stran- 
gers alfo of other Nations, who out of a defire of Glory, came over 
hither, to make proof of their Sufficiency in the exercife of Arms 
with the Britijh Knights , and that the general qualifications for elec- 
tion were, that they fhould be Perfons of Nobility and Dignity, re- 
nown’d for Vertue and Valour, and admirably well-fkill’d in the know- 
ledge and ufe of Arms. 

And it may add fome reputation to King Arthur' s Round Fable , by 
obferving farther, that the like Round Fable grew into great reaueft 
(hortly after the Norman Succeffion, and continued long with us ; be- 
ing ordinarily fet up at the grand Martial Exercifes, called Hajliludes , 
Flits , or Bonnie aments ; or as Mat. Paris explains it, Potius ludus mili- 
' taris , qui menfa Rotunda dicitur. The fame was permitted by King 
Stephen , and much encouraged by King Richard I. King Edward L 
and for the fame end and purpofe, as King Arthur made ufe of it. 

And thus King Edward III. having a defign to reftore the Honour 
of the Round Fable , or as Vincen. Lupan. de Magijlrat. Franc. L. r. 
expreffes, Ut Arturi mcmoriam refricaret , held a JuJle at Windfor in 
the 1 8th year of his reign, according to IValfingham: But according 
to Fabian above-mentioned, and an old MS. Chronicle, King Edward 

in 
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in his x qth. year firfi began his Round Table at Windfor, and ordained 
the Day annually to be kept there at Whitfuntide. And this Meeting 
Mr. Selden has obferv’d likewife, did in truth occafion the Inftitution 
of the mojl Noble Order of the Garter . [Titles of Hon.] 

Accordingly King Edward , conceiving no place more fit than Wind- 
for , caufed this his refolution to be proclaimed, not only in his own 
Dominions, but alfo in Scotland , France , Burgundy , Hainalt , Flan- 
ders , Brabant , and the Empire, promifing by his Heralds, to all 
Knights and Efquires, his royal conduct for fifteen days before, and as 
many after the ending the Solemnity ; and for this purpofe, upon New- 
Tears-Day , 1344, the King iflued out his royal Letters of Protection 
for the fafe coming and return of foreign Knights, that were defirous 
to try their Valour at the folemn Jufes by him appointed to be held 
there, on Monday after the Feaft of St. Hilary next following (which 
happened that year on the 19th of January) and thefe Letters of fafe 
Conduct continued in force until the Odtaves of the Purification of 
our blefied Lady enfuing. 

At the time appointed, viz. January 19, 1344, as is fnoft generally 
received, King Edward, attended tvith the chief of his Nobility, Knights 
and Efquires, at Windfor, and many valiant and worthy Knights from 
foreign Nations, opened the Solemnity with a magnificent Supper he 
had provided for their Entertainment, and many martial and brave 
Exercifes were performed for feveral days fucceflively: And to add the 
greater luftre to this noble Afiembly, the Queen alfo was prefent, ac- 
companied with 300 of the faireft Ladies and Virgins, in their richeft 
Attire, all of noble and honourable families: And immediately after thefe 
firft martial Exercifes were over (to the end better accommodation might 
be provided for the Knights that Ihould afterwards come thither) King 
Edward, according to Stow in his Chronicle, ‘ caufed to be called to- 
gether a great many of Artificers to the Caftle of Windfor , and began to 
build an Houfe, which was called the Round Fable-, the floor whereof, 
from the center or midde poynt into the Compafie, was an hundred 
foote, and the whole Diameter two hundred foote, and the Circum- 
ference thereof fix hundred foote, three quarters.’ 
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’Tis farther obfervable from the Hiftories in general of thofe times, 
that the French King, Philip de Valoys , to render lefs effectual thde 
martial Afiociations at Windfor , pradtis’d the like at his Court in France: 
For he alfo fet up a Round Table, and invited the Knights and valiant 
men of Arms out of Italy and Almaine thither, and forbid any to de- 
part out of France, left they fhiould repair to our King Edward III. But 
this meeting with fmall fuccefs, however, proved in fome meafure for the 
prefent a countermine to King Edward’s main defign : And it is altogether 
pertinent in the prefent place to give a remarkable itiftance of the Ge- 
nerofity and noble Spirit of King Edward , and the bad effe&s of the 
Jealoufy of Philip , who at this time, and probably on this account, 
began to be fufpicious of certain of his Lords, and others of his Court, 
who had hitherto ferved him faithfully, as if notwithftanding, they 
fecretly favoured King Edward’s Caufe; that this fufpicion of Philip’s 
was truly grounded no where appears; but however, according to the 
Hiftorians Froiffard and Mezeray , that Prince under pretence of a fo- 
lemn Tournament, which he, Anno 1344, held at Paris, in imitation 
of King Edward’s at Windjor, drew thither the Lord Oliver Cliffon , with 
ten or twelve other Lords of Bretagne , in Company of the Lord Charles 
of Blois, and there the moft loyal and valiant Lord Clif'on was fuddenly 
by the jealous King’s order apprehended, and clap’d in Prifon, no Man be- 
ing able to imagine for what reafon ; unlefs, that becaufe King Edward 
had chofe rather lately, to releafe him by exchange for the Lord Stafford , he 
was therefore fufpedied to be a fecret Friend to the Englijh ; and not- 
withftanding, that he had fo gallantly recovered Vannes from the Eng- 
lifts, and at the fame time had rid King Philip of the Lord Robert of 
Artois , one of his moft mortal Enemies, now without any procefs or 
hearing, he was adjudged to be drawn through the City to the place of 
excution, where, according to Fabian, he loft his Head ; and after that, 
his Body was hanged in Chains upon a Gibbet, and his Head fent to 
Nantes in Bretagne, where it was advanced upon a pole over the Gates 
of the City, to the great aftonifbment, fays -Mezeray, of all Men, and' 
the infinite regret and indignation of the Nobility; whofe Blood, till 
now, was, not ufed to be fhed, but in Battle for that cruel Prince’s 
quarrel. Soon after died in like manner Sir fohn, and Sir Godfrey de 
Malefroit , Father and Son, two valiant and worthy Bretons, alfo their 
Kinfman John Malefroit, Sir John de Montaubon y and Sir John du 
Pleff 
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Pleflis, with many other noble Knights and Efquires of Bretagne and 

Normandy. - ' “ . ’■* t 

King Edward was informed immediately of thefe horrid Tragedies, 
at WindJ'or , by Henry Makjlroit , younger Brother to Sir Godfrey before- 
named, and Mailer of the Requefts to King Philip , who came over to 
England in deep difpleafure, complaining unto the King moll bitterly, 
‘ of the death of his Father, Brother and Coufin, and how cruelly, 
* and without all reafon King Philip had executed feveral other Lords’, 
‘Knights, and Efquires, and efpecially the noble Lord Cliffon, who had 
‘ fo faithfully and valiantly ferved againft the Englijh, only becaufe he 
‘ had a jealoufy, that they were fecretly King Edward's Friends-: 
‘ Wherefore he exhorted him earneftly, that-fince the French King had 
‘ thereby broken the Truce lately concluded, he would renew the War 
‘ againft him, and revenge the Blood of thofe his innocent Friends. ’ 

When King Edward had received this News, and that the Lord 
CliJJon , and other noble Knights had loft their lives for his fake ; ac- 
cording to the fame Authors, Froifard and Mezeray , he took deep in- 
dignation at this inveterate malice of the French King’s, and was once 
in mind to have ferved the Lord Henry du Leon , a Lord of Bretagne, 
who was now hisPrifoner, in the fame manner} but the generous Earl 
of Darby , fhewed to Him and his Council fueh reafons as altered his 
intention, and fomewhat calmed his paffion : ‘ Sir, faid he, tho’ King 
‘ Philip being flung with mortal jealoufy, hath ralhly done fo bafe an 
‘ action, as unjuftly to put to death fuch valiant and worthy Knights ; 
‘ yet for God’s fake, let not the bright fplendour of your Name be fuK 
1 lied with any fuch black and fhameful deed} and to fay the truth, 
‘ your Prifoner Sir Henry, as he was no way acceffary to his Mailer’s 
‘ fault, fo methinks ought not to find any harder ufage for the fame, 
£ but rather to be put to a reafonable Ranfom, as a Man of Honour 
‘ taken in the Wars. ’ 

Hereupon the King, who always was inclinable to hear reafon, be- 
came fomething more pacified, and fent for Lord Henry du Leon to 
come before him, at which time he fpake thus unto him, lhaking his 
Head for anger : ‘ Ah, Sir Henry , Sir Henry ! Mine adverfary, Philip 

r de 
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‘ de Valois hath fhew’d in a moil cruel manner his extream Tyranny, 
unjuftly to put ro death fuch worthy Knights; wherewith I am in- 

* finitely difpleafed (altho’ I never held any Correlpondence with any 

* of them) becaufe I queftion not but he did it in defpight of Us: And 

* therefore, if I would contend with him in malice, I could now ferve 
4 you in like manner; for you have done to me and mine more difplea- 
4 fure in Bretagne than any other. But this I will pafs by, and (let 

* Philip do his worft) to our power we fhall preferve our reputation, 
4 and not care to imitate him in his ignoble and unprincely Adlions. 
4 Wherefore for my Coufin of Darby’s fake, who hath entreated me 
4 in your behalf, I am content to deliver you for a fmall Ranfom, on 
*• condition you will do as I require you.” The Knight' anfwer’d, mak- 
ing a low reverence, 4 Sir, I fhall readily do what you pleafe to com- 

* mand me.” Then the King proceeded, ‘ I know well you are one 
4 of the moft fubftantial Knights in Bretagne , and (if I would be ftrift 
1 with you) that you are well able to pay me 30 or 40000 Scutes :* 
4 But if you will engage upon- your honour to go to mine Adverfary, 
4 Philip de Valois , and to fhew him from me, That fince he hath fo 
4 cruelly and unjuftly put to death fuch valiant Knights in fpight of me , 
4 I fay and will prove , that he hath broken the Truce lately taken between me 
4 and him ; wherefore alfo I renounce it utterly on my part y and from this 
4 day forward mortally defy him. This meflage if you will truly per- 
4 form',- your Ranfom Ihall be but 10,000 Scutes which you fhall truly 
4 pay, and fend to Bruges within 15 days after you have crofs’d the 
4 Seas. And moreover you Ihall fay to all Knights and Efquires of thofe 
4 parts, that for all this they forbear not to come to our Feaft at 
4 Windfor , for they fhall be welcome to us, and enjoy the benefit of 
4 our fafe conduct as we have declared. 4 Sir, replied the Knight, to 
4 the beft of my power, I fhall perform your commands; and God 
4 reward your Majefty for the great clemency you are pleas’d to fhew 
4 unto me : And I heartily thank my noble Lord of Darby for his good 
4 word in my behalf.’ 

In a few days after, Sir Henry took his leave of the King, and went 
on board - at Southampton , with intent to go to Harjleur in Normandy , 
and from thence to Paris , to deliver King Edward’s Defiance : But 

* A Scute is Six Shillings and Eight-pence Sterling. 
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Sir Henryzxltngfn gained Land at 'Grotoy in Picardy. From thence 
this valiant; but unfortunate gentleman, was obliged with his conti- 
pany to-gonn fopt-to^^?uz 7 A?,-about five leagues diftance, before they 
could get Horfes. And Sir Henry grew fo fick that he was fain to 
be carried in a Litter to Paris , where he did his meffage to King Philip 
very punctually ; but on his return home into Bretagne , he died at 
the City of Angiersp on the borders of his own country.

But to return. King Edward finding that his Entertainment "of 
Stranger Knights , and the revival' of King Arthur’s Round Table, was? 
too general, and did not fiufficiently bind them to him : •■He refolved upbrf 
a defign more particular and feledt, and fuch' as mightioblige and tie thofe' 
whom he thought fit to make his Affociates, in a>firn) bond of Friend- 
fhip and Honour.

And having given forth his own Garter for the fignal of a battle that 
prov’d fuccefsful (which with Du Chefne [Hiji. Gen.d’Angl. p. 670.] 
we conceive to be that of Greff fought almofi; three years after his 
fetting up the Round Table at Windjbr.) He thence took occafion of 
inftituting this Order , and gave the Garter (aflum’d by him for the 
fymbol of Unity and Society) the Preheminence among the Enfigns of 
it whence that feledt number, whom-he incorporated into a Frater- 
nity, are frequently {filed Equites aurece Penfcelidis , and vulgarly, 
Knights of the Garter. 

And to make the bond and tye of love and friendship more clofe and 
binding, the King caufed thofe who. were (or fhould be) of the Order, 
to be called Fellows, Afiociates , Colleagues , Brethren^ ’and Knights-Com-' 
panions , and the Order itfelf a Society, Fellowfdp , College of Knights , 
and Knight s-Companionfl hip ; and their Habit and Ornament to be all 
alike, as to Fafhion and Materials; and to no other end, but to repre- 
fent how they ought to be united in all chances of Fortune, Co-partners 
both in Peace and War, afliftant to one another in all ferious and dan- 
gerous tranfaCtions, and through the whole courfe of their lives, faith- 
ful and friendly one towards another. 

But 
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But befides thefe authorities, we have met with Tome other teftimo- 
nies, much to the fame effect; namely, that this.moft Noble Order of 
the Garter was firft inftituted, ‘ to fortify the confidence of the King, 
the Kingdom, and Martial Virtue;’ that is to fay, ‘ to ftrengthen the 
faith of the Subjects towards him, and for their greater fecurity. 
XCaii Antiq.] 

By this Symbol, fays Heylyn , [Cofmogr.] he defigned to bind the 
Knights or bellows of it, feverally unto one another, and all of them 
jointly to himfelf, as Sovereign of the Order . And accordingly (faith 
Speed the Hiftorian) this did- not only ferve as ‘ a vehement incentive 
to honour and martial virtue, but alfo a golden bond of unity and inter- 
nal Society;’ it being juft, that thofe whom equal virtue and fortitude 
of mind had joined together, no fortune fhould feparate or eftrange, 
by occafion of any accident or difference. 

In the Preface to the Black Book of the Order ; by the Garter , the 
Knights-Companions “are admonifh’d religioufly, fincerely, friendly, 
faithfully, and dextroufly to go through whatfoever they undertake ; 
but not to undertake or attempt any thing, contrary to the Oath and 
Statutes of the Order , neither to fruftrate the rights of Peace and 
Friendfhip, vilify the law of Arms, or to proceed in any thing farther, 
than Faith or CompaCt, or the bond of Friendfhip will admit.” And 
thus have feveral Authors fymbolically defcanted upon this and the 
other Enfigns of the Order. * 

’Tis here farther to be obferv’d, that whereas King Edward III. had 
fet on foot a Title to the Kingdom of France , and in right thereof af- 
fum’d its Arms, he, from the colour of them, [Ex colleB. JV. Le Neve.] 
caufed the Garter of the Order to be made Blue, and the Circumfcription 
Gold. And it may, without any draining, be inferr’d, from the Motto 
[l^oni fott qtti mal p l^enft] that he retorted Shame and Defiance upon him, 
that fhould dare to think ill of fo juft an Enterprize, as he had undertaken 
for the recovery of his lawful right to that Crown ; and that the mag- 
nanimity of thofe. Knights, whom he had cholen into this Order, was 
fuch, as would enable him to maintain that Quarrel, againft all who 
durft think ill of it. Confonant to this, fays Mr. Afhmole, is the con- 
jecture 
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jedture of Harpsfield. , [Hid. Anglic.] that this Apothegme was defign- 
ed to put the Knights-Companions in mind, * not to admit any thing 
* in the adtions of their Lives, or among their Thoughts, unbefeem- 
1 ing themfelves or their Honour;’ Neither throughout the feveral Sta- 
tutes arid InjunSiions of this Injiitution , is one word relating to any obli- 
gation or engagement on behalf of the Feminine Sex. 

To lay afide then every idle report, the condant parent of fallhood, 
it may with all probable aifurance be afcertained, that from this revived 
feminary of the Round Table was reared this illudrious and mod; Noble 
Order ofSt. George, confiding of twenty-five Knights of approvedVa- 
lour and Fidelity, under one. Leader, the royal Edward, their great and 
vidtorious Sovereign , now in the height of Glory, by repeated Vidtories 
and Conqueds over his Enemies ; for in the third year, from the fird 
■meeting of thefe Knights at Windfor, viz. Augujl 26, 1346, was fought 
the famous Battle of Crejfy , between King Edward and Philip of 
France, wherein the French Army was entirely routed, and the flower of 
their Nobility, with John King of Bohemia, and fames King of Ma- 
jorca, flain in the Field; farther, on the 17th of OSlober, in the fame 
year, was alfo fought the no lefs famous Battle of Nevill’s Crofs , againft 
the Scots , in which the Englijh Army alike gained a compleat Vidtory, 
and David King of Scotland was taken Prifoner. 

In the midd of thefe glorious Exploits, and as a reward for fo great 
military Valour, did this heroic and warlike Prince fird: form and ap- 
point this mod Noble Order of Knighthood, commonly called the Or- 
der of the Garter, that being the chief Enjign made ufe of in this 
Injiitution ; not on account of any Female Regard, or folely from being 
the Enjign difplayed, or Watch-Word given by King Edward at the Battle 
of Crejfy , as has fomewhat prevailed on the authority of DuChefne , but 
rather as a Tye or Band of Ajjociation in honour and military Virtue , to 
bind the Knights-Companions JlriBly to himj'elf and each other, in friend- 
Jhip and true agreement, and as an Enjign or Badge of unity and combi- 
nation . , to promote the honour of God, and the glory and intcref of their 
Prince and Sovereign. Thus much does the Time, the Per Jons, and the 
Words of Injiitution warrant; and if the Foundation of the College of 
•St. George at WindJ'or , and the Inditution of this military Order of 

T Knight- 
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Kfiighthood, at the fame time and place by this Prince, be duly confi- 
dered; it muftbe confefled that no flight occafion, but the more noble 
caufe of Religion and Virtue, firft gave rife in the mind of this religious 
and heroick Prince, to eftablilh fo great Foundations to the Glory of 
God, and for the Encouragement and Reward of true Valour and. honoura- 
ble Deeds ; and upon a ftridt examination of what has been advanced by 
different Authors on this Subject, no other fatisfadtory account of this 
Infitution can be found, but only vain conjectures, and idle furmifes, 
foreign to the purpofe, and unfupported either by fadt or reafon. 

And fo exadlly fays Mr. A f mole, did the Founder fute the whole 
Habit unto the fignification of this princely Enfign of the Garter , that he 
ordained His own, and the Knights Companions Robes and Ornaments to be 
all alike, both for Materials and Fafhion; thereby intimating, 'That they 
ought to conferve brotherly love a?nong themf elves : And left at any time 
there fhould fall out the leaft breach of Amity, the great Collar of 
the Order (ordained to be of equal Weight, and compofed of a like 
number of fmall Links and Knots) was fo made, in witnefs of the like 
Bond of Faith , Peace , and Amity , flridlly to be obferved among them. 
In fine, all things relating to the Order , were fo defigned and appoint- 
ed, That every one might plainly perceive , how much tbefe things tended 
to the maintaining of Amity and Concord: Ut omnia ad Amicitiam et 
Concordiam tendere nemo non intelligat , Lib. Nig. in proem. 

And now, according to Fabian, the Statutes of Inf it ut ion, and other 
Authorities we fhall Toon mention, viz. Ann. Dom. 1349. Ann. Reg. 
23. did this Noble Order receive its compleat Settlement, by the efta- 
blifliment of Laws and Ordinances , for the due and regular govern- 
ment of the Society ; and King Edward , by his Heralds, proclaimed 
both at home and in foreign Countries, his royal purpofe of holding a 
folemn Festival at Windfor, on April 23, the Anniverfary of St George , 
afore the military Patron of England , and now declared the peculiar Pa- 
tron of this Noble Order ; at which time in the Morning, King Edward, 
as Sovereign , and his twenty-five Companions , all cloathed in Gowns of Ruf- 
fett, and Mantles of fine Woollen Cloth of blue Colour, powdered with. 
Garters , each having the Great Collar of the Order , and a pair of long 
Cordans of blue Silk, fixed to the Collar , together with the reft of the 

Habit 
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Habit of the Order , went in folemn proceffion to the Chapel of St. 
George ; where, after divine Service by William Edindon , Bilhop of 
Winckejler , appointed Prelate of the Order , the feveral Ceremonies of 
Installation were performed, and the Sovereign and noble Companions re- 
turned in like order to a magnificent Feaft provided for them at the 
royal Expence: After this, for feveral days fucceflively, were alfo exhi- 
bited the martial Sports of Tilting and Tournament , with other Feats of 
Arms , proper to the place and occafion, with great fplendor and mag- 
nificence. 

David King of Scotland , being at this time Prifoner in England, as 
is before -mentioned, was not only prefent at this Solemnity, but per- 
mitted to enoble himfelf by the ufe and exercife of Arms, and had a 
Harnefs provided for him at King Edward’ s Charge, with a Pale of red 
Velvet, and beneath, a white Rofe embroidered thereon. The King 
of England alfo himfelf held a part in thefe folemn Jufts, having for 
his Devife a White Swan, Gorged Or , with this daring and inviting 
Motto, wrought upon his Surcoat and Shield, 

Ijap the OTljpte fetoan;

The fame Liberty which was granted to the King of Scots , was alfo 
allowed to Ralph Earl of Eu and Guifnes , and Conftable of France , 
with the Earl of Tancarville , the Lord Charles of Blois, and many 
other both French and Scotch Captives j to whom the courteous King 
not only permitted the ufe of Arms upon this and other the like occa- 
sions, but impartially awarded them the Prizes they deferred : Particu- 
larly the Earl of Eu bare himfelf at this time with fo much honour, 
that King Edward adjudged unto him that day’s Prize, and foon after 
gave him leave upon Paroll to return into France , to negotiate about 
the redemption of himfelf and others his Countrymen, that were then 
alfo Prifoners here. But this favour of King Edward’s , thus gracioufly 
beftowed on this yyorthy Perfonage, proved accidentally an occafion of 
fuch a mortal Jealoufy to the French King, that thereby he found, or 
made, a pretence to bereave him foon after of his Life : In the mean 
while the Fame of thefe frequent and notable Tournaments, held by fo 
warlike a Prince, invited hither many gallant Knights from foreign 

T 2 Parts j 
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Parts; but efpecially the young Noblemen of Gafcoign came hither, as y 
to the chiefeft School of War, to pradtife themfelves in Feats of Arms: 
And during the Summer feafon, both thefe, and others the Prifoners of 
both Nations, were allowed to follow the Court, and pafs their time 
with the King and his Nobles, in hunting, near Salisbury in Wiltjhire, 
and in feveral other the King’s Forefts. [Barnes.] 

s • r 

Such was the Foundation of this noble Order of the Garter , which 
hath now flouriflied 400 years compleat, with fuch diftinguifhed Glory, 
that the Princes of Cbriftendom, mod; celebrated for heroick Atchieve- 
ments, have eagerly follicited an admittance into this Fraternity, as 
the greateft acceffion of Honour that could happen to them ; and on 
rhe Plan and Oeconomy thereof, did eredt feveral military Orders in 
their own Territories, which, fays Mr. Anflis, have made like Figures 
in comparifon with this, as Copies ufually bear to their Originals, or 
Colonies to their potent Mother Cities; tho’ it is evident thefe deri- 
vative Orders would have fhone with more Luftre, if the great Mailers 
of them, had not fuffered a deviation from the Precedent of the Garter , 
which hath never admitted any augmentation to the number of Com- 
panions defigned in the original Statutes. 

It may be expedted we fhould here fet down the Names of this 
illuftrious Society of Knights, and the Statutes and Ordinances made 
for their Rule and Government, but thefe are more proper to be re- 
ferred to diftindt Chapters •, and we fliall now rather proceed to make 
farther mention of this noble Foundation, by Extradls from the Pre- 
face to the Black Book of the Order * before often mention’d, whereby 
the inquifitive Reader will be more fully infrudted in many particulars 
before related in this Hiftory, and in the nature and purport of this 
moil noble and illuftrious Inllitution. 

‘ T? dward III. one of the moll invincible Princes that ever fat on the 

jLli ‘ Engliflj Throne, after the many glorious adlions of his own reign, 
‘ ferioully conlidering and revolving within himfelf on the two chief 

* Orna- 

* The Black Book of the Order is an ancient MS. in Latin on Vellum, fo named from its Cover 
being Blclck Velvet , wrote m the reign of King Henry VIII. It contains the Regijler* or ASls of * the 
Order % continued to the end of the reign of King Edward VI. and Anno 1724, was pnblifhed^ 
with an Englifb Tranflauon by Mr. Anjiu fen. the hue worthy and induitrious King a: Amis, 
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c Ornaments of Kings, or rather Duties enjoined them by the Almighty, 
‘ that is to fay, a due and proper regulation of Knighthood, and con- 
‘ tinual improvement in military Atchievements, as a fure and lafting 
‘ defence to the Commonwealth, and what is principally necefiary for 
‘ it ; and on which, as it were depends the other, which is a firm efta- 
‘ blifhment of Religion, highly tending to the glory and honour of 
‘ God, and advantage of all and every Kingdom well and truly govern- 
‘ ed, refolved at laft to follow in this particular, the feveral Examples 
* of his own and other flourifhing Kingdoms, who at all times provided 
‘ for the fplendor and juft magnificence of Knighthood, partly to pre- 
4 ferve the glory of their Anceftors in good and lafting memory, and 
4 partly to encourage their Youth to imitate them and aim at true glory ; 
4 wifely following the examples of the Ancients, among whom for 
‘ great and good actions, 'the Images and Statues of their Anceftors 
‘ were wont to be placed in their Houfes with great magnificence and 
4 glory, and fometimes Crowns were put upon the Heads of the Sta- 
4 tues, and in procefs of time, other marks and diftindtions of honour 
4 were publickly made ufe of, as the cafe required, and the honour, 
4 dignity, and degree of their Houfe and Family were diftinguifhed by 
4 their Bearings: That their Nobility and Youth encouraged by thefe 
4 honours fhould aim at glory, and fo improve the endowments both of 
4 Body and Mind, that having gone through the fame labours and dif- 
4 ficulties, they might at laft attain to the like honour and glory- 
4 And it is no fmall advantage to a Government, that fuch encourage- 
4 ments to virtue fhould be laid before the noble and the brave, by 
4 which being fired, they might be wholly take up, and employed in 
4 adtions becoming themfelves. — Hence comes it that they hang up 
‘ the Banners of Noblemen as well living as dead, and fplendidly fix 
‘ them over their Monuments, to the end, that the Minds of Spedfar 
4 tors might be enflamed with true Nobility, Piety, and Virtue. 

4 — To this purpofe is it that Crefts, Helmets, Shields, Swords, Ban- 
‘ ners and Arms hang up in St. George ’ s Church at Wvidfor-, hence are 
4 thofe lafting and beautiful Plates fixed up, to the intent that the ho- 
4 nour and glory of their worthy Anceftors and Predecefibrs fhould fo 
4 pleale the Minds of the fpirited Youth, as.earneftly to endeavour by 
4 the fame-virtues, by the fame great and good deeds to attain at laft to< 
4 the fame honour, Hence the peculiar Ornaments of the moft defer v- 
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4 ing Knights of this Order, the Robe of State, the Gold Chain and 
4 Garter are diligently, as they ought to be, preferved at WindJ'or, and 
there, and in other places alfo, as the exigency of time requires, fhewn 
4 on the Bodies of illuftrious Men. Thefe things tend all to this end, 

* that the approved magnanimity of their Seniors fhould not want its 
1 due glory, and the enobled Youth might be encouraged to imitate 
4 them: And that when they beheld the honourable Enfigns of their 
‘ Anceftors, their Minds might be vehemently enflamed with Virtue. 

4 Nor has the appearance of thefe things fo great an influence on them 
‘ only, but even the memory of part adions begets a flame in the 
‘ Breafts of brave Men, which cannot be extinguished till by their own 
4 glorious exploits, they fhall equal, and come up to the fame and glory 

* of thofe who were before them. Thefe things are done for a peculiar 

* reafon by Chriftians, viz. that there may be a provifion for the fal- 

* vation of the Souls of all who are departed this Life, but more par- 
‘ ticularly for thofe of the Knights of this Order. The caufe of 

* creating which Order at firfl: feems to be this, that- (as we faid before) 

* true nobility after long and many labours might not complain of its 
‘ being deprived, through envy, of the honour it had deferved : And 

* that the fprightlier and lefs governable Youth, might not be without a 
4 bright Example in virtuous Performances, which are renowned, gloriouSj 

* and lafting. — Nor. is WindJ'or improperly fet apart for the worthy poflef- 
4 fion and glory of this honour: A place upon every account extremely pro- 
4 per, whether you conflder either the nature or art of the place. Nature 
4 has drawn a compafs round it, no lefs convenient for its defence, than 

* beautiful to the Eye. The Mount of a good height, and of hard 
4 Chalk, fo that a foundation may be fecurely laid there, the River 
4 'Thames flowing beneath it, abundantly enriched and beautified with 
4 fhady Groves, fruitful Fields, and Meadows. Ij Wherefore our Sove- 
4 reigns adding equal art thereto, built' a Tower thereon, fo famous and 

* truly royal, that (if our own Country- men, or even Foreigners them - 
4 felves may be believed) neither this part of the Globe, nor even all 
4 Chrijiendom can fhew the like. This is the King’s Caftle, and proper 

* Seat and Palace; here have they eflablifhed their own, and their 
4 . Kingdom’s : glory ; here have they taken care, that a healing Savour of 
4 Prayers 'fhould be always offered for their Souls. And by how much 
4 the more famous and* excellent they have been for their own Adions, 

4 the 
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4 the greater and more unbounded love have each of them had for 
4 JVindfor. Arthur , who for the excellency of his Actions, has been 
4 defervedly. noted and famous,, and in whofe reign, the Riches and 
4 Power of the Britons largely encreafed, begad that noble Tower, and 
4 there in (United (as they call it) his round Table. This was (if we 
* may believe Authors) a Seat made of an extraordinary Wood, drawn 
4 round into a circle, and, beautifully adorned, which Arthur had fee 
‘.apart for thofe feledt; Knights, (wjucn ,he h^d cnofen and united for 
‘ himfelf ; and was (fill farther ennobled, by the confecrating Hand of 
4 the then Archoifhop of Canterbury , . Thefe were twenty-eight of the 
4 beft Knights joined together : Which number does not differ much from 
4 that, which is now obferved by this military Society, which foon after 
4 with equal glory and defert came into the place of this. For in this Or- 
4 der are twenty -fix, Jic orig . ] -over which as Sovereign the King of 
4 England for the time being, always prefides. As from Arthur (to 
‘ fay nothing of his Predeceffors, or trace back folong a feries of illu- 
4 ftrious things) it is plain what regard was had to the military Affairs, 
4 and how curious they were in their Drefs and Ornaments, thp’ all did 
4 not proceed in the fame Order and Glory. For Arthur who was won - 
4 derfully delighted with the Tilts and Tournaments of thofe times, 
4 and a great lover of thofe, who had given inftances of their courage 
4 and (kill in War, conflituted feledt Champions, who were defervedly 
4 famous on thefe accounts^ and joined them not only in familiarity ope 
4 with another, but alfo with himfelf; on whofe Wit, Courage, and 
4 Induftry, if occafion required, in any difficult and dangerous Under- 
4 taking he might fafely rely. Thefe he ordered when they were either 
4 to banquet together, or take counfel about any bufinefs in War, to fit 
4 together in a Circle, that fo no envy might arife at one’s being prp- 
4 ferred before other, hut that being joined in Friendffiip, as they were 
4 in place and degree, no ill fortune fhould feparate or alienate them 
4 from one. another, whom an equal fhare of virtue and courage had 
4 joined together. The place of their fitting both our own Country- 
4 men and Strangers call King Arthur’s round Table, who very fre* 

4 quenily mention the Britijh Arthur , and defervedly mention him as 
4 the firft of the Chriflians, who are reckoned amohgft thofe nine 
4 Worthies, whofe glory and memory is immortal. — But our invincible 
4 Arthur has the mofi; deferyed applaufe, as being the fir ft Founder and 

*■ Ereftor 
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i Eredtor of that nioft illurffious Order of Knighthood, which has ap • 
c proved itfelf with fuch merit and glory at Windfor ; and other Kings 
following his example, have had a more favourable regard always to 
Windfor, and according to the luftre and dignity of their own a&ions, 

* have been more intent upon the celebrating and preferving their me- 

* mories in .that Place: For Henry h befides the particular endowments 

* of grace and nature, and his glorious AdKons, having obtained a great 

* and excellent Name, from the' gjreatnefs and excellency of his Learn- 
ing, thought he fhould fUll add to his glory, if to fo beautiful a Caftle, 
4 he fhould add a College of Priefts, whofe whole labour fhould be de« 
4 voted to the worfhip of God, reading of the Scriptures, and praying 
4 for the Souls of himfelf, and the reft who were dead. A happy omen, 
4 that tho’ other Kings had done many and great things, yet th e Henries 
4 fhould finifh and compleat always what was wanting. What a glo- 
‘ rious Soul had the feventh of this Name, the moft fincere and reli- 
4 gious King of all his Anceftors : And without doubt, as providence 
4 did not permit David to build the Temple of God, but left it to be 
4 compleated by his Son Solomon ; fo Henry VII. left it to the Eighth to 
4 finifh what he had fo glorioufly begun. Nor are we here to pafs by 
1 Richard I. inferior to none of our Kings for his warlike Exploits, thofe 
4 efpecially which he carried on with fo much fuccefs againfl the Turks 
4 and Hagarenes ; and was among his Englifmen the fame almoft, as 
4 Arthur was to his Britons: If we may give any credit to what our Hi- 
4 florians relate, when he lay with .his Army againft Cyprus and Aeon , 
4 and was wearied with the length of the Siege, which was carried 
4 oil with a great deal of difficulty and danger, the holy Spirit infpiring 
4 him (as ’tis thought) by means of an Apparition of St. George, it 
4 came into his mind to put on the Legs of fome feledt Knights, a Lea- 
4 ther with a Buckle j being what they had then in readinefs; by which 
4 being mindful of their future glory, they might be ftirred up to be- 
4 have themfelves bravely and valiantly, fo as to obtain the Vidtory ; 
4 after the manner of the Romans , among whom that diverfity of 
4 Crowns, with which, for various caufes, Soldiers were prefented and 
4 honoured, that as it were by thefe incitements, their fluggifhneis 
4 being drove away, the bravery of their Mind, and floutnefs of Heart 
4 might be raifed, and fhew itfelf with great luftre. A Corona Cajlrcn- 
i Jis J or Valeris was decreed to him who fhould firft: break into the Ene- 

4 mv’s 
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4 my ’sCamp ; a mural to him who firft fcaled the Walls of an Enemy’s 

* Town: A civick Crown was that which a Citizen prefented, as ; a 
‘ proper Teftimony of his having his Life preferved, to him who had 
4 faved him in Battle. The Corona Objidionalu was prefented by the* 

* befieged, to him who freed and delivered them from the Siege; a 
4 naval Crown, adorned with the refemblances of thefProws of Ships, 
4 was ordered for him who fhould in a Sea Fight firft board the Enemy 

* an Oval was that which was given to a General, when entering the 
4 City after a Victory without bloodfhed ; a triumphal Crown of Lawrel, 
4 the greateft fignal of Joy and Vidtory, was given to him who was al- 
1 lowed a Triumph. Thefe lafting teftimonies of their great Valour 
i and Condudt, wonderfully ftirred up the courage of their Warriors 
4 minds, fo that they all were encouraged' to attempt any danger, and 
‘ chearfully go thro’ it with application and vigilance, for the obtain- 
‘ taining of thefe Honours which procured eternal Glory. Our glo- 

* rious Richard feems alfo to have made ufe of the like Counfels, when 
4 he tied this leathern Garter on the Legs of his Knights, to excite 

* their already forward Minds to perfedt the work they had taken in 

* hand, and prevent their being defpoiled of this fo great glory : The 
4 leathern Garter which was then beftowed, being to be fucceeded by a 
4 richer and more fplendid Enfign of Honour. In remembrance of 
4 which thing, after he had obtained many Vidtories, when he returned 
4 into his Country after a long abfence, he intended to found, eftablifh, 
4 and perfedt that illuftrious Order of St. George , on whofe guardian 
4 protedtion the Englijh fo much rely : What he did not go through 
4 with, Edward accomplifhed, that third Edward , in all kind of piety, 

* bravery, and condudt truly great and fupreme, in the twenty-third 
4 year of his reign, after he had triumphed feveral times over the 
4 French and Scotch: He bent his noble Mind to the worfhip of God 

* (to whom, as became a pious Prince, he afcribed all his fuccefs) and 
‘ to the honouring of the foldiery, by whofe faithful fervices he was pof- 
4 felled of fuch happinefs ; and leaft forgetful of the dead, he fhould 
4 feem only to have care of the living, with great largenefs and fandlity, 

4 he provided alfo for the Souls of the departed. For this intent he 
4 found no place more commodious, than Windfor , which was as. it were 
4 originally deftined for this Work; for this is the King’s own proper 
4 Houfe, this is the feat of Princes: And as this Houfe is'moft fit for a 

U 4 kingly 
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* kingly perfonage, fo it has always been firft made choice of. There, 

* therefore, he began to repair, or rather re-edify, and more beau tiful- 
4 ly and ftrongly rebuild the Caftle; which, when he had done, he 
4 purpofed to inftitute an Order, in which the King of England fhould 
4 prefide as Sovereign over twenty-fix Knights, to which, he gave the 
4 Name of the blue Garter. Unto this alfo, to prevent any bad con- 
4 ftrudtion being put upon any thing not done with an ill defign, and 
4 for a fignal of their fincerity and loyalty, he ordered a Motto in French 
4 Words to be wrought round the Garter, in letters of Gold, or fome 
4 other coftly manner ; and to be wore over one of their Shoulders, or 

* the Leg, and fometimes on their Thumb. And he commanded the 
4 Knights to obferve with folemn rites and juft ceremonies, the annual 
4 Feftival of St. George, and that chiefly at Windfor , to begin which 

* Cuftom, and perpetually to eftablifh it, the King called together the 

* Princes, Dukes, Earls, Lords, and chief Knights of the Kingdom, 
4 and with a great deal of fatisfa&ion, declared his mind in this Affair. 

* At which they being all extremely pleafed, received his royal Decla- 
4 ration with great joy and applaufe : And befides the advantages above- 
4 mentioned, faw what a vaft increafe of Piety, Nobility, and Vertue 
4 Would accrue from thence j how our Countrymen would the eafier 
4 accord amongft themfelves, and Foreigners likewife be joined in the 
4 fame bond of peace and friendfhip with us. And that he might the 
4 fooner and more firmly gain this end, he fuited Vefts and Ornaments 
4 with Names proper for the Order, that every one might know, that 
4 all thefe things tended to Vertue, Friendfhip and Concord. For as 
4 many as are of this Order, are called Fellows, Companions , Collegues , 
4 Brothers , and Fellow-Soldiers ; and the Order itfelf was ealled a So- 
4 ciety, a Fellowfhip , a College oj Knights , and a Brotherhood. Why 
4 were they Fellows ? but that being fharers in all fortune of Peace 
4 and War, they fhould in every great and dangerous undertaking aflift 
4 one another, and in every part of life remain firm and faithful Friends. 
4 They were called Companions , becaufe they did eat together, fitting 
4 at one Table ; or that when they were advifing and confulting for 
4 the benefit and welfare of the Kingdom, they accuftomed alfo to fit 
4 together atone Table. After this manner our Sovereign at firft in- 
4 ftituted his Knights, that when they were called upon, either to eat 
4 or confult together, they fhould fit at, or ftand round the fame 

4 Table 
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* Table together, following in this method, the example of the illuf- 

* trious Knights of the noble Arthur , who had before in the fame 

* manner fat round one and the fame Table. All which tends only to 
4 Unanimity and Concord ; and that they who have no difference in 

* Place and Honour, fhould not be of a different opinion. They were 

* called Collegues, Brothers, and Fell ow- Soldiers, becaufe in every change 

* of Fortune, and chance of War they ought all to be united in a 

* brotherly Love : As two only, equal in Honour and Power After 
4 which manner, Kings, Emperors, and Generaliffimos, Handing as it 
4 were upon the fame Level with their Soldiers, have joined themfelves 
4 to them by the fame Name, that from thence they might have a 
4 greater encouragement to Virtue and Boldnefs. O Companions , Com- 
4 panions ! fays the Trojan /Eneas ; Arthur calls them Copartners of his 
4 Profperity and Adverfity ; and Cafar in his Commentaries very often 
4 calls them Fellow-Soldiers , as many others which I fhall not mention. 

* But then this Equality is not to be encouraged, fo as to produce In- 
4 juftice. The Honour due to every one, is by no means to be denied 
4 him upon this Account, or is his Power to be leffened, for it is always 
4 to be remembered, that this Society is alfo called an Order. Order 
4 is the difpofition of every thing in its proper Place, fo that tho’ there 
4 appear in Publick, a difference and diftindion in Dignity, neverthe- 
4 lefs an equality of Affedtion, and . brotherly Friendfhip is inwardly, 
4 and in private preferved or cherifhed. Apparel likewife, and Orna- 
4 ments by the Figures of them mean the fame. For by that honour- 
4 able and orbicular Garter round one Leg, or on the Shoulder, the 
4 Knights were reminded, whatever they undertook to go thorough it 
4 with Piety, Sincerity and Friendfhip, Faithfulnefs and Dexterity : 
4 That they fhould not undertake, or attempt any thing contrary to 
4 the Oath and Inftitution of their Order, that they fhould not make 
4 void the laws of Peace and Amity, or negledt and break in upon the 
4 Rights, which belong to the ufage of War. That they fhould not 
4 flir a foot contrary to their Fidelity, or what union and band of 
4 Friendfhip required ; and that one Friend fhould not in the leaf!: de- 
4 rogate from another. The Collar compofed of thefe fort of Buckles 
4 and Boffes, precious with the Enfign of St. George, hanging in the 
4 midft of their Breaft, and put round the Necks of Noblemen, re- 
4 minds them of being bound together in the fame bond of Fidelity,

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‘ Peace and Friendfhip, that, as with a Chain, their affections might 
4 be linked together, and remain united, fo as not to be feparated. 
‘ The George hanging down upon the Breaft, puts them in mind of 
‘ him, and that, as he being their proper Saint (hewed himfelf a glo- 
‘ rious Soldier of Chrift, and his Spoufe the Church, they alfo fhould 
4 approve themfelves glorious Soldiers, and faithful aflerters of Chrift , 
‘ the Chriftian Religion, and their Society. The Purple Robe , or Vel- 
4 vet Mantle bears the mark of private Majefty, and properly fignifies 
‘ Prefence, and Bravery of Mind: Which fhould be fo great in thefe 
‘ Men, that they ought rather to lofe their Blood, than ever fhrink 

* from the caufe of God and their Sovereign : That they fhould lofe 
4 their Lives, fooner than be wanting in the defence of Virtue and 

* Friendfhip. This is the particular fignification of particular Robes ; 
‘ but the common Meaning of them all is, that the fight of them 

* might rekindle thofe fparks of Charity, which to the very great de- 
4 triment and deftruflion of Mankind had been extinguifhed. For this 
‘ our illuflrious King, and Sovereign of the Order he was about to found, 

* having obferved that formerly all Chriflendom had been difquieted, 

4 and agitated by open and bare faced Seditions, and fhamefully and 
4 traiteroufly drove againft, and fhattered upon the rocks of inteftine 
4 Wars : And that it was now torn with Wounds from the ill will of 
‘ private Factions, and envious defigns of treacherous Diffemblers ; be- 
4 gan to think what mod prefent Remedy might be applied to raife it 
4 from its low and weak Condition, and to confirm, (Lengthen, and 
4 preferve it when reftored to Vigour: And having long thought upon 

* this, Heaven at lafl: diredted him to found this noble Order, and fa- 
4 cred Society: And having folemnly inflituted and eftablifhed it in all 
‘ its Grace and Glory, he dedicated it to the blefled Virgin, and George 
4 the Martyr j that their Images, on whofe afiiftance Englijh Warriors 
4 chiefly rely, fhould be bore by them with Refpedt and Veneration in 
4 their Enfigns.-— On this Account our Edward in the Chapel of St. 

4 George at Windfor founded thirteen fecular Canons, and as many Vi- 
4 cars, mindful of the Salvation of his own Soul, and the Soul of others. 
4 Nor did he introduce bare Worfhip only, but with holy and fuppliant 
1 David, adapted it to proper inftruments of Mufick, and a vocal 
4 Choir on each fide, that this Symphony of Voices might agree with 
‘ with the Harmony which is above, while in the mean time the Soul 
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4 by thefe means might be rejoiced, enlivened, and exalted : To whom 
4 it was chiefly enjoyned to make particular commemoration of 

* the Founders of this Order of Knighthood, and the Affiftants and; 

4 Members of this College. When Edward had thus plentifully and 
4 abundantly in this manner provided, as well for the Soul, as the Body, 

4 he bound by an Oath thofe Knights, whom at that time he admitted 
4 into the Order, and the familiarity of his prefence, they putting their 
4 Seals to it, that they would take care to preferve, defend, and main- 
4 tain the Statutes and Rules of their Order. After he had with great 
4 honour and piety finifhed this Work, he fent Heralds to the Emperor 
4 of Alemain , the Kingdom of France , Scotland, Burgundy , Henault y 
4 Flanders and Brabant , that their Knights and Ffquires, from all parts 
4 at their difcretion, might come to the appointed Celebrity and Solemni- 
4 ty to be held at Windj'or: That all Ihould be free for the fpace of fif- 
4 teen days before, and after the celebration of the Feaft of St. George 
4 thenenfuing; to the intent that martial Trials, military Performances, 

4 publick and illuftrious Exercifes, Appearances, and Shews becoming 
‘ and fuiting the Place and Solemnity, fhould be prefented and exhi- 
4 bited. At this appearance was his excellent Queen fplendidly arrayed 

* with three hundred beautiful Ladies, eminent for the honour of their 
4 Birth, and the gracefulnefs and beauty of their Cloathing and Drefs : 

‘ For heretofore when Jufts, Tournaments, Entertainments, and pub- 
4 lick Shews were made, in which Men of Nobility and Valour fhewed 
4 their Strength and Prowefs; the Queen, Ladies, and other Women of 
4 illuftrious Birth, with ancient Knights, and fome chofen Heralds were 
4 wont to be, and as it wasfuppofed they ought to be prefent as proper 
4 Judges, to fee, difcern, approve or difprove what might be done, to 
4 challenge, allot, by fpeech, nod, difcourfe, or otherwife to promote 
4 the matter in hand, to encourage and ftir up Bravery by their words 
4 and locks.: Heralds were placed with, and joined to them, that they 
4 might be, able to judge with the more fkilfulnefs and exa6tnefs; and 
4 that the Heralds according to their duty and office, ffiould underftand 
4 that the weak and tender Sex was committed to their charge and pro- 
4 teclion, and that they were to defend Female Modefty from all indig- 
4 nities, and guard them on all occafions from all injuries. About 
4 twenty years after, when on the Feaft of St. Stephen he had put an end 

4 to his Wars, he on that account, and in honour of that Saint, began • 
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* royally to build a Brother Chapel, as it were, to that at Windfor , near 

* the Weftern Monaftery without London ; but being prevented by 

* Death, and (what is equally to be deplored) deprived of his Son, he 
4 left it to be finifhed by his Grandfon Richard II. who fucceeded him 

* and perfected it. After him reigned Henry IV. His moft renowned 

* Son, who was fifth of that name fucceeded him, and obtained never 
4 to be forgotten glory and honour among his People, for his moft 

* profperous and happy fuccefles in War : He founded with a great deal 

* of Religion and Piety two noble religious Houfes of Syon and Char- 
4 tereax at Sheen. He was the firft who defervedly wore an imperial 
4 Crown. His Son Henry VI. fucceeded him, a Man godly, righteous, 

* honeft, fearing God and efchewing Evil, juft before God, walking in 
4 all his Commandments, and Judgments without any complaint. •— 
4 Edward IV. fucceeded him, who mindful of the illuftrious renown 

* of his Anceftors, turned his Eyes towards WindJ'or , that royal Seat of 

* military honour; where by the ornament and grace of his own fre- 
4 quent Prefence, he confirmed and fettled this knightly Order, increafed 
4 the Allowance of the Canons Commons, augmented the Salaries of 
4 the Vicar, Priefts, and fecular Chanters, and enlarged the number of 
4 Chorifters, and gave them better Provifion : And this he did to the 
4 end, that he who had left nothing unfiniftied to the beautifying and 
4 gracing of this Order, might not want the memory of eternal Honour: 
4 For which reafon he ordered his Body to be nobly interred there, 
4 having firft taken care to bring thither the venerable Corps of King 
4 Henry VI. to which the numerous Company of the faithful conti- 
4 nually reforted, God calling them (as it was thought) by the Miracles 
4 which were worked there. He intended out of the Temple which 
4 King Edward III. had built, to have eredted one much more fpacious 
4 andauguft, which the Knights of the Order who lived there afterwards 
4 would not fuffer to remain unfinifhed : Among whom, Reginald Bray , 
4 Privy-Councellor to the wife King Henry VII. being well affeded (as 
4 it feems) to that Place, did not contribute the leaft fhare or part, as 
4 appears by the Monuments there. Moreover this Edward IV. who 
4 excellently copied after his Anceftors, .the Father and Son of the fame 
4 Name, gave many valuable Grants and Monuments to Windfor. Af- 
4 ter thefe came the young King Edward V. and the intruder Richard.

< Henry VII. moft juftly fucceeded thefe, and was not, among the many 
‘ noble and pious Adis of his time, forgetful of Windfor - 3 but with great 

< induftry and application improved and promoted this military Order. * 

In this manner does the Preface to this original Regifer of the Garter , 
account for the Inflitution of this Noble Order ; and to this let it be 
added, that Leland the Antiquary, in his Cygnea Cantio, firft publifhed 
in the year 1 545, and in the 9th Volume of the Itinerary , by Mr. 
Hearne , Ann. 1710, feq. * makes his Swan in her paffage down the 
River Thames , fay,

This Quotation is mentioned for the fake of the following Commen- 
tary by the fame Author, who on this occafion fpeaks largely of Wind - 
for 3 both in relation to the Town , the Chapel of St. George , as alfo on 
the peculiar Subjedt of this prefent Chapter, the Order of the Garter ; 
for which reafon it rather claims Place in this part of this Hiftory , and 
in Mr. Leland' s own Words is as follows.

Thefe two accounts of this Order were both wrote in the reign of 
King Henry VIII. and as the firft Annals of the Order have perifhed 
among the ruins of Antiquity, or more probably through negledt, or 
the diforders of Government, during the unhappy Cornells between 
the rival Houfes of York and Lancajler , they are to be efteemed the 
moil authentick accounts of this Inftitution; and as they agree in moil 
particulars, we lhall not here enter into difquifitions and enquiries alto- 
gether uncertain, and which ferve only to amufe, not inftrudt the 
Reader. 

Proceed we then after this large and double account of the Inflitution r 
to the Patrons of this illuftrious Order , under whole protection (ac- 
cording to the cuftom of the Age) King Edward III. put himfelf and all 
the Knights-Companions, that the. affairs of the Order might be defend- 
ed, prefer ved, and governed. 

The Firft, and. chiefeft which he elected, was the Holy Trinity , 
which in a more efpecial manner was invocated to the aid and alfiftance 
of this Order. 

Secondly , King Edward III. intitled peculiarly the blelfed Virgin 
Mary , accounted then the general Mediatrix and ProteCtrefs of all Men. 

Thirdly, 
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Thirdly, St. George of Cappadocia , a moll choice Champion of Chrift 
and famous Martyr, was alfo eledted one of the Patrons to this Order 
by King Edward III. not fo much as he was a Profelfor of the Chriflian 
Faith, or for that he was an armed Soldier or Knight of Chrift, but 
fo much the more becaufe in thofe Wars, which were waged by the 
Chriftians againft the Infidels, he by feveral Appearances manifefted his 
prefence as a moft certain encourager and afliftant to the Chriftians ; the 
relations whereof may be feen in Dr. Heylin’s Hiftory, who hath labo- 
rioufly and judicioufly maintained the Hiftory of this Saint, againft 
thofe that will hot allow him a place in Heaven, or a being in the 
Church, In like manner the learned Selden hath avouched him to be 
the fpecial Patron, Prote&or, Defender, and Advocate of this Realm 
of England ; and has made it plainly appear in what veneration he hath 
been honoured abroad, efpecially among the Eajlern Nations. To whole 
corroborating Teftimonies we fhall add, that this title of Patron to 
our Nation, is given to St. George by the Founder of this Order , in a 
Patent granted to the Dean and Canons of the Chapel of St. Stephen at 
W ejlminjler , and St. George at Windfor , which difehargeth them from 
paymen: ofTythes: Be at us Georgius invidlijjimus Chrijli Athleta, cujus 
nomen et patrocinia Gens Anglicana veluti Patroni J'ui Jingularis, in ex- 
peditione prefertim Militari invocat et implorat , inftindhi divino nt credi- 
mus excitati. Pat. de anno 25. E. 3. p. 2. m. 12. 

King Henry VIII. in the preamble of the Statutes, fet forth by him, 
calls him. The bleJJ'ed Martyr St. George, Patron of the right noble 
Realm of England. Alfo, Sandlus Georgius Martyr , qui totius Militia 
Anglicana Spiritualis ef Patronus , Regift. MS. Arundel. Arch. Cant, 
par. 1. fol. 53. art. 37. And tho’ in general he is ftiled the principal 
Patron of the Affairs of Chriftendom , and a tutelar Guardian of milita- 
ry Men, yet among all Chriftians of the Englifj in particular; and 
for this reafon the Founder of this Order , did make choice of this ap- 
proved expert Captain and Patron; in particular refpedt of whom the 
Knights had the Title of Equites Georgian i, St. George’s Knights, and 
the Order itfelf called Ordo Divi Sandti Georgii , the Order of St. 
George.

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It is remarkable that Du CheJ'ne , a noted French Hiftorian, acknow- 
ledges it was by the fpecial invocation of St. George , that King Edward 
III. gained the Battle of Crefy , which afterwards bringing to his re- 
membrance, He founded , fays he, a Chapel within the Cajlle of Windfor. 
But if we may afcend a ftep higher, and give credit to Harding , it’s 
recorded King Arthur paid St. George particular Honours, for he ad- 
vanced his Pidure in one of his Banners, which was about two hundred 
years after his Martyrdom, and very early for a Country fo remote from 
Cappadocia to have him in reverence and efteem. 

Lafily, The Founder added a fourth Patron, whole Name himfelf 
bore, viz. St. Edward the Confefor , his Predecefior, King of England ; 
and we find he was wont to be invocated by this Founder, as well as St. 
George , in any great Difficulties and Streights. Walfingham gives an 
infiance at the Skirmifh of Calais , A.D. 1349. when King Edward, in 
great Anger and Grief, drew out his Sword, and moft paffionately cried 
out, Ha St. Edward, Ha St. George ; which his Soldiers hearing, ran 
prefently to him, and rufiiing violently upon the Enemy, put many of 
them to the Sword. Thefe four Patrons we find recorded together in 
the preafnble of the Foundation of Windfor College by King Edward 
III. tho’ in the preamble to his Statutes of the Order,' and to King 
Henry V. Statutes, Si. Edward the Confefor is omitted ; neverthelefs he is 
enumerated with the reft in the preamble to King Henry VIII’s. 

As a farther proof of the high efteem paid to our Patron St. George , 
let it be noticed here, on the authority of the Black Book, that Sigifmund, 
Emperor of Almain , on his being eledted into this venerable Order, pre- 
fented the Heart of St. George to the invincible Monarch Henry V. 
which together with part of his Skull, was faid to be kept at Windfor with 
due veneration and honour; and how naturally does this bring to mind 
the credulity of former Ages, and inftance how far the influence of Edu- 
cation and Cuftom may prevail, even over great Princes, who could 
countenance fuch idle Impofitions : But this, among many others, is 
the bad effedt of Popif Superftition, and a blind fubmiffion to the de- 
ceits of Men principled in Craft and Cunning. 


Other 
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Other Authors have treated largely on this fubjedt, both with regard 
to the lnflitution and Patron of this Noble Order , particularly the 
learned Dr. Heylin , in his Iliftory of St. George ; and the great Selden , 
in his Titles of Honour ; Mr. Barnes alfo in his Hiftory of Edward III. 
endeavours to prove the original of King Arthur' s Round Table , and 
confequently of this Order of the Garter , from the Samothracian Cabiri , 
or Gods of the Phoenicians ; but this we fhall pafs over without farther no- 
tice, and conclude this Chapter in the Words of a modern Hiftorian, ac- 
cording to whom, ‘ King Edward being engaged in a War with France, for 
the obtaining that Crown, in order to draw into England great multitudes 
of Foreigners, with whom he might negotiate either for their perfonal 
Service, or aids of Troops to aflift him in that undertaking, ordered, 
during the Truce that then fubfifted between the two Crowns, publica- 
tion to be made of a great Tournament to be held at Windfor ; an ex- 
pedient, fays this Author, which could not fail of fuccefs, becaufeitwas 
entirely agreeable to the tafte of that Age Accordingly many Perfons 
of diflindtion came over to all of whom he gave an honourable Re- 
ception, carefling them in fuch a manner, that they could never fuffi- 
ciently admire his politenefs, magnificence, and liberality. To render 
thefe Entertainments the more folemn, and to free himfelf alfo from 
the Ceremonies, to which the difference of rank and condition would 
have fubjedted him, he caufed a circular Hall of Boards to be run up 
at WindJ'or, 200 feet in diameter. There it was that he feafted all the 
Knights at one Table, which was called the Round T able , in memory of 
the great Arthur , who, as it is pretended, inftituted an Order of 
Knighthood by that Name. Next year he caufed a more folid Building 
to be eredted, that he might continue yearly the fame Diverfions. 
During that time he treated with thefe feveral Lords about the aids,, 
wherewith each could furnifh him, in proportion to his Forces. His 
rival King Philip could not fee without jealoufy, Spaniards , Italians , 
Germans , Flemings, and Frenchmen themfelves flock to England to afiifl: 
at thefe Tournaments. He fufpedted fome hidden defign in thefe Enter- 
tainments, and to break Edward's Meafures, caufed the like to be pub- 
liflied in his Dominions ; which meeting with fuccefs, proved a coun- 
termine to Edward' s main defign, fo that he did not long continue to 
keep up his Round Table. From thence, however, it is generally 
agreed, he took the firft hint of inftituting the Order of the Garter. 

But 
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Rut as his purpofe in ereding this Order was very different from that 
which had indueed him to revive Arthur's Round Table, as he had in 
this no private views, no ambitious fcheme of engaging fuch as fhould 
be admitted into this Fraternity to aflift him in his Wars, he thought 
proper, in order to obviate the like Jealoufies and Sufpicion as had 
alarmed King Philip , to fignify by his Motto rhe purity of his Inten- 
tions, and to retort fhame upon all thofe who fhould put any malignant 
conftrudion upon his defign in inftituting this Order. This therefore I 
take to be the true meaning and import of the famous Motto, Honi 
SOIT QUi mal y pense. The not underffanding the purport of 
which, gave rife in all probability to that vulgar ftory of the Countefs 
of Pembroke's Garter. ’ A modern Poet alfo on this fubjed thus expref- 
fes himfelf - t

valeat in formam debitam reformari. 

Befides thefe Statutes made at the Inftitution of the Order, there are 
two other Bodies or Exemplars eftablifh’d fince j the one by King Henry 
V. the other by King Henry VIII. The former made the following 
Additions, caufing them to be inferred in their proper Places, viz. to 

Article III. That the Knights fhould make their Obeyfance in the 
Choir, firfl to the Altar , and next to the Sovereign. 

VIII. That the Deputy fhould eled, if the Sovereign (when Abroad) 
had not fix Knights with him. 

IX. That the Feafi: of St. George fhould not be kept on St. Markh 
Day, May- Day, &c. 

XII. That when a Knight fhould ride, he might wear a Blue Rib- 
band inflead of his Garter. 

XIV. That the order and manner of offering up the Atchievements 
of deceafed Knights , fhould be fuch as is there prefcribed. 

XX. That Knights abfent in the Sovereign’s fervice, might be in* 
flail’d by Deputy. 

XXXI. That the Soverign fhould take a Signet of the Order abroad 
with him. 

XXXIV. That no Charge fhould be admitted upon the College , by 
the Cujlos or Canons , without the Sovereign’s confent. 

Thefe Statutes of Inflitution, with thefe Additions, were tranflated 
into French by the faid King Henry V’s order, and may be feen in that 
Language, together with other Exemplars of thefe Statutes, in Mr. 
AJJmole’ s Appendix. 

King 
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King Henry VIII. did properly complete the Body of Statutes be- 
longing to this Order ; and to this purpofe on St. George’ s day, Anno 
Regni Jut 9, he fummoned all the Knights- Companions to convene next 
year at the time of the Solemnity, about the abrogation of what tend- 
ed to darken the honour of this Order (if any fuch were) and for the 
advancement of what might promote the grandeur and luftre of it. 
But thefe Refolves came to no perfection till May 28, Anno Regni fui 
1 1, when he entered upon this Reformation with all magnificent Cere- 
mony imaginable, for being accompanied with nineteen Knights-Com- 
panions of the Order proceeding in cavalcade to the Chapter-Houfe, 
and taking into confideration their former Statutes, theKnights-Compa- 
nions with all due reverence implor’d the Sovereign to reform and ex- 
plain them as he fhould think convenient, which he brought to a fuccefs- 
ful Period, by the advice and confent of the Society affembled : That 
done, all prefent entreated the Sovereign, kneeling, that where any of 
them had been peccant againft the Order , he would pleafe to remit, 
and iffue out a general Pardon, which he granted and ratified in Chap- 
ter next day. This was a talk of three years compleat before it rofe to 
perfection, viz. April 23, Anno 14, Henry VIII. for then the Sove- 
reign, out of right lingular Love, well- temper’d Zeal, and entire Affec- 
tion to this molt Noble Order , to the Eftate of Chivalry, and the con- 
tinuance and encreafe thereof ; as alfo at the humble requeft and inftant 
importunity of the then Knights-Companions, and by their advice, 
counfel, and confent, did interpret and elucidate all the obfeurities, 
doubts, and ambiguities of the former Statutes and Ordinances, di- 
vers Affairs contained in many of them being explained and amended ; 
he made likewife neceffary additions} the original whereof in Latin 
being figned and fealed, was commanded to be carefully laid up in the 
Treafury of Windfor College, and entered in the Black Book of the Order , 
to remain as a Standard to fucceeding times : Thefe being afterwards 
tranflated into Englifi by Sir Thomas IVriothejley, then Garter King ac 
Anns , have been delivered to all fucceeding Knights-Companions , fealed. 
with the Great Seal of the Order 3 and are as follow.

The Statutes and Ordinances of the mooji Noble Ordre of Saynt George, 
named the G artier, reformed , explained , declared , renewed by the 

mooft high , moojt excellent , dW woo/? puijfant Prince Henry VIII. £y 
the Grace of God Kyng of England and of Fraunce, Defenfor of the 
Faith, Lorde of Irland, &c. 

W HEREAS the mooft famous, mooft happieft, and victorious 
Prince, Edward , the thirde of that Name, his noble Progeni- 
tour fomtyme Kyng of England and of Fraunce , and Lorde of Irland , 
&c. To th’onnoure of Almighti God, and of the blefled and imma- 
culate Virgyn Marie , and the bleflid Martir Saynt George, Patron 
of the right noble Roialme of England and of Saynt Edwarde, 
King and Confeflbur ; to the exaltation of the holy Faith Catholique 
ordeyned, eftablifhed, created, and founded, within the Cartel of Win- 
de/ore , a company of twenty-fix noble and worthi Knyghtes , for to be 
of the faid mooft Noble Ordre of Saynt George, named the Gartier , 
and for the honorable continuance, augmentation, and interteyning of 
the fame. 

The faid mooft victorious Kyng did devyfe and inftitute divers ho- 
norable Eftatuts, and laudable Ordinances for to be obferved and kept 
by the cobrethern, and confreres Knyghtes andCompaynons of the faid 
moofte Noble Ordre ; among the which Eftatutes been certeyne doubtis 
and ambiguities, which to be more playnly declared, interpreted, and 
extended, it is thought right neceflary and expedient. And that cer- 
teyne other new Ordinances and Articles be to the faid Statutes added 
and adjoyned. Wherefore the faid mooft excellent and victorious 
Prynce Henry VIII. Kynge of England and of Fraunce , Defenfor of 
the Faith, and Lord of Irland, and Soveragne of the faid moofte No- 
ble Ordre, and for the right fingular love, good zeal, ardent and intier 
affeCtion, that his royal Majeftie hath and bearith to the faid moofte 
Noble Ordre, and to the eftate of Chivalrie and Knyghthod : And for 
the honorable contynuance and encreafing of the fame : And alfo at the 
humble requefte and inftante defire of the Knyghts and Companyons of 
the faid Noble Ordre, and by their advyfe, counfel, and aflent, the 
23d day of April , in the year of Grace M.D. xxii. and of his mooft 
noble reign the 8 th [14th] yere, made interpretacionanddeclaracion of the 
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obfcurities, doubtis, and ambiguities of the faid Eftatutes, Ordinances, 
Interpretacions, Declaracions, Reformacions, with their additions 
aforefaid, after the trew intencion of them, {hall be from hensforth 
obferved, kept, and enfued, by the Soverayne and the Knyghtes Confreres 
and Companyons of the faid Noble Ordre, in manner and fourme 
foliowyng. 

I. Firfte, It is ordened and accorded, that the Kyng, and his Heires 
and Succeffors Kyngs of England , {hall be for evermore Scveraynes of 
the faid mood Noble Ordre, and amiable Companye of Saynt 
George, named the G artier , to the which Soverayne , and to his 
Heires and Succeffors {hall apperteine the declaracion, folucion, deter- 
minacion, interpretacion, reformacion, and difpoficion of all Caufes 
concernyng and towchyng any thyng of obfcuritie or dowbte conteyned 
in the Statutes of the faid mooft Noble Ordre. 

II. It is accorded that none {hall be ele£t and chofen for to be Felor v 
or Companyon of the faid mooft Noble Ordre, excepte that he a Gen- 
tilman of blood, and that he be a Knyghte, and without reproche. 
And that the Knyghtes of the faid Noble Ordre from hensforth {hall not 
name any Perfon in their Election to be Feloiv or Companyon of the faid 
Noble Ordre, in whome thei {hall thynke or extiem in their confcience 
to have fpotte of reproche. And as towchyng the declaration of a 
Gentilman of blood, it is declared and determined, that he {hall be 
defcended of three decentis of Nobleffe, that is to fay, of Name and 
of Armes, both of his Father’s fide, and alfo of his Mother’s fide, and 
as towchyng or concernyng any maner of reproche, forafmoche as there 
be diverfe and many fundri poyntis of reproche, there {hall be here 
declared but three poyntis of them oonly, as is declared in maner and 
fourme foliowyng. 

The firft poynt of reproche ys, that if any Knygbt (as God defende) 
be convaynqued, or attaynted of errour againft the Chriften Faith Ca- 
tholique, or had for any fuche offence fuffred any payne or punicion 
publique. 

The fecond poynt of reproche is, that if any Knyght (as God de- 
fende) had bene arrayned, convicted, or attaynted of High Treafon. 

They third poynt of reproche is, that if any Knyght departe, or flee 
away from batayle, or journei, beyng with his Soverayne Lord, his 
Lieutenant or Deputie , or other Capetayne, havyng the Kyng’s power 
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royal and auttoritie; and whereas Banners, Eftandatz, or Pennons 
have been difplaied, and that thei preceded to fight, he that then re- 
nioufly and cowardly flieth or departith away from thens, ought to be 
eltiemed and judged to have reproche, and never worth! to be eledte 
Knyghtj or Felow of the faid Company. And if it fortune, that 
any Knyght of the faid Company (as God forbidde) do commyte any 
fuche reproche, that then he (hall be departed and difgraded of the faid 
Ordre, at the nexte Chapiter enfuyng, if it foo {hall pleafe the Sove- 
rayne and the Company. 

III. Item, that every yere, upon the vigill of Saynt George, that 
is to fay, the 2 2d day of the moneth of April , on what day foever it 
fall on, and though no fervice of Saynt George be celebrate or done, 
all the Knyghtes of the faid Company , beyng in any place or places of 
their liverties, in what places foever it be, fhall be bounde for to were 
the hole Habit of the faid Ordre. That is to wit, Robe , Mantell , 
Hudde , and Colter , from the owre of the fyrft Evenfonge at the owre 
of tierce, that is, at three of the Clocke at Afternone, untill the faid 
Evenfonge and other devine Service, Souper, and Voydance, be done 
and accomplifhed; And lykewyfe on the morrow, on Saynt George's 
day at Mattens, proceffion, § Mafs, and the fecond Evenfonge, and all 
the faid day, untyll that Souper and Voydance be done, as ys aforefaid. 

IV. Item, That if for any Caufes, it fhould pleafe the faid Soverayne 
to proroge the faid Feaft and Solemnytie of Saynt George, or that 
the laid Feafl: fhould be prolonged and proroged, to another day, that 
all the Knyghtes of the faid Ordre, that fhall be within the Realme of 
Englande , {hall gyve their attendance the even and the day of Saynt 
George, on the parfon of the faid Soverayne , and fhall fynde them- 
felffes in his company, in what place foever he be within the faid Realme 
of England : and they fo gyveyng their attendance upon his {aid Par- 
fon, the faide even and day, fhall obferve and kepe the fervyce of Saynt 
George, if the Ordenance and Commaundment of holye Church doth 
fuffre and permit it. And if the Ordenaunce of the Church doth not 
permitt it, in this behalffe, they be bounde to tary with the Soverayne y 
and heare fuch Service as fhall be than limited and ordened bi the holy 
Churche to be done and celebrated the faid even and day by Saynt 
George, in obfervyng and kepyng, during the faid daies, of all other 
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Cerimonies, afwell in goyng to the Chapter upon the faid even, before 
Evenfong at afternone, and the faid day of Saynt George at after- 
none, before the lafte Evenfong : As alfo in weryng their hole Habit, 
and every Knyght being in his owne Stall, in kepyng the Devine Ser- 
vyce from the tyme of the fyrft Evenfong of the faid even, Matens, 
and * Maffe, unto the laft Evenfong of the faid day, and the morow 
after enfuing, before the -f* MaJJ'e of Requiem , thei fhall take their 
Mantells, upon fuche Gownes as fhall pleafe them, and fhall enter into 
the Chapter, if there be any Ele&ion or other great Affaires, before 
the faid £ Mafs of Requiem , in ufyng fuch Ceremonyes to this accuf- 
tomed, as though they were prefent in the faid Caftell of Wyndefore. 
And in cafe that the faid Soverayne be come and entred into the faid 
Chapter, and that fome of the faid Felows of the faid Order be not en- 
tred, or come with him and fhulde tary behynde, in cafe they have 
not gyven and done dew attendance upon him, fhall abide withoute the 
dores of the faid Chapiter, withoute entryng into it, duryng all the 
tyme that the faid Soverayne and other Knygbtes fhall be in the faid 
Chapiter for that tyme. And if fo be that any of the abovenamed 
Knygbtes come to late to the firft Evenfohg of the faid even, or Matters, 
|j MaJJ'e , or lafte Evenfong, the faid day of Saynt George, he fhall 
have for Penance, that duryng the time and fpace of fuche Devine Ser- 
vyce, he fhall knele or ftande before his Stall, in the place of the 
Querefters; and if he come not to gyve attendance upon the Parfon of 
the faid Soverayne , the faid even and day of Saynt George, as is 
aforefaid ; and that he have no Lycence or other reafonable Excufe, and 
that it be acceptable to the faid Soverayne for his abfence in this cafe ; 
the faid Knyght , that foo fhall have done, for his Penance, fhall not 
come in his Stall at the next Feaft enfuyng in the Prefence of the So- 
verayne, nor in his faid Stall in the faid College of Wyndefore. And 
farthermore fhall pay io /. for to be converted and bellowed to the ufe 
of the Ornamentes of the faid College. 

V. Item, If it chaunfed that any of the Knygbtes of the faid Ordre, 
by Leave or Lycence or otherwife, were in his Howfe or in other 
place, at his Libertie and Fraunchife, the faid even and day of Saynt 
George, he {hall be bound to caufe to be prepared a Capitall Stall, 
in the Church or Chappel, in the which he fhall heare Devine Servyce. 

In 
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In the Capital Stall {hall be fett and elevated the Ordre of Saynt 
George, named the Gartier, beyng within a Garter; and his pro- 
per Arms within the Garter, alfo fhall be fett at a Stall, that fhall be 
afmoche in diftance, after the proportion and quantite of the faid 
Church or Chappel, from the Stall of the faid Sovrayne , as is his Stall 
in the Caftell of Wyndefore , and fhall were his faid Habit hole, and 
fhall heare the devyne Service, fuche as by the holy Church is ordeyned 
and limitted for the faid day, as well the firft Evenfonge, Mattens , * 
Mafs, as the latter Evenfonge. In doyng by hym fyrft reverence to 
the Aulter in the honor of God, and after to the Stall where is fixed or 
fett up the Armes of the faid Order, as well and as often at hys comyng 
in as at hys goyng owte of the faid Church or Chappell, and alfo as 
often as he fhall paffe before the faid Armes; Allwey except the Empe- 
rours, Kynges, Princes, Electors, the which may in. this cafe fo or- 
deyne their Seates and Stalls as yt fhall feme them bead:, and at their 
pleafure. 

VI. Item, if yt were fo that withoute any prorogacion the faid Feaft: 
and Solempnyte of Saynt George were kept and celebrated the faid 
day and even of Saynt George, in the faid Caftell of Windefore , and 
if it were not the pleafure of the faid Soverayne for to be prefent, or 
that conveniently he may not be there in parfon, the faid Day and Feaft, 
at his faid Caftell of WindeJ'ore , That in this cafe, in what place that his 
pleafure fhall be, beyng within this his Realme of England , his Majeftie 
may appoynte and commaunde fuche Knyghtes of the faid Ordre, as beft 
fhall feme hym, there for to kepe company and geve attendance upon 
the parfon, and to kepe all and lyke Ceremonyes as though they were 
at the faid Caftell of WindeJ'ore ; and they doyng the thynges abovefaid 
fhall be excufed for their abfence of the Feaft of Saynt George hol- 
den at the faid Caftell of Wyndefore for that yere. 

VII. Item, it it agreed, that if the Soverayne cannot be at the Saynt 
George’* Feaft, that he fhall make his Deputy , by his Letters, for to 
kepe the Chapter upon Saynt George’* Even, at the owre of tierce, 
the which is at three of the Clocke at Afternone, and on Saynt 
George’* day for to kepe the faid Feaft, at the coftes of the faid So- 
verayne, for the fpace abovefaid, without any new Ordenance to be 
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made, havyng power to correfte and redreffe all poyntes of the faid 
Chapter, as for then (hall feme neceffary. 

VIII. Item, that every one on Saynt George’* Even, that is to 
wit, the 22d day of April , a gatheryng together {hall be made of all 
the Knyghtes of Saynt George within the Caftell of WindeJ'ore , that 
is to wit, of all them that fhall be within this Realme of England, or 
withoute, that conveniently may come. And there they fhall have 
the Service of Saynt George, and alfo fhall were their hole Habit of 
the faid Ordre, duryng the faid Servyce, beyng ordinarily in theyre 
Stalls ; and every of them fhall have his Banner, Sworde, with his 
Helme, and Crefte above his Stall, the which duryng his lyff fhall 
abyde in the faid Chappel, for his honor, and in figne and knowledge, 
that he beres them in defence of holy Churche, as the Ordre of Knight- 
hood requireth. But in cafe that the faid Feaft of Saynt George hap- 
pen to fall within 15 days after the Feaft of Eafter , or upon any Fyfhe- 
day, or Fafting-day, then it fhall be proroged and prolonged at the Sove- 
rayne’s pleafure, as above is faid, if fo be that the day of the faid Feaft 
be not affigned ne ordenyd to be kepte the 24th, 25th, 26th, nor the 
laft day of April , nor upon the fowre firft dayes of May , for by caufe of 
the impediment or let of devyne Servyce ordenyd by holy Churche for 
the double Feafts of Saynt Marke , Philipp , and Jacob, and the inven- 
tion of the Holy Crofs of our Lord Jefu Chrifle , nor at fuche days as 
fhall fall the Afencion, or the Feafte of Penthecofte, or any other Feafte 
of folempnite, as is ordeyned in holy Churche, whereby the fyrft or 
feconde Evenfonge by fuch prorogacions might be letted and diftorbed. 

IX. Item, That all the Knyghtes of the faid Ordre fhall come yerely 
in the faid place of the faid Caftell of Wyndefore on Saynt George’* 
Even at the owre of tierce, the whiche is at three of the Clock at Af- 
ternoone, as it is abovefaid. And if thei come not at the tyme affigned 
without having a jufte and reafonable Excufe, that may be acceptable 
fo the faid Soverayne or to his Deputie, or otherwyfe pardoned by the 
faid Soverayne of their Abfence by fpecial Letters of Excufe, in the 
whiche Letters theyr Names and Caufes fhall be wry ten, or otherwyfe 
fhall have their Penance after th’ Ordenaunce and Agreement of the faid 
Chaptre. And the faid Ordenaunce is fuche that they fhall not entre 
into the Chapter for that tyme, but fhall bvde withoute the dorej and 
ihall have no Voyce in any thynge that is done in the faid Chaptre, at 
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that tyme alonly. And if they come not to Evenfonge, before the 
begynnyng of the faid Evenfonge, they {hall not enter into their Stalles, 
but fhall byde below affore the faid Stallis in the Querifters Places 
duryng the faid Evenfonge. And like Penance is ordened for them 
that come not to the * high MaJJe betyme and at Evenfonge on Sainte 
George’* Day. And if there be any that come not to the Feafte, 
and have not a reafonable Excufe towarde the Soverayne or his De- 
putye, as it is above declared, his Penance fhall be that he (hall not en- 
ter within his Stall the next Feafte after, but fhall byde below as it 
is faid at the firft Evenfonge, and fhall goo in the Proceflion before all 
the -f- three CroJJ'es. And fhall fit below as affore is faid all the § Mafs 
tyme untyl the Offryng. And he fhall offre lafte. And after his pe- 
nance fo done, incontinent he fhall come before the Soveraynes Stall or 
his Deputie, and there he fhall afke pardon ; and after that the Sove- 
rayne or his Deputie fhall commaunde hym to go into his Stall in his 
fyrft eftate, and if he come at the fecod Feafte, and be dwellyng with- 
in the Realme, without having any excufation alowable to the Soverayne 
or his Deputie, as is abovefaid, he fhall not entre in his Stall from thenfe- 
forth, untyl the tyme that he have gyven and offered a Jewell unto 
Saynt George’* Aultar within the faid Chappell, of the valew of xx 
Markes of Sylver of Troye , and fro thens forwarde he fhall double every 
yere the penaltie, unto the tyme he be reconfciled. 

X, Item, it is agreed, that if any Knyght of the faid Companye be 
founde in apperte withoute his Garter, that he pay anon after thar the 
chalenge bee made to hym by any of the five Officers of th’ Ordre, or of 
the Warden of the faid College, a Marke of Mony. Excepte he be 
boted for to ryde, that then it fhall fuftice to were under his bote a blew 
Ribande of Sylke, in fignyfying of the Garter, and alfo provided that 
no Knyght of the faid Ordre from hensforth do entre into the Chaptre 
without his Garter upon the payne abovefaid. And whofoever of the 
faid Officers or Warden fhall make the fyrft chalenge, fhall have the 
penaltye for his labor. 

XI. Item, it is agreed, that the Knyghtes of the Ordre of Saynt 
George, alwey and as often as they fhall were theyr Mantels, they 
fhall goo before there Soverayne every of them with his Felow, that is 
for aneynft him, ordinarily as they be fett in their Stalles: And if it 
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(houlde happen that eny of them were not there prefent, his Felow for 
aneynft hym (hall goo alone. The which ordre (hall be kepte and ob- 
ferved as well in goyng in proceffion as ellis where in other places. But 
at the Ofifryng the Soverayne or his Deputie (hall goo before all the 
Company, and the ordinarie Officers of the faid Ordre (hall goo as thei 
have bene accuftomed, when any Proceffion (hall be done in the Chap- 
ter, Chappell, or ellis where. And for the ordre of the faid Knyghtes 
for to (itt at the Table, for to take their refeccion by it, at Diner or at 
Souper, they (hall (itt all along on one fide after their Stalles, and not af- 
ter their (fate, except Children and Bretherne of Kinges, Princes, and 
Dukes that be Strangers, the which (hall kepe their places and romes 
after their aftate ; and at their voiding and going out (hall abide and goo 
in order fo as thei fat at the Table. 

XII. Item, it is agreed, that every one of them, at the Caftell of 
Windefore on the morrow after the Feafte of Saynt George, before 
the departyng of the Company, that the faid Knyghtes , upon fuche 
Gownes as (hall pleafe them at the Chaptre Dore, (hall take their Man- 
tels and (hall goo into the faid Chaptre, and after that (hall goo and 
here a * Mafs of Requiem , the which fliall be folempnely fonge for the 
Souls of all the Felowes of the faid Ordre, which be departed and de- 
ceaffed, and for all Chriffen Sowlles, and that all the Company be there 
prefent, without eny of them be lett bi a reafonable caufe, or have ly- 
fence of the Soverayne or his Deputie before the departyng. And when 
it happens that for any caufe of the voydyng of eny of the faid Felow- 
(hip, there (hall be certayne Banners, Swordis, Helmets, and Creftes, 
the whiche ought to be offered up before the offeryng of eny Sylver; 
the faid Hachements ought to be offered, fyrft the Banner, by two of 
the Faid Felowfliip, fuche as the Soverayne or his Deputie fliall appoynte 
or name, and after that the Sworde (hall be offered by two other, and 
likewife his Helmet and Creft by two other Knyghtes of the faid Ordre, 
affigned by the Soverayne or his Deputie, and if any Knyght of the faid 
Ordre fliuld deceafe the yere afore, then every Knyght beyng in the faid 
Caltell of Wyndefore , at the faid |j Mafs of Requiem , fliall offer a Taper 
armed with a little Scuchion of the Arms of the Knyght departed. And 
if there were more then one deceaffed, that then be made for every 
of them a Scuchion of Arms and a grote feet nye to the light of the 
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Taper, the which Scuchions and Tapers wall be made at the cofte and 
charge of the Knyghtes of the faid Ordre. 

XIII. Item, it is agreed, that all Strangers, that fhall be ele&e Fe- 
lows of the faid Ordre, fhall be certifyed by Letters of the Soverayne of 
their Eledtion. The which Letters of certification, with the Statutes 
of the faid Ordre, under the common Seal fhall be fente unto them at 
the cofte and charges of the faid Soverayne , in all diligence, and at the 
fardeft thei fhall be certifyed of this within foure moneths after the faid 
Election, to th’ ende that the faid electe may advyfe them by the faid 
Statutes, if they will receyve the faid Ordre, or no. But if the faid 
Soverayne have greate and high lettes and bufynes, that then he may 
deferre the certification of the faid Election at his good pleafure, unto 
tyme of opportunitie and convenient: After that the certification have 
byn delivered, and that the Soverayne fhall be certifyed, that the faid 
Ele&e will receive the faid Ordre ; then the Soverayne fhall fend unto the 
faid Elefte, by his Ambaffadours, his hole Habit, with the Garter and 
Coller. And that all fuche Straungers, of what eflate, dignytie, or 
condicion that thei be of, fhall fende within feven monethes after the 
reception of the faid Garter, Coller and Habit, and that he have certi- 
fyed the Soverayne to have refey ved thofe thyngs, a fufficient Deputie or 
Attorney after th’ aftate of his Lorde and Maifler, fo be that he be a 
Knyght without reproche, to be flailed in his place, the which fhall 
bryng with him a Mantell of blew Velvett of the Ordre of that which 
he fhall fend him, and alfo his Banner, Sworde, Helme, and Crefl, for 
to be and abide within the faid College duryng his lyfF. And that the 
Mantell in the time that the faid Deputie or Attorney fhall be flailed, 
by the faid Soverayne or his Deputie, put upon his right Arme for to 
holde the faid Mantell upon his Arme, and fhall be accompanyed and 
ledde by two of the Knyghtes of the faid Ordre, from the Dore of the 
Chaptre unto the Stall, and there beyng fhall make his Othe, and fhall 
be flailed for and in the name of his faid Lorde and Maifler, and the 
faid Mantell abovefaid, the faid Attorney or Deputie fhall here it upon 
his right Arme during the devyne Service, beyng fett in the Stall of his 
faid Maifler and Lorde, without beryng of it at any time after. And 
to have no manner of voyce in the Chaptre, or to come in it, in th’ ab- 
fence of him that hath fent him. And if he fend not his faid Attorney 
within feven monethes abovefaid, without havyng a reafonable excufe 
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which fhall be acceptable to the Soverayne or his Deputie, the Election 
fhall be voyde of him. Except fo be that the faid Knyght be lett and 
deftoibed bi great affaires ; then he may fend his excufe to the faid So- 
verayne or to his Deputie, within a moneth after, and aftet his excule 
is, as the Soverayne or his Deputie will allowe it or accepte it, that 
then the faid Soverayne or his Deputie may geve on to him foure 
moneths more of refpite, and if he came not or lent not his Attorney 
before that the time of the foure monethes be fynifhed, that then in 
this cafe the Election fhall be hole voyde from him for that time. And 
is is to be known, that this favoure is done and fhewed to the Strangers, 
the which may not well come in their proper Parfons, that they myght 
be flailed by Attorneys. To th’ end that they may be parte takers of 
the * MaJJeSj and all the Prayers of the faid Ordre, for they fhulde fayle 
of the half yf they were not flailed before their deathe. And likewife 
it is ordened for them that be new chofen and eledte of the faid Ordre, 
beyng in the Kyngs Warres by his commaundement, for to enjoye of 
the benefytes of the faid Statutes, to that that fhall appertayne all only 
to their llallacion. 

XIV. Item, There is alfo ordened a Dean and Warden with 12 
Canons Seculers, the which fhall be Prills at their entering in, or ells 
within a yere nexte folofhyng ; and alfo eight Petty-Canons, and 13 
Vicars, alfo Prelles at their entrying in, or ells at the gyvyng of the 
nexte Ordres, or at the furdell within a yere after their Prefentation. 
Alfo 13 Clerkes, and 13 Queriflers, for to fyng and pray unto God for 
the profperity of the Soverayne and all the Knyghtes of the faid Ordre 
lyvyng, and alfo for the Sowles of all the Knyghtes of the faid Ordre 
departed, and for all Cry Hen Sowles, and the Prefentation of the faid 
Canons fhall belonge allwey to the Soverayne of the faid Ordre. And 
the faid Canons when any Knyghte of the faid Ordre is there prefent, 
within the Quyer of the faid Chapell, fhall fitt in the lowermofl Seates, 
where they may be wonte to fitt at the Feafles of Saynt George. And 
in the abfence of the faid Knyghtes the faid Canons may fitt in the 
high Seates next unto the Stalles of the faid Knyghtes. 

XV. Item, There be ordenyd five Officers appertayning to the faid 
Order, That is to witt, Prelate, Chauncehr, Regifler, and Kyng of 
Arms, named Gartier y and an Huyfher at Arms, named the Blache 
Rod. 
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Rod. The which fhall be receyved and fworne to be of the Councell of 
the faid Ordre, the Secrets with alfo their Chargies and Privileges (hall 
expreffely be declared in the Booke of the Ordenaunces of the faid Officers. 

XVI. Item, It is alfo ordened, that 1 3 Pore Knyghtes, that have not 
wher withall to lyve, for to have in that Place their Ly vyng and Suften- 
tation conveniently, for their good Prayers in the honour of God and 
Saynt George, of the which the Chargies and Privileges hereafter 
fhall be declared folowyng the Ordenaunces of the Officers, and of their 
Election is ordened as of the Prefentation of the Canons, fo that alwey 
Eledtion fhall abyde to the faid Soverayne. And it is agreed, that the 
Pore Knyghtes fhall have their Mantells of Scarlett, and a Scuchion of 
th’ Armes of Saynt George without a Garter. 

XVII. Item, It is agreed, that every Knyght of the faid Company 
fhall leave his Mantell within the faid College, for any fodayne Chaun- 
fes that myght happen for to kepe, holde, and obferve all fuch Ordi- 
naunces, Precepts, and Commaundements, whiche may be advyfed in 
Chaptre by the faid Soverayne. The whiche Soverayne by the Confent 
and Agreement of fix Knyghtes of the faid Ordre may, ^t all Times 
and Places, at his Pleafure, fummon and make to be kepte Chaptre, 
for all fuch Caufes, as it fhall pleafe to the faid Soverayne to name 
towching the faid Ordre. 

XVIII. Item, It is agreed, That if it fortune, that any of the faid 
Company fhould come within two myle of the Caftell, that he lhall 
go in, if he may, for the Honour of the place, if he be not bufyed or 
lett by fome juft Caufe, and that he take his Mantle before he er.tre within 
the faid Chappell. And alfo that he entre not in, but; he have his Man- 
tle upon him. And the Canons there being prefent for that time fhall 
come to receive him, and devotly fhall bring him into the faid Chap- 
pell ; and if it be in time -of -j- MaJJe , he (hall tary and heare MaJJe 
in the honour of God and of Saynt George ; and if it be at Afternone, 
he fhall come in in manner abovefaid: And there fhall be faid by the Ca- 
nons De Profundis , for all Criften Sowles, and there fhall offer and re- 
tourn unto his Stalle. And if any of the faid Company ride thorowgh 
the Towne, and will not offer as it is agreed, that, upon his obedience 
for every time that he faileth, he fhall go one myle on fote from the 
laid Chappell, unto the faid place, in honour of Saynt George-^ 
and alfo for every time that he fhall fo fayle, he fhall give a Grote

for his Offryngc. The which diftaunce, for to come nygh unto the 
faid Caftell, is two myles allonly and no more. 

XIX. Item, It is accorded, the 3 2d yere of our Sovereigne Lorde 
Kyng Henry the Eight, by the grace of God Kyng of England and of 
Eraunce, Defenfor of the Faith, Lord of Irland , &c. upon Saynt 
Geokge’j Day, the 23d of April 1 , at a Chaptre holden at the Paleys 
of Weflminjler , by the Soverayne and the Companions of the faid no- 
ble Ordre then there aflembled ; that as fone as the deth of any of the 
Company of the faid Ordre fhall be certeynly knowen, every of the 
reft, being no Strangiers, (hall accordyng to the rates of their Degrees 
hereafter fpecified, immediately upon a demaunde to be made for the 
fame by the Regifter, and the Dean, or one of them, to be by one of 
them employed in Aulmes deeds, as in mendyng of High Ways, or 
fuch other works of Charitie, as the King’s Majeftie from time to time 
fhall lymite and appoynte, the feverall fomes of money enfuing : Furft 
the Soverayne 8 /. 6 s. 8 d. A Kyng of another Realme, 61 . 13 s. 4 d. 
The Prince, 5/. 16 s. 8 d. A Duke, 5/. A Marquefs, 3/. i^r. 
An Erie, 50 s. A Vifconte, 41 s. 8 d. A Baron, 33 j. 4J. A Ba- 
cheler Knight, 1 6 s. 8 d. Of all which fomes thus to be recey vyd, the 
faid Dean and Regefter, or eyther of them, fhall yerely at the Chaptre 
prefent his Accompte to the Kings Majeftie with his true and juft Decla- 
ration of the difburfyng agayne and defraying of the fame. In that caufe 
the Partie, whofe Portion fhall apere to be unpayde, fhall in the Name 
of a Payne adde unto his former dutye another thirde Parte of the fame, 
and fo for every yere that he fhall be behynde, to pay a threde parte more 
than he fhuld paye, if he fhuld fatisfye his ordinary according to the 
rate before exprelfed. And if the Dean or Regifter or any of them 
fhall not at every fuch Chapiter prefent the Certificate of the Receipts 
and Payments in fourme aforefaid, whereby the fame may apere to the 
Soverayne and Companions of the Order then prefent, or at the leeft he in 
whome the defawlt fhall reft, fhall in the name of a payne contente and 
paye immediatly, to be employed abowte like purpofe as afore the 
fome of 10/. for every fuch defaulte. 

XX. Item, it is agreed, that if eny of the faid Companye die, that 
the Soverayne or his Deputie after that they fhall have certification of 
his deth, {hall be bounde for to fend and gyve knowledge by their Let- 
ters to all the Felowfhip of the faid Ordre beyng within England , for 
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to come and be with the faid Soverayne or his Deputie in what place 
foever it be, where it {hall pleafe hym to afiigne convenyently within 
fix wekys after the certification of the deth or deceafe of the faid Knyght. 
The which allfoo aflembled or at the left fix with the Soverayne or his 
Deputie abovefaid, every* of them that there {hall be prefent come to 
the Election {hall name nine of the worthieft and fufficient Knyghtes 
without reproffe that he {hall knowe Subjedtes to the faid Soverayne or 
others, fo be that they holde no contrary partie or be agaynft him*;, 
that is to witt, three Dukes, three Marquefs, Erles, or of greater aftate, 
three Barons, or Banerettis, and three Bachelers: The whiche denomi- 
nations the chieff prelate of the faid Ordre {hall wryte, that is to witt, 
the Byfhop of Wynchejier for the time beyng, or in his abfence the 
Chaunceler, or the Dean or Regifter or the mooft auncient Recidencer 
of the faid College in- their abfence, and the denominacion foo done by 
all, or fix' at the leeft, by him that have written {hall be {hewed to the faid 
Soverayne or to his Deputie, that then {hall chofe of them that be 
named, he that {hall have the mooft Voyces, and alfo he that the Sove- 
rayne {hall exteme to be mooft honorable to the faid Ordre, and mooft 
profitable to his Crowne and to his Realme And if there be any 
Knyght of the faid Ordre that doth fayle for to come to the faid Eledtion, 
if he be not lett by a juft caufe ; and that the faid caufe of his excufe 
{hewed under his Seal of Armes be founde by the Soverayne or his De- 
pntie to be jufte and reafonable, then his excufe to be accepted and al- 
lowed, and that if his caufe be not jufte, and that he come not to the 
Seremonies above named, it is agreed that he {hall pay to the Warden 
of the College for to fynge for him that is departed 20*. fterling, and 
at his nexte comyng to the Chaptre, he {hall be before the Soverayne 
or his Deputie and the Company, and {hall knele upon the grounde in 
the myddes of the Chaptre, untyll the time that he be reconciled by the 
Soverayne or his Deputie, and the faid Company. 

XXI. Item, it is agreed, that if any Knyght of the faid Company 
{hulde departe, and another is chofen and eledte, he {hall have fone after 
his Eledtion the Garter, in fignyfyeng that he ys one of the Knyghtes 
and Felowes of th’ Ordre of the Garter, and his Robe and hode {hall 
be delivered him in the Chaptre -hovvfe incontinently, after that his 
commiflion hath bene red before the Soverayne or his Deputie, and the 
Company j and after that {hall be led by two Knyghtes of the faid Ordre 
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accomplned with the other Noble -men, and the Officers of the Ordre 
(hall alfo be prefent, and his Mantell (hall be borne before him by one 
of the Knyghtes of the faid Ordre, or by the Kyng at Armes of the 
Ordre. The which Mantell ffiall be delyvered to him for his Habit, 
after that he ffiall have made his Othe before his Stall and not before. 
And this done he ffiall retorne unto the Chaptre-howfe, where he ffiall 
refeyve by the Soverayne or his Deputie, the Coler, and foo he ffiall 
have the full poffeffion of his Habit liolely, except great Prynces Straun- 
gers, the which may receyve their Habit holely within the Chaptre- 
howfe, as it hath been ufed and accuftomed in times paft, for the 
ffiortenyng of time. And if he die before he have recey ved his Habit, 
he ffiall not be named one of the Founders, feyng that he lacketh to 
have full poffeffion of his Aftate. But he ffiall have the one half of 
the * MaJJ'es above-named, for the delyverance of the Garter , and none 
other thynge above it. And if he foo chofen come not in all good di- 
ligence after the recepcion of the faid Garter in the faid place for to be 
flailed, and in fpecyally within the yere of his Eledtion, if he be a 
Knyght dwellyng within the Realme, and hath none excufe reafonable, 
allowable, and acceptable to the faid Soverayne or to his Deputie, and 
the Company, then the Election ffiall bee voyde of him, and the Sove- 
rayne or his Deputie, and the Company ffiall goo and make another new 
Election, and neyther the Banner, the Sworde, nor the Helmet, nor 
Creft of him fo chofen be put upon his Stall within the Caftell before 
his commyng ; to. th’ ende that if he come not, his faid Hachementis, 
as Banner, Sworde, Helmet, be not taken down nor avaled, but ho- 
neffly put out of the Quyer, and the reaft of other thyngs ffiall abyde 
to the profitt and ufe of the faid Ordre. 

XXII. Item, it is agreed, that if any of the Dukes, Marques, Erles, 
Vizcontes, Barons, Banerettis, or Bachelers die, that he that ffiall come 
after, and fuccede in his place and rome, be he Duke, Marques, Erie, 
Vizconte, Baron, Baneret, Bacheler, or any of the Aftates above- 
named, he ffiall have the felffe fame Stall that his Predeceffor had, and 
ffiall not chaunge it without he have efpeciall Lycenfe or Warrant of 
the faid Soverayne , allweyes all Emperours, Kyngs, and Prynces be 
excepted, the which ffiall kepe and holde theyr Stalls after theyr Aftate, 
and very nexte unto the Soverayne. And then by thys meane a Duke 

ffiall

fhall take the Stall of a Bacheler, and a Bacheler the Stall of a Duke, 
in figneandknowlege of the fyrft Founders. 

XXIII. Item, if there be eny Place or Stall voyde, the Soverayne at 
his pleafure may advance and tranflate, by his fpeciall licenfe, any 
Knyght of the faid Company, in the faid Stall, fo be it that it be more 
hyer then the Stall that he was in afore. Alloe the Soverayne onys in 
his lyffe may, if it pleafe him, make a general tranflation of all the 
States at his pleafure, excepte of Emperours, Kyngs, Prynces, and 
Dukes. The which allwey fhall kepe ther Places and Stalls, if not 
that they be tranflated in more hyer romeand Stall, in the which tran- 
Ilacion the long contynuance in th’ Ordre, and the prayfes, worthynes, 
and merites of the Knyghtes ought to be confidered and remembred. 
The which Knyghtes from hensforth in goyng and fyttyng at all tymes, 
that they fhall were their Mantells, and kepe their Places after the ordre 
of their Stalls, and not after their Aftatis, as is aforefaid. 

XXIV. Item, it is agreed, that all the Felowis abovefaid at their fyrft 
commyng in fhall gyve every of them a certayne fomme, after their 
Aftate, for the entertaynyng and mayntenance of the Canons and Poor 
Knyghtes dwellyng in the faid place, and for the Aimes Dedes that is 
there perpetualli ordenyd, that is to wytt, the Soverayne 40 Markes, a 
ftraunger Kyng 20/. the Prynce 20 Markes, every Duke 10/. every 
Marques 8/. 6 s. 8d. every Erie io Markes, every Vizcounte^/. 
16 s, 8 d. every Baron and Baneret 5/. every Bacheler 5 Markes, and 
their Baners, Helmetts, Creftis, and Swordis fhall notbefett over their 
Stalls, untyll the tyme that they have payed at their entryng the afore- 
faid fommes, every one after his Aftate and Degree whereof he is. And 
it ys to witt that the Soverayne is bounde to pay for every Straunger that 
fhall be chofen and eledte, when he fhall be ftalled in his propre Parfon, 
or by procurement, or Attornay, and thefe gyftes be gieven to th’ en- 
tent that every one of them that fhall entre into th’ Ordre be more 
worthy to have the name, title, and privilege, of one of the Founders 
of the faid Ordre. 

XXV. Item, it is agreed, that every Knyght within the yere of his 
Stallation fhall caufe to be made a Scouchon of his Armes, and Hache- 
mentis in a plate of Metall fuche as fhall pleafe him, and that it be fure- 
ly fett upon the backe of his Stall. And the other that fhall come af- 
ter fhall have their Scochons and Hachements in like manner; but their 
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plates of Metall nor there Hachements fhall not be foo large nor foo 
greatte as they of the fir ft Founders were, excepte Straungers, which 
may ufe their plates and fafhions at their pleafure. 

XXVI. Item, it is agreed, that no Knyght chofen and eledte for to 
be Felow of the faid Noble Ordre fhall nott be {Failed by Procurement 
or Attorney, except he be a Straunger, and may not well come hither in 
his propre Parfon for to be flailed, or other that is bufied withoute the 
Realme for the affaires of the Soverayne , or by his commaundement 
and lycence as it is above declared. 

XXVII. Item, that every Knyght, entryng in the faid Ordre, fhall 
promes and fwere faithfully to obferve and kepe the poyntis and articles 
that here followeth, that is to witt, that to his trew powre he fhall 
helpe, duryng his lyffe, and duryng the tyme that he fhall be Felow of 
the faid Ordre, for to kepe, defende, and fuftayne the honor, quarrelles, 
rightes, and lordfhippes of the Soverayne of the faid Ordre. 

Item, that with all his powre he fhall enforce hymfelffe, and take 
payne honorably to entertayne and augment the faid Ordre. And if it 
happen him for to knowe any thynge that were ymagyned or procur- 
ed to the contrarye of the defence and rehftence of this, with all his trew 
powre he fhall put himfelf in more gretter endevorment. 

Item, that well and trewly he fhall accomplifhe and entertayne all 
the Statutes, Poyntis, and Ordynances of the faid Ordre, and of all this 
fhall make a general) othe, all and fo as though it were redde unto him 
from poynt to poynt, and article to article, and fhall make the faid othe 
to the Soverayne of the faid Ordre or his Deputie, in fweryng and pro- 
mifyng upon the holy Gofpellis for to kepe them and entertayne them, 
withowte any fraude or delacion. And upon this he fhall towche the 
Boke and kyfle the Crofte. 

Item, this done the faid Knyght foo chofen with dew reverence fhall 
receyve the Garter, the which the Soverayne or his Deputie fhall put it 
aboute his lyfte leg in faying thefe words, “ Sir, the lovyng Company 
“ of the Ordre of the Garter hathe receyed you theyr Brother, Lover, 
“ and Felow, and in token and knowledge of this they gyve you and 
“ prefent you this prefent Garter. The whiche God wyll that you re- 
<l ceyve and were from hensforth to his praife and pleafure, and to the 
“ exaltacion and honor of the faid Noble Ordre, and of yourfelf.” 

XXVIII, 
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XXVIII. Item, it is agreed, that in cafe that the Soverayne be out 
of the Contre, to the whiche he cannot in propre Parfon do that fhali 
appertayne to the Stallation, he may gyve power and audforite, by his 
Letters of Commiffion, to two of the Felows, or to dyverfe for to 
exercife it in his name. 

XXIX. Item, it is agreed, that a common Seal, a Signet of the 
Armes of the Ordre, be made, the which fhali reft in the cuftodi and 
kepyng of the Chanceler of th’ Ordre, or of fuche a Knyght and Fe- 
low of thefaid Ordre, as fhali pleafe the Soverayne to name and affigne ; 
and if he that fhali have the Seales in kepyng or cuftodi fhulde departe 
or goo forth for any caufe, 20 miles farrefroin the Soverayne , then he 
fhali deliver the faid Seals to the Soverayne , or to fuche Knyght of the 
Ordre, or to any other Parfon, that it fhali pleafe the faid Soverayne for 
to ordeyne and appoynte. To th’ entent that at no tyme the faid Seales 
be oute of the prefence of the faid Soverayne , he beyng within his 
Realme. And if he be owte of his Realme, the Signet fhali fuffice for 
to feal all fuche Adles and Wrytynges, touchyng the faid Ordre, that 
there may be concluded and made. 

XXX. Item, It is agreed, that every Felow of the faid Ordre from 
hensforth fhali have the Statutes of the faid Ordre, firft collected and 
overfene by the Regifter, and after that fealed with the common Seal 
afforefaid. And if the Knyght will have any Armes devyfed, or cogny- 
fance made within the Boke of the Statuts, then the faid Boke fhali be 
delyvered to the Kyng at Armes of th’Ordre, for trewly to ordayne of it 
as it fhali appertayne. And the Original to be lykewyfe figned and 
fealed, the which fhali abyde in the Treafory of the faid College for 
evermore. 

XXXI. Item, It is agreed, that after the death of eny of the Knyght es 
of the faid Company, his Executours fhali be bounde for tofende agayne, 
and to delyver the Statutes of the faid Ordre, within three monethes 
after, if fo be that the Statutes hath been delivered unto hym by the 
Soverayne , or to his charge. The which Statutes fhali be delivered 
again to the Warden or Regifter of the faid College, or to one of the 
principall Officers for the tyme being. 

XXXII. Item, It is agreed, That none of the Knyghtes of Saynt 
George, of the faid Companye of the Garter, fhali not goo oute of 
the Contrey nor Dominion of the Soverayne , without havyng leave 
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and licence of the Soverayane : And therefore it is agreed, That if any 
Viage be made, or any other noble A<fte appertayning to the Honor of 
Knyghthood, the faid Soverayne , of his grace, for the great love, fa- 
vor, and confidence that he beares towarde the Knyghtes of the faid 
Ordre, will prefarre, advance, and prefent the faid Felowes and Knyghtes 
of th’ Ordre of Saynt George before all other. 

XXXIII. Item, That none of the Knyghtes of the faid Ordre fhall 
not arme themfelves the one againft the other, but in the Warres of 
his Soverayne Lorde, in his right and juft Quarell, and if it fhulde 
happen, that any of the faid Ordre were retayned with any Lorde, and 
holdyng his partie and quarell, and th’ adverfari partie defireth alfoo to 
have another Felowe of the faid Ordre with him : In this cafe, fuche a 
Knyght and Felowe Shall not be retayned, but may excufe him from 
all fuch thynges, becaufe his Felowe is armed agaynft hym on the 
other fyde, and was retayned before hym, and every Knyght of the faid 
Ordre fhall be bounde to excepte when he fhall be retained, that he 
may be holely dyfchargyd from his fervyce of Warre, yf any of the 
Felowfhipp before hym retayned or holdyng the contrary and adverfari 
partie. And if he that is the fecond retayned know that any of his 
Felowes be retayned before him, and armed with his adverfari partie, 
then he that is feconde retayned, at the fyrft knowledge that he (hall 
have thereof, fhall be bounde to excufe hym towarde his Mafter, and 
leave that quarell. 

XXXIV. Item, That all the lycencis gyven to the Knyghtes of the faid 
Ordre, that goo oute of the Realme for to feke and obtayne Honor, and 
all Certifications, or fendynge Letters and Writynges concernyng the 
faid Ordre, from hensforth, (hall be fealled with one of the Seales of 
the faid Otdre. 

XXXV. Item, It is agreed, That if eny Knyght of the faid Ordre, 
for his Devocion, wyll dwell within the faidCaftell contynually, there 
Shall be ordenyd for him a dwellyng place convenient, by th’ aflign- 
ment of the Soverayne , and he of his proper goods and at his coftes and 
chargies fhall provyde for hys lyveyng, 

XXXVI. Item, If any other Knyght , not beyng of the faid Ordre, 
hathe any wyll to dwelle there for his Devocion, there fhall be ordened 
for him a dwelling place, after the wyll and pleafure of the faid Sove- 
rayne y and with the confentement of the faid Company. 
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XXXVII. Item, it is ordened, that yf any Knyght , or other parfon, 
wylle gyve any Landes, Heritage, or Rentes, for to be participant of 
all the good Oraylons and Prayers that fhali be faid in the fayde place, 
alfo his name fhali be regiftered, and the Canons and Pore Knyghts fhali 
pray perpetually unto God for hym, and alfo the faid Deane, Warden, 
and Canons of the faid College from hensforth fhali not take any man- 
ner of charge upon the faid College, withoute the advyfe and confent- 
ment of the fayd Soverayne, or his Deputie, and the Felowfhip of the 
fayd Ordre, in prefence, and by them concented and agreed in playne 
Chaptre. 

XXXVIII. Item, For to have better knowledge of the Knyghts that 
fhali be of the faid Ordre, the Soverayne of it willy th and ordeneth by 
the willes and confentment of all the hole Company, that from hens- 
forth, that every Knyght of the faid Ordre fhali have and were apertly 
and openly a Coller of Golde about his necke, waying thirty ounces 
of Troy weyght and not above, the whiche Coller fhali be made by 
pieces in fafhion of Garters, in the myddes of which i Garters fhali be 
a double Rofe, the one Role of red, and the other within white, and 
the other Rofe white, and the other Rofe within red, and at the ende 
of the faid Coller fhali be put and faflen’d the image of Saynt George. 
The which Coller the faid * Soverayne, his Succeffours, and amiable Com- 
pany of the faid Ordre fhali be bound to were, and in efpeciall, inprin- 
cipall and folempne Feaftes of the yere/and in other dayes of the yere 
fhali be holden to were a fmall Chayne of Gold with the Image of 
Saynt George depending at the ende of the faid Chayne, excepte in 
tyme of Warre, Sickenes, long Viage; then it fhali fuffice hym to 
were alonely a lafe of Sylke with the faid Image of Saynt George. 
And if the faid Coller have any need of reparacion, it may be put in the 
handes of the Goldefmyth and workeman unto the tyme that it be re- 
pared, the whiche Coller alfo may not be made more richer with Stones 
or other thynges, referving the faid Image : The which may be gar- 
nifhed and enryched at the pleafure of the faid Knyght: Alfo the faid 
Coller may not be folde, engaged, aliened, nor gyven, for any Nede, 
Caufe, or Neceflity whatfoever it be. 

To thefe Statutes of the Order , in an ancient MS. heretofore belong- 
ing to Henry Grey r third Marquis of DorJet y and Duke of Suffolk, was 
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an addition to thefe Statutes of King Henry VIII. of a fourth Point of 
Reproach , tho’ not entered in the Body of the Statutes , yet nevertheless 
the fubftance thereof appears to have been approved of in a Chapter 
held at Wtndfor , Ann. 8. Henry VIII. Liber Nig. p. 204. 

The fourth Point of Reproach is, that if any Knyght of the Order 
from henceforth, by Prodigality or Ryot, wilfully and negligently mif- 
pend, fell, aliene, or do away his Patrimony or Livelihood, by reafon 
whereof he fhall not be able honourably to maintain himfelf and his 
Eftate, in fuch honourable manner, as may conferve the honour of the 
faid Order , and of himfelf: In this cafe he (hall be fummoned by the 
U(her of Arms of the Order , called the Black Rod, by commandment 
of the Sovereign , his Lieutenant , or Deputy , to appear before his Maje- 
fty, or his Commiffioners, and the Knights of the Order , at the next , 
Chapter enfuing, there to be examined before the Sovereign , or his faid 
Commiffioners, and the Knights and Companions of the faid Order ; and 
if he be found in fuch great default of Prodigality, infolent Riot, or 
wilful Negligence, that then the Sovereign , with the advice of the 
Company of the faid Order , may deprive and degrade him of the 
faid Order , at the faid Chapter , if it be their pleafure. 

Thefe Statutes to this day have had no very great or confiderable 
Alterations made in them, tho’ often defigned by the fucceeding Princes ; 
and Commiffions frequently iffued out for that purpofe, * by Queen 
Elizabeth , King fames I. Charles I. and laftly by Charles II. as is at 
large related by Mr. Aflmole, but as nothing material was altered from 
thefe Statutes of King Henry VIII. no farther notice is here neceffary. 


CHAPTER 
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CHAPTER XII L 

Of the HABITS and ENSIGNS of this moft Noble 

ORDER. 

T H E Habit and Enjigns of this moft Noble Order, are moft emi- 
nently diftinguilhable and magnificent, and confift of thefe par- 
ticulars, viz. the Garter , Mantle , Surcoat , Hood, George , and Collar. 
The four firft were afligned by the Founder, and the two laft by King 
Henry VIII. 

And firft, the Royal Garter juftly challenges the preheminence, as 
being that, from which the Order itfelf received a Name and Title. It 
is the firft part of the Habit prefented to foreign Princes and abfent 
Knights , and that wherewith they and all other eledt Knightsare firft 
adorned ; and of fo great honour and grandeur in this Inftitution, that 
by the bare inveftiture with this noble Enfign, the Knights are reckoned 
and accounted Companions and Fellows of the greateft military Order in 
the World. 

' C 

Of what Materials this principal Enfign was at firft made, does not 
fo plainly appear; nor is it defcribed by any, before Polydore Virgil, and 
he, but in general, as to the ornamental part of it, viz. that it was 
adorned with Gold and Precious Stones, and had a Buckle of Gold at 
the end, wherewith to fallen it about the Leg. In thefe later Ages this 
Enfign has been diftinguilhed in a very particular manner ; the Garter 
Pent to Gujlavus Adolphus , King of Sweden , by King Charles I. exceed- 
ed all others, bellowed by former Sovereigns, for richnefs and glory; 
each Letter of the Motto being compofed of Diamonds, in number 
four hundred and eleven, according to an Inventory given in, by the 
Sovereign’s command, to the Dean and Chapter of WindJ'or: The 
Garter alfo which that unfortunate Monarch wore on the laft ftage of 
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Life, was compofed alfo of Diamonds, to the number of four hundred 
and twelve. 

This Enfign, the Garter, was at the Foundation of the Order, ap- 
pointed to be worn on the left Leg, a little beneath the Knee, and fo 
has the ufage in all time fince continued. But the ufe of this Enfign 
is extended alfo to fome other particulars, as well as being ornamental 
to the left Leg ; namely it was (and that anciently alfo) made ufe of 
to incircle the Scutcheon of St. George’.? Arms, worn by the Sove- 
reign and Knight s-Companions, on the left Shoulder of their Mantles ; 
who, within a fhort time after, took it to furround each of their pro- 
per Coats of Arms ; which ufage their Succeflfors, in this moft Noble 
Order, have retained, as a peculiar Privilege; the like has been permit- 
ted to the Prelate and Chancellor of the Garter , their principal Officers. 

King Henry VIII. was firfl of the Sovereigns, who introduced into 
his Great Seal, the Scutcheon of his Arms incirled within a Garter ; as 
may be feen placed on either fide of his Portraiture, fining in his royal 
Throne, in Speed' s Chronicle. Since his reign, all fucceeding Sove- 
reigns have borne their Arms within the Garter , not only in their 
Great and Privy Seals, but alfo in thofe other belonging to their Courts 
of Juftice; and generally in all things (except Coins) whereon the 
Scutcheon of their Arms have been i fince cut, carved, graved, 
painted, or wrought ; in Imitation of whom, the Knights- Companions 
have done the like: However, as to Coins, there were Anno 2 1, Car. I. 
certain Half Crowus ftamped in the Weft of England , having the So- 
vereign’s Arms fo encompafs'd ; and this was the firfl money, whereon 
the royal Garter appeared amongft us. And his late Majefty, King 
Charles II. intending the Augmentation of the Honour of this renowned 
Order , as in many other things, fo in advancing the reputation of this 
noble Enfign by a more publick way, did caufe the irradiated Crofs of 
St. George, encompafs’d about with the royal Garter , to be ftamp- 
ed in the centre of his Silver Coin, made upon the alteration of it, Anno 
14, Car. II. 

We have feen Gold Pings call into the Figure of Garters ; the Ground 
on the outfide enamelled with a deep Blue, through which the Golden

Letters of the Motto appearing, fet them off with an admirable beauty. 
And it feems, fuch GarterRings have been of antient ufe : For the 
Preface to the Black Book of the Order ,' takes notice not only of wear- 
ing the Garter on the Left Leg and Shoulder, but adds alfo the Thumb. 
Interdum pollice geftare , by which we fuppofe is meant Gold Rings , 
made into the falhion of Garters , and befiowed by the new inftalled 
Knights upon their Relations and Friends, to wear in Memorial of fo 
great an Honour conferred upon them 

The next Habit or Enfign is the Mantle , and at firft no other Robe 
was appointed for the Habit of this mod noble Order , but only this 
upper Garment or Mantle-, which, in the Sovereign , is diftinguifh’d 
from the Knight s-Comp anions, only by a long Train. That which was 
made for the Founder againft the firft Feaft of this Order , appears to 
have been made of fine Woollen Cloth. And ’tis not unlikely, the 
Founder made choice of Cloth for the Robes of the Order (rather than 
any richer Material) to the end He might give a Reputation to that our 
home bred and native Commodity ; notwithstanding, leave was given 
for the Proxies of foreign Princes to bring over with them Mantles of 
Silk or Velvet, when they came to receive the poffelfion of their 
Principal’s Stalls. 

The firft time it appears the Sovereign’s Mantle was made of Velvet, 
is about the beginning of the reign of Henry VI. when thofe prefent- 
ed to foreign Princes likewife, were made here of Velvet. 

As touching the Maiiiles of the Knights-Companions , there is no 
queftion, but they were of the fame Materials with thofe made for 
the Sovereign , and had the fame Changes or Alterations ,• tho’ this be 
not fo eafy to difcover, becaufe the Mantle was provided at the proper 
Charge of the Knights-Companions themfelves, and therefore not upon 
any publick Record. 

The colour of thefe Mantles is appointed by the Statutes to be Blue ; 
and of this coloured Cloth, was the firft Robe made for the Founder, 
by which, as by the Ground-work of the royal Garter it is not un- 
like, he alluded to the colour of the Field in the French Arms, which 
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a few years before he had afiumed in Quarter, with thofe of his King- 
dom of England ; in Queen Elizabeth' s reign (upon what ground is no 
where mentioned) the colour of the foreign Princes Mantles was changed 
from Blue to Purple, and fo continued till about the 12th year of King 
Charks I. when that Sovereign, reftored the colour of the Mantle to 
the primitive Inftitution, viz. a rich Celejlial Blue , and this Habit 
has fo continued to this day. 

The Left Shoulder of thefe Mantles have, from the Inftitution of the 
Order, been adorn’d with one large fair Garter , as has been obferv’d, 
containing the Motto, Honi soit qui mal y pense. Within this 
Garter was embroiderd the Arms of Sr. George , viz. Argent, a Crofs 
Gules j and was heretofore wrought upon Sattin, with Gold, Silver, 
and Silk; but in fucceeding times, more coft was beftowed upon this 
Enfign ; the Embroidery being curioufly wrought upon Velvet, with 
Damafk, Gold, and fundry forts of Purls, Plates, Gold Twift and 
Silks, and the Letters of the Motto and Borders of the Garter , com- 
pofed of the like Twift, and fometimes of fair oriental Pearl. 

About the time of King Henry VI. the lining of this Robe was white 
Damafk, and afterwards white Sattin ; but of later times it was lined 
with white Taffaty, which continues yet in fafhion. For farther or- 
nament, the Mantle had fixed to its Collar a pair of long Strings, an^ 
clently woven of blue Silk only, called Cordons, Robe-Strings, or 
Laces; but of later times twifted round, and made of Gold Twift 
and Silk of the colour of the Robe; at each end of which hung a 
Knob or Button wrought over and raifed with a rich caul of Gold, 
and Tafiels thereunto of like Silk and Gold; and at the Collar was 
ufually fixed an Hook and Eye of Gold, for the furer faftening the 
Mantle about the Shoulders; 

The next Habit or Enfign is the Surcoat or Kirtle, which, tho* it be 
not taken notice of in the Founder’s Statutes, is as ancient as the Mantle, 
being made ufe of at the Inftitution of the Order. Thefe Surcoats 
were heretofore annually beftowed by the Sovereign on the Knights- 
Companions , and therefore called his * Livery . They were at firft 
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made of Woollen Cloth, as the Mantles are obferved to have been, 
and did fo continue, after the Mantle was changed to Velvet, for fome 
time, at leaft till after the Office of Chancellor of the Garter was erect- 
ed by King Edward IV. as appears by the Precedent of this Livery in 
the Sovereign's great Wardrobe. At length thefe Surcoats came to be 
made of Velvet alfo, which is ftill retained. 

The colour of this Vefture was anciently changed every year, com- 
monly into one of thefe four colours, either Blue, Scarlet, Sanguine in 
Grain, or White ; but always changed to the fame colour with the 

Sovereign’s. 

In the reign of Edward IV. we find the four Colours above-mention- 
ed were laid afide, and others brought into ufe, as Purple Velvet; and 
towards the latter end of the reign of King Henry VIII. ’tis manifeft: 
from the Warrants entered in the great Wardrobe, that the Surcoats 
both of the Sovereign and Knights -Companions were Crimfon Velvet: 
Nor was this colour altered in the Surcoat, tho’ King Charles I. reftored 
the Mantle to its firft and ancient colour. 

The ornamental Trimmings of thefe Garments at the time of infti- 
tuting the Order , and a long time after, defer ve our notice; being gar- 
n iflied or powdered all over with little Garters , embroidered with Silk 
and Gold Plate ; in each of which was neatly wrought the Motto, 
Honi soit qui mal y Pense. Befides, the Buckles and Pendants 
to thefe fmall Garters were Silver gilt: Of thefe embroidered Garters , 
there were laid upon the firft Surcoat and Hood made for the Founder, 
no lefs than one hundred and fixty-eight ; and in the reign of King 
Henry V. the number of* thefe Garters appears to be fettled, according 
to the degrees of honour of each Knight -Comp anion. But this manner 
of adorning grew at length quite out of fafhion. 

Thefe Surcoats , whilft made of Cloth, were lined with Fur; the 
Sovereign's purfled with Ermin : But in time thefe Furs alfo were laid 
afide, and then the Surcoats came to be lined with white Sarcenet, to 
which, in Queen Elizabeth’s reign, white Taffaty fucceeded, and that 
ftill continues. 

We 
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We will next fay fomething of the Hood and Cap. Hoods were an- 
ciently worn for defence of the Head, againft the inconveniencies of 
Weather, &c. but in later times Caps and Hats have fupplied their place. 
This Hood was ordained, and is yet retained as part of the Habit of 
this mod Noble Order , being of equal antiquity, tho’ not remembered 
in the Statutes, with the reft of the Habit. ’Tis now generally made, 
as heretofore, of the fame Materials as the Surcoat , and confequently of 
the fame colour. ’Twas anciently trimmed and garnished, with a pro- 
portion of little embroidered Garters , lined with Cloth of a different 
colour, and fuch as would beft fet off to viewj but now with Taffaty, 
as is the lining of the Surcoat. 

As to the Cap, which in ufe and place fucceeded the Hood , it has 
been and and yet is made of Black Velvet, lined with Taffaty, but the 
fafhion has feveral times varied. In the reign of King Henry VIII. the 
Cap was flat : In Queen Elizabeth's time, a little raifed in the Head : 
And in King James I. much more high-crown’d, and has fo continued. 

This Cap has been ufually adorned with Plumes of fine white Fea- 
thers, with a ftately Heron's Feather rifing in the middle, and bound 
about with' a Band, enriched with Diamonds of great value ; and 
lometimes the brims have been tack’d up with a large and coftly Jewel. 

The Crofs of the Order, encompafied with the Garter, and irradiated 
with Beams of Silver, called the Glory or Star , was ordained by King 
Charles I. to be worn upon the left fide of the Sovereign's and Compa- 
nions Cloaks, Coats, and Caffocks, when they did not wear their 
Robes, and at all times in publick. 

It may not be improper to obferve here that foon after the Inftitution 
of this noble Order , a cuftom was taken up, of honouring the Queen, 
the Knigbts-Companions Wives, and other great Ladies, with 
Robes and Hoods , of the gift of the Sovereign , and of the fame Mate- 
rials, as were the Sovereign's and Knigbts-Companions Surcoats, garnish- 
ed alfo with little embroidered Garters, and lined with rich Furs ; 
which Robes they likewife wore during the Solemnity of the Feaft of 
Sc.George. 


The 
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The firffc mention of this is Ann. 7. Richard II. where againft the 
Feaft of St. George that year, fuch kind of Robes and Hoods were 
provided for the Qtieen, &c. The Robes were made of Cloth Violet in 
Grain, like as the Sovereign and Knights-Companions Sur coats that year: 
They were lined with Fur, but the Hoods with Scarlet, and both em- 
broidered over with. little Garters ; and the proportion of Cloth, Furs, 
and Garters, were allowed according to their feveral degrees. The laft 
mention we find of thefe Liveries was Ann. 16. Edward IV. when, at 
IVindfor on the Feaft of St. George, the Queen, &c. had Murrey 
Gowns embroidered with Garters. 

After a long difufe of thefe Robes, ’twas moved in Chapter (14. Car. 
I.) that they might be reftored, and in particular, that the Ladies of 
the Knights-Companions might enjoy the ancient Privilege of wearing a 
Garter of the Order about their Arms; upon which motion, another 
Chapter was appointed to confider more of the matter : But what was 
then or after done, does not appear j and the unhappy War coming on, 
this matter wholly flept. 

Proceed we next to fpeak of the Collar , another Enfign and Orna- 
ment of this moft Noble Order of the Garter , compofed after a pecu- 
liar manner, exa&ly relative to the name and title of the Order ; to the 
wearing of which, the Sovereign obliged both himfelf and Knights- 
Companions , and his and their Succeffors. This Collar , as is before re- 
lated in Henry VIII. Statutes, Art. XXXVIII. was ordained to be Gold, 
thirty Ounces Troy Weight ; tho’ fometimes it has weighed more. By the 
fame Statutes it was appointed, that this Collar fhould be compofed of 
pieces of Gold, in fafhion of Garters , the Ground enamelled Blue, and 
the Letters of the Motto Gold. In the midft of each Garter , two Rofe$ 
placed, the innermoft enamelled Red, and the outermoft White; con- 
trarily in the next Garter , the innermoft Rofe enamelled White, and 
the outermoft Red ; and fo alternately continued : But of later times 
thefe Rofes are wholly Red. The number of thefe Garters are fo ma- 
ny, as be the ordained number of the Sovereign and Knights-Companions , 
by the Inftitution of the Order , viz. twenty-fix ; being tied together 
with as many Knots of Gold; and this fafhion has in all particulars hi- 
therto continued invariable. At the middle of the Collar before, .is to 

be 
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be faftened the Image of St. George armed, fitting on Horfeback, 
who having thrown the Dragon upon his Back, encounters him with a 
tilting Spear. This Jewel is not furrounded with a Garter , or row of 
Diamonds, as is the lejfer George , but is garnifhed with Diamonds, and 
other Enrichments, at a great expence, at the pleafure of the Knight- 
Companion who owns it. 

The nextEnfign of this Noble Order is the lejfer George , fo called in 
refpedt of that other George we have juft mentioned, as faftened to 
the middle of the Collar before, and called the great George: This lejfer 
George does not appear to have been worn before the Breaft, or under 
the right Arm, as now ufed, until the 13th of King Henry VIII. when 
a Decree was pafled to this e fifed!, Lib. Nig. p. 2 12. That every Knight 
of the Order, Jhould wear loofely before his Breaji , the Image of St. 
George, in a Gold Chain , or otherwife in a Ribband ; the fame to be 
thenceforward placed within the ennobled Garter ; to the end a manifeji 
dijlindlion Jhould thereby appear , between the Knights- Companions, and 
others of the Nobility and Knights, who, according to the fafihion of 
thofe times, wore large Gold Chains, the ordinary Enfign of their 
Knighthood. 

This George was for the moft part made of pure Gold, but divers of 
them are exquifitely cut in Onixs } as alfo in Stgats. This lef 'er George 
by degrees came to be worn in Silk Ribbands as well as Gold Chains, 
each at pleafure. The colour of thefe Ribbands, at their firft ufe, was 
Black, afterwards Blue, which, ’tis thought, began in Queen Elizabeth's 
reign, and grew into fo great efteem, that towards the latter end of 
the reign of King James I. it was decreed. Lib. Rub. p. 12. That for 
the future , it Jhould always be of a Blue colour and no other : Nor in time 
of Mourning for any of the Knights-Companions, of what degree Jbever t 
Jhould the colour be changed. The ordinary manner of wearing this Rib- 
band, in time of Peace, was, formerly, about the Neck, down to the 
middle of the Breaft, where the lejfer George hung ; but now for the 
more conveniency of riding or adtion, the fame is fpread over the left 
Shoulder, and brought under the right Arm, where the Jewel hangs; 
and to give the Reader a more perfedt Idea of the grandeur and magni- 
ficence of this truly Noble Order , we fhall here infert a Print of the 
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Habit and Enfigns as wore by the Sovereign and the Knights-Com- 
panions r. 

It is here to be obferved that there are folemn days and occafions, on 
which the Sovereign and Knights-Companions are enjoyned to wear, either 
the whole Habit of theOrder, or fome part of it. The more folemn, and 
which require a full conformity, as to wearing the whole Habit, viz. 
the Garter , Mantle , Surcoat , Hood, Collar , great George , and Cap, are 
firft, the high Feftival of the Order (commonly called St. George'* 
Feaft) whether it be folemnized on the 22d, 23d, or 24th days of 
April annually, or any other days within the following year by proro- 
gation. ,In like manner, at the Feafts of Inftallation, fuch Knights - 
Companions as are appointed by the Sovereign to aftift, are to wear the 
whole Habit. The lefs folemn occafion are thofe which require wear- 
ing the Mantle or Collar of the Order only : Such is the morrow after 
the grand Feaft day, when the Sovereign and Knights-Companions pro- 
ceed to the Chapel, and make their Offering of Gold and Silver; for 
then it fuffices, that they put on the Mantle only : And, Service being; 
ended, they were wont to leave the Mantle at the Chapter-houfe door, 
as they went out of the Chapel. The fame Mantle likewife to be worn 
at all Chapters held ; alfo as often as ’tis requifite for the Sovereign or 
any of the Knights-Companions to enter into the Chapel of St. George 
at Windfor ; it having been ordained, fays Mr. AJhmole , p. 232. for that 
purpofe, that every one of the Knights-Companions fhould leave a Man- 
tle at Windfor ; and, in purfuance of * this article, it appears that an- 
ciently both the Sovereign and Knights-Companions left Mantles in the 
Vejlry at Windfor , for fuch accidental occafions. 


The Collar of the Order , with the great George appendant, is worn 
at the principal and folemn Feafts of the year, and by an order Ann. 4.. 
Eliz.. on the following days, viz.

Befides 
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Be Tides thefe, theSovereignsandKnights-Companions have been accu dom- 
ed to wear th s noble Enfign, upon the Anniverfary of the Sovereign’s 
Coronation , of Gunpowder-Treafon, and other great State-Holidays, and all 
publick Occafions. And as to that other principal Enfign, the Garter ; ic 
ought daily to be worn, as the Statutes do ftri£tly enjoin, with Penalties 
annex’d: But King Henry V. admitted of a Qualification, and in cafe of 
Riding with Boots, ordained, that it might fuffice, if the Knight- 
Companion wore Tome Ribband, or Silk Lace, to reprefent the Garter , 
with this Provifo, Phat no Knight-Companion Jhould enter into Chap- 
ter , without his Garter buckled about the Leg. 

Thus much concerning the Habit and Enfigns of this noble Order. 


CHAPTER XIV. 

Of the OFFICERS of the ORDER. 

A FTER this account of the Habit and Enfigns, it is neceflary to 
treat of the Officers appointed for the fervice and honour of this 
moft Noble Order: Thofe con ft itu ted by the Founder were, the Pre- 
late, Regijler, and TJJher ; to thefe were afterwards added a Chancellor , 
and Garter King at Arms. The firft and principal Officer is the Prelate ; 
this office was originally annexed to, and has fince continued in the See 
of Winchejler , and the Bifhop of that Diocefs, in refpeft of the honour 
and preheminence of this illuftrious Order , challenges precedence and 
place above all Bifliops, next to the Biffiops of London and Durham. 

This Officer is to celebrate Divine Service at the Feaft of St. 
George; to write down and prefent to the Sovereign the denominations 
of the Election of Knights; and in regard to the honour of his office, 
has the peculiar priviledge of marffialling his Arms impaled with thofe 
of the See of Winchejler wdthin the Garter ; alfo as often as any pro- 
ceffion is made, being covered with his Habit, he fhall walk before the 

tove- 
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Sovereign, having the Chancellor of the Order on his left hand : He has 
alfo Lodgings affigned him within the Caflle, called Winchefter Tower-, 
and as often as he ffiall come to Windfor , or at other place attend the 
Sovereign's commands relating to the Order , he has allowed him of the 
Court Livery for himfelf and Servants, according to the rate that Earls 
refident in Court are accuftomed to have. By his Oath at his admiffion 
into the office of Prelate , he is obliged, 

1. To be prefent in all Chapters , whereunto he is fummoned. 

2. To report all things truly, ’without favour or fear. 

3. To take the Scrutiny Jaithfully, and prefent it to the Sovereign. 

4. To keep fecret and not difclofe the CounJ’els of the Order. 

5. To promote and maintain the honour thereof. 

6. To withftand and reveal what is defigned to the contrary. 

This Officer’s Mantle or Robe was formerly of Crimfon Velvet, with in- 
fide lining of white Taffeta, richly embroidered with fumptuous and coft- 
lv Badges; but at prefent his Robe is of Purple Velvet, as appears by 
Warrant, bearing date February 19, Ann. 13. Car. II. for the delivery 
to the then Prelate , from the Sovereign’s Wardrobe, eighteen yards of 
Velvet of Purple colour, and ten yards of white Taffeta for the lining, 
as alfo a Scutcheon of St. George within a Garter , wrought with 
Letters of Gold and Pearls, which he wears on the right Shoulder of 
his Mantle, together with Cordons of Purple Silk, interwoven with 
Gold. 


The prefent Prelate of the Order , is the Right Rev. Dr, Benjamin 
Hoadly , Biffiop of Winchefer „ 

II. King Edward IV. by Patent, Anno Regni 15 0 appointed Richard 
Beauchamp, Biffiop of Salisbury, Chancellor of the Order of the Garter , 
for the term of his own Life; this Grant was afterwards confirmed by 
the Sovereign and Knight s-Companions , in Chapter held Ann. if of the 
faid King, and the office of Chancellor was continued to his Succeffors, 
Biffiops of Salisbury , in confideration that the Chapel of St. George in 
Windfor Caffle is lituate within that Diocefs, till Ann. 7. Edward 6 , 
when Sir William Cecil, then principal Secretary of State, was appoint- 
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ed Chancellor ; and it does not appear that the Biffiops of Salisbury af- 
terwards executed this office, tho’ they frequently laid in their claim, 
till 21 Car. II. when Seth Ward , Biffiop of Salisbury , revived the 
claim of this office due to his See, by a Petition prefented in Chapter, 
held by the Sovereign , and the mod noble Companions hereafter named, 
at Whitehall, the 19th of November , 1669. Prefent,

At which time the Sovereign declared, That the reafon of calling this 
Chapter was to confider of the pretenfons of Dr. Seth Ward, Bijhop of 
Salisbury, exhibited in a Petition , concerning the title and claim of him- 
felf and his Succeffors, unto the Office of Chancellor of the mojl Noble 
Order of the Garter (when the fame Jh'ould become void) the Bijhop 
grounding the equity of his claim , upon a Charter fir [l granted by King 
Edward IV. in the 1 qth year of his reign, unto Richard Beauchamp, 
Bijhop of Salisbury, and his Succejfors for ever ; which Charter hath been 
jince confirmed under the great Seal of England, by other Kings and 
Queens, and particularly by King Charles I. of ever blejfed memory: 
Hereupon the Bifop being called in, and commanded to produce his proofs 
to make good that his pretenfion ; accordingly the Bifjop humbly offered an 
authentick Copy of the original Charter , of the faid King Edward IV. 
renewed and confirmed by the faid King Charles I. in the \th year of his 
reign : The which being read and duly confidered, together with the Objec- 
tions to the contrary , particularly that the poffefjion and execution of the 
faid Office of Chancellor, had been Jor above an hundred years, committed 
unto Laymen ; nctwithfianding which, the Sovereign and Companions, 
being fully fatisfied with the jufinefs of the claim of the faid Bijhop, ground- 
ed upon the a for ef aid Charters , and UkewiJ'e confider mg, that the returning 
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of the faid Office to the JirJl InJUtution , would be for the honour and dignity 
of the faid raoft Noble Order ; tbe Sovereign thereupon , with the unanimous 
confent of the mof Noble Companions then prefent , did declare and ordain, 

* 1 That the Bijkop of Sarum, and his Succefors for ever , ffiall have and 

* execute the Office of Chancellor of the faid moft Noble Order, and receive 
‘ and enjoy all Rights, Privileges, and Advantages thereunto belonging , 
‘ immediately upon the firf vacancy of the faid Office. ’ Lib. Carol./). 65. 

The Chancellor's Oath is the fame with the Prelate's aforementioned, 
which he takes in like humble manner on his Knee, and it is cuflomarily 
adminiftered by the Regifer of the Order. 

His Robe was heretofore the fame with the Prelate's , and ffion 
after the Reftoration, viz. Ann. 13, Car. II. was alfo changed to 
purple, and by the Warrant beforementioned of King Charles II. had 
like allowance with the Prelate of Velvet and white Taffata for his 
Robe, alfo the Scutcheon of St. George, together with a Purfe of blue 
Velvet richly embroidered. Befides this Robe, the Chancellor has an ho- 
nourable Badge affigned him to wear; firft granted to Sir William Peters 
and his Succelfors, Ann. 1. Ph. and Mary. viz. a Rofe Gold, enclofed 
within a Garter, which he and the fucceeding Chancellors of the Order 
have ever fince worn daily about their Necks; at firil in a Gold Chain, 
but fince in a purple Ribband. 

The Chancellor has place next beneath the Prelate, and in all Pro- 
ceedings and Seffions goeth and fitteth on his left Hand. And King 
Charles I. in a Chapter held A. D. 1629, was pleafed to confer fome far- 
ther note of honour upon this Officer, in relation to place and prece- 
dence without the Order ; for it was then decreed, Sir Francis Crane 
being Chancellor , that he and all others that ffiall fucceed him in that 
place hereafter, ffiall, in right of that place, in all Aflemblies, and up- 
on all Occalxon, be ranked and placed immediately after Knights Privy 
Counfellors, and before the Chancellor of the Exchequer. Lib. Rub. p. 49. 

The Chancellor has farther, Lodgings within theCaftle of Windfor , 
in the lower Ward, hence called the Chancellor's Tower ; and this Officer 
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has the like Diet and Liveries in the Sovereign's Court, as are allowed 
the Prelate. 

To the Chancellor it appertains to declare the reafon of holding 
Chapters, alfo to note and declare the famous and laudable actions of the 
Knights of the Order, or if any on the contrary have demerited, to recount 
their reproachful aSlions , that the Regifter may with more eafe reduce them 
into writings for a perpetual Memorial. 

By the Confitutions of the Order , the Chancellor alfo is appointed to keep 
the common Seal of the Order , together with the Signet , to fign the 
Statutes , Commifjions , Letters , and all other things appertaining to the 
faid Order j and upon an order of the Sovereign , Ann. 13. Car. I. to 
make a new Seal , of a larger fize than what was before ufed, it was decreed 
in Chapter, that the two Seals of the Order be from henceforth born before 
the Sovereign in all publick Ajfemblies , during the celebration of St. 
George’j Feafy or other its Solemnities by the Chancellor of the Order, 
in a Purfe of blue Velvety having the Arms of St. George impaled 
with the Sovereign's , within the Garter crowned, and richly adorned 
with Gold and Silver Work. By the fame Chapter it is farther decreed, 
‘ That all Legations to deliver the Order to foreign Princes, all other 
4 ASls bearing the ftiie of CommiJJions, all Patents of Offices and Fees, 
‘ all Grants or LicenJ'es to go out of the Kingdom, fhould be fealed with 
■' this Seal, which fhould be thenceforward called the great Seal of the 
* Order. -So alfo the Book of Statutes fent to Knights Eledl or foreign 
4 Princes, being fixed to a Label of blue Silk and Gold, according to 
‘ ancient cuftom: And that all Letters concerning the Order , whether 
4 of fignification of Election, or Lieutenancy, or Summons upon Pro- 
‘ rogation, or other diredions from the Sovereign , fhould only be fealed 
: with the Signet. ’ Lib. Rub. p. 1 19. 

At the eredion of this Office, the Chancellor had no Penfion allowed 
him, towards defraying his charge in the execution thereof ; nor until 
the Confitutions relating to the Officers were eflablifhed; but thereby 
is fettled on him a Penfion of 100/. per Ann. in confideration of his 
Employment, or elfe an allowance proportionable in Fees, Offices, or 
other Promotions, over and befide his Lodgings in the Caflle, and Live- 
ries at Court. Farther, 
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Farther, the Chancellor is Treajurer of the Order , and in Chapter, 
Ann. 13. Car. I. the Sovereign afiigned the fum of 1200 1 . to be annual- 
ly received from his Exchequer , by the Chancellor , to difcharge the Offi- 
cer’s Penfions, and all other Expences and Difburfements for the neceffi- 
ty or reputation of the faid mod: Noble Order , of which an account is 
to be rendered to the Sovereign and Companions yearly ; and accordingly 
all Penfions, Salaries, and other Payments, to any of the Officers of 
the Order, Alms-Knights , or Others are paid by him quarterly. Laftly, 
let it be noted, that in a Chapter held at Whitehall , 22 Mali , Ann. 20. 
Jac. I. it was ordered, that all things concerning the Order flsould hereof-: 
ter be paf'ed under the Seal of the Order only ; and in particular that the 
Grants of Poor Knights places , after their being Jigned by the Sovereign, 
fould be paf 'ed under the great Seal of the Order only and none other. 

The prefen t Chancellor of the Order , is the Right Rev. Dr. 'Thomas 
Sherlock , Bifhop of Salisbury. 

Ill: The next Officer is the Regifler , who, as is before obferved, was 
one of the three conflituted at the Inftitution of the Order , under the 
Title of Regi/lrator and Regiftrarius: In the Black Book he is often 
Riled Scriba , and in the Reg fir um Chartaceum , and Blue. Book , Aclua- 
rius. It is uncertain who the Regiflers were till the reign of Henry V, 
but it may be prefumed they were Ca?ions of Windfor , becaufe this Of- 
fice was by the Statutes appointed to one of the College ; and from the 
Black Book it appears, the Canons were all along Regi/lers from Henry V. 
to the beginning of Henry VIII. 

The firffc Dean of Windfor , conllituted Regijler of the Order , was 
fob VeJ'ey , Ann. 8. Henry VIII. And ’tis not unlike, but that the 
Deans were made choice of for this employment, as being better ena- 
bled to fupport the reputation of the Regifterjhip with the revenue of 
this Deanery. However, at a Chapter held 1 1 Car. I. ’twas then deter- 
mined, and entered among the Annals of the Order , that for the future 
the Dean and Regifler ffiould meet in one and the fame Perfon. 

By the Statutes of Henry VIII. the fame Oath is enjoyned the Regi- 
jler as the Prelate and Chancellor took; the nature of which Oath we 

have 
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have already obferved. When he is admitted, he takes the Oath kneeling 
at the Sovereign’s Feet, whilft the Prelate , if prefent, or elfe the Chancellor 
adminifters; the Black Rod holding the Evangelifts, and Garter reading 
the Words. 

By the Conftitutiom of the Order , Ann. 14. Henry VIII. “ it is decreed, 
that if the Regifter be an EcclefiaJlick , he fhall be a Perfon learned, and 
Dodtor of Divinity, or of the Canon or Civil Law, that he fhall have 
the yearly ftipend of fifty Pounds of lawful Money of England , or fo 
much in Fees, Offices, or other Emoluments. As often as any Knight 
admitted into this Order , fhall be introduced into his Stall, the Regijler 
fhall receive from him thirteen Shillings and four Pence, and the Habit. 
It is incumbent on this Regijler to make two Books, or Indexes, on 
Parchment, or rather Annals, in which the Ordinances, Statutes, and 
other caufes relating to this Order fhall be wrote ; whereof one fhall be 
laid up in theTreafury at WindJ'or , where it fhall remain for ever, but 
the other fhall be in the keeping of the Regifter , which he fhall fhew 
to the Sovereign whenever he requires it, the fiift fhall be called the 
Windfor Regifter, the other the Regifter of the Court. 

It is his duty to defcribe the Eledtions made, and the names of the 
Electors, and to reduce to remembrance the Defigns, Exploits, and At- 
chievements, worthy of notice and of credit, as well of the Sovereign , 
as of the Companions , as he fhall be able to underftand of himfelf, and 
his own diligence in fearching, or by the induftry of the King of Arms, 
which he fhall firft note and reduce into writing yearly as they happen, 
which fhall be read to the Knights affembled in the Chapter that fhall be 
next held, to the end that if any thing wants to be corredled or amended, 
it may be there corrected, which fhall likewife be done again in another 
Chapter, and then he fhall take care that thefe be fairly tranfcribed in- 
to the aforefaid Books or Annals for a perpetual Memorial. ” Anjlis. 

The Habit of the Regijler was heretofore of Crimfon Sattin, lined 
with white Taffeta, and fo continued till after the Rejloration , when 
by Warrant, Feb. 20. Ann 13. Car. II. it appears that the Habit of 
the Regijler , Garter , and UJher was changed; and from the King’s 
Wardrobe was delivered to each of them eighteen yards of Scarlet Sat- 
tin, 
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tin, and ten yards of white Taffeta for their Liveries, with an 
Efcutcheon of St. George, placed on the left Shoulder, asalfo Laces, 
Buttons, and Tafl'els of Scarlet Silk, and Venice Gold. 

King Charles I. gave command to Dr. Chrijlopher Wren , then Regifter , 
to cover the Red Book of the Order with Crimfon Velvet, and affigned 
for the device, two Pens in Saltier, within the Garter-, the whole rich- 
ly embroidered with Silk, Gold and Silver Plates, and other codly Or- 
naments : This Book he was commanded to bear before his Bread on all 
folemn occafions, when he wore his Mantle ; and the Regijler at all 
times wears this Badge of his Office pendant in a blue Ribband. 

The prefent Regijler , is the Rev. Dr. Booth, Dean of Windfor. 

IV.. Proceed we next to Garter King of Arms , an Officer ordained 
by King ,J Henry V. for the peculiar honour and dignity of the Order , 
and on that account appointed Garter Rex Armorum Anglia , principal 
Officer within the Office of Arms, and chief of all the Servants of 
Arms : By the Conflitutions of King Henry VIII. “ he is to be a Perfon 
of gentile Blood, of an honed Name, bearing Enfigns, born within the 
Kingdom of "England , and to be fuperior to all the other Officers of 
Arms, who are fubjeCt to the noble Crown of England. He ffiall have 
from the Sovereign an annual dipend of forty Pounds of lav/ful Money 
of England y moreover every one of the Companions ffiall yearly give him 
for the honour of his degree, a Duke four Pounds, a Marquefs five 
Marks, an Earl four Marks, a Baron forty Shillings, a Knight Batche- 
lour twenty-fix Shillings and eight Pence, that he may live and execute 
the Office more honourably for the eredit of the Order. As often as. 
the Creation of a Prince, Duke, Marquefs, Earl> Vifcount, or Baron, 
ffiall happen, the fame Garter ffiall challenge the Vedments which he 
ufes, before he receives the Robe of that dignity and high degree. 

To him ffiall belong the correction of Arms and all Enfigns what- 
ever, which are ufurped and born unjudly ; and alfo authority and 
power to grant fuch Arms and Enfigns to thofe who by their valiant 
and laudable Actions, their Virtues, and Honours of their Degrees ffiall 
deferve them according to ancient cudom, and to make Letters Patent 

thereon. 
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thereon. He in all places, where the King {hall walk folemnly (in pro* 
ceffion) {hall go next before the Sword, no one interpofing, unlefs 
perhaps the Conftable and Marfhal, who themfelves {hall carry- the 
Rods belonging to thefe their Offices : By him alfo, or by one appointed 
by him, {hall be adminiftered the Oath to all the Officers of Arms, 
Subjedls of the Sovereign, receiving for it as hath been ufual. 

He fhall like wife have an Habit like that of the Regijier, and Ba- 
rons Service in the Court, for whom a Table fhall be fpread after the 
Dean of the Chapel and his Mefs brought in, and other Provifions of 
his Diet, as the cuftom hath been, and {hall receive Lodgings within 
the Caftle of Windfor : And when the Feftival of St. George is fo- 
lemnized, and the Sovereign be prefent, he fhall bear his white Rod, of 
which the both ends fhall be guilt with Gold, and a fmall Banner of 
the Enligns of the Order above. 

The fame Garter King of Arms {hall diligently and feduloully enquire 
for the valiant and fuccefsful Adtions, the noble Exploits, as well of 
the Sovereign, as of the Companions of this Order , which he fhall faith- 
fully and truly report to the Regijier , fo as thefe may be conveniently 
reduced by him into Writing for perpetual Remembrance. 

This Garter {hall alfo carry, or take care to be carried all Letters 
which fhall relate to the Brethren , or Companions of this Order ; and 
fhall fignify to the Sovereign, or Regijier , the death of any Knight 
of this Order, that Letters of Suffrages be made and fent as ought 
to be 5 and fhall carry, or caufe to be carried (notice of) ' the 
Elections of thofe who fhall be named, and report their anfwers. 
Laftly, he fhall do, or procure to be done, what the Sovereign , or the 
Prelate, ox- Chancellor (who are the principal Officers) {hall enjoin re- 
lating to the Order." Anjlis. 

At his admiffion he takes the Oath of his Office, adminiftered by 
the Regijier, kneeling at the Sovereign's Feet, the fubftance of which is, 

1. To yield obedience to the Sovereign and Knights- Companions. 

2, To keep filence, and not dijcloj'e the Secrets of the Order. 

3 - 
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3. To make fgnification of the death of each Knight-Companion. 

4. To execute all things faithfully , committed to his care. 

3. To enquire diligently after all the noble Adts of the Knights-Com- 
panions, and certify them to the Regifter. 

6 . To be faithful in the exercife of his Office. 

As to the Habit of this Officer, it does not appear, he had any af- 
fign’d him at firft, but was diftinguifh’d from the reft of the Officers 
of the Order, by his Coat only, embroidered with the Sovereigns Arms. 
But after the Confitutions of the Officers were eftablifbed, there was 
appointed him a Habit, in all things like to the Regifer ' s (faving that 
the Ground whereon the Lions and Flowers de Lis were embroidered, 
was wholly Red! and this to be worn only at the publick Solemnities 
of the Order. Queen Mary caus’d it to be made of Crimfon Sattin ; 
but foon after the Reftoration, viz. Anno 13, Car. II. it was alter’d 
to Scarlet, and he received from the King’s Wardrobe the fame Livery 
as the Regifer as is before obferved. 

This Officer is appointed to bear a white Rod, or Scepter at every 
Feaft of St. George (the Sovereign being prefent) gilded at both ends, 
and at the top a Scutcheon of the Arms of the Order, impaled with the 
Sovereign’s Arms. 

Queen Elizabeth affign’d this Officer a Badge of Gold, to be worn 
daily by him and his Succeffors, before the Breaft, in a Gold Chain or 
Ribband, and thereon enamel’d the Sovereign’s Arms, crowned with an 
imperial Crown, and furrounded with the princely Garter : But 
Sir Edward Walker , when made Garter , obtained licence of the Sove- 
reign , King Charles II. to impale therein St. George’.* Arms with thofe 
of the Sovereign of the Order. 

In the Caftle of Windfor was appointed a Habitation for this Officer, 
called Garter's Tower, but long fince gone to decay and«not habitable ; 
his Penfion was by King Charles II. fixed at one hundred Pounds per 
Ann. to be paid by the Chancellor , out of the Revenue affigned to the 
ufe of the Order. Farther, he is allowed Barons Service in the Sove- 

E e reign’s 
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reign's Courts and' his Table ferved next after the Dean of .the Chapel* 
with the like Liveries as were, afore accuftomed. 

The Duty of this Officer is very large and extenfive, and as it varies 
occafionally according to the bufinefs of the Or der, or pleafure of the 
Sovereign , it will beft be learnt from the occurrences that fall out re» 
lating to this mod Noble Order.. 

V. The lad Officer of the Order is the Ujher, or Black Rod, infti- 
tuted by the royal Founder, and in a Grant, Ann. go. of the faid Prince, 
he is ftiled Hojiiarius Capellce Regis infra Cajlrum de Windefore, with 
a Fee of Twelve-pence a day out of the Exchequer -, he is alfo diled 
Virgce Bajulus , Virgarius , or Nigri Virgifer ; and by the Conjlitutions of 
the Order , Ann. 14. He?try VIII. Hojiiarius , wherein it is ordained, 
“ he ffial 1 be a Gentleman, famous in Arms and Blood, and born with- 
in the Dominions of the Sovereign , who for the dignity and honour of 
the Order, fliall be chief of all the UJhers of this Kingdom : He fliall 
have the care and cudcdy, and preheminence of keeping of the King’s fe- 
cret Chambers, of the Houfe where the Chapter is held, and of all the 
Doors where Council fliall be held, as well in the High Court called the. 
Parliament, as in any other places, whofe yearly Stipend fliall be thir- 
ty Pounds. If by the command of the Sovereign and the Companions , 
he fliall touch with his Black Rod any Knight of this Order , who fliall. 
be convidted of any Crime, for w’hich he is to be degraded from this. 
Order , he fliall receive five Pounds for it. If by the command of the 
King and Chapter he fliall admonifli any ( Companion ) of a lefs offence,, 
he fliall challenge from him for that reafon twenty Shillings, and when- 
foever the (Knight) eledt fliall be introduced into his Stall, he. fliall 
receive ten Shillings : He fliall have a feledt Lodging within the Caftle 
of Wind for : He fliall have the Cuftody of the faid Caftle, and the two 
Parks adjoining: He fliall alfo have an Habit like that of the Regijler 
and Garter King of Arms, the Meffes of Barons and his other Diet be- 
longing in the Court; who if he be not a Knight upon his admiffion, 
ought then to.be made fo; but wherever the Sovereign fliall be every 
year on the Feaft of St. George, or the following Feftival, he him- 
felf, or another to be by him fufficiently affigned, fliall carry the Black 
Rod before the Sovereign } and upon (the end of ) the Rod fliall ftand 

the 
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the Lion, the Enfign of the Englifo. The Rod is indeed carried in 
lieu of a Mace, whereof he hath the authority, (the fame) ferving for 
(to arreft) thofe who do offend, and fin againft the Ordinances and 
Statutes.” Anfis. 

His Oath is truly and faithfully to obferve and keep all the Points of the 
Statutes of the Order, and every Article in them contained, as to his Office 
doth belong and of pertain. He has the like Habit with the Regifer and 
Garter before-mentioned, and by a Decree in Chapter, April 24, Anns 
8. Eliz. has affigned him a Gold Badge , to be openly worn in a Gold 
Chain, or Ribband, before his Bread, compofed of one of the Knots 
of the Collar of the Garter , which tie the Rofes together, and this en- 
compared with the ennobled Garter. 



Ann. 6 . Car. I. In a Chapter it was decreed, and the fame was after- 
wards confirmed, Ann. 13. Car. II. float the Office of Black Rod ffiould 
from thenceforth J'ucceffively be annext to fome one of the Gentlemen Ufhers 
daily Waiters, 'whom the Sovereign ffiould appoint ; and befides the annual 
Fenfion from the Exchequer of thirty Pounds, he had anciently a Fee 
of one Shilling per Diem.

By the Confiitutions of the Order j the Regifer, Garter King of Arms • 
and the TJffier named from the Black Rod, they remaining in their Offi- 
ces, together with their Goods and Servants, fhall fecurely remain under 
the perpetual protedlion and defence of the Sovereign ; fo that if any 
injury or violence be offered to them, either by Subjects to the Sovereign , 
or by Foreigners, fo often as they fhall fubmit their Caufes to the plea- 
fure of the Sovereign , he with the Companions fhall do them juftice, or 
fhall procure it to be done them according to equity and reafon. But 
if the adverfe Party fhall refufe to fubmit the Caufe to the Sovereign, 
he with the Companions fhall have that regard to thofe Officers, that he 
fhall with due favour defend their Caufe fo far as it is juft and 
equitable.

Within the Quire of the faid Chapel, while the folemn (Services) 
-ire performed, before the King’s Stall fhall be placed two Seats, one

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before the other, in one whereof fliall fit the Prelate and Chancellor of 
the Order-, the Regifer, King of Arms, and the Ufijer on the other. Anjlis >

Farther, let it be noted that all the Officers of the Order are dridliy 
obliged perfon ally to attend the Duties of their feveral Places; yet in 
cafe of Sicknefs, abfence out of the Kingdom, or other lawful or 
emergent Caufe, the Sovereign hath pleafed to difpenfe with their At- 
tendance, and appointed others to officiate in their dead; who on fuch 
occafions wear the Robe of that Officer for whom they ferve ; fo alfo 
in cafe of Vacancy; 

It may be proper to obferve in this Chapter, that the Great Seal of the 
Order, reprefentson theupper fide, the Patron St George onHorfeback 
armed, with a Shield bearing the Red Crofs, and encountering the Dra- 
gon ; the whole mod nobly defigned; round the Rim is this Reading, 
Magnum Slgillum Nobiliss.OrdinisGarterii; on the lower 
fide is the Crofs of. St. George impaled with the Arms of the Sovereign 
within the Garter, and the Motto Honi soitqui mal y pense. The 
Signet , or Small Seal, is the fame Crofs of St. George and Sovereign’s 
Arms within the Garter only; and the ufe and dedination of each of 
thefe Seals of the Order is fully defcribed in the account of the Office 
of Chancellor abovementioned ; and fo peculiar regard has at all times 
been had to this Patron, that the Red Crofs of St. George has been 
at all times difplayed in the Britifj Standard, both at Land and a& 
Sea. 


CHAPTER 
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. CHAPTER 'XV. ! ! 
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Of the ELECTION and INVESTITURE 
of a KNIGHT- COMP ANION.

B Y the Statutes of Inflitution, it is ordained, ‘That when foever any of 
the Knights- Companions happened to depart this Life, /^Sovereign 
(or his Deputy) after certain notice had thereof \ foould forthwith by his 
Letters fummon all the Knights-Companions then within the Realm , who 
were able to come- to meet him within fix weeks after fuch notice , in what 
convenient place foever he was pleafed to affign , for the eleBing a new 
Companion into the Society. Thus did the Law of this mod: Noble 
Order , in cafe of Death, and to avoid long vacancies, at firft pro- 
vide; wherewith the practice of elder times did punctually concur. 
This was farther explained in a Chapter- held the 21 It of King 
fames , at Wind for ; where in the fir ft place it was- thus decreed, that 
the Sovereign being- advertifed of the Death of a Knight-Companion of 
the Order , the Knights-Companions remaining at the Court fhould move 
him to declare his pleafure, whether he would that Letters fhould be 
fent to all th c Knights-Companions within the Realm, to attend his- Per- 
fon for the choice of a new Knight , at a Day by the faid Sovereign ap- 
pointed, according to the ancient Statutes of the Order ; or be pleafed 
to defer the Election until the Day and Feaft of St. George, at what 
time Elections have been molt ufually made; wherein the ■ Sovereign’s 
pleafure and direction was to be followed and obferved; and according 
as he refolved, in what place it fhould be, fo it ought to be made known 
unto them: But of later times, this formal way of Summons by Let- 
ter to Knights-Companions attending at the Court, hath been left oft 
(yet continued to fuch as are remote) and notice given them by a verbal 
Mefiage only ; for the Chancellor of the Order having known the So- 
vereign's pleafure, as to the day and place, ufually acquaints Garter 
therewith, who thereupon -goes immediately to the Knights-, Companions 

then, - 
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then at Court, and defires their attendance at the Chapter, according to 
the Sovereign's appointment. But no Knight-Elect ought to be fum<- 
moned to a Chapter of Eledion, or is capable of giving his Vote 
therein, until they be compleatly inftalled, either in Perfon or by 
Proxy; nor indeed did any neceffity fall out, from the Foundation of 
the Order, that did require they fhould, until Ann. 1644. when the 
Caftle of Windfor being garrifoned by the Parliament’s Forces, it was 
not impofiible for his Royal Highnefs the Duke of York, and his High- 
nefs Prince Rupert , to take pofl'efiion of their Stalls, in fuch manner as 
the Law of the Order enjoined ; which therefore was difpenfed with 
by the Sovereign King Charles I. Thofe Princes being inverted with all 
the Privileges of the Order , among which, the power of giving their 
Votes in Chapter was one; provided, thefe Princes ihould firft take the 
Oath given at Inftallations, and afterwards perform the accuftomed 
Ceremonies at Windfor 7 when it Jhall be thought fit and pojfible for them 
to perform the fame\ all which was done and performed by the faid 
Princes, upon the Reftoration. 


To conftitute a compleat Chapter of Election, the Statutes require, 
there fliould be fix Knights-Companions at the leaft, befides the Sovereign, 
or his Deputy; the due obfervation of which has been fo rtridly flood 
upon heretofore, that Eledions were ordinarily deferred, where the 
Chapters confifted not of fo many: And tho’ Difpenfations in this mat- 
ter have been made ufe of by the Sovereign in later times, yet it ought 
to be confidered, that the Licence herein, is generally no other than an 
advantage to be laid hold of in cafes of necefiity only, and withal to 
fhew, that the power and prerogative of Difpenfation is referved to the 
Sovereign of this moft Noble Order , in all cafes of exigency; albeit 
not to be made ufe of where there is a poflibility of performing the 
Rules and Injundions of the Statutes* 


When the Chapter opens, neither the Sovereign of the Order , nor 
any of the Knights-Companions are to enter, without wearing both their 
Mantles and Garters ; for fo the Statutes of the Order ordain, and fo 
hath the Law been underftood, in cafe where a Chapter has been held 
elfewhere than at Windfor ; as for inftance, at a Chapter held at White- 
hall , for the Eledion of John Count Palatine of the Rhine, Ann. 20. 
~ - - ‘ Eli*. 
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Mliz. the Earl of Huntingdon , and the Lord Grey of Wilton , not having 
their Mantles then at Court, were not permitted to enter into that 
Chapter, to give their Votes for the Eledtion. 

At the opening of a Chapter for Election, the Sovereign himfelf, or 
the Chancellor of the Order by his command, declares the bufinefs of 
the prefent Meeting, and the number of Stalls void and now intended 
to be filled; and by the Statutes of Inffcitution, every Knight-Companion 
prefent in Chapter, and none other, is to nominate for himfelf nine fuffi- 
cient Perfons whom he (hall judge free from all reproach and fcandal , whether 
Subjects to the Sovereign, or Foreigners, provided they are known not to fa- 
vour or abet any Party at enmity with him , viz; Three Earls, or Others 
of higher degree y three Barons and three Knights ; tho’ in all cafes con- 
cerning Strangers , the Sovereign doth but permit, and may diredt and 
confine the Knights-Companions to the nomination of fuch as He intends 
to Eledt, which Prerogative was more particularly afierted in the 3 iff 
of Queen Eliz. and 3d of King Charles I. And in the 19 th of the fa id 
King’s reign, ’twas moved in Chapter, that it might become a cufiorn for 
the Sovereign to declare beforehand , whether He would eleSl any foreign 
Prince , and whom ; that fo the Knights-Companions might be fure to 
name him in. the Scrutiny.. 

It is the proper Bufinefs of she Prelate, or in hisabfence of the Chan- 
cellor of the Order, to colledt the Knights-Companions Votes, and to 
prefent the fame to the Sovereign , with all reverence, in whom the foie 
Right of Eledtion is veiled ; and tho’ great regard is had to the majo- 
rity of Votes in the Scrutiny , yet the Sovereign by his abfolute Autho- 
rity, has right to eledt whom he conceives moll like to contribute to 
the Honour of this Order, and prove mojl ferviceable to himfelf, or me ft 
ufeful to his Crown and Kingdom’, and whomfoever the Sovereign ap- 
points and choofes is forthwith admitted into this illuftrious Society,. 
and the confent of the Knights-Companions enterred down among the 
Annals of the Order , and fometimes mentioned in the Commifiion of 
Legation to foreign Princes eledted into this illuilrious Order of Knights , 
which is to be underftood as an honorary Refpedt giver*- them, and to 
fignify rather an approbation or applauding the Sovereign's chioce than 
a neceffary circumftance contributing to the Eledtion, as if defedtive. 
without it, Aftmole . If 
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If the Knight EleSl be in the Court ready to enter the Chapter* 
■Garter is appointed to give him notice of his Eledtion, and two Knights- 
Companiom conduct him between them, preceded by that Officer, into 
the prefence of the Sovereign , in order to receive the Invefticure of the 
Garter and the George , the firil and principal Enfigns of this moft 
Noble Order ; and upon the entrance of the Knight EleSl into the 
Chapter, and after due obeifance and acknowledgment made by him to 
the Sovereign for fo great honour, and the mutual falutarions of the 
Knight s-Companions paffed, one of the Knights Companions , by the So- 
vereign's appointment, a (lifted by Garter, buckles the ennobled Garter 
on the left Leg of the Knight EleSl , kneeling on his right Knee} at 
the fame time the Words of admonition or lignification following are 
read by the Chancellor. 

‘To the honour of God omnipotent , and in memorial of the blefied 
Martyr St. George, tie about thy Leg for thy renown this Noble 
Garter; wear it as the Symbol of the moft illiiftrious Order, never 
to be forgotten or laid afide: That thereby thou may eft be admonijhed 
to be courageous, and having undertaken a juft War, into which only 
■thou ftalt be engaged, thou may eft ft and firm, valiantly fight, and 
fuccefsfully conquer. 

This Princely Garter being buckled on, the EleSl Knight is brought 
before the Sovereign, who puts about his Neck the George pendant 
at a Ikie coloured Ribband j during which is read this admonition. 

Wear this Ribband about thy Neck, adorned with the Image of the 
blefied Martyr and Soldier of Chrift St. George; by whofe imita- 
tion provoked , thou may eft fo overpafs both profperous and adverfe 
encounters , that having ftoutly vanquifked thy Enemies , both of Body 
and Soul, thou mayeft not only receive the praife of this tranfient ; 
combat , but be crowned with the Palm of eternal ViSlory. 

The Solemnity of Inveftiture being ended, the EleSl Knight with 
all humility r£hders Thanks to the Sovereign for thefe Enfigns of Ho- 
nour; and after, with due refpedts, falutes the Knight s-Companions pre- 
sent in Chapter, who alfo return the compliment, and joyfully receive 
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him into their Fellowfhip and Society, and as is obferved above, p. 19 r» 
he is from this time accounted a Knight-Companion of this moil illu- 
ftrious Society, altho’ not intituled to the full rights and honours of the 
Order , till his Inftallation at WindJ'or is compleated. 

By the Statutes of Inftitution , great care is taken to guard againft the 
Eledion of a Companion that is not free from Infamy or Reproach-, fo 
alfo is it provided that he be girded with the unfained Girdle of Knight- 
hood , which is fo neceflary a qualification, that no Perfon however 
great his Degree, if he be not a Knight , can be a Companion of this 
Noble Order: A remarkable inftance of this is noted in the Black Book 
of the Order , p. 247. Ann. 17. Henry VIII. at the Election and Inve- 
ftiture of the Earl of Arundel, and Lord Roos, when “ the Sovereign af- 
terwards undemanding that Lord Roos was not a Knight, he immediate- 
ly called the Companions back to Chapter, declaring the Eledion of 
Lord Roos to be void, and ordered the Badges of the moft Noble Order 
to be received from him; and then immediately with his drawn Sword 
dubbed him a Knight , and proceeded to a new Eledion, in which the 
aforefaid Lord Roos was prefently again unanimoully eleded a Compa- 
nion of the Order, and declared fo by the King’s Mouth, and by his 
Command all the Badges of the Order were reftored to him by the 
Dukes of Norfolk and Suffolk. ” It is always however underftood by the 
Sovereign and Companions , that this qualification does not relate to foreign 
Princes, refident in their own Countries, but only to the immediate 
Subjeds of the Sovereign and his Crown.” Placuit Supremo, nt folos 
Majefati fuce Suhditos Lex ea comprehenderet , non autem Principes Ex- 
teros fiperiori Gradu ornatos . Lib. Rub. p. i t 7.

So great refped has alfo been paid to foreign Princes , who have re- 
ceived the Enfigns of this Noble Order in Perfon, that the Sovereign 
moft ufually has inverted them himfelf ; for we read, that Philip King 
of Cafille, Ann. 21. Henry VII. received a perfonal Inveftkure in the 
Chapter-houfe at WindJ'or , from the Sovereign's own Hands, who re- 
ceiving the Garter from the Herald, put it about the King’s left Leg , and 
the Prince of Wales affixed or buckled it: Supremus aceeptuma Caducea- 
tore fubligar, finiftrte ejus tibiae induxit et Princeps affixit. Lib. Nig. p. 
184. Queen Elizabeth alfo buckled the Garter about the Leg of John 
- F f Cafimire ? 
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Ca/imire, Count Palatine of the Rhine , and put round his Neck the 
Collar and George ; and the like Honour did King Jamesl. to the Duke 
of Holjlein. Lib, Car. 

Farther, as to the InveJUture , if the Knight EleSl be remote from the 
King’s Court, or beyond Sea, Garter is fent with Letters of Notification 
of his Election, and- frequently carries with him the Enfigns of the 
Order , to invert the Elect Knight by the Sovereign’s Command therewith : 
Garter alfo is joined in commiflion and accompanies the Ambafladors 
lent to prefent the Order to foreign Princes elected Companions j and the 
whole Ceremonial relating to the InveJUture of EleSl Knights , either 
Subjects or Foreigners, is mort commonly committed to this Officer. 

The Letter of Notification to an EleSl Knight is drawn up by the 
Chancellor , figned with the Sovereign's Sign Manual, and the Signet of 
the Order, and is mort commonly in the following Words, and only 
varied according to the quality, and particular merit of the Knight 
EleSl, and as the place requires. 

4 We, with the Companions of the mort Noble Order of the Garter , 
4 aflembled in Chapter holden this prefent day at our Caftle at 
e Windfor , confidering the virtuous fidelity you have ffiown, and 
4 the honourable exploits you have done in our fervice, by vindi- 
4 eating and maintaining our juft Right, &c. have eledted and 
4 chofen you one of the Companions of our Order. Therefore we 
4 require you to make your fpeedy repair unto us, to receive the 
4 Enfigns thereof, and be ready for your Inftallation upon the 
* day of this prefent &cB

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CHAPTER XVI. 

Of the INSTALLATION of a KNIGHT of tj'.e 

GARTER. 

B Y the Statutes of the royal Founder, every Knight EkB is within 
a year after his Election to be ready to proceed to l^is Inftallation, 
in St. GeorgeT Chapel at Windfor ; and it is therein declared, that in 
cafe a Knight Eledt die before his bifallation , he Jhall notfe named one 
of the Founders, forafmuch, as he hath not had the full poffffion of his 
State. The fame is confirmed by the Statutes of King Henry VIII. and 
it is alfo declared, that if he exceed the time allowed, his Election is to 
be abfolutely null aud void, unlefs he fend or produce an excufe for fuch 
delay, fufficient and accepted by the Sovereign , and the whole Society 
of Knights j or that the Knight EleB be a Foreigner, or the Sovereign 
himfelf thinks fit to put of the Ceremony of Inftallation for a longer 
time. 

At the time appointed by the Sovereign, and the feveral Commifiions 
and Warrants neceffary for the Inftallation, being obtained under the 
King’s Sign Manual, and the Seal of the Order , the Knights and Officers 
of the Order repair to Windfor, to the Chapel of St George, within 
whofe Choir are eredted the Sovereign's and Knights -Comp anions Stalls, 
and under its lacred Roof their Ba?iners and Atchievements are fet up, as 
Monuments of their high defervings and great honour ; and it is the 
peculiar priviledge of this royal Chapel, that the Feafi of Inf dilation 
is exprefsly appointed to be folemnized and held therein. 

In former times the Knights EleB frequently went in a folemn and 
fiately Cavalcade to Windfor, attended by their Friends, with exceeding 
great pomp and fplendor, and the lafl of this kind was that of Alger- 
non , Earl of Northumberland , Ann. 1 1. Car, I. Alfo the Procefiion of 
the Knights from their Lodgings in the Caftle, to the Chapel of St. 

Ff 2 George 
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George has fbmetimes been on Horfeback, but moft frequently on 
Foot as is the prefent cuftom, in folemn and ftately Proceflion. 

The Inftallation or Inauguration of a Knight of this moft Noble Order , 
confifts in a conjunction of many Ceremonies, the foie ordering of which , 
by a Decree in Chapter, Apr. 24,. Ann. 1663. was declared by the So- 1 
vereign and Companions , to belong only unto Garter, and accordingly it 
was- ordered that he only ftoould have the care thereof for the future to di- 
rect and order the fame. 

Wle.Anftis, the hit Gar ter King of Arms, in the year 1720, publifhed 
the Form of an Inftallation of a Knight of the Garter, which with the 
account of the Inftallation of his Royal Highnefs the Duke of Cum- 
berland \ together with the Earl of Chefterfteld, and the Earl of Burlington , 
'June 18, Ann.-Oj. of his prefent Majefty, in the prefence of the Sove- 
reign, will give the Reader a perfect Idea of this laft moft folemn ACt 
of Inftallation, without which the EleSl Knight is not intituled to the full 
Honours of the Order. According to Mr. Anftis, in the above Formulary 

T H E Commiffioners appointed to Inftall the Knights EleCt being 
robed in the compleat Habit of the Order, meet in the great. 
Chamber in the Dean of Windfor'% Lodgings, where the Officers of 
the Order attend in their Habits, and the Knights EleCt come thither 
in their Under-habits, with their Caps and Feathers in their Hands. 
When there is a Problor, he comes in his ordinary Habit. 

Such Knights as are not named in the Commiffion, are firft to be con- 
ducted in their full Habits to the Chapel, preceded by the Poor Knights 
and Prebends in their Habits, and the Officers of Arms in their Coats, 
who enter the Choir with the ufual Reverences} and when fuch Knights 
have taken their refpeCtive Stalls, the Poor Knights and Prebends return 
and attend in the Cloifter, and the Officers of Arms in the Dean’s Hall. 
Then the Proceflion begins in the following order. 

Poor Knights two and two 1 

Prebends two and two t 

Officers of Arms two and two : 

The Eled: Knights two and two; having their Caps and Feathers in 
their Hands, the Junior going firft ; and if the number be odd, the 
junior pafleth alone. . - The 
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The Officers of the Order in their Crimfon-fattin Mantles, the Regi- 
me rhaving on his Right-hand Garter King of Arms, carrying the Sove- 
reign’s Commiffion and the Black Rod on the Left. 

■ The Knights Commiffioners two and two, covered with their black 
Caps and Feathers, the Juniors firft; 

And thus proceeding into the North Ifle of the Chapel, the Poor 
Knights make a Rand at a diftance beyond the Chapter -houfe Door ; 
The Prebends do the fame nearer to the Chapter-houfe Door. 

The Officers of Arms next to the Chapter-houfe Door. 

The Knight Eleft retires to a Chair placed for that purpofe behind 
the Altar. 

The Problors (by a late decree) are not to go in the Proceffion, but 
retire privately to their Chairs at the back of the Altar. 

The three Officers of the Order enter into the Chapter-houfe ; after 
them the Commiffioners, who feat themfelves at the fides of the Table, 
according to their feniority and form of the Stalls in the Chapel. 

Garter,, with reverence, prefentsthe Commiffion to the fenior Com- 
miffioner, who gives it tt> the Regifter to read, which being done, he 
prefents the fame to the Lords Commiffioners, who re-deliver the lame 
to the Regifter to be entered. 

Then Garter is fent to conduct the fenior Knight, by Election, from 
his Chair to the Chapter-houfe Door, where he is received by the Com- 
miffioners; Garter then proceeding before them to that part of the- 
Table, where the Erifigns of the Knight Eledt are placed. 

Garter is then fent to bring in all the other Knights Eledl, or Proxies , 
according to their feniorities, who are all ftngly introduced and receiv- 
ed in the fame manner. 

Garter then prefents the Lords Commiffioners the Surcoat of the fenior 
Knight Eledr, who inveft him therewith, the Regifter reading the Ad- 
monition. 

Take this Robe of Crimfon , to the increafeof your Honour , and in token 
or fgn of the mofl Noble Order you have received , 'wherewith you 
being defended , may be bold , not only frong to fght, but alfo to offer 
yourfelf to Jhcd your Blood, for Chrijl's Faith, the Liberties oj the 
Church , and the juft and neceffary defence of thetn that are oppreffedl 
and needy . 


Then. 
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Then Garter prefents the Crimfon Velvet Girdle to the Lords Com* 
mifiioners, who buckle it on over the Surcoat. 

Then the Hanger and Sword which they alfo gird on. 

The fame is repeated to all the Knights Ele<ft in their Order, but the 
Proxies are not inverted. 

The Knights Ele<ft continue in the Chapter-houfe while the Proceffion 
is made to the Choir, and the Hatchments of the deceal'ed Knights 
offered. 

Proceedings to the Choir. 

The Poor Knights enter firrt, make their Reverences altogether in the 
middle of the Choir, firrt to the Altar, then to the Sovereign’s Stall, 
and proceed up as near as they can to the Rails of the Altar, placing 
themfelves below each other, on each fide. 

The Prebends follow making the like Reverences, and ftand all be- 
low the Poor Knights, excepting two, who go to the Altar. 

The Officers of Arms next enter, with the fame Reverences, and 
ftand below the Prebends on both fides. 

The Officers of the Order come next, in the fame manner, and ftand 
before their own Seat or Form. 

The Commiflioners enter together, if they are Companions, make 
their Reverences, and ftand under their Banners, before their refpe&ive 
Stalls j but if not Companions, the junior enters firrt, and the other 
follows. 

Offering Achievements. 

Garter goes into the middle of the Choir, where he makes his Reve- 
rences, and then repairs to the place where he before had ordered the 
Hatchments to be laid on a Stool, and takes up the Banner, which he 
holds almoft roll’d up 

The Provincial Kings then meet, make their Reverences, and pafs 
down into the middle of the Choir, repairing to the Lords Commif- 
fioners, who thereon join, and receiving the Banner from Garter, make 
their Reverences towards the Altar, and then to the Sovereign’s Stall ; 
and being preceded by the two Kings of Arms, carry the lame, the 
point forward a little declining, to the firrt Step of the Altar, where 
they make the like Reverences, and from thence go to the Rails, where 
they make their Reverences only to the Altar, then (kneeling) deliver 
it to the two Prebends, who place it upright at the South end of the 

Altar ; 
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Altar ; and then the Lords Commiffioners, having made the fame Reve- 
rences as they did in their coming up, return to their former place under 
their Banners, being waited on by the Laid Kings of Arms, who return 
to their former Ration. 

Then the two eldeR Heralds in like manner meet, make their Reve- 
rences, repairing to the Lords Commiffioners, to whom Garter delivers 
the Sword, the Pomel or Hilt upwards, which is in like manner carried 
up and offered, and the Commiffioners then return as before. 

The two next Heralds then meet in the like manner, and repair to 
the Lords Commiffioners, to whom Garter delivers the Helm and CreR, 
which are offered in the fame manner. 

The Hatchments of each deceafed Knight are to be offered one after 
the other in this form. 

The Knights then handing under their refpedtive Banners. 

Return to the Chapter-houfe. 

The Poor Knights forthwith join, make their Reverences,, and go 
out of the Choir two and two. 

The Prebends the fame. 

Then the Officers of Arms in like manner. 

The Officers of the Order the like. 

The Commiffioners, if Companions, together with the like Reve- 
rences, but if not Companions, the junior firft goes out, and ftays ous- 
fide the Choir Door, ’till the other Commiffioner hath done the like; 
and then the proceffion is through the I fie towards the Chapter-houfe, 
where the Poor Knights make a Rand, and divide themfeLves on both 
fides, at a diRanee from the Door. 

The Prebends divide in like manner next them. 

The Officers of Arms in like manner neareR the Door. 

The Officers of the Order enter the Chapter-houfe, before the Lords. 
Commiffioners. 

Return, and Installation-. 

Then the Poor Knights, Prebends, and Officers of Arms, having - 
rang’d themfelves, the Proceffion is again made into the Choir. 

The Poor Knights pafs on into the Chapel, make their Reverences, 
and place themfelves on both fides, as before, near the Altar. 

The Prebends then enter with the fame Reverences, and go to their 
refpedti.ve Seats. 

The- 
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The Officers of Arms ftand next below the Poor Knights. 

The Officers of the Order follow. Garter in the middle, carrying on 
a Cuffiion the Mantle, Hood, Great Collar, George, and Book of Sta- 
tutes, having the Regifter on his Right-hand carrying the New Tefta- 
ment , and the Oath, fairly wrote on Parchment, and the Black Rod on 
his Left : They enter with the like Reverences, and proceed towards the 
Seat before, or below the Stall of the Eledl Knight, where Garter 
places the Cuffiion with the Enfigns on the Defk ; and the Officers of 
the Order Hand below in the Choir. 

The Commiffioners having between them the Knight Eledt, carrying 
his Cap in his Hand, enter making the like Reverences together, and 
then thefe go into the Seat below, or under the Knight’s Stall, the fe- 
nior Commiffioner entering firft. 

If three Commiffioners, the two feniors conduct the Knight, and the 
junior goes before them. 

Then one of the Officers of the Order holding the New 1" eft ament 
open, the Knight-Eleft lays his Right-hand thereon, and the Regifter 
having read the Oath to him, he kifles the Book. 

About this time, two Prebends are to be conducted to the Altar by 
the Verger, to officiate. 

The Commiffioners and Knight Eledl come out of that under Sear, 
and the fenior Knight enters the appointed Stall of the Knight Eledt, 
who follows him, and then the other Commiffioner enters alfo. 

Then the Regifter and Garter enter into the under Seat, the Black 
Rod continuing in his former place, where Garter prefents to theCom- 
iniffioners the Mantle, who invert: the Knight therewith; the Regifter, 
during that time, reading the Admonition. 

Receive this Robe, &c. 

Garter then prefents the Hood to the Commiffioners, who put it oyer 
the Knight’s right Shoulder, bringing the Tippets athwart his Breaft, 
and tucking them under the Belt. 

Then Garter prefents to them the Great Collar and George, which 
■they faften over the Mantle and Hood upon the Knight’s Shoulders, 
iwhilft: the Regifter reads the Admonition. 

Wear this Collar about thy Neck , adorned with the Image of the blejfed 
Martyr and Soldier of Chrift St. George ; by whofe imitation pro- 
• evoked y thou mayeft Jo overpafs both proj'perous and adverfe encounters , 

that 
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that having Jloutly vanquifhed thy ’Enemies , both of Body and Sou/, 
thou mayeji not only receive the praife of this tranfient combat , but 
be crowned with the Palm of eternal Victory. 

Garter then prefects the Statute-Book, which the Commiffioners de- 
liver to the Knight, and the Comrnillioners then place the Cap and Fea- 
thers on his Head, and feat him in his Stall ; whereon the Officers of 
the Order retire with the ufual Reverences and ftand before their Seats. 

The Knight being thus inftalled, rifes up, makes his Reverences, firft: 
towards the Altar, then to the Sovereign’s Stall ; and then the Commif- 
fioners, embracing him, congratulate him, and defcend. 

The Commiffioners being come down into the middle of the Choir, 
make their Reverences: And if no more are to be inftalled, the junior 
Knight ftands in the Choir before his Stall, ’till the fenior afcends his 
Stall, when the other alfo takes his Stall, and both make their Reve- 
rences as foon as they are in them. 

The Officers of the Order then make their Reverences, and fit in 
their Seats. 

The Officers of Arms in a Body, do the like, and come down to- 
wards the Sovereign’s Stall, placing themfelves on both fides. 

Lafly , The Poor Knights do the fame, and retire towards their 
Seats. 

If any other Knight is to be inftalled, the Commiffioners defcend in 
the former manner, and ftand under their Banners ; and then the Pom- 
Knights join, make their Reverences, and go out two and two, [the 
Prebends continuing in their Seats] Then the Officers of Arms do the. 
fame; then the Officers of the Order in like manner; then the Com- 
miffioners (if Companions together) otherwife the junior firft, and 
go to the Chapter-houfe as before, and from thence introduce the other 
Knight eledt, and inftall him in the former manner. 

But in cafe the fame be done by Proxy, he enters bear-headed be- 
tween the Commiffioners, and is conducted as above, to the Seat un- 
der the Stall of his Principal, where the Regifter gives him the Oath j 
and then he is in the former method led into the Stall, where the Com- 
miffioners put the Mantle over his left Shoulder, or Arm, in fuch 
manner as the Crofs, embroidered within the Garter, may be feen ; and 
and then the Commiffioners feat him in the Stall, who forthwith rifes 
up, makes his reverences to the Altar, and to the Sovereign’s Stall ; and 

G g then 
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then the Commiffioners embrace him, and congratulate him in the 
Name of his Principal ; and then the Officers of the Order, and the 
Commiffioners retire as is abovefaid, and the Proxy afterwards dands 
up, or leans on the Cufhion, holding the Mantle in the form above- 
mentioned. 

Offering. 

When thefe words in the Prayers are pronounced, Let your Light fo 

Jl:ine, & c. 

The Poor Knights forthwith come from their Seats, join, make 
their Reverences, and pafs up near to the Altar where they place them- 
felves as before. 

So the Officers of Arms, the Purfuivants firft. 

Garter then rifes from his Seat, repairs to the middle of the Choir, 
there makes his Reverences, and coming before the Stalls of the junior 
Knights, fummons them, if they are Pairs, or Companions, to de- 
fcend together, who having made their Reverences in their Stalls, come 
down into the Choir, where meeting, they again make their Reve- 
rences together, and go under their Banners , and then all the ocher 
Knights and Proxies are fummoned, who defcend in like manner; but 
if any Knight or Proftor wants his Companion, he defcends fingle. 

The Knights and Proxies all thus Handing under their Banners, Gar- 
ter making his Reverences, repairs to his Seat ; and the Provincial Kings 
of Arms meet and make their Reverences, and repair to the Senior 
Knight, or Knights, if Pairs, who go from under their Banners, make 
their Reverences, and being preceded by thefe Kings of Arms, pafs up 
to the firft Step of the Altar, where they again make their ufual Re- 
verences ; and coming to the Rails, make only Reverence towards the 
Altar, and, kneeling down, offer Gold and Silver into the Bafon held 
by two of the Prebends. 

Then they make again their Reverences to the Altar only, and at 
their return on the lowed Step, to the Altar and to the Sovereign’s 
Stall; and thence are conducted into the Stalls of the junior Knights 
ran their refpeftive Sides, where, being afeended, they again make their 
Reverences, and then pafs on thro’ the Stalls to their own, where they 
do the fame, and then fet down. 

The two elded Heralds then go down in the like manner, and con- 
duct the next Knight or Knights who offer, and return to their Stalls 
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in like manner; and the fame is repeated ’till all the Knights have of- 
fered : This Rule being conffantly to be obferved, That if any Knight 
hath not his Companion, he offers fingly by himfelf. 

After the Offering, the Officers cf Arms make their Reverences in 
a Body, and Rand in their former Places near the Sovereign’s Stall. 

The Poor Knights retire to their Seats. 

Prayers ended. 

The Prebends at the Altar continue on the Prayers, which being 
ended, they are conducted by the Verger to their Seats, having, made 
their Reverences. 

The Officers of the Order then move from their Seat, make their 
Reverences ftanding before it. 

Garter leaves them, and going into the middle of the Choir, makes 
his Obeifances, goes up to the Stalls of the junior Knights, if Compa- 
nions, fummoning them to defeend; who, having made their . Reve- 
rences, come down, and meeting below, make their Reverences toge- 
ther, and then retire under their Banners. 

The fame is repeated to, and by all the Knights and Proxies : But: 
fo as Companions defeend together, tho’ otherwife fingle. 

Proceffion to the Caftle. 

All the Knights and Proxies being thus under their Banners, the Poor 
Knights join, go down, and make their Reverences in the middle of 
the Choir, and go out of the fame. 

Then the Prebends do the like. 

Then the Officers of Arms the fame. 

Then the Officers of the Order the like. 

Then the junior Knights go firft in like manner, and the red 
of the Knights in their Order, either fingle, or with their Com- 
panions. 

It is to be obferved, that the Proxy goes in the place of the Princi- 
pal, carrying the Mantle in the manner abovementioned, but at the 
Door of the Chapter, the Sexton receives the Mantle from him, and he 
goes no farther in the Procefiion. 

Thefe Proceffions have been to different places, and in different 
ways and forms, according to the Weather, and the place where the 
Dinner is to be.

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It hath of late been through the middle Ifle down to the Weft Gate 
of the Chapel, and fo up through the South Ifle, and out of the South 
Door, and then on to the upper Caftle, between the Caftle-Wall and 
the Keep , and fo into the Lodgings, the Drums and Trumpets going 
before; in which the Officers of the Order, after they come out of the 
Church, are to be covered, as at other times, when neither the Sove- 
reign, or his Lieutenant, reprefenting his Perfon, areprefent; in which 
cafes they proceed in another place. 

The Drums and Trumpets ftay at the foot of the Stairs going up to 
the Guard-chamber, but the Poor Knights go into that Chamber, and 
there ftand off on both Sides for the Proceffion to pafs between them ; 
the Prebends do the like : The Officers of Arms go into the Prefence- 
chamber, and there place themfelves in the like manner, the Purfuivants 
next the Door; In which place the Officers of the Order are uncovered. 

Dinner. 

If the Knights dine in their Robes or Surcoats, Garter, with the 
Officers of Arms following him, at the fecond Courfe, proceeds from 
the lower end of the Room, to the place where the then inftalled 
Knight fits, who ftands up uncovered, when Garter pronounces Lar~ 
gejfe , and then proclaims the Knight’s Style, either in French or Eng- 
I'ifh , and then all the Officers of Arms cry Largejje r and making their 
Obeifances, retire. 

The Oath mentioned in this Account to be taken by a Knight-Com- 
panion is in this manner $ 

4 You being chofen to be one of the honourable Company of this 
‘ moft Noble Order of the Garter, (hall promife and fwear by the 
‘ Holy Evangelifts, by you here touched, that wittingly and wil-

George in a body, habited in their Mantles, two and two, according 
to their Seniorities. 

The Prebendaries of that Chapel alfo in their Mantles flood in the 
like manner, two and two, next to the Poor Knights, the feniors Hand- 
ing nearefl to the Door of the Chapter-houfe. 

Next to the Prebendaries, and nearer to the Chapter-houfe, all the 
Officers of Arms flood according to their refpedtive degrees. 

The Purfuivants in their Tabarts of the Sovereign’s Arms. 

The Heralds in their Tabarts, and with their Collars of S$; 

The Provincial Kings of Arms in their Tabarts, and Collars and 
Badges; Lion King of Arms of Scotland , in his Tabart, with his Un- 
der-habits of Crimfon Velvet, wearing his Jewel, and Collar; all in> 
their orders, next above the Prebendaries, and nearer to the Chapter.* 
houfe. la 
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In the Dean’s Lodgings attended the five Officers of the Order fn 
their different Habits, and with their refpeftive Badges of the Order. 
The Gentleman. Ufher of the Black Rod, carrying the Black Rod in his 
Hand, and with his Badge about his Neck ; Garter Principal King of 
Arms, carrying his Rod or Scepter, with the Arms and Enfigns of the 
Order enamelled thereon upon Gold, and with his Badge ; the Dean of 
Wind. for, Regifter of the Order; all three habited in their Crimfon 
Sattin Mantles. 

Next to them, the Right Reverend the Lord Biihop of Sarum, 
Chancellor of the Order, and the Right Reverend the Lord Biffiop of 
Wincbejler , Prelate of the Order, apparell’d in their Mantles of Pur- 
ple Velvet, and with their refpeflive Jewels or Badges. 

The Earls of 'Burlington and Cheflerfield , the Knights El eft, in their 
Under-habits appropriated to the Order, having their Caps with Fea- 
thers in their Hands. 

The Duke in the like Under-habits, with his Cap in his Hand, and 
having the Badge of the Order of the Bath, at a Red Ribband. 

The Knights Companions of the Order here above-mentioned, in 
their cornpleat Habits, with their great Collars and Georges. 

The Sovereign apparell’d in the full Habits, and with the great Col- 
lar, was received upon his entry by all the Companions, who made 
their Reverences to him, and he faluted them. And from thence a 
Proceffion was made into the Chapter-houfe, the junior Knights entering 
firff, then the Officers of the Order, preceding the Sovereign. 

The two Earls (the Knights defied) retired to Chairs placed for 
them near the entry of the Chapter-houfe Door. 

The Duke retired to a Chair placed in the fame manner, having 
waiting upon him his Herald Blanc Courfier inverted with .a Tabart of 
the Coat of Arms of his Royal Highnefs, and with his Jewel or Badge. 

The Sovereign having feated himfelf in his Chair in the Chapter- 
"houfe, his Majerty commanded that John AnfUs , junior, fhould be 
called in, and that the Oath of the Office of Garter King of Arms 
fhould be adminiftred unto him ; who having taken it kneeling, his 
Majerty was pleafed to put the Enfign of that Office, hanging at a 
Gold Chain, about his Neck, and to permit him to kifs his Royal Hand. 
Garter King of Arms was then commanded by the Sovereign to in* 
troduce his Royal Highnefs the Duke from the Chair, where he had 

placed 
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placed himfelf behind the Altar, who at the Door of the Chapter-houfe 
was received by the two fenior Companions prefent, the Dukes of So- 
merjet and Argyll , who (with Reverences to the Sovereign) conduded 
him to the upper end of the Chapter-houfe, where Garter had before 
placed the Surcoat, Girdle and Sword. 

Garter then prefented to thefe two Knights-Companicns the Surcoat 
of his Royal Highnefs, who inverted him therewith ; during which 
time, the Chancellor read the proper Admonition, 'Take this Robe , &c. 

Then Garter in the fame manner prefented theCrimfon Velvet Girdle 
to thefe two Knights-Companions, with the Hanger and Sword, which 
they buckled and girded his Royal Highnefs withal. 

Garter was then commanded to introduce the Earl of Chcjlerjield , 
who was received at the Door by the two junior Knights prefent, Sir 
Robert Walpole and the Duke of Richmond , who conduded him with 
the like Ceremonies, and coming to the place where his Surcoat and 
other Enfigns had been placed, Garter then delivered to the above- 
mentioned two junior Knights the Surcoat wherewith he was inverted,, 
while the Regifter read the Admonition, Take this Robe , See. 

And then Garter prefented the Crimfon Velvet Girdle with the 
Hanger and Sword, which were buckled and girded about the Knight 
Eled in the former method 

Then Garter was commanded to introduce the Earl of Burlington , 
who was received, conduded, and inverted with the fame Ceremonies 
as the Earl of Chejlerjield. 

The Duke, and thefe two Knights Eled continued in the Chapter- 
houfe, while the Procefiion was made from thence into the Choir of 
the Chapel in this manner. 

The Poor Knights moved from their ftation in the North Ifle, going 
by pairs down to the Weftern end of that Ifle, and then palling up 
through the middle Ifle, entered into the Choir, and in the middle 
thereof, they, in a joint Body, made their Reverences firft to the Altar, 
and turning about in a Body, made their Obeifances towards the Sove- 
reign’s Stall; and parting up to the Steps near to the Altar, there di- 
vided themfelves, and flood on each fide one below the other, the 
juniors neareft to the Rails. 

The Prebendaries flay’d at the Door of the Choir until the Poor 
Knights had thus placed themfelves, and then entered by pairs, making 

the 
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the like double Revererences in a Body together, and entered into their 
Seats under the Stalls, wherein they all Rood (except two that attended 
at the Altar) until all the Knights Companions had taken their Stalls, 
and the Officers of the Order were feated upon their Forms 

While the Prebendaries were thus entering into their Seats, the Offi- 
cers of Arms, according to their degrees, entered into the Choir, made 
their double Reverences in a Body jointly, and pafled up near to the 
Rails, next to the Poor Knights on each fide. 

Then the Knights Companions according to the flotations of their 
Stalls, thofe in the lower Stalls entering firR, either by pairs, or fingle, 
when the Companion in the oppofite Stall was abfent, entered into the 
Choir, and being come a little way beyond the Sovereign’s Stall, made 
double Reverences in the middle of the Choir, and being come up 
againR their refpedtive Stalls, repeated their Obeifances, and retired un- 
der their Banners where they Rood. 

The junior Knight or Knights thus Randing under their Banners, the 
next junior Knight or Knights entered in like manner, made the like 
Reverences at their entries, jointly when they were Fellows, and oppo- 
site to their Banners, and retired under them, where they Rood j which 
fame Ceremonies were performed by all the Knights prefent, the ju- 
niors entering firR, either by pairs, or fingle, according to their Stalls. 

His Royal Flighnefs the Prince of Wales entered with the like Reve- 
rences, and Rood under his Banner. 

The Black Rod, Garter, and Regifier of the Order entered in breaR, 
.and made their Reverences, and retired to their places, Randing before 
their Forms. 

The Chancellor and Prelate did the fame. 

The Duke of St. Albans carried the Sword of State, and held it eredi 
before the Sovereign during the greateR part of the Solemnity, his 
MajeRy being pleafed to grant him leave fometimes to red himfeif ; 
the Vice-Chamberlain went upon the left Hand of this Duke, who 
earned the Sword 5 and they both Rood on the Steps before or under the 
Sovereign’s Stall, the Sword of State on the right fide thereof. 

The Sovereign at his entry into the Chapel, made his Reverence to 
the Altar only, his Train being born by the eldeR Sons of the Dukes 
of Grajton and Dorfet, and the MaRer of the Robes, (who when his 
MajeRy had afcended his Stall, and made his Reverence therein to the 

Altar) 
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Altar) placed themfelves upon the Steps going up to the Sovereign’s 
Stall. 

The Sovereign being thus placed, Garter went into the middle of 
the Choir, and after his double Reverences, having his Rod or Sceptre 
in his Hand, turn’d himfelf to the Prince of Wales , who thereupon 
came from under his Banner into the middle of the Choir, and there 
made his Reverence to the Altar, and to the Sovereign in his Stall, and 
then went up the neareH way to his Stall, where he repeated the fame 
Reverences, and then fat down. 

All the other Companions continued Handing under their Banners. 

The Prelate was conducted by the Serjeant of the VeRry to the Altar, 
who made the like Reverences, and two Prebendaries went likewife 
conducted thither in like manner by the Verger. 

Garter then went into the middle of the Choir with the ufual Obei- 
fances, and repaired to the place under the Stall of the late Duke of 
York , where he had before laid his Hatchments upon a Stool, and took 
up the Banner, holding it in his Hand almoR rolled up, whilR Lion 
Ring of Arms, and the eldeft Provincial King of Arms met, and came 
down from the Haut-pas near the Rails of the Altar, who having made 
their Reverences in the middle of the Choir jointly, came to the two 
fenior Knights, the Dukes of Somcrfet and Argyll Handing under their 
Banners and bowing to them ; thele Knights thereupon came out into 
the middle of the Choir oppofite to their own Stalls, and made their 
Reverences, then joined and advanced towards the place where their 
Hatchments were laid, where Garter delivered to thefe two Knights, 
making a bow to them, the Banner, which thefe Knights received and 
carried with the point thereof forward a little declining, being preced- 
ed by thefe Officers of Arms; and being advanced to the degrees, or 
firfi Step towards the Altar, made their Reverences to the Altar and to 
the Sovereign, and at the Rails, to the Altar only, and then thefe 
Knights kneeling, delivered the Banner to the Prelate, who gave it to 
the Prebendaries affifiing, who placed the fame upright at the South 
end of the Altar. Thefe Knights then defcended, making the like 
Reverences, and attended by thofe Officers of Arms, retired under their 
Banners, and thefe Officers of Arms, making their double Obeifances 
in the middle of the Choir, retired to their former Rations. 

H h 
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Then the two next Officers of Arms in feniority defcended in like 
manner, and came to the next two fenior Knights the Duke of Kent 
and the Earl of Strafford , who removed from under their Banners, to 
whom Garter delivered the Sword of the late Duke of York , the 
Pomel or Hilt held upwards, which was carried up to the Rails of the 
Altar with the fame Ceremonies ; and then thefe Knights defcended as 
the former did, and retired, Handing under their Banners, and thefe 
Officers of Arms returned to their former Rations. 

The two next Officers of Arms in feniority, came to the next two 
fenior Knights prefent, the Earl of Peterborough and the Duke of 
Dorfet, to whom Garter delivered the Helm and Creft of the faid late 
Duke of York , which were carried in the fame manner, and with the 
fame Ceremonies; and thefe Knights returned under their Banners, 
and the Officers of Arms to their places. 

Garter then went into the middle of the Choir, made his Obeifances, 
and coming oppofite to the place where he had laid the Hatchments of 
the late Duke of Devonjhire , took up the Banner, and then two Offi- 
cers of Arms waited upon the above-mentioned two fenior Knights, 
who offered it with the former Ceremonies, and retired under their own 
Banners. 

Two other Officers of Arms waited upon the two next fenior Knights 
above-mentioned, who offered the Sword in the former method. 

Then two other Officers waited upon the two next Knights in fenio- 
rity above-named, who carried up the Helm and Creft with the former 
Ceremonies. 

Garter then made his Reverence in the middle of the Choir, and 
coming oppofite to the place where he had laid the Hatchments of the 
late Earl of Lincoln. 

His Banner was likewife offered by the fame two fenior Knights 
prefent. 

His Sword by the twanext Knights in feniority. 

His Helm and Creft by the two Knights next to them in feniority, 
in the fame manner as the other Hatchments were before carried. 

The Knights-Companions Handing thus under their Banners, during 
all the time of thefe Offerings of thefe Atchievements, Garter then 
tvent into the middle of the Choir, and making his Reverences, turned 

himfelf 
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himfelf to the eldeft Knight, pointing to hitn with his Rod, who 
thereon came from his Ration under his Banner into the middle of the 
Choir oppofite to his Stall, and there made his Reverences, and then 
went up by the neareft way to his Stall, where he repeated his Reve- 
rences, and fat down. 

Garter repeated the fame to the next fenior Knight, and to all other 
the Companions prefent in like manner, according to the fituation of 
their Stalls, which all of them, the feniors firfi, entered into, through 
the neareft Paflages, with the like Ceremonies; but where the Knights 
were Companions in oppofite Stalls, they removed at the fame time 
from under their Banners; and after making their joint Reverences in 
the middle of the Choir, at the fame time entered into their Stalls. 

All the Knights-Companions being thus feated in their Stalls, Garter, 
after the ufual Obeifances, fummoned down the two fenior Knights 
prefent, the Dukes of SomerJ'et and Argyll, appointed by the Sovereign 
to inftall his Royal Highnefs the Duke ; who after making Reverences 
in their Stalls, defcended, and in the middle of the Choir made their 
Obeifances, and retired under their Banners. 

The Poor Knights forthwith joined and came down into the middle 
of the Choir, and there made their Reverences in a Body, and proceed- 
ed two and two out of the Chapel, towards the Chapter-houfe. 

The Officers of Arms did the fame. 

The Ufher of the Black Rod, Garter, and RegiRer in the fame 
manner. 

The Chancellor of the Order. 

Then the faid Knights appointed to inRall the Duke. 

Thefe Officers of the Order, and thefe two Knights entered into the 
Chapter-houfe; the Poor Knights and Officers of Arms Raying on each 
fide without the Door, in their ufual manner of placing themfelves. 

The Poor Knights then began the Procefilon into the Chapel. 

The Officers of Arms followed them. 

Garter King of Arms carrying upon a Velvet Cufhion of Crimfon 
colour, the Mantle, Hood, great Collar of the Order, George, and 
Statute Book, having upon his right Hand the Regifler of the Order, 
and upon his left the Gentleman URier of the Black Rod. 

The Chancellor of the Order. 

Hh 2 
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Thcfe two Knights -Companions having his Royal Highnefs the Duke 
(inverted in his Surcoat, and girt with his Sword, and holding his Cap 
in his Hand) between them. 

The Proceflion was thus made from the Chapter-houfe to the Weft 
end of the Chapel, and thence up the middle Ifle into the Choir. 

The Poor Knights entered the Choir in the manner accuftomed. 

The Officers of Arms in the ufual manner, and proceeded up through 
the Area of the Chapel, where they made a Hand on each fide, below 
the Poor Knights. 

Then Garter thus carrying the Cufhion, with the Enfigns between 
the Regifter and the Black Rod after the ufual Obeyfances, placed the 
lame under the Duke’s Stall, while the two Knights-Companions con- 
ducted the Duke direCtly up into his Stall (becaufe the Sovereign had 
difpenled with the Duke’s taking his Oath by reafon of his tender years, 
which otherwife was to be adminiftered to him before his Entry into 
it) and then Garter King of Arms, with the Chancellor, Handing un- 
der the Stall, Garter, delivered the Mantle to thefe Knights, who in- 
verted the Duke therewith, the Chancellor at that time reading the 
ufual Admonition, Receive this Robe , See. 

Next Garter prefented to thefe Knights the Hood, who put it over 
the Duke’s Right Shoulder, bringing the Tippet or Pendant overthwart, 
faftned under the Girdle. 

Then Garter prefented the great Collar, and George appending 
thereto, to thefe Knights, who faftened the fame over the Mantle and 
Hood whilft the Chancellor read the Admonition, Wear this Collar , &c. 

Garter then prefented the Statute-Book to the Knights, who deli- 
vered it to the Duke, and then placed the Cap and Feather upon his 
Head, and feated him down in his Stall, who rifing up, made his 
double Reverences ; when the Knights, who inftall’d him, after em- 
bracing and congratulating him, defeended into the middle of the 
Chapel, and there made their double Reverences, and then afeended 
into their own Stalls, and repeated the Obeyfances therein and fate 
down, and the Officers of the Order returned to their places before 
their Forms. 

Then Garter going into the middle of the Choir, fummoned down 
thfe two Knights-Companions in Seniority the Duke of Kent, and the 

Earl 
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Earl of Strafford, who defcended with the accuftomed Reverences, and; 
flood under their Banners. 

The Poor Knights then join’d again, and proceeded out of the 
Chapel with the former Ceremonies. 

The Officers of Arms in like manner. 

Then the Uffier of the Black Rod, Garter, and Regifter. 

After them, thefe two Knights fo fummoned, who all proceeded in 
the former manner to the door of the Chapter-Houfe, which the Of- 
ficers of the Order, and thefe two Knights entered ; and thefe Knights 
from thence conduced the Earl of Chejlerjield , Knight eledt, between 
them (being in the Surcoat of the Order, carrying his Cap in his hand) 
through the North Ifie turning below the Organs into the Choir, 
which they all enter’d in the ufual manner, and Garter King of Arms 
(having the Regifter on his right Hand, carrying the New Teftament, 
and the form of the Oath fairly wrote ; and on his left, the Gentle- 
man-Uflier of the Black Rod) laid down the Cuffiion, having thereon 
the Mantle, great Collar, with the George and Book of Statutes, upon 
the Defk of the lower Seat under the 13th Stall on the Sovereign’s 
fide. 

The eldeft of thefe two Knights-Companions, who inftall’d him, en- 
ter’d into that lower Seat, then the Earl of Chejlerjield, the Knight 
eledl, and after him the other Knight-Companion alfo enter’d. 

The Gentleman-Uffier of the Black Rod held the New Teftament 
open, on which the Earl of Chejlerjield laid his right Hand while the 
Regifter read the Oath, which done, the Knight eledl kifs’d the 
Book. 

Then thefe Knights, and the Knight eledl, came out of this under- 
Seat, and the fenior Knight enter’d into the 13th Stall, appointed for 
this Knight eledt, who follow’d him into it, and the other Knight en- 
tered alio. 

The Regifter of the Order, and Garter then enter’d into the under 
Seat, the Black Rod continuing in the Area, and from thence Garter 
prefented to thefe Knights the Mantle, who inverted the Earl of Ghejler~ 
Jield therewith ; during which time the Regifter read the Admonition, 
Receive this Robe, See. 

Then Garter prefented the Hood in like manner, which thefe 
Knights put on the Earl’s right Shoulder, fattening the Pendant over- 
thwart under the Girdle.. Garter. 
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Garter then prefented the great Collar and George in the fame man- 
^er to thefe Knights, who put it over the Mantle and Hood upon the. 
Earl’s Shoulders, fastening it whilft the Regifler read the Admonition, 
Wear this Collar, &c. 

Then Garter prefented in like manner the Statute-Book, which was 
delivered by the Knights to the Earl; who likewife placed on his 
Head the Cap and Feathers, and feated him down in his Stall, and 
then the Officers of the Order retired with ufual Reverences, and flood 
before their Forms. 

The Earl being thus Inflall’d, rofe up, made his Reverences firfl to- 
wards the Altar, and then to the Sovereign in his Stall, and the Knights- 
Companions who performed the Ceremony, embraced and congratu- 
lated him, and then defcended into the middle of the Choir, and hav- 
ing made their Obeifances afcended into their own Stalls, where repeat- 
ing the fame they feated themfelves. 

Garter then went into the middle of the Choir, and fummon’d down 
the two next fenior Knights, the Earl of Peterborough and the Duke 
of Dor Jet, appointed to inflall the Earl of Burlington , Knight eledt ; 
and thereon the like Proceffion was made, and the fame Ceremonies 
were performed as in the cafe of the Earl of Chejlerjield, in every 
particular. 

Thefe Inflallations being finifhed, and the Officers of the Order 
being returned to their Forms, and all the Companions in their Stalls. 

The Officers of Arms came down in a Body, and making their joint 
Reverences, flood in the Area under the higher Stalls, or thofe of the 
fenior Knights, Blanc Courlier Herald handing under the Stall of his 
Mafler the Duke. 

The Poor Knights making Reverences in a joint Body, retired to their 
Seats. 

Divine Service then began ; and, after the Creed, the offertory Words 
being pronounced, Let your Light fo (bine, &c. the Organ then playing. 

The Officers of the Wardrobe fpread the Carpet over the Steps that 
lead up to the Rails of the Altar. 

The Poor Knights remov’d from their Seats, made their double Re- 
verences in a joint Body, and pafled up near to the Rails of the Altar, 
where they divided and placed themfelves as before. 

The Officers of Arms did the like, and placed themfelves as before. 

The 
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The Gentleman Uffier of the Black Rod making his Obeifances, 
went up to the Rails of the Altar, and Handing upon the right fide, 
received from the Yeomen of the Wardrobe a rich Carpet, which, with 
his affiffance he fpread upon the other Carpet'; and then the Yeomen de- 
liver'd to him two Cuffiions, of which they took the Allay, and then 
laid them down for the Sovereign to kneel on. 

While this was doing, Garter arofe ; and, after his wanted Reveren- 
ces, fummoned all the Knights Companions to defcend from their Stalls, 
and to come into the Area under their Banners, beginning with thofe in 
the lowed: Stalls, lummoning them either fingle or by pairs, when they 
were Fellows in oppofite Stalls, pointing to every one of them with his 
Rod or fcepter, which he held in his right Hand. 

Each Knight having made Reverences in his Stall, came down ; and, 
in the middle of the Choir, before his Stall, repeated his Reverences, 
and retired under his Banner. 

His Royal Highnefs the Duke did the fame. 

The Prince of Wales , with the like Ceremonies, came down and 
Hood under his Banner. 

The Prelate of the Order placed himfelf in the midH before the Altar, 
holding a gilt Bafon, two Prebendaries aflifling him. 

All the Companions Handing thus under their Banners, the Sovereign 
having made his Reverences towards the Altar in his Stall, defcended 
from it; and, in the middle of the Choir, made another Reverence, and 
at the Steps of the Altar; and proceeding up to the Rails of the Altar, ' 
there repeated the fame. 

Which proceffion of the Sovereign was in this manner. 

Garter King of Arms, and the RegiHer of the Order, in Breaff* 

The Chancellor of the Order. 

The Duke of St. Albans carrying the Sword of State, fupported by 
the Vice-Chamberlain going on the left Hand.. 

The Sovereign ; his T rain born as before. 

The Duke of SomerJ'et appointed to deliver the Offering to the So- 
vereign, came from under his Banner, making Reverence to the Altar.,, 
and to the Sovereign then in the proceffion, and placed himfelf forne^- 
what behind the Sovereign upon the right Side. 

The Sovereign being come againff the 9th Stall, the Duke of Grafton 
he being Lord Chamberlain of the Houlhold, in virtue of that Office, 

removed 
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removed from under his Banner, and waited upon the Sovereign, going 
fomewhat behind on the left Hand of the Knight- Companion, who 
thus carried the Offering. - 

The Sovereign being at the Rails of the Altar, the Ufher of the Black 
Rod having taken Affay of the Offering, delivered it kneeling to the 
Duke of Somerfet , who, in like manner, delivered it to the Sovereign, 
who, taking off his Cap, and kneeling, put it into the Bafon held by 
the Prelate, affifled by two Prebendaries. 

The Sovereign riling, made his Reverence at the Rails, at the bottom 
of the Steps of the Altar, and again in the middle of the Choir, and 
afcended into his Stall, and making another Reverence therein (all of 
them towards the Altar only) then fat down. 

All the Attendants in this Proceffion, turned as the Sovereign did, 
made their Reverences in the fame manner, without any Obeifances to- 
wards the Sovereign’s Stall, his Majefly being in the Proceffion. 

The Lord Chamberlain, in his return, being come oppofite to his 
Stall, made his Obeifances, and retired under his Banner. 

The Knight who carried the Offering retired in like manner. 

During this time, the Officers of the Wardrobe removed the upper 
rich Carpet and C'ufhions whereon the Sovereign kneeled, leaving the 
firfl Carpet laid over the Steps to remain, and placed two other Cu- 
fhions near the Rails of the Altar for the Knights Companions to kneel 
upon. 

* In the mean time, the Ufher of the Black Rod returned with his 
accuflomed Obeifances, and flood before his Form. 

All the Knights-Companions thus {landing under their Banners, Lion 
King of Arms, and the eldefl Provincial King of Arms jbined, came 
down from the places where they flood, and making their Reverences 
in the middle of the Choir, went towards his Royal Highnefs the Prince 
of Wales , and bowing to him, he then removed from under his Banner 
into the middle of the Choir, made his double Reverences, and was 
conduced by thefe Officers to the firfl Step afcending to the Altar, 
where the fame Reverences were repeated ; and at the Rails of the Altar, 
to the Altar only, where his Royal Highnefs taking off his Cap and 
Feather, kneeled down, and put his Offering of Gold and Silver into 
the Bafon held as before; and, riling, made his Reverence to the Altar 
jingly, and repeated his double Obeifances at the lowed Step, and was 

thence 
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thence condudied by thofe Officers through the Area of the Chapel, 
where, after the accuRomed Reverences, he afcended into his own Stall, 
and there repeating his Reverences, fat down therein. 

Thefe Officers of Arms returned to their former Rations. 

Then Blanc Courfier, Herald to his Royal Highnefs the Duke, and 
after him the two fenior Officers of Arms, next to thofe who waited 
upon the Prince of Wales, in like manner went to the Duke, who 
made his Offering with the fame Ceremonies, and returned to his own 
Stall in like manner. 

The next two eldeft Officers of Arms in like manner condudied all 
the other Knights, either by pairs when they were Fellows in oppofite 
Stalls, or fmgle when their Fellows were abfent, with the like Solem- 
nities ; which Ceremonies were done to all the Knights prefent refpec- 
tively, according to the feniority of their Stalls. 

The Sovereign and Knights being all thus in their Stalls, and the 
Officers of the Order placed upon their Forms, Divine Service proceed- 
ed; and, being ended, the Prelate was condudied down to his Seat by 
the Serjeant of the Veftry, and the two Prebendaries by the Verger. 

The Poor Knights Handing at this time on both fides, near the Rails 
of the Altar, and the Officers of Arms next to them. 

Garter then went into the middle of the Choir, and in the former 
manner fummoned down the Knights from their Stalls, either by pairs 
or fingle, who all retired under their Banners, with this only diRin&ion, 
That he began by fummoning the Knights in the lower Stalls, and pro- 
ceeded on according to the juniority of the Knights in a fucceffion, 
who all defcended with the ufual Ceremonies, and Rood under their 
Banners refpedtively. 

The Officers of the Order Rood before their Forms. 

The Poor Knights came down by pairs, made their Reverences in a 
joint Body, and began the Proceffion out of the Chapel, and being 
pafled by the Sovereign’s Stall, 

The Prebendaries immediately came out of their Seats by pairs, and 
with the fame Ceremonies followed the Poor Knights. 

Then after the Prebendaries, all the Officers of Arms in like 
manner. 

The Knights-Companions then removed from under their Banners, 
either by pairs, or fingle, the juniors going firR out of the Chapel, 

I i .obferving 
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obferving this rule, that as foon as the junior Knight was come oppo- 
iite to the Sovereign’s Stall, the next junior or juniors removed in like 
manner from under their Banners. 

His Royal Highnefs the Duke.

Then the Black Rod, Garter, and Regifter of the Order in breaft.. 

The Chancellor and Prelate in breaft. 

The Sword of State, and Vice-chamberlain, as before. 

The Sovereign having made his Reverence to the Altar, defeended 
from his Stall, repeated the fame, and proceeded out of the Chapel, 
his Train born as before. 

This Proceffion was made through the middle Ifle, down to the Weft 
Door of the Chapel, and then up the South Ifle, and out of the South 
Door to the upper Caftle, between the Caftle-Wall and the Keep, the 
Trumpets founding all the way to the Stairs foot, that leads up to the 
Chamber of Prefence, where the Drums and Fifes, placed at the foot 
of the Stairs did beat and found. 

The Poor Knights and Prebendaries entering the Guard-chamber, 
filed off on each fide, for the Proceffion to be made between them. 

The Officers of Arms proceeded into the Prefence- chamber, and there 
filed off on each fide in like manner, the Purfuivant ftanding next to 
the Door whereby they entered; and then the Knights-Companions 
filed off in like manner, ftanding on each fide according to the fituation 
of their Stalls; thofe Companions in the higheft Stalls neareft to the 
State. The Sovereign having the Officers of the Order before him, 
paffed through, while the Companions made their Reverences to him, 
and the Officers of the Order having difpofed themfelves on the out- 
fide of the Knights near the State; the Sovereign ftanding under the 
State, faluted the Companions by putting of his Cap and Feather, and 
then retired into the Privy-Lodgings untili Dinner time. 

The Lord Chamberlain, or Vice-Chamberlain, gave order to the Gen- 
tlemen Ufhers, to give warning to the feverall Officers concern’d to 
prepare Dinner according to their refpeclive Duties. 

When the firft Service had been placed both on the Sovereign’s Table, 
and on the Tables of the Knights, the Sovereign, having the Officers of 
the Order going before him (who waited at the Door coming from the 
Privy-Lodgings for that purpofe) entered again the Prefence-chamber, 

where 
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where the Knights having ranked themfelves in the former manner, ac- 
cording to their Stalls, his Majedy faluted them, and a Troceflion 
was thence made into St. George’s Hall in this manner. 

Officers of Arms, two and two. 

The Knights fingle, or by pairs, according to their Stalls, the juniors 
going fird, all in their full Robes and Enfigns. 

His Royal Highnefs the Duke. 

His Royal Highnefs the Prince of Wales. 

The Black Rod and Garter a-bread. 

The Prelate alone, the- Sovereign having difpenfed with the abfence 
of the Chancellor. 

The Sovereign. 

The Officers of Arms, who flood at the lower end of the Hall upon 
their entrance into it, the feniors neared to the State. 

The Knights-Companions paffed up beyond them, and dood each- 
above the other, according to their feniority (the feniors neared to the 
State) and continued all in a line or row on the right Hand fide of the 
Hall. 

The Officers of the Order coming up before . the Sovereign at the 
Haut-pas, retired on the right Hand at the top of the Hall, danding 
behind the Knights. 

The Duke and the Prince of Wales dopped at the Haut-pas until the 
Sovereign had afcended, and placed himfelf under the State, and then 
the Prince of Wales and the Duke afcended the Haut-paS) and ilood at 
the right and left end of the Sovereign’s Table. 

As the Sovereign paffed through to the Haut-pas, all the Knights- 
Companions took off their Caps and Feathers, bowing- to him as he 
paffed, who being under the State, there danding, faluted the Knights;, 
and Grace being then faid by the Prelate, the Sovereign fat down in 
his Chair, placed in the middle of the Table, and then the Prince of 
Wales on the right, and the Duke on the left end thereof. 

Then all the Knights put on their Caps, who, according to their 
Seniorities, were condu&ed from the places where they dood, by the 
Officers of Arms, to the infide of the Table, where, they all fat in a 
row or line, one below the other according to their feniorities in this 
Order. 
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Towards 
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Towards the latter end of this firft Courfe, a large gilt Cup with 
Wine was brought to the Sovereign by the Nobleman who waites as 
Cupbearer, with the ufual Ceremonies. 

The Sovereign then was pleafed to drink to the Companions, while 
the Prince of Wales , the Duke, and all the Companions flood un- 
covered; and a Glafs of Wine being brought to every Companion, 
they altogether thus ftanding up uncovered, pledged the Sovereign, 
and then fat down and put on their Caps. 

The fecond Courfe was then brought in the following manner to the 
Sovereign’s Table. 

Four Serjeants at Arms, with their Maces going two and two. 

Comptroller and Treafurer of the Houlhold a-breaft with their 
white Staves. 

The Sewer. 

Gentlemen Penfioners bearing the Diffies. 

Two Clerks of the Green-Cloth. 

Two Clerks Comptrollers. 

A Clerk of the Kitchen. 

The fecond Courfe was then ferved to the Table of the Knights- 
Companions by the Yeomen of the Guard. 

Garter in his Mantle bearing his Rod, and attended by all the Of- 
ficers of Arms following him in their degrees, made his Obeifance at 
the lower end of the Hall, and again in the middle thereof, and laftly, 
at the foot of the Haut-pas, and then afcended the loweft Step thereof, 
and having there thrice cry’d Largejfe, proclaimed the Sovereign’s ftile 
in Latin. 

Then he, with the Officers of Arms, (who continued under the 
Haut-pas) making another Reverence, proclaimed the Stile in French. 

And again, after the like Reverence, proclaimed the ftile in Englijh. 

Then Garter and all the other Officers cry’d LargeJJe thrice. 

Garter then bowed to his Royal Highnefs the Duke, and crying 
Largeje twice, the Duke flood up, taking off his Cap and Feathers, 
while Garter proclaimed his ftile in Englijh. 

Then all the Officers of Arms cry’d LargeJJe twice; which done, 
Garter and all the Officers of Arms retir’d keeping ftill their faces 
towards the Sovereign, and having made their Reverences, repeated 
the fame in the middle of the Hall, and at the lower end thereof. 

Garter 
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Garter then making his Reverences, with all the other Officers of 
Arms, came oppofite to that part of the Table where the Earl of 
Chejlerjield the new-inftall’d Companion fat, where they again made 
their Obeifances towards the Sovereign ; and Garter then turning his 
face towards the Earl of Chejlerjield , and bowing to him, the Earl flood 
up uncover’d, while Garter cry’d Largejfe once, and then proclaimed his 
Rile and titles in Englijh. 

Garter and the other Officers of Arms having cryed Large (Te once, 
the Earl of Chejlerjield then fat down covered. 

Garter then bowed to the Earl of Burlington , who likewife flood 
up uncovered, and Garter crying LargeJJ'e once, proclaimed his ftile. 

Garter and the other Officers of Arms having cry’d Largejje once, 
and retired. 

The Banquet was afterwards brought up to the Sovereign’s Table 
with the fame Ceremonies; fave only that in place of the Clerks of the 
Kitchen, the chief Clerk of the Spicery waited in that place ; and the 
Banquet of the Knights-Companions was alfo brought up by the Yeo- 
men of the Guard. 

Dinner being ended, the Knights-Companions arofe from their Ta- 
bles, and the Juniors went off firft, being followed by all in that Order, 
who placed themfelves again on the right fide of the Hall one below 
another ; and Grace being faid by the Prelate, having waffied, the 
Knights altogether made their Reverences to the Sovereign, who put 
off his Cap, and re-faluted them. 

Then all the Knights and the Officers of the Order prefent, pro- 
ceeded before the Sovereign back again to the Prefence- Chamber, in 
the former method *, where the Sovereign having faluted them, they 
all departed to their Lodgings.

Mr. AJhmole , in his Hiftory, has given a particular Account of the 
Sovereign, and this illuftrious Society of Knights, his Companions and 
Aftociates in honour, and of their refpetftive Families, which is not 
to our prefent purpofe; however, for the Reader’s farther fatisfadtion, 
we fhall make brief mention of thefe Knights ufually filled the Firjl 
Founders of this moft Noble Order. 


3. Edward 
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1. Edward III. was the el deft Son of King Edward II. and Ifabella, 
Daughter to Philip the Fair, King of France , and after the Death of 
her Brother, Charles IV. without Blue, King Edward laid claim to the 
Crown of Frances next Heir Male, and the glorious Conquefts in af- 
fertion of his right to that Kingdom, hy the Battles of Since, CreJJ'y, and 
Poidliers , fill the Annals of Europe : His many Vi&ories over the 
Scots and other Enemies, are fo many Monuments of his Glory, and 
make the brighteft part of the Englijh Hiftory, and have conftantly been 
the fubjedt of the feveral Hiftorians of Europe ; we (hall here therefore 
not enter into this Prince’s Hiftory, but give his Charadter, as drawn by 
Mr. Bames, in his Hiftory of this Prince, according to whom, 4 He was 

* the fooneft a Man, and the Iongeft that held fo of any we meet with; 

‘ his Sature not exceeding the ufual bignefs of Men, but of the middle 
‘ fort, that is, juft fix feet or two yards.- high, his Limbs neat and well 
‘ made, his Body ftrong, his Shape exadt, his Vifage fomething long, 

4 but exceeding comely, graceful, and angelical; hisNofe long, ftraight, 
4 and manly, his Eyes fparkling and majeftick, but with fo much fweet- 
‘ nefs, that it was reckoned of good omen to behold his Face, tho’ only 

* in a Dream. Fortunate he was beyond meafure, efpecially till the fix 

* latter years of his reign ; wife and provident in Counfel, well learned 
‘ in the Laws, in Hiftory, Humanity, and Divinity. He underftood 

* Latin , French , SpaniJlj , Italian High and Low-Dutch , befides his 

* native Language; he was of quick Apprehenfion, judicious, and 

* fkilful in Nature, elegant in Speech, fweet, familiar, and affable in 
■* Behaviour; ftern to the Obftinate, but calm and meek to the Humble. 
4 Magnanimous and courageous above all the Princes of his days ; apt 
‘ for War, but a lover of Peace; never puffed up with Profperity, nor 

* difmayed at Adverfity. He was of an exalted, glorious, and truly 
4 royal Spirit, which never entertained any thing vulgar or trivial ; as 
4 may appear by the moft excellent Laws, which he made ; by thofe 
4 two famous Jubilees he kept, and by the moft honourable Order of 
4 the Garter, which he firft devifed and founded. His Recreations were 
4 Hawking, Hunting, and Fiftiing, but chiefly he loved the martial 
4 Exercife of Jufts and Tourneaments. In his Buildings he was curious, 

4 fplendid, and magnificent, in beftowing of Graces and Donations, 

4 free and frequent; and to the ingenious and deferving always kind and 
s liberal : devout to God, bountiful to the Clergy, gracious to his Peo- 
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‘ pie, merciful to the' Poor, true to his Word, loving to his Friends, 

‘ terrible to his. Enemies. And becaufc he was fo ftridtly obfervant of 

1 his Faith and Honour, and withal fo valiant, politick, and fortunate; 

4 his Subjects imagined, that to live under him was to reign in triumphs ; 

4 and his renown ran abroad even to barbarous and foreign Nations; 

1 and all thought themfelves happy and fecure, if they were either 

tinder his Protection, or any way confederate with him. The Turks 
4 and Saracens feared him; the oppreffed Chriftian Princes humbly im- 
4 plored his Affiftance ; the Germans he had at his Command, during 
4 the time of his Lieutenancy under Lewis of Bavaria, and might have 
4 had them entirely, had he accepted their proffer of the Empire. The 
4 Flemings were his Confederates, the Italians he obliged unto him by 
4 the Bond of Affinity; the French, Spania?'ds, and Scots he fubdued by 
‘ Force of Arms; he won Calais, recovered Aquitaine, Normandy, and 
‘ Fonthieu , and had John King of France , and David King of Scots 
* his Prifoners ; being the firft of Englijh Kings, that bore the Arms and 
4 Title of France. In fhort, he had the mod Virtues and the feweffc 
4 Vices of any Prince that ever I read of; he was valiant, juft, merciful, 
4 temperate, and wife; the beft King, the beft Captain, the beft Law- 
4 giver, the beft Friend, the beft Father, and the beft Hufband in his 
‘ Days. ’ 

This great and heroick Prince, after a reign of fifty years in great 
glory, died at Skene (now Richmond) in Surry, in the fixty-fifth year of 
his age, and was buried in Wejlminjler Abbey, under a Monument of 
Grey Marble, upon the Superficies whereof lies his Portraiture of Cop- 
per gilt, and on the Verge of the Monument are the following Verfes. 
in rude Latin , according to the cuftom of that age ;

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2. Edward Prince of Wales and Duke of Cornwall , ufually named 
the Black Prince , was the worthy Son of his royal Father. At fixteen 
years of age, this Prince entered upon the Aage of War, and being 
knighted by his royal Father, led the van of the King’s Army at the 
battle ofCreffy, yin. 1346. and it is worthy of notice, that being hard 
prefied by the Enemy and word fent to the King, that the Prince flood in 
need of hisAfliflance, after enquiry if he was either dead or wounded, his 
heroick Father bid the Mefienger return , and J'end to him no more , Jo long 
as his Son lived , for, fays he, he Jhall this day win his Spurs , and I dejign him 
the honour of this Expedition ; and the Prince gaining a complete Vic- 
tory, his royal Father embraced and kifled him, faying, Fair Son, God 
give you refolution to purj'ue Honour ; you are my dear 6 on, and have ac- 
quitted yourjelf nobly ; you are worthy to govern a Kingdom. At -the 
battle of PoiBiers alfo, Sept. 19, Anno 1356. Prince Edward gained a 
fecond compleat Vidory over the French Army, and took John King of 
France and his Son Philip prifoners, whom he brought into England to 
his royal Father : By him alfo was Peter King of Cajlile reftored to his 
Throne ; and by a conftant purfuit of great and heroick Deeds, this 
Prince became the flower of Chivalry, and delight of the Englijh Na- 
tion. He died, to the great grief of his royal Father and the whole 
Nation, June 8, Anno 1371. in the forty-fix year of his age; and 
according to his appointment, was buried in the Cathedral Church of 
Canterbury with great Solemnity, and over his Grave was ereded a 
flately Monument.

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It is to be noticed here, that the Duke of Saxe-rGotha, and Prince 
Frederick of Hcft'e, were elected Knight-Companions of this molt Noble 
Order , Anno 1741. the 14th of his prefent Majefty, and were inveft- 
ed at their refpedtive Courts by fpeciai Commiflion from the Sovereign , 
but as no Inftallation of Knights has fince been made at Windfor , the 
Banners and Achievements of Honour of thofe Princes, are not yet fet 
up in St. George's Chapel ; and the feveral Stalls at prefent are according 
to the above Plan, for no Stalls are deemed Void till the Banner, Sword 
and Helmet of the deceafed Knight has been taken down, and folemnly 
offered up at the Altar, agreeable to the Laws and Statutes of the Order . 

Farther let it be obferved, that befides the feveral Sovereigns, and the 
chief Nobility of the Nation, there have been of this molt Noble and 
lllultrious Order of the Garter y eight Emperors of Germany , five Kings 
of France , three Kings of Spain , feven Kings of Portugal , one King 
of Poland , two Kings, of Sweden , fix Kings of Denmark , two Kings 
of Scotland, one King of Priiftia , one King of Arragon y two Kings of 
Naples , one King of Sicily and JeruJ'alem , and one King of Bohemia , 
five Pfinces of Orange , feven Counts Palatine of the Rhine , one Duke 
of Savoy , one Elector of Bavaria , one Eledtor of Saxony, three Electors 
bf Brandenburgh , four Dukes of Brunfwick-Lunenburgh , two Dukes 
of Holjlein , two Dukes of Burgundy, two Dukes of XJrbino, one Duke 
of GuelderJand , one Duke of Holland, one Duke of Milan ,. one Duke 
of Wirtembergh, one Duke of Ferrara, and other Free Princes of the 
firlt States of Europe. And to conclude, in the Words of our learned 
Seldsn , [Notes on Poly Albion ] as The Order of the Garter hath prece- 
dency of Antiquity before the eldejl rank of Honour of that kind anywhere 
eflablijhcd ; fo according to the fame Author alfo, it exceeds in Majefty, 
Honour, and Fame, all Chivalrous Orders in the World ; having at all 
times been honoured with the Companionlhip of divers Emperors^ 
Kings, and Sovereign Princes of Europe, who, according to Du Chefne , 
have reputed it among their greatefi; Honours to be of this illuftrious 
Society : Cet Ordre cfl la J'upreme marque d'Honneur de la Noblefj'e Angloife, 
et tres rare, et que les plus grands et puiffantes Princes de la Chrejliente 
tiennent mefme a quelque gloire d’y eftre receus et affociez. [Hill, d’ Angle- 
terre. See. p. 671.] To the fame purpofe alfo Poly dor Virgil, Rex infti- 
iuit Gar ter him Ordinem, cui tantusdeinde accejfit Honor, ut maximos quof- 
que 
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que Reges, non pceniterit in id venire Collegium. [Hilt. Angl.] Our learn- 
ed Camden alfo, on this occafion fays. In hanc Societatem potentijjimi 
quique orbis Chrijliani Principes cooptari, injlar maximi honoris duxerunt. 
[Britan, in Attr.] And indeed there is no royal or princely Family in 
Europe , but has been of the Company of this mod illuftrious Society, 
which, as has been before obferved, has now flourilhed four hundred 
years compleat, with great fplendor and glory, and been the mod diftin- 
gu idled mark of Honour and Nobility among the Princes of Europe , 
the reward of Merit, and great and heroick Deeds. 


CHAPTER XVIII. 

An Account of the PLATES of ARMS of the 
KNIGHTS of the GARTER in St. GEORGE's 
Chapel. 

I T was appointed by the Statutes of Inftitution, Art. 23. that when 
any one of the Fir ft Founders Jhould die , there fmild be made in Metal 
an EJ'cutcheon of his Arms,- with his Helm or Crefi , and fixed to the back 
of his Stall , for a continued mark of Honour to the deceafed Knight ; and 
the like to be continued by their Succeflbrs. However this Injunction 
might at fil'd; be regularly obferved, there is good room to conjecture, 
that in traCt of time, by negleCt, or other intervening Caufes, this Law 
of the Order was not duly obferved, and that the Plates were not al- 
ways fet up, agreeable to the firft Purpofe of the royal Founder; and 
for this reafon probably it was, that upon a review and declaration of 
the Statutes, Anno 14. Henry VIII. Art. 25. it was appointed, that 
every Knight, within the firft year, after his Infiallation f, hall affix, or fet 
up a Plate of his Arms cut in Metal of what kind the Knight pleafes, 
only that in Size they Jhould not exceed thoj'e of the Firft Founders, excepting 
only the Plates of Knights Strangers , which may be made of any Quality 
or Size at their pleafure. 
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The Plates of the Firjl Founders were for the moft part of Copper 
with their Arms blazoned thereon, and frequently without any Name or 
Jnfcription. In the reign of King Henry VIII; the Arms and Titles of 
the Knight s- Companions began to be enlarged and more expreffive, as 
may be obferved by the following Catalogue: Shortly after it became 
the Cuftom, and now continues, to gild the Plates, and richly blazon- 
thereon the Arms of the Knight, and underneath, to engrave their fe- 
veral Titles and Dignities at full length; and- indeed this Metal feems 
the beft Prefervative. againft the Temptation which one more rich might 
occafion, as is evident in the cafe of Frederick , Duke of Wirtemberg , 
eledted Knight-Companion in the reign of Queen Elizabeth, whofe Plate 
being of Silver and large withal, became the Prey of facrilegious Hands 
in the time of the late Civil Wars. 

Whether by the like fate of Avarice and Rapine, or the length of 
Time, is uncertain, but many of thefe noble Memorials of this illus- 
trious Society of Knights, it appears, have been loft or imbezzLed; and 
in fome meafure to provide againft fo great a Mifchief for the future, it 
was decreed in Chapter, Anno 1628, Ann. 3. Car. L That all the Stiles of 
the remaining Elates Jhould be defcribed in a Book by the Dean of Wind- 
for, Regifer of the Order-, which was accordingly performed and laid 
up in the College, but afterwards could no where be found by the dili- 
gent Enquiry of Mr. Aflomole-, and no doubt this Repofitory was loft 
in the following Times of Difturbance and Civil War, when all Ho- 
nour was laid in the duft, and the Memorial of all that is great and 
noble, was no. faoner found, but deftroyed. 

However therefore it was not at firft intended;, in the profecution of 
this Work it is judged a neceffary piece of Juftice, due to this moft 
Noble Order, to preferv.e from the like future Difafters, thefe Monu- 
ments of Honour of its illuftrious Members; and accordingly, with all 
poffible care and exadtnefs, the following Account of the Plates of the 
Knights-Companions, as they now ftand in their feveral Stalls is here fet 
down ; and the Reader is defired firft to obferve, that it never was ufual 
to affix any Plate to the Sovereign’s Stall ; alfo, that to thofe Names in 
this Lift whereto an Afterick is fet, there is no Infcription on the Plate,, 
and that the Sovereign’s name, where printed at the end, denotes

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After thisRegifter of the Plates of the Knights of thismoft noble Order , 
it is proper to remark, that by the Statutes of Inf i tut ion, Art. 2 1. It was 
ordained, If any Earl, Baron , or Knight Batchelor Jhould depart this 
Life , he that does fucceed in bis Place, of what Condition or State Joever , 
except the Prince of Wales, Jhould pofej's the J'ame Stall which his Prede - 
cejfor held before without changing ; and it was at firft thus appointed, 
that it might be known who were the firfl Founders of this rnofl noble 
Order , and as is exp relied in the Preface to the Black Book of the Order , 
that all fhould tend to Unanimity and Concord , as Companions , Collegnes , 
Brothers , and Fellow Soldiers ; and the Order itfelf is therefore called 
a Fel/owjhip , a College of Knights , and a Brotherhood , equal in Honour 
and Power: And agreeable to this Statute of Injlitution , it is obferv- 
able from the above Regiiler, that the Plate of Sir John Daubrichecourt 
Rands firft in the Prince’s Stall, that Knight being eleded An. 1. King 
Henry V. cn this Prince’s Succeffion to the Crown, there being then no 
Prince of WcLs. 

But Mr. AJhmole obferves, that John of Gaunt , Duke of Lancajler 
firft obtained the Honour of that Seat, by a decree of the Sovereign 
and Knights Companions in the Reign of King Richard II. who had no 
Hue, the Duke by this decree being removed from the feventh Stall 
on the fame Side, wherein he had been inftalled at his firft Admifiion 
into the Order. 

It is Iikewife to be obferved from the fame Author, that Sir Philip 
la Vacke was the firft Knight Companion from the Black Prince , that 
had the Honour of a perfonal lnftallation in this Stall, it falling to 
him by this Law of the Order , being eleded in the room of the laid 
Duke of Lancajler-, however afterwards, upon the acceftion of King 
Henry IV. to the Crown, his eldeft Son being created Prince of Wales , 
laid Claim to this Stall, by virtue of the aforefaid Statute, and it was 
accordingly furrendered to him; but that Sir Philip might fuffer as 
fmall a diminution of Honour as pofiible by this Removal, he was re- 
moved only to the Stall which King Henry himfelf before held, being 
the third on the Sovereign’s Side, where his Plate now remains.

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And according to this account, and the ancient Tables of the Order 
kept in the Chapter Houfe at Windjor , the fucceflion of the firft 
Knights in the Prince’s Stall was in this wife.

Farther alfo, according to the fame Tables it is evident, that Ericus 
King of Denmark , in the Reign of King Henry V. was inftalled not 
according to his ftate and degree of a King, but into the Stall of the 
Knight Companion whom he fucceeded, namely the Duke of Bavaria , 
in the eighth Stall on the Sovereign’s Side, and the fucceftion of the 

firft Knights in this Stall was in this manner.

John King of Portugal alfo fucceeded Sir William Arundell in the 
third Stall, which, with other Knights of lower degree, fucceeding; 
in the Stalls of the higheft ftate, fufficiently evidence that the antient 
Ufage and pradice of fucceffion was ftridly kept, agreeable to this 
Statute of Infitution. 

It is however to be obferved, that the Sovereigns on a Vacancy,, 
notwithftanding this Law of the Order, have made a Removal of Stalls, 
and advanced a Knight Companion to a higher Stall than that wherein 
he was firft featedj but this but rarely, and that by allowance and de- 
cree 
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crce of the Sovereign and Knights Companions in Chapter , as in the 
cafe of the Duke of Lancajler before-mentioned. 

After this King Henry VIII. thinking it requifite that the Sovereign 
fhould be impowered by an tflabliflied Law of the Order , to do that 
at pleafure, what former Sovereigns did only by the particular Ads 
or Orders in Chapter', upon the declaration of the Statutes, Ann. 
Regn. xiv. ordained, That if there be eny Place or Stall voyde , the 
Soverayne at his Pleafure may advance and tranfate , by his fpeciall 
LycenJ'e , any Knight of the faid Company into the J'aid Stall , fo be 
it that it be more hyer than the Stall that he was in afore : Alfoe the 
Soverayne onys in his Life may make a general T ranflation of all the 
Stalls at his pleafure , excepte of Emperonrs , Kings , Prynces , and Lukes, 
the which allway fall kepe theyr Places and Stalls after theyr Eft at e, and 
very nexte unto the Soverayne, if they be not tranfated into more hyer 
Rome and Stall. Art. xxii. xxiii.

Accordingly we find that King Henry, and the fucceding Sovereigns 
frequently made Ufe of this Law of the Order ; and Mr. Afmole has 
minutely remarked feveral Tranflations, both of Stranger Princes and 
Knights Subjects to higher Stalls, and Removals lower of Knights alfo, 
to make room for Stranger Princes of higher degree; but at length to 
avoid the danger of Emulation, and to put the whole upon a more 
equal Footing, the antient Law of lucceeding in Stalls was altered by 
a Decree in Chapter , April 24. Ann. 6 Elizab. That all Knights who 
for the future wer'e admitted into the Society of the Order , foidd take and 
be inf ailed in the lowef Stall, according to the Courfe and Seniority of 
their Election , except only Stranger Kings and Princes '■ And by Chapter , 
An. 20. Jac. I. the like. exception was made to the Sovereign’s Chil- 
daen : Laftly, An. reg. Char. 1 1. Dom. 1 669. at a Chapter held at White- 
hall, upon consideration of the feveral Orders made by preceeding So- 
vereigns , both in regard to the placing of Strangers and Knights Subjects, 
it was ordained. 

1. That the Princes of Wales, and fuch Emperors and Kings that 
fpuld be of the Order, fhould be placed in the neareft Stalls to 
that of the Sovereign, according to their Elections and In ft allations. 

U u 2 2. That 
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2. That all other Sovereign Princes , and Princes of tbe Blood , jhould 
be placed in the Stalls next unto Kings , according to their Seni- 
ority in the Order. 

3. That all other his Majfy’s Subjects and Strangers, not of the 
Dignity above-mentioned , fhould be inftalled in the lowejl Stalls , 
according to their Antiquity in the Order, and the antient Prac- 
tice. 

In this manner was the fettlement of Stalls regulated by this Decree , 
and the Practice has fince continued ; and upon the Inftaljation of a 
Knight Subjedl, the Achievements, Banners, and Plates of the Knights 
Companions , are in due Time, by Warrant from the Sovereign, removed 
by Garter into the higher Stalls, according to their refpedtive Sue- 
ceflions in the Order ; and the new Elebl Knights , of what Degree 
foever, are inftalled in the lower Stalls : And agreeable to this Ufage, 
the four lowermoft Stalls are at prefent filled with four Dukes, or 
firft Peers x>f the Kingdom, as appears by the Scheme of the Stalls, 
page 269. 

And now I cannot leave this, and the preceding Chapter, without 
taking Notice of the Words of Sir John Denbam , who, in Allufion to 
Windfor Caftle, and the Knights of the Garter , fays, 


A Crown of fuch majefick Towers doth grace 
The Gods great Mother , when her Heavenly Race 
Do Homage to her ; yet She cannot boafl 
Among that numerous , and celefial Hojl 
More Heroes than can Windfor, nor doth Fame's

T ? O the greater Honour of the Patron of this moft noble Order , 
the Royal Founder directed, that the Anniverfary of his Fefti- 
val in the Church, fhould be kept with folemn Obfervance by the 
Knights Companions of this illuftrious Society at Windfor : for by the 
9th Article of the Statutes of Inftitution it was ordained, that fmgulis 
annis in vigilia Sti. Georgii ft nna Congregatio Conjociorum Ordinis Sti. 
Georgii apud Caftrum de IVindfor , there to attend in the full Habit of 
the Order during divine Service, on that, and on the following Days 
of the Solemnity of the Feaft of St. George: And although the firft 
Memorials of this moft noble Order have perilhed among the Ruins 
of Antiquity, or remain yet undifcovered fa Lofs, as the late Mr. 
Anftis obferves, that can never be fuftficiently lamented) and thereby 
leave us in the dark as to the particular Time and Manner of the So^ 
lemnization of this annual Feftival; it is however evident from Re- 
cords, and other Authorities collected by that Gentleman, in his ad- 
ditional Notes to the Black Book of the Order, that the Celebration of 
St. George’s Feaft was conftantly obferved by the royal Founder and his 
noble Companions ; for he takes Notice, that in the Wardrobe Ac- 
count, An. Reg. Edw. III. 25. mention is made of Payment for twenty 
four Habits of the Order: It is alfo obferved from Joan. a Leydis 
Chron. Belg. that Ann. Do?n. 1353. Reg. Edv. 27. In fefto SanBi Geor- 
gii Martyris, tertins Edvardus Rex Anglia, celebravit folemnijjimam 
curiam et jecit grande Convivium cunBis Frincipibus & Baronibns ftcis : 
In the 32d Year of his Reign, King Edward alfo held a moft folemn 
Feaft of St. George. Anno Dom. 1358 in fefto S. Georgii Domin'us Rex 
Anglia folemnijjimam curiam fecit fids frincipibus . Baluz. Vit. Pontif. 

Knyghton 
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Knyghton the Hiftorian fpeaks particularly of this laft mentioned 
Feaft, Rex fecit proclamationem, &c. Coll. 2167. “ In the Beginning of 
“ the Year 1358, King Edward iflued forth his royal Proclamation 
a throughout all England, that all Knights Strangers from any Part of 
“ the World, who had a. mind to come to the Feaft of St. George , 
“ to be folemnly held by him on the 23d of April at Windfor , fhould 
“ have his Letters of fafe Conduit to pafs and repafs the Realm at 
* their pleafure, for the fpace of three Weeks, without the leaft Im- 
“ pediment or Danger, there to partake, every one according to his 
“ Degree and Merit, of thofe Honours and Prizes which attended the 
“ princely Exercifes of Jufts and Tournaments.” And this high Feaft 
the King held in the greateft Splendour imaginable, beyond all that he 
had ever done before, and this for the Entertainment of his royal 
Prifoner John King of France , and the Nobility of that Nation, at 
that time Prifoners in the Caftle of Windfor. To this folemn Feaft 
came the Duke of Brabant , and many noble Lords and Knights from 
Ahnain, Gafcogne, Scotland , and other Countries : The Queen of Eng- 
land alfo was at this Solemnity in coftly Array, for in the Wardrobe 
Account of this Year, there is an Entry for the Payment of jive hund- 
red Pound to the Queen towards providing Apparel againft this Feajl. 
The Queen of Scotland alfo, and many other great Ladies, as well of 
England as of other Nations, came to Windfor to this Feajl in their 
gayeft and richeft Apparel ; and it is obferved by Hiftorians, that the 
Pomp and Magnificence of this famous Feafl of St. George fet forth 
King Edward’s Greatnefs and noble Spirit, who thus fplendidly pro- 
vided for the Entertainment of his royal Prifoner ; .and it is fet down, 
•that King John , who might expcdt by a high Ranfom to pay fome- 
thing towards thefe vaft Profufions of Expence, faid on this Occafion, 
Float he never Jaw or knew J'uch royal Shews and Feafiings , without Jbme 
after Reckoning for Gold and Silver. 

Mr. Anfiis, as is above remembered, in fome Meafure to fupply the 
Deficiency in this early Part of the Annals of the Order , has collected 
what remains in publick Records or Offices, relating to Orders for the 
Celebration of this Solemnity, throughout the feveral Years of this 
•King’s Reign, whereby it is fufficiently evident, that ftrici Regard was 
paid by the royal Founder to this Statute of In (lit ut ion, and that the 
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Feaft of Sr. George was annually kept at Windfor with great Splendor 
and Devotion. The like Obfervance of the Feaji of St. George , by 
fucceeding Sovereigns of this moil noble Order , by Mr. Anftis’ s Col- 
lections is made to appear, though by a Chafm before noticed, in the 
Black Book of the Order , till Ann. 4. Henry V. no Particulars as to 
the exaCt Time and Manner can be afcertained, whether the Solemni- 
ty was kept on the Day peculiar to the Patron St. George , or by Pro- 
rogation to forne other Day, at the Pleafure of the Sovereign ; for by 
the fame Statutes of Infitution , the Sovereign might prorogue the So- 
lemnization of the Feftival to any Time within fifteen Days after, and 
agreeable to this, in the fourth Year of the laft mentioned Prince, the 
invincible King Henry V. about the feventh of May, the Solemnity of 
St. George’s Feaft was celebrated at WindJ'cr, at which Time the moft 
noble Sigifmund , Emperor of Germany , was created a Knight of this 
moft illuftrious Order , and it is in the Black Book obferved on this 
Occafion, that the Finery of the Guefts, the Order of the Servants , the 
Variety of the Courfes, the Invention of the Dijhes, with the other Things 
delightful to the Sight and Tafte , whoever Jhould endeavour to defcribe 
could never do it with Juftice y ft quis explicare ftuduerit, haud plene 
queat. Lib. Nig. p. 

It is alfo farther noticed in the fame Book , that the faid heroick 
Prince Henry V. in the following Year, or rather in the 6th Year of 
his Reign, being at Caen in Normandy , in Profecution of his Right to 
the Crown of France, took Care to have the Feafi of St. George , pro 
temporis exigentia , celebrated at the Caftle of that Town, with great 
Solemnity ; yet fo ftri&ly was the Celebration of this Feaft obferved 
in thole early days a iWindJor, according to the firft Appointment, that 
the like Feaft of St. George, was alfo the fame Year held at Windjor , 
by John Duke of Bedjord, appointed the Sovereign’s Lieutenant for 
that Purpofe; and it was ufual, if the Sovereign for weighty Affairs 
of State was abfent, or could not himfelf in Perfon attend the 
Feaft of St. George , to appoint a Deputy or Lieutenant , to keep the 
fame annually at Windfor : And in the Abfence of his royal Brother 
King Henry V. and in the Infancy of the fucceeding Sovereign , his 
royal Nephew Henry VI. the faid Duke of Bedjord frequently held by 
Deputation the Feaft of St. George at Windfor ; and in the Black Book 
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of the Order, p. 80 is a Commiffion in Lathi- to this moft noble Duke, 
by the laft mentioned Prince, which we fhall here inferc according to 
Mr. Anjlis’ s Tranllation, 

u Henry by the Grace of God of England and France King, and 
“ Sovereign of the Order of St. George , to all our Fellow Knights , 
“ Greeting. Since for many and various Caufes, we our felf cannot 
« be prefent at the next Feaft at Wyndefor , and by our Statutes we 
“ can effectually depute another in our Stead, who may hold Chap- 
“ ters in like Manner as we our felf, reform what Things are amifs, 
“ compleat, approve, or difapprove Ele&ions, and do all other Things 
“ which are proper for a neceffary Obfervance of the Statutes, We 
“ therefore by Virtue of thefe prefent Letters, have chofe our faith— 
i( ful and right well-beloved Uncle, ‘John Duke of Bedford , and the 
“ dread Regent of France , to do thele Things prudently and fubftan- 
“ tially in our Stead. And forafmuch as we in the mean time enjoyn 
“ you our Fellow Knights to be altogether dutiful to him, and render 
<l him all due Service and Obedience, as you would to our felf, if 
“ we were prefent there. Farewell at Leicejler , in the fourth Year of 
u our Reign, the Kalends of April,” 

King Henry VI. and his Succeffor Edward IV. kept annually this 
Feafl of St. George at Wind for, but not without fome fmall Interrup- 
tion, occafioned by the unhappy Broils between thofe rival Princes; 
Authors in particular make mention of a grand Solemnization of the 
Feaft of St. George by King Edward IV. who according to Stowe in his 
Chronicle, Ann reg. 1 6. kept the Feaft of St. George at Windfore in moft. 
“ royal Manner; Firft on the Saturday before Noon, the King being 
“ Soveraigne with the Knightes of the Order, entered the chapiter with- 
“ in the Gaftle, which Chapiter was alfo continued in the Afternoone 
“ in this manner, towards Evenfong Time, being all mounted on Horfe- 
“ backe in their Habites of blew, rode to the Chapiter, from whence 
“ they went to the Quire on Foot, where they remained till Evenfong 

was done, and then rode again to the Caftle (in their Habits as 
“ before) where they had their Void of Spices, &c. 

“ On Sunday Morning, the Sovereign with the Knights rode to: 
“ Mattens, which being ended they entered the Chapiter, from whence 

“ they 
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“ they went to the Dean’s Houfe to -breakfaft, and after to the quire 

“ againe, every Man to his own Stall. Then came the Queene with 

“ the Lady Elizabeth her eldef daughter, the Dutchefie of Suf'olke ' 
“ the King’s filler, the Lady Marchioneffe of Montague , the Lady 
“ Marchionelfe of Dorfet, the Lady Hafings , &c. all in one liuery of 
u murrey embrodered with garters, except the Marchioneffe of Moti- 
“ tague, who rode in a gown of filke, and thefe Ladies were placed 
“ in the roode loft. And in the fame order and habite came the So- 
“ veraigne , and Knights , with the Queene and her Ladies in the aftere 
“ noone to evenfong. The King this day dined in his great cham- 
“ ber, On whofe right hand fat Richard Bewchamp , Bifhop of Salif- 
“ bnrie , Chancellor of the Order , and on the left hand the Duke of 

“ Clarence , and the Duke of Suf'olke. At a fide table fat the Mar- 

“ quelle of Dorfet , the Earles of Ar undale, Northumberland, and 
“ Efex, the Lord Maltrauers , the Earl Dowglas , the Lordes Dudley , 

“ Ferrers , and Howard , and Sir John Afley Knight, all on one fide. 

“ And at a table on the other fide, fate Mailer Dudley , Dean of St. 

“ George's chapell, and with him all on one fide, the Cannons of the 
“ fame chappell in their mantles of murrey, and rundlet of St. 

“ George. 

“ On the Munday , the Soveraigne and Knights of the Order entred 
“ the chapiter, where they had a Ihort communication, from whence 
“ they went to the quire, where every Knight food before his Stall, 

“ whiles the King had olfered a rich fute of vef ments, and certaine 
“ coapes of the fame fute, which the Deane received; that done, the 
“ King went to his Stall, and every Knight fate him down in their 
“ own Stals, till the offertory, and then the Marques Dorfet and the 
“ Duke of Sujfolke , offered the fworde of John Mowbray , late Duke of 
<< Norffolke deceafed, the Lord Maltrauers and Howard, his helme; 

“ which being done, and obeifance made, every Knight foode before 
“ their Stals, while the King had offered, and then euerie Knight of- 
“ fered according to his Stall, to wit, the Duke of Clarence , the Mar- 
“ ques Dorfet , the Duke of Yorke , the Earle of Arundell, the Earle 
“ of Efex, and the Duke of Suffolke , the Earle of Northumberland , 

“ the Earle of Dowglas, the Lord Maltrauers, and the Lord Howard \ 

“ the Lord - Dudley, the Lord Ferrers , Sir John Afley.” 

X x King 
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King Henry VII. in the third Year of his reign, folemnized the 
Feaft of St. George at Windfor in great fplendor, at which was prefent 
the Queen, and the King’s mother, with an illuftrious company of 
Ladies and Attendants, robed with the ornaments of the Garter , and 
having their horfe’s furniture, trappings, and every thing thereto be- 
longing exceeding beautiful, at which Solemnity, it is obferved in the 
Black Book of the Order , no kind of Magnificence was omitted : Em- 
bafiadors alfo from various kingdoms were prefent at this folemnity, 
particularly from the Emperor, Spain , Scotland , and other Potentates ; 
and this Feaft is commemorated in Verfe by the Laureat of that Age, 
in the following Stanzas prefented to the Sovereign .

In this fplendid manner was the Feajl of St. George and the holding 
Chapters, annually obferved at WindJ'or by fucceffive Monarchs, So- 
vereigns of this moil: noble Order , either by themfelves in perfon, or by 
their Lieutenant deputed for that purpofe, according to the Laws of 
Injiitution , and the rites and ceremonies were exadtly obferved at this 
Chaple of the Patron of the Order , till Ann. 14 Henry VIII. when 
by the declaration of the Statutes then made by that Prince, Art. 4. 
the Obfervation of St. George's Feaft was no longer confined folely to 
WindJ'or , but it was declared, that upon any Prorogation of the Feilival, 
the Knights of the Order fhould give their Attendance on the Sove- 
reign, in what place foever he be within the realm of England, alfo 
that at Chapters of Election, or other great affairs of the Order , they 
fall wear their M ant ells, and ufe the accujlomed Ceremonies as though 
prefent in the /aid Cafle of Windfor ; but it is at the fame time pro- 
vided, that the Feaft Day of St. 'G^rgf’ be neverthelefs duly obferved 
fingly by itfelf, in what place foever the Sovereign, if within the 
realm, fhould refide ; and Mr. AJhmole on this occafion obferves, that 
notwithftanding this allowance of keeping the Feaft of St. George , and 
holding Chapters of the Order elfewhere than at IV in df or, “ That all 
“ things were ordered, both on the Eve, the Day of St George , and 
“ the morrow after, with full as great State, all affairs as legally dif* 
“ patched, and all ceremonies as magnificently performed (except thofe 
{< peculiar and local to St. George's Chaple in WindJ'or) as could be 
“ obferved at the Grand Feftival itfelf.” 

y 
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In the foregoing part of this hiRory, mention is made of this’ 
Reformation of the Statutes of the Order , firft entered upon May 
28. Ann. r eg. 14. Henr. VIII ; Mr. Afhmole in his HiRory from the 
Office of Arms , relates a magnificent cavalcade made by that Sovereign, 
and the Knights Companions on the Eve of the Grand Feaji appointed 
to be held on that day, which as it relates both to the Solemnity of 
the Fejiival , and fhews with what Rate and dignity the Sovereign fet 
about the great work of reforming and explaining the Statutes of the 
Order, we fhall here infer t at large ; 

u On the 27th day of May being Friday , the King removed from 
“ Richemont towards his caftle of Windefor , and appointed them 
“ about one a clock at Afternoon the fame Friday , that all Noble- 
“ men, and oder which fhould wayte upon his Grace, fhould be ready 
“ between Richemont and Honfowe to attend upon him, and in confj- 
<{ deration of a fcarcyte and flraitnes of lodgings, as well as in avoid- 
“ ing and in efehewing of the corrupt air, every Nobleman was taxed 
“ and rated to a certain number of horfe, that is to fay, every Duke 
at 60 horfes, a Marquefs at 50 horfes, every Earl at 40 horfes, every 
t! Baron at 30 horfes, every Knight of the Garter batchellor at 20 
“ horfes, and no odre Knight or Nobleman to have above 1 6 horfes, with 
“ their carriages and all. And the King, thus right nobly companyed, 
<! rode to Golebroke , and at the fign of the Katherines Wheel the King 
“ took his courfer, and his Henchmen richly apparrelled followed, 
u and alfo the King’s horfe of Rate led , G artier King of Arms wore 
“ his coat of arms, the Lord Richard Fox , Bifhop of W inchef er and 
<£ Prelate of the Order , with many odre great ERates, gave their At- 
“ tendance upon his Highnefs. The Queen and the Ladies, and their 
<£ compagnies Rood in the feild at the town’s end, befides the high- 
‘‘ vvay towards Windefor , to fee the King’s noble compagnie pafs by, 
» £ and then the Queen rode to the fery next way to the caRle. The 
‘ c King rode by Slow, and fo to Eton Co/ledge, where all they of the 
tl Colledge Rood along, in manner of proceflion, receiving his Grace 
after their cuRom. 

“ The King entered Windefor with his great horfes, that it is to fay 
,c nine courfers with nine Children of Pionor upon them, and the 

“ MaRer 
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<c Mailer of the King’s horfes upon another great courfer’s back, fol- 
a lowing them, having and leading the King’s horfe of eflate in his 
“ hand, that is to fay, a rich courier with a rich faddle, and trapped 
t£ and garnifhed following the King, and fo entered the caflle. 

<c At the Caflle Gate, the Miniflers of the Colledge received the 
“ King with Proceffion, and the King and Knights of the Qrdre , at 
“ the church dore, took their mantles and entered the quere, and 
“ flood before their Stalls, till the Sovereign had offred and retorned 
“ to his Stall ; then every Knight offred according to his, as by 
“ Statute is ordained, and entered their Stallys, which was a long 
“ ceremony or ever they had all offered, becaufe of the great 
“ number of Knights that then was prefent, which were 19 in num- 
“ ber befides the Sovereign. 

“ The offring doon, the Sovereign and all the aforefaid Knights of 
t£ the Ordre , (putting of their mantles at the church dore) with the 
<£ Prelate and odre Officers of the Ordre , as the Regi/ler , King of 
*'• Armes , and Huijhier of the Ordre , called the Black Rodd , borne by 
‘‘ Sir William Compton , according to his Office of Huefhner ; all thes 
<c rode before the King from the Colledge, unto the quadrate of the 

caflle, and fo conveyed his Highnefs to his lodgings. 

“ The King had attendant on him, all his Officers of Armes , wear- 
“ ing their Coates of Armes; and all his Trumpetts, which blew the 
“ entry of the King, all the tyme of the faid entry. The Lord 
“ Mount ague, Henry Poole , bare the Sword before the King, and 
“ Garter King of Armes rode next before the Sword, and Sir William 
<£ Compton rode on his left hand bearing the Black Rod.” 

But to return; notwithflanding the allowance by thefe new Statutes 
to keep this Feajl of St. George in any part of the kingdom, at- the 
pleafure of the Sovereign , it was afterwards frequently folemnized at 
WindJ'or during this King’s reign, who being of a mojl princely foul and 
more than ordinary well affedted to the Military College , every year 
obferved 'the Feaft of St. George, the rites and ceremonies thereof in their 
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proper time and place ; and Mr. Anftis from a cunous limning in the 
Black Book of the Order , has given a representation of the magni- 
ficent State of this Sovereign in Chapter, Ann. reg. xxiv with his 
Companions, as alfo of their proceffion to the high altar, wherein are 
reprefented in the Habit of the Order, with a furtout of their re- 
fpedtive Arms, Charles V. Emperor, Francis I. King of France , Fer- 
dinand King of the Romans, and James V. King of Scotland , at this 
time Companions of this illuftrious Society of Knights-, to fo great a 
heighth of renown and dignity did this moft noble Order attain, 
under the influence of this high-minded and magnificent Sovereign , 
that in his reign the greateft Sovereign Princes of Europe , were at one 
and the fame time Fellow-Members and Companions thereof, les plus 
grands et pui pants Princes de la Chrejlientc tiennent meme a quelque 
gloire dy ejlre receus & aJJ'ociez. Du Chefne, ut fupra. And Polydore 
Vergil, fpeaking of the Election of the King of the Romans , fays, 
Ferdinandus Archidux Aujlrice , frater Caroli Imperatorjs , faSlus ejl 
Eques Garterii Ordinis, qui Jibi magno honor i duxit , in id nobile Equi- 
tum Collegium aggregari , vir ipfe multo nobil/JJimus , clarijfmufq-. Hi ft. 
Angl. p. 675. 

It muft however be confefled, that towards the end of this Prince's 
reign, the Grand Feajl of St. George began to fail in its wonted fo- 
lemnity, whether it was by this allowance of the removal of the 
Feaft, and the obfervation elfewhere than at WindJ'or, or by means 
of the dawn of the Reformation, whereby many outward ceremonies, 
which had been long pradtifedon thefe occafions. and addre'fles to parti- 
cular Saints, were looked upon as the drofs and abufe. of true reli- 
gion ; but from whatever caufe it might proceed, certain it is, that 
about this time, and in the reign of this Prince’s fon and fucceflbr, 
King Edward VI. the folemnity of this Fejlival was'not kept up with 
its wonted State and Splendor; and in the iecond year of this laft men- 
tioned Prince, Orders ' were taken for abolijhing and changing certain 
Rights in the Order of the Garter , and new Injunctions ' were ifiued 
concerning Procefjions , Reverences to the King’s Majefy only , Offerings , 
&c. And the neceflary reformation of the ceremonial parts in the 
church offices, in fome meafure for the prefent, eclipfed the State and 

Magni- 
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Magnificence of this Grand Fefiival, in as much as no Anniverfary of 
the Patron was held at Windfor in this Prince’s reign. 

In the fhort reign of his fucceflor Queen Mary , a repeal was made 
of King Edward’s Injunctions, and An. 1. a Chapter was held at St. 
James's on the Vigil of St. George , and the Grand Feaft adjourned 
until the coming of Philip , then Prince, after King of Spain ; and 
Mr. Ajhmole takes notice of a pompous cavalcade made by this Queen 
on her marriage with this Prince ; which being the only particular 
there is occafion to mention in her reign, we fhall give at large ac- 
cording to his relation, namely, “ That King Philip and Queen Mary , 
“ after the marriage folemnized by them at fVinchefter, the 15 th of 
<c J u ht I 544* arrived at F/indefor the 3 d of Augnjl following, where 
“ at the nether end of PeJ'cod-Jlreet , they were met by the Maior of 
u Windefor and his brethren, and thence (the trumpets founding) they 
<c proceeded with the Officers of Arms before them, into the caftle, 
? till they arrived at the Weft door of the chapell, where was pre- 
a p'ared -a form with carpets and cufhons, and at their entry the 
“ Bifhop of Winchejler fenfed them.” 

“ The Queen having received the Mantle of the Order , with a re- 
“ verential kifs from the Earls of Derby and Penbroke (to whom it had 
“ been prefented by the Pegijler of the Order') put it upon the King, 
“ (affifted by the faid Earls) the Earls of Ar undell and Penbroke , re- 
tl ceiving the Collar of the Order from Garter , prefented it to the 
“ Queen (with the like Ceremony as was the Mantle) who put it about 
“ the King’s neck. 

“ Then all the Knights Companions put on their Mantles , within 

the chapel dore, and proceeded into the choire, and flood before 
“ their Stalls according to antient order. Then the Queen went into 
“ her Stall, taking the King by the hand, and fetting him in the fame 
u Stall with her, and after a little fpace, they both defcended and 
“ proceeded up to the high altar (the Queen keeping the right hand) 
“ and there offred; after which, they retorned to their Stall, where 
“ they repofed themfelves, while all the Knights Companions prefent 
‘ c - did offer, according to their degree, and had taken their Stalls ac- 

“ cording 
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‘‘ cording to their ancient cuftome. Then was Fe Deum and de Pro • 
‘‘ fundis Tung, which being finished, they came all down from their 
“ Stalls, and proceeded to the chapter houfe dore, where the King, 
u and all the Knights Companions put off their Mantles ; and immedi- 
“ ately going out of the chapell, they took their horfes at the chapeli 
<c dore, and proceeded in order, up to the cable, where they repofed 
“ themfelves that night.'’ 

In the reign of Queen Elizabeth, this mob noble Order , did not 
altogether retain its wonted bate and magnificence, either as is before 
remarked, by the Grand Febival being 'withdrawn 'from Windfor, or the 
difufe of ceremonies inconfibant with the reformation of religion: This 
however notwithbanding, Ann. reg. 6 . the Feab of St. George was on its 
proper day held at Windfor by the Sovereign , when many things were 
added to heighten the glory and fplendor of the Grand Feab, by rea- 
fon the Peace, then newly made between England and France, was 
proclaimed with great folemnity, in the prefence of the French am- 
baffador, in the morning, near Sr. George’s chapel in the low'er ward 
of the cable, at which time the Sovereign and Knights Companions with 
the Officers of the Order proceeded in a magnificent and w r ell ordered 
cavalcade, and proclamation being made, they continued the procefiion 
to the Chapter in like bate and order. AJhmole. 

The Feab of St. George was obferved during the long reign of this 
great Queen, by folemn Procejjions of the Sovereign and Knights Com- 
panions, and holding of Chapters of the Order , if not at Windfor an- 
nually, at Whitehall, Greenwich, St. James’s , and other places of re- 
fidence of the Sovereign , at which time, all the" Knights Companions 
were obliged to attend, every one in their proper place and order, and 
to affib in holding of Chapters , and the celebration of divine fervice : 
And the folemn procefiions made in the reign of this Princefs w r ere 
continued by her royal fucceffors, Sovereigns of the Order , though the 
number of attendants, and many particulars which had hitherto been 
received ad angendam pompam were fomewhat rebrained, for in Chap- 
ter, Ann. ra. reg. Jac. I. it was decreed, Float every one of the Knights 
Companions of the Order, f.ould have to attend upon his perfon at the 
yearly 
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yearly foie trinity of the Feaft of St. George, fifty perfons and no more. 

Lib. C. p. 189. 

After this falhion did the folemnization of the Feaft of St. George 
continue for feveral years with great ftate and fplendor, and Mr. 
AJhmole makes frequent mention of the increafing dignity and magni* 
licence of this mod; noble Order , under the benign influence of the 
royal Sovereigns fames and Charles I. And among many inftances given 
by that author, it may not be improper to introduce a foreign teftimony 
of the celebration of St. George ’ s Feaft by this laft mentioned Sove- 
reign, Ann. Dom. 1634. reg . 9. “ Le Roy de la Grande Bretagne 
“ s’employa a la fefte et folemnite de la Jarretiere, laquelle il celebra 
“ au chafteau de Windefore. La ceremonie en commenca le 16. de 
u Novembre, en cefte fajon, Le Roy fut ce jour la conduit a Vefpres

“ Chanoines & Miniftres reueftus de chappes la plufpart en borderie. 
“ Plufieurs feigneurs enuironnoient le Roy, lequel apres le feruice fe

* ( du royaume. Deuant luy allerent les Herauts auec leurs cottes 
d’armes rouges, ayants en tefte vn oflicier en robbe rouge, la iarre- 
“ tierre par deflus, qui portoit vne verge noire, faifant la charge de 
grand Preuoft.

“ tous magnifiquement, et fut remene par eux a Vefpres. Et le len- 
«« demain ils affifterent enfemble au fervice des Chevaliers deffunts, 
ce ftavoir eft du Roy de Suede, du Prince Palatin, des Comtes de 
“ Northumberland, de Rutland, 6c de Banburg.” Du Chefne Hijh 
f. 1229. 

The like obfervance of this feftival continued in the fucceding years 
of this monarch, till interrupted by the diftradtion of the times ; but 
here it is proper to defift, and draw a veil over this part of our Annals, 
when not only this moft noble Order of Knighthood, the badge of true 
nobility and honour, but the whole nation was deprived of its ancient 
fplendor and glory, and a long night fucceeded, till the happy Refto- 
ration and fettlement of the royal Family ; when the Feaft of Sc. 
George , and the folemnities of the Order of the Garter were again 
yearly honoured and obferved , which, as is noticed on a former Occafion 
by the Sovereign King Henry VII. when it hath Jo been , good grace and 
honour hath been to this Roy aulme. Anftis, p. 225. 

His majefty King Charles II. was no fooner peacably fettled on his 
throne, than he minded the revival of this moft noble Order , and 
reftored the choir of this antient chapel of St. George to its former 
Iuftre and dignity, by the inftallation of thofe Worthies who had buf- 
fered in the late troublefome times, and been inftrumental in bringing 
back the nation to its antient Government ; accordingly on the 15th of 
April, ann. 1 66 r . thirteen Knights Companions , part of whom had 
been before eleded, were inftalled at St. George’s chapel at W indfor 
with the greateft fplendor ; and the Procejjion of the Sovereign and 
Knights Companions was moft remarkably fplendid and magnificent, 
heightned not only by the outward appearance of coftly and fplendid 
habits, but by the inward fatisfadlion of the heart, on the joyful oc- 
cafion 
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cafion of this revival of the nation’s honour, and the peace and fet- 
tlement of the kingdom. 

In the reign of this Sovereign, it was found necefiary to hold fre- 
quent Chapters , for the better regulation, and new ordering of many 
particulars relating to this mod: noble Order , and folemn Procejjions 
were frequently made, and the inftallation of a Knight Companion was 
performed with the greateft ftate and magnificence: Mr .AJlmole in his 
Hiftory has given a curious reprefentation of the Grand Procejjion of 
the Sovereign and Knights Companions , Ann . reg. 23. of this Prince, in 
the full habits of the Order j the like Procejjions have fince con- 
tinued with little or no variation, through the feveral reigns of fuc- 
ceffive monarchs, Sovereigns of this moft noble Order ; and the laft 
Procejjion of this kind was by his prefent majefty, June 18, 1730. at 
the inftallation of his royal Highnefs the Duke of Cumberland , the 
Earl of Chejlerjield, and the Earl of Burlington , when the Sovereign 
and Knights Companions made a moft folemn and magnificent caval- 
cade in the full habits of the Order , as is before fully related. 

Neither is the royal dinner on thefe occafions to be paft by unno- 
ticed, being great part of the folemnity, and always performed with 
the greateft ftate and magnificence, either in St. George’s, hall, if the 
Sovereign be prefent, or in the ftately guard chamber next adjoining, 
when the Knights Companions dine in their Robes of the Garter :, at- 
tended by the feveral Officers of the Order , and the coftly and elegant 
decoration of the table on thefe occafions cannot be exceeded, which, 
as it is the conclufion of the ceremony, is at all times conduded 
with the greateft ftate and fplendor; but more is not here neceflary, as 
it is before particularly defcribed in. this work, p. 242, 6? Jeq. 
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CHAPTER XX. 

Of the FEES payable on I N ST A LL AT 10 Rfy 
and DUES to the Officers and College of IVindjor . 

S UCH was the piety and bounty of our anceftors, that they 
thought no work well performed, that was not attended with 
fome charitable donation ; efpecially, if it had relation to the church. 
Hence it was, that the Statutes of Infitution , as alfo thofe of Henry VIII. 
do both of them ordain, that every Knight Companion fould at his 
entrance beftow a certain fum of money , according to his quality and de- 
gree: And the Reader may find the fums fpecified in both bodies of 
Statutes; only the titles of marquis and vifcount do not occur in the 
former , there being no fuch titles, when the Statutes of Infitution 
were eftablifhed. 

What ufe thefe fums were applied to, and how diflribut'ed, appears alfo 
by the appointment there fet down, viz. towards the relief of the canons 
of Windfor, the alms knights, and augmentation of the alms deeds there 
appointed perpetually to be done. To the end that every one entring into 
this military Order, might thereby more worthily obtain the name, title, 
and privilege of one of the founders of the Order, It being fiippofed a 
worthy and ' juft thing , that whof cover obtained this privilege, foul'd add 
fome Jm all increment to the foundation. ' ' . 

The Sovereign of the Order hands charged with payment alfo of thefe 
fees to the- college , yet it is to be under hood only of thofe Sovereigns> 
who were not (before the afiutnption of their flail) elefted into 
this Order: For we fee in the cafe of King Henry VI. (the firfi: 
Sovereign that had not before been elefted a Knight Companion) 
there palled an order in Chapter for payment of his fees, upon affum- 
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ing his. flail, according to the appointment of the Statute. Lib. Nigr. 

p. 7c. 0 ' ,r:c — * ' 

This matter of Inflallation-fees was, upon the Refloration of King 
Charles II. reprefented by feveral petitions to the Sovereign and Knights 
Companions in Chapter; and in the 22d of his reign, a report was 
made, whereby fuch Inflallation-fees were thought reafonable and re- 
quifite to be paid by the Knights Companions , as were contained in an 
annexed fchedule; and the laid report and fchedule being afterwards 
read over and approved by the Sovereign , part of it, containing the fees 
due to the Dean and Canons , Choir and Alms-Knights of Windjor, the 
Regijler , Garter , Black Rod, and Officers of Arms ,' was ordered to be 
entred upon the Regijler of the Order in perpetiiam rei me'moriani , to 
prevent all future queftions and controverfies that might otherwife a- 
rife ; the other part, wherein were fet down the fees payable to the 
reft of the Sovereign’s fervants, was appointed to be only figned in 
Garter’s bills, with all the other fees as they became due. 


In this decree the Inflallation-fees made payable to the. Dean and’

Thefe fees ought to be paid at the time of the Knight’s Inftalla- 
tion, whether perfonal or by proxy, fo alfo for a ftranger; and as to 
the practice, it hath been ufu.’all to pay them by the hands of fome 
one of the Knights-Companions fervants, fo foon as the ceremonies of 
inftallation were ended. 


Anciently? 
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Anciently the Alms Knights Shared in. the fees paid to the College; 
*s is manifeft from the Statutes of Inflitution ; and fo fay the fucceed- 
ing bodies of the Statutes. Howbeit, fmee their re-eftablifhment by 
Queen Elizabeth upon a new conftitution, they have received Inftal- 
lation-fees apart from thofe paid to the College, which by the fore- 
faid eftabliffiment of Inftallation-fees, Ann. 22. Car. II. are made e- 
qual and alike to thofe thereby jpayable to the Dean and Canons. 

The Choir of Windfor , under which not only the Vicars , but the 
Vergers , Chorifers, Sextons and Bell-Ringers are comprehended, reap 
fome benefit by the Inflallation of a Knight , and have in all times 
been thought deferving of fees among others, who performed fervice 
at thefe folemnities : Hereupon were they taken into the eftabliffiment 
made An. 22. Car. II. which has fettled on them thefe following fees, 
viz.

Among the Officers , to whom Infiallation-fees are due, Hands firffc 
the Regijler, who by the conftitutions of his office, is to have of every 
Knight Companion , 13 s. 4 d. in money, and a robe. Lib. nig. p. 235. 
This fee of the robe was /or fome time neglected, till Dr. Wren , 
Dean of Windfor and Regifler of the Order, petitioned the Sovereign , 
that it might be reftored and fettled; which was afterwards done in 
the time of his brother and fucceflor in that office. Dr. Chrifopher 
Wren , out of the Sovereign’s wardrobe, value 28/. 1 s. And accord- 
ing to this valuation of a robe, the like value was propofed (by way 
of compofition) upon the Knights Companions Batchelors (the 1 owe ft

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degree among the Knights of the Order j to be paid the Regifter in lieu 
of the faid robe, fuppofing they could not give him lefs: And hence 
were raifed the proportions, for each feveral degree of honour, upon 
thofe who fhould be admitted into this moft noble Order , viz..

King Charles I. in the 14th of his reign, when his fon Prince 
Charles had been inftalled, ' was gracioufly pleafed to think it moft 
reafonable, on the Regifter s behalf, and ordered, that at every Inftal- 
lation of a Prince , th e Regifter fhould receive for his fee, 135. 41 d. 
and 40/. in lieu of his robe, and that Prince Charles fhould pay him 
the faid fums, which was accordingly done : And the fame were fince 
fettled on this Officer by the eftabiifhment of Inftallation-fees made 
the 22 d of Car. II. and alfo the fame fum ordered to be paid for the: 
Inftallation of a Jira?iger King ; and for a Jlr anger Prince , 38/. 13 r.. 
4 d. But thofe thereby made due from Knights fubjedls of other de- 
grees, are the fame as above. 


Next to the Regijler does Garter claim both droits and fees, who 
hath a greater fhare of bufinefs than any other Officer of the Order. 
As to this Officer , it was ordained by the conjlitutions of his office y . 
That as often as any Knight fhould be inf ailed, he might challenge for 
himfelf the garments worn by ' him , immediately before his inveftiture 
with the furcoat of the Order, Lib. nig. p. 236. And the conftant prac- 
tice hath interpreted this to be the Knight's upper- garment, antiently 
a fhorc gown, of later times a cloak, but now a coat ; which he puts 
off in the Chapter houfe, when the inveftiture begins : and heretofore 
Garter immediately put it on, and wore it during the whole cere- 
mony of Inflallation. Sometimes Garter had not this garment in 

kind'. 
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kind, but received a fine in lieu thereof^ or a compofition in money, 
according to the eftate of the Kiight Companion. 

But as this upper garment at length grew richer, fo the compofition 
grew higher: For, by order of King Charles I. at the Inftallation of 
his fon Prince Charles , Garter received for his fee 40/. and for the 
compofition of his upper garment 60 /. in the whole 1 00 /. And by 
the eftablifhment of Inftallation-fees (Ann. 22. Car. II.) the compo- 
fition fet on each Knight Companion , for his upper garment, was thus 
rated, proportionably lefs than what was paid for the faid Prince, viz.

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The fees due for Granger’s inftallations ? being by the Statutes the 
Sovereign’s charge, were ufually paid out of the Exchequer by a- Privy 
Seal directed to the Lord Freafurer , until the 13 th of King Charles I. 
when an annual penfion, as has been obferved already, was fettled, for 
defraying not only the ordinary, but alfo extraordinary charges of the 
Order. 

Sir Henry de Vic , when Chancellor , made fome fcruple of paying 
the fees due to the College , upon the installation of ftrangers : But 
the College , in conjunction with the Regijler , Garter , and Black 
Rod. y petitioned the Sovereign for their accuftomed fees, who there- 
upon appointed four Knights Companions , to confider the matter of 
the faid petition, and upon their report, was pleafed to approve 
and confirm the lame, and ordered the Chancellor to pay to the Col- 
lege and Officers, out of the faid annual penfion of 1200/. the feveral 
fums following, for the Stranger Princes then lately installed Knights Com- 
panions.

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And though the Sovereign hath difcharged the Inftallation-fees due 
from grangers, yet they themfelves, or their Prodtors for them, did 
always beftow particular largeffes and rewards upon the College, the 
Officers of the Order , and of Arms, the Alms-Knights, and others who 
attended, and performed their duty at this great folemnity. 

Further it is neceifary to obferve, that the Statutes of this mod 
noble Order exprefsly provide, that the Knights achievements {hall not 
be permitted to be hung up, until the dues and fees enjoined by the 
Statutes to be paid to the College be firft difcharged ; and by Chapter, 
ann. 22. Char. II. it was ordained, that not any of the atchievements of 
an elect Knight , Jhall be fet up in the chaple of Windfor, before he be: 
•inf ailed, and the fees of inf allation paid. Lib. Car. p. 81, 

Laftly, it is a duty incumbent on each Knight Companion, to pro- 
vide that, at his deceafe, his mantle and other enfgns of the Order 
fhould be delivered to the Dean and Chapter of Windfor, to be laid up 
in hojiourable remembrance of them to whom they belonged ; for fo it is 
decreed by feveral Chapters of the Order, and by a Statute made in 
Queen Elizabeth's reign, the Knights Companions were bound by oath to 
take care by their wills , that after their deceafe, all the ornaments which 
they had received fhould be refored , the robes to the College, and the jew ells 
to the Sovereign that gave them, and thefe robes or mantles became a 
certain and unqueftionable right, or due to the Dean and Canons ; 
and by them were referved either for publick ufe of the Ktiights 
Companions when they cafually came to Windfor, or accounted for to 
the College, according to the appointment of the Dean and Canons ; 
and many examples of the Knights Companions ftridl compliance with 
thefe orders are entered in the College books, tho’ they have not al- 
ways been punctually obferved ; and one inftance is remembred, that 
the mantle of Sir Henry Lee being not fent to the College, happened 
to fall into low hands, and was openly expofed to fale, to the no fmall 
difhonour of the Order. 


To inforce a due compliance with this neceffary Statute, Decrees 
were made in fubfequent Chapters, viz. ann. 4 & 13 Car. I. And in 
Chapter- at the feaft of St, George , ann. 1667. reg . 19. Car. II. Statutum 
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tjl ut exterior vefiis , viz. mantellum fingulorum Commilitionum defunc - 
torum , Gollegio Windefor. in ufum Sacellanorum nobilijjimi Ordinis mite - 
rentur: Again, two years after, viz. Ann. 1669. was it decreed in 
Chapter, that the mantle of each Knight Companion, and the book of 
Statutes Jhould be Jent to Windfor immediately after his deceafe , and 
that the Chancellor of the Order fould be obliged by letter to their heirs 
and executors , to put them in mind of fending them thither accordingly , 
and a late inftance of a due compliance with thefe orders, is that of 
the prefent Earl of Orford , who in conformity to thefe laws of the 
Order, fent the mantle of the late right hon. Sir Robert Walpole to the 
College, foon after his deceafe. 


CHAPTER XXL 

Of the Inveftiture of STRANGERS, eletfted 
Knights Companions. 

F ORASMUCH as Strangers eleSl are ufually emperors, kings, 
or fovereign princes •, the neceffity of whofe affairs oblige them 
to abide in their own dominions, and feldom or rarely permit them 
to receive a perfonal inftallation in the College of the Order ; therefore 
feveral privileges were thought fit, by the wifdom of the founder of 
this moft noble Order , to be offered and eftablifhed in their favour ; 
as principally, the giving them honourable notice of their elections ; 
allowing convenient time of confideration for acceptance ; affording 
them inveftiture in their own countries, and permitting their inftal- 
lations to be performed at Windfor by fubftitutes or deputies. 

It was therefore by the ftatutes of the Injlitution ordained, that 
when any fuch were chofen into the Order, they Jhould be certified of their 
elections by the Sovereign j and befides, that at his charge , the garter 
Jhould be fent over to them, with the mantle and Statutes of the Order, 
fealed with the common feal. And this to be done with all convenient 
1 fpeed^ 
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fpeed, fo that they might have notice thereof, at leaf within four months', 
from the time of election, to the end they might advife and determine with 
themfelves, (from confideration had of the tenour of the ftatutes) whether 
they would receive or refufe the honour of this mojl noble Order. 

In purfuance of thefe directions, it became cuftomary for the So- 
vereign , together with his letters to the eledl fir anger giving fignifi ca- 
tion of his election, to fend (and that by way of folemn embafiy) the 
habit and enfigns of the Order , as alfo a book of the ftatutes j and 
in cafe the election was accepted, then the eledl f ranger might re- 
ceive invejliture , before the return of the perfons by whom the 
habit was fent. 

The right of bearing thefe letters fignifying election, and returning 
the Stranger’s anfwer, belongs to Garter ; being confirmed to him by 
the confutations appertaining to his office. 

The ftatutes of Henry VIII. with more caution than thofe of the 
Jnjlitution , do ordain, that letters fignifying eleSlion, and the book of 
ftatutes only be fent at firf ; but not the garter and mantle , till a re- 
turn be made by certificate of the acceptance, and defire of ratifica- 
tion by the eleff f ranger. And in the 13th of Car. I. there was a 
provifional decree paffed, that Garter and all others (whom it pleafed 
the Sovereign jointly to commiffionate with himffhould be mof punSlually 
careful, that they deliver not the enfigns of the Order into the hands of 
any fucb prince, till they were fully fatisfed by his letters patent of his 
kind and grateful acceptance thereof . Lib. rub. p. 120. 

This being duly declared on the part of the Stranger eleSl, a com- 
miflion of invefiture is iffucd out by the Chancellor of the Order, at the 
command of the Sovereign, and is directed moft commonly to one 
of the Knights Companions, or other perfonage of high rank and di- 
ftinCtion, as principal in the legation, to whom is always joined Garter 
king of arms, to manage the ceremonious part of this folemni-ty, for 
by decree in Chapter, arm. 13. Car. I. it is declared, that the carrying 
the enfigns of the Order to fir anger princes doth belong properly to Garter 5 
Norroy alfo, or fome other herald, commonly goes in quality of at- 
tendant 
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Cendant on this feruice, not only for the honour of the Sovereign , but 
of the eleSl ftranger alfo, in regard the ceremonies of inveftiture with 
the habit, require the prefence and affiftance of two officers. 

The Ambaffadors or Cohimiffioners appointed to attend upon the 
Jlranger eleSl, being provided with the feveral enligns and habits of 
the Order , repair with convenient fpeed to the court, or refidence of 
the eleSl Knight , where all things requilite for the folemnity being pre- 
pared, the commiffion from the Sovereign , under the great feal of the 
Order is folemnly opened and read, and the mvejliture is performed 
by the ambaffadors and officers of the Order with great hate and fo- 
lemnity. 

Mr. AJhmole has given many inftances of the ceremonies obferved at 
a Jiranger princes receipt of the habits and enrtgns of the Order , 
both with regard to the manner of invejliture performed by the Sove- 
reign’s ambaffadors, and the fertivity and triumphs made on the occa- 
fion by the new inverted Jiranger , whereby is manifeft the high ho- 
nour, at all times paid by the greateft Emperors, Kings, and fovereign 
princes of Europe to this illuftrious, and molt noble Order of the Garter : 
To that Author therefore we refer the reader, that may defire further 
information relating to thefe pompous folemnities ; and to come down 
to the prefent times lhall only obferve, that in the year 1741, and fince 
thelaft inftallation of Knights Companions , there have been elected Knights 
Companions of this molt noble Order , the ioWo^m^ Jiranger princes .

Neither of thefe princes have yet been inftalled at Windfor , as is 
before obferved, p. 270. but have been invejled with the enjigns of the 
Order at their refpedtive courts ; the invejiiture of the prince of Hejfe 
was performed at Hanover ^ June 29, 1741, O. S. in the prefence of 
the Sovereign in this wife;. 
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His majefty, Sovereign of the moil noble Order of the Garter , was 
pleafed to give his commands to Mr. Anftis , Garter king of arms, then 
at Court, to wait upon his moft ferene highnefs prince Frederick of Hejfe 
Caffe l, with a copy of the ftatutes of the Order j which his highnefs 
having confidered, did, by an inftrument under his hand and feal, 
promife to ebferve in every article not contrary to the religion pro- 
feffed by him, or derogatory to any rights or privileges of the facred 
Roman Empire. The Sovereign having appointed the ceremonies of 
the invejiiturc to be performed at five in the afternoon in the great 
gallery before the court, there was a chair of ftate placed in the middle 
of that fpacious room, and near to it a little table, whereon the 
mantle, hood, and collar of the Order , with the George appendant to 
it, were laid. At the hour appointed the Sovereign feated himfelf in 
that chair, whereof notice was forthwith fent to his moft ferene high- 
nefs, who attended in a room near adjoinining with Garter king of 
arms habited in his mantle, and with the other enfigns of his office, 
who immediately thereon took up the Garter and George , both ena- 
melled and fet with diamonds, on a crimfon velvet cufhion j and upon 
his entry into the great gallery, made his obeifance to the Sovereign , 
and again when he had proceeded on about half the diftance towards 
the chair of ftate, and again at the approach near to it: His ferene 
highnefs followed, making the like reverences. Then the Marquis de 
la Foreft , great chamberlain of Hanover , who ftood near to the chair 
of ftate, drew his own fword by the Sovereign’s command, wherewith 
his majefty conferred on the prince, then kneeling, the honour of 
knighthood. Then Garter king of arms on his knee prefented the 
garter adorned with diamonds to his majefty, who put it on the 
prince’s left leg, and which was buckled on by Garter king of arms, 
reading the admonition in this cafe; and then Garter king of arms, 
in the like pofture prefented the George adorned alfo with diamonds, 
hanging to a blue ribbon, to the Sovereign, who put it over the prince’s 
fhoulder, while Garter king of arms read the admonition. Then his 
moft ferene highnefs the prince, with the great chamberlain o f Han- , 
over, and Garter king of arms, making their reverences, withdrew, 
and through a fide door returned to the room above-mentioned near 
adjoining, where the prince being firft difrob’d of his upper habits 
and fword, was inverted with the crimfon velvet furcoat of the Order 

by 
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by Garter king of arms, who read the proper admonition, and was 
then alfo girt by him with the fword and hangers of the Order ; 
whereupon the prince was pleafed to take up the velvet cap with the 
plumes of feathers, and to carry it in his own hands, and then an 
entry was made into the long gallery with the like ceremonies as at 
firft. The Sovereign being then {landing before his chair of (late, the 
efcutcheon of his majcfty’s arms and titles was held behind it, and his 
moil ferene highnefs (landing on the fovereign’s right hand, near the 
table where the habits and enfigns of the Order above-mentioned had 
been formerly laid, and having the efcutcheon of his arms and fbiles 
held behind him, Garter king of arms took up the great mantle of 
the Order , and inverted the prince therewith, reading the admonition 
accuftomed, and over it placed, on the prince’s right (houlder, the 
hood, bringing the tippet athwart his breaft in the ufual manner, and 
tied on the great collar with the george pendant thereto, reading the 
admonition enjoined upon that occafion, and then placed the cap with 
the plumes of feathers on the prince’s head, who made his low re- 
verences to the Sovereign. There was a numerous appearance at this 
ceremony of perfons of quality of both fexes, in very rich habits. 


CHAPTER XXII. 

Of the Degradation of a KNIGHT COM- 
PANION. 

H AVING thus amply treated of the feveral particulars of ho- 
nour relating to this moft noble Order , we come next to ob- 
ferve, that Knights that have been thus ennobled, have fometimes for- 
feited the fame; and to treat briefly, in what manner fuch Knights Com- 
panions have been degraded from this principal heighth of honour, and 
deprived of the dignity of this moft noble Order of Knighthood.

A a a 
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High-Treafon againH the Sovereign and kingdom, has always 
been deemed an offence fo heinous, as not only to merit the lofs of 
life but honour alfo, and thereupon when fentence has been ready to 
pafs on a Knight for fo great a crime, degradation from honour has 
fometimes preceded, and this Mr. Selden faith is done in refpedl to the 
honour o/’Knigthood in general', left fo much ignominy as accompanied the 
judgment for fuch an offence , ft. mid lie on any one that -was a Knight, 
\vhen he fuffered it. 

The ceremony of fuch degradation has formerly confifled in a fo- 
lemn taking away the (word of the Knight , and chopping off his [purs, 
the chief enfigns of his honour; and fometimes with the addition of 
tearing his coat of arms from his body, and putting on another coat, 
whereon his arms were reverfed ; as alfo bruifing every piece of the 
Knight's armour, and calling it afide. But to fpeak more particularly; 

The enfigns of this noble Order are not to be withdrawn from a 
Knight Companion , unlefs he be found guilty of fome of thofe points 
of reproach mentioned in the fecond article of King Henry VIII/s 
Statutes, viz. Herefy , freafon , or flying from Battle . 

When a Knight Companion is found guilty of any of thefe offences, 
and is in the dominions of the Sovereign, he is ufually degraded at the 
next Chapter after; and therefore, where the Sovereign intends to have 
this ceremony put in execution, after he hath acquainted the Knights 
Companions therewith, he commands Garter to attend fuch of them, 
as are appointed to go to the convidt Knight , who in a folemn man- 
ner, firfl take from him his George and ribband , and then his garter. 
And at the following feafl of St. George , (or fooner if the Sovereign 
appoint) publication of his crimes and degradation is made by Garter , 
and a warrant iffued out to him, for taking down the atchievements of 
the Knight , which is performed in the enfuing order. ■ 

Firfl Garter , in his coat of arms, ufually before morning prayer, if 
the grand feafl, or feafl of inflallation be then held. Handing on the 
highefl flep afcendir.g to the brazen defk, (placed in the middle of the 
choir in St. George's chapel at Windfor) the Officers of Arms Handing 

about 
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about him, and the Black Rod alfo prefenr, reads aloud the inftru- 
ment for publifhing the Knight’s degradation. This being read, one 
of the Heralds deputed thereunto, being placed on the back of the 
ftall of the convidt Knight , when Garter pronounces thefe words, ‘viz, 
be expelled , and put from among the arms , &c. takes his crejl , and violent- 
ly calls it down into the choir, and after, his banner and Jword-, and 
when the publication is read out, all the Officers of Arms fpurn the 
atchievements out of the choir into the body of the church ; fir ft the 
f word , then the banner , and laft of all the crejl; fo on, out of the 
Weft door, thence through the caftle gate, and then thrown into the 
ditch ; and the laft degradation of a Knight of the Garter , was that 
of the late Duke of Ormond , Ann. 1. Geo. I. 

Nor has degradation alone been thought fufficient; and therefore in 
a Chapter held 32 Henry VIII. it was determined, that wherefoever the 
adtions and names of fuch offenders fhould be found in the books of 
the Order , thefe words (Vah Proditor) fhould be written in the margin 
as a mark of ignominy, and by which means the R.egifters alfo would 
be preferved fair, and not defaced with razures and blots.

With this lift of the Officers , we conclude this account of the moft 
noble Order of the Garter j and upon a review of what has been 
faid on this fubjedt, defire the Reader would correct one reading, p. 138. 
/. 23. in this wife : 

And now according to Fabian, the Order of the Garter was firji devifed 
by King Edward, ann. reg. 1 9. and by the Statutes of Inftitution, and 
other authorities we fall foon mention , it appears , that not till three years 

after , viz. ann. dom. 1349. reg. 23, did &c. And this reafonable 

allowance of time, from the firft intention, ordefign of the Sovereign, 
to the bringing the whole eftabliftiment into execution, will reconcile 
Authors, who have fpent much time in fixing the true year of this 
Inftitution. 


CHAPTER 
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C H AFTER XXIV. 

Of the MONUMENTS, and famous PERSONS 
buried in St. George s Chapel. 

I N the preceeding part of this Hiftory, that treats of this Chapel > 
mention is made of the Interment of feveral Princes in this Church> 
viz. Henry VI. Edward IV. Henry VIII. his Queen Jane Seymour , 
Charles I. and a ftill-born Child of Queen Anne, when Princefs of Den- 
mark. Of thefe Princes I fhall make brief mention before I proceed 
to the Monumental Infcriptions. 

King Henry VI. was buried in the South Ifle of this Chapel near the 
Choir-door: This Prince, after a Life of Piety, and Reign of Trouble, 
died in the Tower of London , May 21. Ann. Dom. 1472. or according 
to the more general opinion, was there murdered by Richard Duke of 
Gloucejler : His Corpfe was the next day carried to St. Paul’s Church, 
and from thence conveyed by water to the Abbey of Chertfey in Surry , 
and buried ; from lienee it was removed, in the Reign of Richard in. 
to this Choir, and a fecond time buried, In menfe Augujli effofjum eft 
corpus Regis Henrici fexti, et ufque tiovam Eccleftam Collegiatam de 
Windzovr eft tranjlatum , ibi honorifice rcceptum , et cum maxime fo- 
lemnitateiterum tumulatum, ad auftralem partem fummi Altaris. Roffi. 
Warwic. Hiftor. Reg. Angl. p. 217.* 

This Author farther intimates, that this Prince’s Body was afterwards 
removed fiom Windfor , and buried a third time, iterum tertio creditur 
apluribus Jepeliendus , p.210. And Stowe , in his Chronicle , fays his Tomb 
was removed from Windfor, and it was not commonly known what became 
of his Body. 


* Reft Warzvicenjis H fori a Regum AngUsc , was firft pub'ifhed at Oxford by Mr. Thomas Heat ne, 
Ann . 1716, and reprinted at the Theatre for J. Pole . 1745, 
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It is notorious, from the fandfity of this Prince’s life, and the cir- 
cumftances of his death, a general opinio, 1 prevailed, that Miracles 
were wrought through his Interceffion, and his Kelicks were had in 
great veneration by the People, infomucb, that King Henry VII. ap- 
plied to the Court of Rome for his admiT on imo the Calendar of the 
Saints of that Church, and alfo for a licence from the Pope to remove 
the Body from Windfor to Weftminfter Abbey , to be buried with great So- 
lemnity, and probably in his new-eredted Chapel : The exorbitant de- 
mands of the Church of Rome however, did not agree with the temper 
of King Henry VII. and therefore, as the firft Intention was dropped, 
the latter alfo of removing the Royal Body was laid afide, though the 
Pope’s Bull was obtained for that purpole, and may be found in the Pub- 
lick A<Sts. Rymeri Faed. Vol. 13. p. 104. 

From this application, and return of the Pope’s Bull, the notion 
might arife, and gain credit, that the Royal Body was actually removed, 
yet it is evident, this purpofe of Henry VII was never put in execu- 
tion, from the Will of that Prince, in which, fpeaking of Wejlminfter 
Abbey , he fays, That we propofe right Jhortly to tranfate into the fame , 
the bodie and reliques of our Xjncle of blef 'ed Me/norie King Henry VI. 
Farther alfo, King Henry Will, by his Will before-mentioned, pag. 57. 
fpeaking of his own Interment in this Chapel, ordains, That the Tombes 
and Aultars of King Henry VI. and alfo of King Edward IV be made 
more princely in the Place they now be, and at our charge-, which certain- 
ly this Prince would never have ordered, had the Body of Henry VI. 
been before removed ; and it appears at prefent, though much defaced 
by time, that the whole Arch near which this Prince is buried, was ac- 
cording to this direction in Henry the VUIth’s Will, fumptuoufly de- 
corated, and adorned with the Royal Enfigns, and other Devices pe- 
culiar to that Prince, and- the Royal Arms are neatly cut and blazoned 
on the Centre Stone of the Arch. 

Leaving then this Prince (to whom Learning is fo greatly indebted) 
to reft quiet in his grave, I fhall only add this his fhort Character, from 
the fame Hiftorian, Rex ife Henricus fextus ut crevit cetate, crevit f mi- 
liter et virtutibusy omni cetate difcretionis c apace Deo & beatce Virghii

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Maria devctijjimus , Jed mundo et mundanh operibus minime deditus y ca 
femper committem Concilio. Rols, ut fupra, p, 210.

King Edward IV. Rival and SuccefTor to Henry VI. lies on the op- 
polite, or North fide of the Altar, under a large Stone of Touch , over 
which is erefled a Monument of Sreel, poli(hed and gilt, (but now 
impaired by time) in the form of a Tower with Gates, Port- holes, &c. 
of curious workmanfhip in the Gothick, or ancient Tafte: The Tro- 
phies of Honour over this Prince’s Grave were richly embroidered 
with Pearl and Gold, interwoven with Rubies, and hung fecure till 
the general Plunder of this Royal Chapel, (whieh I have been fo often 
obliged to mention) Anno 1642. at which time, thefe Enfigns of Roy- 
alty became the prey of Men, whofe Zeal was Profit, equally void of 
every religious and civil Regard. 

There never was &ny Epitaph or Infcription on this Tomb; one 
has indeed appeared in Print from a Book in the College of Arms, 
which may be expe&ed to be inferred here, though it argues the bad 
Tafte of the Age in which it was wrote, by the Poetry, and low drain- 
ed Encomiums.

The Burial of thefe two Kings, in this Chapel , under the fame Roof, 
and the unhappy Fate of King Henry , is by Mr. Pope’s plaintive Mufe, 
in far better Terms expreffed in thefe words : 

Let foftejl Strains ill-fated Henry mourn , 

And Palms eternal fourijh round his Urn. 

Here, o’er the Martyr King, the Marble weeps , 

And fajl befide him , once fear’d Edward Jleeps , 

Whom, not th’ extended Albion could contain 

From old Belerium to the German Main 

The Grave unites ; where ev’n the Great find Refi , 

And blended lie ///OppreiTor and Opprefs’d. 

Queen Jane Seymour, Wife of King Henry VIII. and Mother of 
Edward VI. is buried in a Royal Vault in the Choir of this Church; 
and to obviate a common report raifed by Saunders, and other Enemies 
to the Reformation , it may not be improper to obferve on this cccafion, 
that this Queen lived feveral days after the Birth of Prince Edward ; 
and it appears by her Letter to the Privy-Council, dated Odd. 12, 1557. 
and other Evidences, that this Queen died, not by any immediate 
Adi, or Order of K. Henry , but of the unhappy confequences of Child- 
birth, about twelve days after her delivery. {Guthrie, p. 1074.) 

King Henry VIII. is alfo buried in the fame Vault, againft 
the eleventh Stall, on the Sovereign’s fide, which he appointed by his 
Will to be made, and his Body to be entered in the Queere of W indfour, 
midway between the Statte and the High Altar with the body of his true 
and loving wief §>ueen Jane: And farther, he mentions an honourable 
Tomb then began, and far forward for his interment •, which, if it be 

not 
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not finilhed in his life-time, he directs his Executors to finilh and com- 
plete with all convenient fpeed, Vide pag. 57. of this Hiftory. King 
Henry diedj^ 'an. 28. Ann. Dom. 1546. and was interred in this Choir 
with great State and Solemnity, as will appear in the Note*. 

King 

* His body remaining privately in a chamber, was there cered and put into a coffin of lead, 
while a fumptuous hearfe of virgin’s wax, was prepared within the Chapel at Whitehall , with fu 
goodly pillars, weighing, by eftimation, two thoufand pounds ; under which hearfe was a canopy 
of rich cloth of gold, whofe valences were half of gold, and half black filk, into which the 
corpfe was conveyed, covered with a pall of cloth of tiffue, an altar being ere&ed at the Ea/t 
end, richly adorned with black velvet, and efcutcheons of the king’s arms. The hearfe was rail- 
ed about with timber covered with black cloth, with which the Chapel, Cloitter, Hall, and 
Chamber, were likewife hung. Within the rail, were feats for the twelve Lords, Mourners, to 
kneel or fit; and here the corpfe remained from the 2d of February to the 14th, ferved with day 
and night watches, a herald Handing at the Wefl end of the hearfe, and defiring the people to 
pray, faying, “ You fhall, of your charity, 41 pray for the foul of the mod famous Prince King 
“ Henry VIII. our late moll gracious King and Matter.” 

On the 14th of February , about tendn the morning, the king’s body fet forward towards Wind- 
for, in attately chariot, his effigies lying on the coffin, with the true imperial crown on the head, 
and under it a night cap of black fattin, fet full of precious ttones, and apparrelled witn robes of 
crimfon velvet, furred with minever, powdered with ermine, the collar of the garter, with the 
order of St. George about the neck ; a crimfon fatin doublet embroidered with gold, two brace- 
lets of gold about the writts, fet with ttones and pearl ; a fair armouring fword by the fide, the 
fceptre in the right hand, and the ball in the left, a pair of fcarlet hofe, crimfon velvet fhoes, 
gloves on the hands, and feveral diamond rings on the fingers, drawn by eight great horfes, trap- 
ped with black, adorned with efcutcheons, and a fhaffedon on their heads, on each of which rode 
a child of honour, carrying a bannerole of the King’s arms. 

Thus, with an exceeding great train of four miles in length, the body was conduced to Syon, 
where it was received, at the church door, by the Bifhopsof London , Briftol, and Gfaueefter, who 
performed dirige that night and next morning. The corpfe being brought into the Church, was 
placed in a hearfe like that at Whitehall but the effigies was conveyed into the vettry. 

The next morning, about fix of the clock, after the third found of the trumpets, the whole 
company, (the Marquefs of Dorfet being chief mourner) proceeded for Windfor , and brought the 
corpfe to the Cattle College-gate, about one of the clock, from which place, to the Wejl door of 
the Church, a large way was railed in on both fides, and hanged with black cloth, and efcut- 
cheons, the Church and Choir being likewife hanged round with black. The Bi/hops of Win- 
chejler , London , and^/yin their Pontificalibus, with the Sub-dean of the King’s Chapel, and all 
thefinging men of the fame, and the Dean o i Windfor > with all the Canons, and their whole Choir, 
received the corpfe at the aforefaid place ; whence, after cenfing, and luch like ceremonies, it 
was carried into the Church, the finging men of the King’s Chapel, on the right hand, and they 
of Windfor, on the left, preceding it. Thus the effigies was firft conveyed into the Choir, by 
divers knights and gentlemen, arid then the coffin, by fixteen yeomen, with black ttaves in their 
hands, was brought into a hearfe, made in the midft of the Choir, under which was provided a 
goodly vault to bury the corpfe in, over which was laid a grate, whereon flood the faid hearfe 
with the coffin and pidlure, This hearfe was like that at Whitehall , only it confided of thirteen 
great pillars, and weighed, by eftimation, 4000 pounds, having about it the twelve banners of de- 
scents. Thus, the ufual ceremonies being performed, the body remained there that night. 

Wednefday being the 1 6th of February , about four o’clock, begun the Communion of the Tri- 
nity, performed by the Sub-dean of Windfor } and the Sub dean of the King’s Chapel, where, after 
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King Charles I. was buried alfo in this Choir, in the fame Vault 
with King Henry VIII. and his Queen ; and as foine Infinuations have 
been fpread abroad, as if the Royal Corps had not been buried here, or 
was afterwards removed, it will I hope be excufable to infert, that I 
remember to have feen a few years fince, a Manufcript Memorandum 
of Mr Sewell, a man of probity, and above forty years Chapter Clerk 
of WindJ'or College, to this purpofe, That, upon the opening this Vault , 
for the interment of a (lill-born Child of the Princefs of Denmark, af- 
terwards Queen Anne, he went into the Vault , and there faw the Coffins of 
King Henry VIII. and Queen Jane, alfo the Cofin of King Charles!. 
covered with Velvet, with a label on the cover , whereon was marked King 
Charles 1648. that the Velvet of the Coffin and Pall was found , and 
no ways rent ; and that the Pall laid over the Coffin as at firfl flung in at 
the Burial ; that the Vault was ftnall , and the new-born Child was laid 
upon the Coffin of King Charles I. This has been again afcertained 
this 8th of March , 1748-9, by a Relation of Mr Sewell’s , who 
lived many years with him, often heard him declare the fame, and 
being his Executrix, had this Paper among others, for fome time in her 
pofleffion ; other perfons of credit at (Vindfor were alfo in the Vault 
with Mr. Sewell , neither has it ever been doubted by the Officers of the 
Church, that the Corps was here buried. 

Thus much is judged neceflary to obferve on this occafion, more efpe- 
cially as a Koble Hiflorian *, gives fome colour for thefe fufpicions, by in- 
timating, that on a fearch made by order of K. Charles II after the Reflo- 
ration , the Body could not be found : If that Prince did give orders for 
that purpofe, they were certainly badly executed, and probably with de- 

fign 

an offering of gold, by the chief Mourner of the Knights of the Garter to St .George, and of the 
king's hatchments, banneroles and banners, and other trophies, as alfo of the King's hearfe rich- 
ly trapped,, came four Gentlemen-ufhers, and took away the pall of cloth of tiffue (the pidure 
being conveyed away before by fix Knights into the Veitry) after which, fixteen flrong yeomen 
of the Guards took the coffin, and with five ftrong linnen towels, which they had for their fees, 
let it into the vault, near unto the body of Queen Jane Seymour, his third wife, the grate being 
firfl taken away. Then the Lord- Chamberlain, the Lord great Mailer, Mr. Treafurer, Mr. Comp- 
roller, and the ferjeant porter, breaking their white {laves upon their heads in three parts, as did 
like wife all the Gentlemen- uihers, threw them into the grave, when Garter , alfifledby the Bifhops 
of Canterbury and Durham , declared the ftate and the name of the m6ft goodly Prince their Mas- 
ter, King Edward VI. Thus the Funeral ending, the trumpets founded in the Rood-loft, and 
the company departed. * Hift , of the Rebel. Vol. 3 . p. sco. Fol. 
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fign forreafonsof State, and a report made to the King, more agreeable 
to the mind of his Minifters, than the Royal Intention, and this probably 
might lead the Noble Author into this error ; neither on this occasion, is it 
poffible to forbear refle&ing, how far the prejudice of men may carry them. 
Many having been forward to fpread this ftory with an air of Triumph, 
and rather than let this unfortunate Prince reft quiet in his grave, have 
endeavoured to fix an everlafting Mark of Infamy on thofe Men, whofe 
Principles they avouch, and whofe Names, without farther addition of 
guilt, appear fufficiently on the dark fide in Hiftory. 

After the interment of the Child of Queen Anne above-mentioned, 
the Royal Vault was ordered to be clofed up, and has never fince been 
opened. ; 

From this account of the Royal Princes buried in this Chapel, I 
Ihall proceed to the Monuments, and begin at the Eajl end of the 
South Ifle, and take them in regular order, as they appear. In the 
Chapel at this end is buried the moft nobleEdwqrd Earl of Lincoln , Lord 
High Admiral in the Reign of Q^_Elizabeth, for above thirty years; a 
Nobleman 1 wife , valiant , and fortunate , high in the favour of his 
Royal Miftrefs, and after a lifefpent with great Honour, his Lordfhip 
died. Anno 1 <584, and was buried in this Chapel, and a handfome Mo- 
nument is eredted to his Memory by his Lady,, who alfo is here bu- 
ried; the Monument is of Alablafter, with Pillars of Porphyry, which 
we here prefent to the Reader, by the favour of the moft noble, the 
prefent Earl of Lincoln.

Edition of this Author, published lately at Cambridge by Dr. Richardfon , 
legal T eft ament 0 Corpus ad fepeliendim in Choro Ecclefce Bathon. &c. 
Not to leffen the Strength of thefe Authorities, it muft be confefted 
however, appearances are certainly againft them; the building this Chaple, 
theTomb,with the antient Altar, and the Decorations yet vilible, relating 
to this Bilhop, and his being Regifter of the Order of the Garter ; alfo 
the decorations of the Arch in the Iile, with the Paintings and Infcrip- 
, tion mentioned p. 66 . alluding to the Princes to whom this Bilhop 
was Secretary, are certainly ftrong indications that this Bilhop was 
buried in this Chaple, which has allways gone by his Name.

In this Chapel is buried Sir Reginald Bray , fo often mentioned in 
this Hiftory, and probably under this very flone, where lies Dr. Wa- 
terland ; for on preparing the Vault for that Gentleman, a leaden 
Coffin of antient form and make was found, which, by other appear- 
ances alfo, was judged to be the Coffin of Sir Reginald, and was by order 
of the Dean immediately arched over with great decency. This Gen- 
tleman has no Monument, and probably this Chapel itfelf was thought 
the belt memorial of this great and faithful Servant of the Crown, many 
years in the Service of Margaret , Countefs of Richmond and Derby j a 
principal Inftrument in advancing her Son Henry VII. to the Throne, 
and Promoter of the Marriage of this Prince to Elizabeth , Daughter 
of King Edward IV. by which the two Royal and Rival Houffis of 
Tork and Lancajler became happily united. Poly dor Vergil, fpeaking 
of Sir Reginald, gives him this Character: Vere Pater Patrice, homo 
feverus, ac it a redli amator , ut Ji quid inter dum peccatum e]e , illud 
acriter in Henrico (Rege) reprehenderet , pi 612. To his great expe- 
rience in affairs of State, this Gentleman had joined a happy know- 
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ledge in Architecture, as this Chapel of St. George , and alfo the Cha- 
pel built by this King at Wejlminjler , in which Sir Reginald had a 
principal concern and direction, do both fufficiently teftify. He died 
Anno 1502, and was buried in this Chapel, according to his own ap- 
pointment, as will appear from part of his Willinferted in the. Note*

At this Weft end of the Church, is a fmall Chapel dedicated to th$ 
Virgin Mary , called Beaufort Chapel , before mentioned, p. 6 y. In 
this Chapel are two noble Monuments of marble, one eredled to the 
memory of Charles Somerfet, Earl of Worcejler , and Knight of the 
Garter , who died April 15, 1526. and his Lady Elizabeth , Daughter 
and Heir of William Earl of Huntington. This Monument is inclofed 
within a neat fcreen of brafs work ; the other is of white marble, erect- 
ed to the memory of Henry Somerfet , late Duke of Beaufort , and 
Knight of the Garter, who died Jan. 21. 1699. Thefe Monuments 
are here infertcdby the favour of his Grace the prefent Duke of Beau- 
fort.

CHAP- 
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CHAPTER XXVI. 

A Difcription of the Royal Apartments in W I AID S OR 

CASTLE. 

I N the Plan of the Caftle, inferred in the former part of this Hiftory, 
the feveral Appartments are particularly defcribed, both in regard 
to their exadt Situation and true Meafurement, the Defcription therein 
laid down, I (hall follow in this Account, that being the mod accuft- 
omed method of fhewing the Royal Apartments to the Publick. 

The Reader will readily perceive thefe Apartments are on the 
North fide of the Caftle, and commonly go under the Name of the 
Star Building , from the Garter and Star fully difplayed in Gold, and 
fixed in the middle part of the Building on the outfide, next to the 
Terrace. 

The ufual Entrance is from the upper Court or Ward , thro' a 
handlome Vejlibule, fupported by Pillars of the Ionic Order, with fome 
antique Buftos in the feveral Niches ; From hence you pafs to the 
Great Stair Cafe, which is finely painted with feveral fabulous Stories, 
from Ovid ’ s Metamorph. particularly the Story of Phaeton , who is re- 
prefented on the Dome petitioning Apollo for leave to drive the Cha- 
riot of the Sun, and on the Stair cafe, in large Compartments are 
the transformation of Phaeton's Sifters into Trees, with this Infcrip- 
tion, Magnis tamen accedit Aujis , and of Cyncus into a Swan ; over 
thefe, and on the feveral parts of the Ceiling fupported by the Winds, 
are reprefented the figns of the Zodiack with bafketts of Flowers, 
beautifully difpofed ; and at each corner are the Elements of Earthy 
Air , Fire, and Water , with variety of Reprefentations exprefling each 
Element j.alfo Aurora, with her Nymphs in waiting, giving Water 
to her Horfes. In proper Attitudes in feveral Parts of this Stair 
Cafe are reprefented Mufick , Painting , arid other Sciences, and the 
whole Stair Cafe ismoft beautifully difpofed and heightened with Gold, 
and has a View to a back Stair Cafe, whereon is painted the Story of 
Mekager and At al ant a, I i i 2 ‘The 
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The Queen's Guard Chamber is the firft Apartment into which you 
enter: This Room is compleatly furnifhed with Fire Arms, as Guns, 
Bayonetts, Pikes, Bandeleers, &c. beautifully ranged and difpofed into 
various Forms, with the Star and Garter, the royal Cypher, and other 
Ornaments intermixed. Over the Chimney is a full Portrait oi 
Prince George of Denmark on horfeback, by Dahl, with a view of 
Shipping, by Van Jewell. On the Ceiling is Britannia , in the perfon 
of Queen Catherine of Portugal, Confort to King Charles II. feated 
on a Globe, bearing the Arms of England , and Portugal , with the four 
Quarters of the World, viz. Europe, Afia, Africa, and America , with 
their refpe&ive Symbols attended by Deities making Offerings to her. 
The figns of the Zodiack are on the outer part of this beautiful Re- 
prefentation. In different parts of the Ceiling are Mars, Venus, Mi- 
nerva, and other Heathen Deities, with Zephyrs , Cupids , and other 
Embellifhments properly difpofed. 

Next you enter The Queen’s Prefence Chamber \ On the Ceiling of 
this Room is Queen Catherine , attended by Religion , Prudence, Forti- 
tude, and other Virtues, under a Curtain fpreadby Time, and fupported 
by Zephyrs, with Fame founding the happinefs of Britain, underneath is 
JuJlice driving away Sedition , Envy , and other evil Genii. In this 
Room area Prometheus by Young Palmer $ a Magdalen, by Sir Peter 
Lel/y ; a Judith and Holofernes, by Guido Rayno. This room is hung 
with Tapeftry, containing the Story of the beheading St. Paul , and 
the Perfecution of the primitive Chriftians. 

On the Ceiling is Britannia reprefented 
in the Perfon of Queen Catherine , in a Carr drawn by Swans to 
the Temple of Virtue, and attended by Flora, Ceres , Pomona , &c.

In 
the Centre of the Ceiling is a large Oval, wherein is reprefented King 
Charles II. in the Habit of the Order of St. George , or Garter , attended 
by England, Scotland, and Ireland : Religion and Plenty holding the 
Imperial Crown of thefe Kingdoms over his Head, Mars and 
Mercury with the Emblems of War and Peace, are on each fide the Mo- 
narch: In the fame Oval is Regal Government fupported by Religion 
and Eternity : Juftice, attended by Fortitude, Temperance and Prudence, 
beating down Rebellion and Fadlion in a Hydra of evil Genii-, in one of 
which the Painter is faid to have introduced the E of Sh — y, a Statefman 
of that Reign, difperfing Libels.

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the Throne, in an Odtogon, is St. George’s Crofs, environed with the 
Garter, within the Star or Glory fupported by Cupids, with the Motto, 

Honi soit qui mal y pense. 

with the Mufes attending in full Confort, and other Embellishments 
relating to the grandeur of the Order. On the back of the State, or 
Sovereign’s Throne, is a large Drapery, whereon is painted, as large as 
Life, St. George encountring the Dragon, and on the lower border of 
the Drapery, is infcribed, 

Veniendo restituit Rem. 

In allufion to King William III. who is painted under a Royal Canopy, 
in the Habit of the Order, by Sir Godfrey Kneller : The Afcent to the 
Throne is by five Steps of fine Marble, to which the Painter has made 
an addition of five more to great perfection, which agreeably deceive 
the Sight, and induce the Spectator to believe them equally real. 

The Meafurement of this Room in length, is, as appears by the 
Plan, 108 feet 8 inches ; and the whole North fide is taken up 
with the Triumph of Edward the Black Prince, Son to the renowned 
Edward III. in the manner of the Romans. The many Conquefts of 
this heroick Prince, are partly mentioned before in this Hiftory, and 
fill the Hiftories of feveral Nations in Europe. On the upper- part of 
the Hall is the Royal Edward III. the Conqueror of France and Scot- 
land, the Builder of this Royal Caftle, and the illuftrious Founder of 
this moft noble Order of the Garter, feated on a Throne, receiving the 
Kings of France and Scotland Prifoners ; the Prince is feated in the 
middle of the Proceffion, crowned with Lawrel, and carried by Slaves: 
preceeded by Captives, and attended by the Emblems of Victory, Li- 
berty, and other Enfignia of the Romans , with the banners of France 
and Scotland difplayed ; and, to indulge the Painter’s fancy, he has 
clofed the Proceffion with the fiction of the Countefs of Salisbury ■ in 
the perfon of a fine Lady making Garlands for the Prince, and a re- 
prefentation of the Merry Wives of Windfor , made famous by Shake - 
fpear’s Mufe,

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Of this moft glorious Prince, Edward III. and his victorious Son, 
Sir John Denham , in his excellent Poem, fpeaks in thefe words: 

Of Thee Great Edward, and thy Greater Son , 
he Lillies which his Father wore , He won ) 

And thy Bellona, who thy ConJ'ort came 
Not only to thy Bed \ but to thy Fame ; 

She to thy Triumph , led one Captive King , 

And brought that Son which did the Other bring.

Alluding alfo to Queen Philippa , who in the abfence of her Royal Con- 
fort in trance , was with the King’s Army at the Battle of Nevil’s-Crofs , 
when the King of Scotland was taken Prifoner; and was Mother of this 
heroick Prince Edward , who took the King of France Prifoner at the 
Battle of PoiSiiers. 

But to return; at the lower end of the Hall, is a noble Mufick Gal- 
lery, fupported by Slaves, larger than Life, in proper Attitudes, and 
is faid to reprefent a Father and his three Sons, who the valiant Black 
Prince made Captives in his Wars abroad. Over this Gallery, on the 
lower compartment of the Ceiling, is the Collar of the Order of the 
Garter , fully difplayed, and the Paintings in the feveral Parts of this 
Room are highly finifhed, and heightened with Gold, and allude to 
the Enfigns of the Garter , to the Honour of which moft illuftrious 
Order , this noble Room is particularly fet apart and dedicated ; and 
when the Sovereign is prefent at an Inftallation, the Knights Companions 
dine in this Hall of the Order. The Painting was performed by Verrio 
afore- mentioned, as appears by this Infcription at the lower end over 
the Mufick Gallery.

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St. George’s Chapel , is next to this Hall, and no lefs royally adorned, 
on the Ceiling is the Afcenfion nobly painted, and the Altar Piece is the 
Lajl Supper of our Lord, doneto great perfection. On the North fide 
of this Chapel are the Raifing Lazarus from the Dead, the Curing the 
Sick of the Palfy, with other Miracles of our Saviour, beautifully paint- 
ed alfo by Verrio , and among the Spectators the Painter has intro- 
duced his own Effigies, with Sir Godfrey Kneller , and Mr. Cooper, who 
affifted him in thefe Paintings. The Clofets for his Majefty and the 
Royal Family make the Eajl end of this Chapel, the Canopy, Curtains, 
and Furniture are of crimfon Velvet, with Fringe of Gold, and the So- 
vereign always goes to Chapel in great State. The carved Work alfo 
of this Chapel is worthy the attention of the Curious, done by the fa- 
mous Artift Gibbons before-mentioned, in Lime tree, reprefenting great 
variety of Palms, Doves, Pelicans, and other allufions to Scripture Hiftory, 
alfo the Star and Garter , and other Ornaments, done to the greateft per- 
fection, and this Chapel no lefs than St .George’s Hall equally ftrikes the 
Spedtator with veneration and furprize. 

From this Chapel you return into the Queen’s Guard Chamber , where 
you firft entered, and this clofes the feveral State Apartments, which 
are only fhewed to the Publick, the other Apartments are not open but 
when the Court refides at Windjor, and confift of many beautiful 
Chambers, with Paintings by the belt Mailers ; and'itmuffc be con- 
fefifed,befides the great beauty of the Situation, the feveral Apartments that 
compofe this glorious Palace, are fpacious and noble, worthy of a Mo- 
narch of Great- Britain, and are not exceeded by the moil boafted Palaces 
of Foreign Princes. 

The Inner, or Horn Court , as commonly called, from a Pair of 
Stag’s Horns of exceeding largenefs, taken in the Foreft, and fet up in this 
Court, is ufually looked into by Strangers. This Court is painted in 
bronze and Stone-colour ; on one fide is reprefented a Roman Battle, on 
the oppofite a Sea-fight, with the Images of Jupiter , Neptune, Mercury , 
and Pallas. In the Gallery is K. David playing before the Ark, with 
other Paintings, and the whole Court is ornamented with feveral Battles

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of the Greeks and Romans. On the Eajl Front, is cut in Letters of 
Gold : 


Carolus Secundus Rex, Anno 1677. 

From this Court, by a noble flight of Steps, you enter the King's 
Guard-Chamber before mentioned} In a cavity, under thefe Steps, and 
fronting this Court, is a figure of Hercules in like Painting : On the 
Dome over the Steps, is painted the Battle of the Gods, and on the 
fides of the Stair-cafe is a reprefentation of the Four Ages of the World, 
and two Battles of the Greeks and Romans in Frefco.

The Duke of Somerjet died December 2, 1748. by which an eighth Stall in 
Sr. George's Chapel is become vacant. 

Laftly, and what is the principal inducement for this Addenda, it is necef- 
fary to add, that fince the printing this Hiftory, I find the Certificate of 
Mr. Sewell relating to the Interment of King Charles I. had got into Hiftory, 
and is at large inferted by Mr. Echard in his Hiftory of England: As I had not 
before, occafion to look into that Author, am now pleafed to find a Confirma- 
tion in Print, of what I had with fome caution advanced, on my own know- 
ledge only ; and it certainly is no fmall Evidence of the truth of the Fad, to 
obferve the agreement of what is above advanced in this Hiftory, p. 362. 
with the Relation publifhed by that Gentleman, Vol. II. p. <549. and am only 
concerned, it came not to my knowledge before, as it would have faved no 
fmall trouble. May 18, 1749. 
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To the foregoing Hiftory, let farther be added the following Account of the 
late Chapter of the Order of the Garter, held by the Sovereign and 
Knights-Companions.

T H E Sovereign having determined to hold a Chapter of the mod’ 
Noble Order of the Garter, and the Knights Companions refi- 
dent in and near London, being fummoned to attend here this Day, 
there appeared habited in their Mantles his Royal Highnefs the Duke 
of Cumberland , and the Knights herein after mentioned, with the Dean 
of Windfor the Regifter, and Garter King of Arms, in their refpedtive 
Mantles, and wearing their different Badges, who waited the Sovereign’s 
coming; and upon his Appearance, Garter, by the Sovereign’s Com- 
mand, called over the Names of the Knights Companions prefent, be- 
ginning with the Juniors in the Order, who thereon proceeded to the 
Gallery where the Chapter was appointed to be held in the following 
Method, the Juniors firft ; and the Knights^ whofe Companions in the 
Stalls oppofite to them were abfent, went fingle.

Upon entering the Gallery, the Knights flood behind their feveral 
Chairs (placed there as at the Time of holding of the Privy Council) 
till the Sovereign had featecj himfelf in the Chair of State at the upper 
End of, the Table, and then, by his Majefty’s Leave, took their 
Chairs. Then Garter with Reverence acquainted the Sovereign, that 
the Honourable Henry Bellenden, Efq; attended without the Door,

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and mod; humbly befeeched His Majefty to be admitted to take the Oath 
of Office, as Gentleman Ufher of the Black Rod of this moil Noble 
Order ; and he was accordingly introduced in his Mantle 5 and being 
come to the Sovereign, he kneeling down took the Oath enjoyned by 
the Statutes ; His Majefty having put the Gold Chain with the Jewel 
about his Neck, was pleafed to confer on him the Honour of Knight- 
hood ; then having kiffed His the Sovereign’s Hand, he withdrew to 
the Bottom of the Table. 

Garter then in like Manner having acquainted the Sovereign, that 
the Lord Bifhop of Salifbury attended without the Door, and mod: 
humbly befought his Majefty, that he might be admitted to the Office of 
Chancellor of this moll noble Order ; which is annexed to that Bifhoprick.

And his Lordfhip in his Epifcopal Habit was introduced accordingly 
between Garter and Black Rod, Black Rod carrying on a Velvet Cufh- 
ion the Mantle, Gold Chain and Purfe; and being come to the Sove- 
reign, Black Rod inverted his Lord {hip with the Mantle; and the Oath 
of Office being adminiftred to him kneeling, Black Rod on his Knee 
prefented to His Majefty the Gold Chain and Jewel, which His Majef- 
ty put round his Neck; and his Lordfhip having received from the So- 
vereign the Purfe, and kiffed His Majefty’s Hand, placed himfelf on the 
Left Hand of the Chair of State. 

Then the Chancellor.by the Sovereign’s Command, declared His Roy- 
al Pleafure, that the Six* vacant Stalls in the Royal Chapel at Wind- 
for , fhould now be filled; and each Knight having wrote down the 
Names of nine Perfons whom they efteemed mod qualified to be elect- 
ed in a Scrutiny ; and having feverally fubfcribed their hands thereto, the 
fame was colledffd by the Chancellor, and prefented by him on his 
Knee to the Sovereign, who after infpedting them, commanded the 
Chancellor to declare his Royal Highnefs Prince George y eldeft Son of 
his Royal Highnefs the Prince oi Wales, duly elected. 

The Second Scrutiny was in like Manner prefented to the Sovereign, 
who after infpedting the fame, commanded the Chancellor to declare 
his moll Serene Highnefs the Margrave of AnJ'pacb duly eledted.

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Garter then was commanded to bring in his Grace the Duke of Leeds , 
who being introduced by Garter, kneeled down before the Sovereign, 
and being knighted with the Sword of State retired ; and the Third 
Scrutiny being collected by theChancellor,and delivered to theSovereign 
in the former Manner, the Chancellor by the Sovereign’s Command, de- 
clared the Duke of Leeds duly elected. 

Upon which Garter and Black Rod were fent to introduce his Grace, 
who being brought to the Door of the Chapter-Room, was there re- 
ceived by the Dukes of Kingjlon and Portland the Junior Knights, and 
conducted by them to the Sovereign with the accuftomed Reverences ; 
Garter carrying on a Velvet Cufhion, the Garter and George hanging 
to a Blue Ribbond, did upon his Knee prefent tlie Garter to the Sove- 
reign, who gave it to his Royal Highnefs the Duke of Cumberland , 
and the Duke of Dorfet , the two Senior Companions, which they 
buckled about his Grace’s Left Leg, whilft the Chancellor read the 
Admonition enjoyned by the Statutes ; and then Garter having with 
like Reverence prefented to the Sovereign the Blue Ribbond and George , 
His Majefty, affifted by his Royal Highnefs and the Duke of Dorfet , 
put it over his Grace’s Left Shoulder, who was then kneeling, the 
Chancellor in the mean Time reading the proper Admonition. And 
his Grace having kiffed the Sovereign’s Hand, and thanked his Majefty 
for the great Honour done him, rofe up and faluted all the Compani- 
ons feverally, who returned their Congratulations, bowed to his Royal 
Highnefs, and withdrew. 

Then his Grace the Duke of Bedford , and the Right Hon. the Earls 
of Albemarle and Granville were elected, and received the Enligns of 
the Order in like Manner, and withdrew. 

Garter then called over the Names of the Knights Companions, 
and the Proceffion was made back in the Manner before defcribed, fave 
only that the Chancellor and Black Rod went in their proper Places* 
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
